as by Conſtraint, that which Reaſon and Experience 
oblige us to adopt. | 
Some will alſo be ſurpriſed, that in an Ape ſo 
knowing as the preſent, and after ſo many Works 
have been communicated to the Public upon this Diſ- 
eaſe, from the Time that it has been known by its 
Name, I ſhould propoſe a New Method of curing it, 
in the manner, as Willis ſays, of one who after the 
many excellent Geographers, ſhould pretend to model 
a new Geography, 4 rent from any that has appeared 
hitherto. > 
I may, laſtly, be accuſed of Raſhneſs for under- 
taking to reform a Method authoriſed by ſo many 
Skilful Phyſicians and Surgeons who practiſe it, con- 
firmed by Experience, and a happy Succeſs, of curing 
the Pox by Salivation; and which has obtain'd a firm 
Poſſeſſion for above a whole Century. 
Nevertheleſs, as all Artificers improve daily their 
Machines and Works, ſhould Phyſic only be inactive 
and indolent, and ſhould we be contented to follow 
only the Rules of our Fathers and Anceſtors, without 
endeavouring to improve them, either with a View to- 
diſpatch or Safety, or to alleviate the Method of 
Curing? © 
It has been always my Opinion, that Phyſicians 
ought to imitate prudent Gentlemen, who not only 
preſerve carefully the Inheritance they received 2 
| ther 
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their Parents, but alſo ſtrive to improve it by their 
Labour and Induſiry 

Fernelius and his Diſciple Palmarius, two famous 
Phyſicians of the Faculty at Paris, diſguſted at t he 
eruel Treatment of the Pox by Saltvation, indea- 
poured to cure it without it; they took upon them to 
cry down Mercury, and ſaid as much to its Detri- 
ment, as we ſhall to its Commendation. 

But if we diſcover a Method of preſerving the Ad- 
vantages of this grand Remedy, withcut runningthe 
Riſques theſe Authors mention, and of employing all 
its Uſefulneſs without purchaſing it at the Price of a 
painful Salivation, Mercury will not loſe the Repu- 
tation of being the chief, and perhaps the only Remedy 
for the Diſerder of Gallantry which ſeems to aim at 
the Deſtruction of Mankind, the ſame Way by which 
Nature would perpetuate them. 

We may juſtly apply to Mercury the Praiſes, which 
Sydenham beſtows on Opium. I thank God, ſays 
« he, that he has becn pleaſed to give Mankind, to 
& alleviate their Pains, a Remedy of this Importance 
« fit to ſooth fo many Complaints, and to cure them 
« effettually. 

We ſhall endeavour to make Mercury appear cer- 
tain in its Effet, and eaſy io be adminiſter'd, to that 
degree, that almoſt any one may become the Inſtrument 
of his own Cure. | 

T ſhall alſo fhew from Obſervation, that the Power 
of Mercury is net confined to the Venereal Diſeaſe 
only, but that I have employ'd it with miraculous 
Succeſs, aſler the manner which I ſhall propoſe, in 
the capital Obſiruftions of the Viſcera, and the Diſeaſes 
depending therefrom, as the Jaundice, the Dropſy, 
flow Fevers, &c. in hard and painful Tumors of 
the Inteſtines formed by Congeſtion, to make uſe of 
the Term of the Antients, in Tumors of the Breaſts 
in the fair Sex, in the King's Evil, the Scall on the 


Head, 
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Head, Inflammations of the Eyes, Ulcers of the 
Legs, Conſumption, the Tape-worm, Wens and the 
Bite of mad Creatures; of the laſt there is a Diſſer- 
tation annexed to this Work. 

For the reſt, this Treatiſe is not the Produce of an 
Tmagination word up to frame ſome new Syſtem, I 
can jay, with that Sincerity I owe to the Public, that 
it is the Fruit of ſeveral Obſervations, purſued and di- 
geſted during more than go Years, confirmed by a con- 
ſtant Succeſs, and authoriſed by Reaſons which I ſhall 
ſet forth in their proper places. 

Obſervations have an Advantage over Syſtems, is 
as much as they are Copies of the Motions and Opera- 
tions of Nature which doth not vary; they are true 
at all Times, but Syſtems are ſubject to the Caprice of 
Imagination and the Inconſtancy of the human Mind. 
They are faithful Copies, where every one may diſ- 
cover the Reſemblance of the Evil which afſlicts him, 
and the Succeſs of the Remedy, provided Care be taken 
to mark well the Indication, and the Reaſon of the 
Determination. Obſervators labour for the Advantage 
of Phyſick, as may be collected from the Uſefulneſs of 


thoſe Authors, who have conſecrated their Lucubra- 
tions to Obſervation. 


My. Sincerity will appear ſufficiently to the Rea- 


der from the Simplicity and Candour of the Obſerva- 
tions. You will ſee that I relate the bad Succeſs as well 
as the good; which I thought proper to do, to avoid 
the Obſtacles which I take notice of. In this I have 
followed the Example of Hippocrates, who in L. 


5. of his Epid. n. 27. owns, that in the Perſon of 


Autonomus in Omilo, he took the Frafture of the 
Cranium for a Suture : Non animadverti eum ſecti- 
one indigere; fefellerunt me autem ſuture 1 le teli 
noxiam continentes. This great Honeſty of Hippo- 
crates made Cornelius Celſus ſay, that little Wits only 
will take nothing from themſelves, becauſe they have 
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nothing to ſpare. Levia ſolum ingenia, quia nihil 
habent, nihil ſibi detrahunt. | 

But my Sincerity will appear yet plainer by the Ex- 
perience of thoſe, who in Caſe of Neceſſity ſhall put in 
practiſe the Method which I propoſe. 

Altho* it is difficult to efface Impreſſions we receive 
at School; tho the firſt Principles we acquire by Study, 
and which we prattiſe, may in ſome manner be com- 

pared to thoſe of the Religion in which we have been 
educated, and which we retain almeſt all our Life- 


time, good or bad; and thy our firſt Prejudices, ac- 


cording to Deſcartes, bear away our Ideas and Fudg- 
ment ; nevertheleſs, I hope this Method will have ſome 
Followers. If Perſons without any Reputation or 
Character, whoſe Merit only conſiſts in feeding Man- 
kind with Promiſes and Hopes, meet with ſick People, 
who will truſt them with their Health, and Lives, 
when at the ſame time they would not truſt them with 
their Purſes ; I have the more Reaſon to believe, that 
upon my Faith and Aſſer tion many will prefer an eaſy 
Method without any Hazard, to the Trials of a Sali- 
vation, accompanied always with a piercing Pain, an 

ſometimes great Danger. | 8 

Beſides Self- Love, which has Ingenuity enough to 
perſuade, when the Buſineſs is to get rid of Danger 
and Pain, and which repreſents often to the greateſt 
Minds weak, but advantageous Reaſons as victorious 
Demonſtrations, will not be idle, I hope, in favour of 
. thoſe propoſed in this Treatiſe. 

In ſhort, I flatter myſelf, that a Patient reduced to 
the Neceſſity of chuſing either a Saltvation, or the 
Practice here mtroduced, provided he has heard of 
the Tortures of Salivation and its Riſques, will pre- 
fer our Method without Pain and Danger, eſpecially 


if I was allow'd to name thoſe who have experienced 


its happy Succeſs. | 
A Perſon in Orders, who is dear to me upon ſeveral 
Accounts, wanted to diſſuade me from * 
rea- 
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tiſe. He repreſented to me with ſome Eloquence, and | 
in a pathetic Manner, 1ſt, That it is very dangerous 
to write in an Age whoſe Taſte is ſo much refined, and 
that the great Deſire of ſhewing one's Performance 
turns often to the Diſcredit of the Author. © - | 
That our own Writings, which we behold with the 
ſame Complaiſance as a Father his Children, in whom 
he knows no Faults, are not received ſo favourably by | 
the Public, that we expoſe ourſelves to Criticiſm and | 
Cenſure. 2dly, That if I had an Itching to write, | 
T ſhould not chuſe ſo obſcene a Malady, of which even | 
it is hardly permitted to talk, ne quidem nominetur | 
in vobis, and that the Catalogue of Diſeaſes is large | 
enough to pick out another Subject. 


J anſwer'd to the firſt Article, that judicious Rea- 

ders regard not ſo much the Words as the Matter : 
That Truth hath a certain Beauty independent from the ' 
Ornaments of Eloquence, that it is ſufficient to propoſe ' | 
| 


it to make Connoiſſeurs embrace it with Pleaſure, 
allo in an Undreſs and in Rags. That I was not 
ignorant Criticiſms were to be feared, ſo much the 
1 rather by me, becauſe all our beſt Authors had com- 
q plained of it, even of Injuries and Calumnies with 
which they have been beſpatter d at the publiſhing of 
their Works, which however had not diſcouraged them | 
from continuing therr Endeavours. And if they bad 
not ſurmounted this pannick Terror, the Science of 
Phyſick would be deprived at preſent of their Ob- 
ſervations, which are its true Riches, far beyond the - 
1 Number of Syſtems, with which it has been over- 
oaden within ibis Century laſt paſt : Quæ Medici- 
nam potius onerant quam ornant. That the very Cri- 
ticiſm which he would make me apprehend, would at 
leaſt be a Proof the Work was good for ſomething, 
ſince People ſeldom take pains to criticiſe Writings 
which fall of themſelves, for fear of giving them ſome 
Weight by a ſerious Refutation. J

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In ſhort, that Works deſpiſed during the Author”s 
Life, are often valued after his Death, when commonly 
the Reaſons for criticiſing are at an End. 

_ Hiſtory furniſbes us with a memorable Example 
in the Perſon of Homer, who was ſo deſpiſed whilſt he 
lived, that he was obliged to beg his Bread; but after 
his Death the circumjacent Cities diſputed with each 
other the Birth of this great Man. 

And as to the ſecond Objection, I thought I was as 
free to treat on the Diſeaſes of Gallantry, as he to 

reach on the Crime which commonly occaſions them, 
That the reading of my Obſervations on the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, ſo far from being prejudicial, might be of 
Service to inſpire Libertines with an Apprehenſion of 
being puniſ#d in this World with a ſhameful Malady. 
And that I was even ſurpriſed that Preachers, in their 
Sermons againſ} Incontinency, did not repreſent the 
Danger of this Diſorder, the Expences ſubſequent to 
it, and other Difficulties, which infallibly and almoſt 
neceſſarily attend it. 

That at all Events, as I believed I had made ſome 
uſeful Obſervations in the Cure of theſe Diſorders, I 
thought myſelf indiſpenſibly obliged to publiſh them, 
and that 1 ow'd to the Town and Territory which I 
ſerved upwards of 30 Years, the Fruit of the Obſer- 
vations I had made during that Time, 

T fhall publiſh, God willing, very ſoon two Diſ- 
ſertations, one on the Gout, and the other on the Epi-

I Have read by Order of my Lord Keeper of the 
Seals, a Manuſcript, entitled, A Treatiſe on the 
Venereal Diſeaſe, with a Method of curing it without 
Salivation, Danger, or great Expence, with a Diſſerta- 
tion on Conſumptions, by P. Default, M. D. &c. The 
Method of ſalivating to cure the Venereal Diſeaſe has 
always ſupported itſelf, notwithſtanding the Efforts of 
many Great Men to cry it down, in order to bring 
into Practice that which the Author propoſes after their 
Example. It is without Doubt difficult to diſcounte- 
nance a Method which our Anceſtors have tranſmitted 
to us, and which the Succeſs of a long Courſe of Years 
hath, in a manner of ſpeaking, render'd ſacred. And 
Prudence alſo forbids to attempt another, till unde- 
niable Demonſtration ſhall have convinced us, that 
this laſt is preferable to that we would turn out of 
doors. However, none of theſe Reaſons ought to 
damp the Enquiry of thoſe, who charged with the 
Health of the Public ſhould not be ſatisfied with the 
Means which the Art ſuggeſts, when more ſecure 
ones may be had. Without doubt the Author of this 
Work has proceeded upon theſe Notions ; and with 
due Regard for his Zeal, in attempting a Method 
contrary to the ancient Practice, we are of opinion, that 
what he ſays in Favour of that which he prefers, 
may ſerve to ſpur on the Profeſſors of this Art to 
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new Diſcoveries, the Fruit of which cannot but be 
advantageous to the Public. For the reſt, if all the 
Hiſtories with which this Work abounds, ſeem not 


to be equally neceſſary, we believe nevertheleſs, the 


equitable Reader will not be out of humour at them, 
who, we know, is always ready to indulge the En- 
deavours of Authors of pleaſing whilſt they inſtruct.

HE Author of this Manuſcript, who is a 
Doctor of Phyſick well known for his Skill, 
prefers, in treating of the Venereal Diſeaſe, Eva- 
cuations by Stool to Salivation, and faves by this 
means the diſeaſed a great deal of Torment ; 
whereas the common Method leads him through 
the moſt cruel Trials, without mentioning the ter- 
rible Riſques it makes him run; a great many 
periſhing miſerably in the midſt of the horrid Tor- 
ments of a Salivation. The Flux of the Belly, 


which the Author promotes, is more conformable ' 


to the Laws of Nature, and carries away more 
eaſily the Cauſe of the Diſeaſe. Many learned Men 
before him have projected the ſame Thing. There 
is Reaſon to hope, that this Method will obtain in 
Time, and that thoſe who are prepoſſeſs'd in Favour 
of the other will relinquiſh their Prejudices, upon 
reading with Attention this Treatiſe, and weighing 
well its Principles; which to be underſtood, require 
the Perſon to have ſome Knowledge of Phylick. 
The Author ſeems to have accommodated himſelf 
in divers Places to the Underſtanding of the Sur- 
geons; it were to be wiſhed he had every where had 
the ſame Regard to them; and eſpecially, that he 
had avoided quoting, in this Treatiſe a Num- 
ber of Latin Paſſages which they cannot underſtand, 
and which for this Reaſon they will look upon as 
foreign to the Subject.

FIRST P AA T. 
Of the Theory of the Venereal Diſtemper. 


E ſhall divide this Part into three Chap- 

ters. In the firſt ſhall be given a Deſcrip- 
tion of this Diſeaſe; and its Symptoms. In the 
{ſecond we ſhall inquire into the Cauſe and Na- 
ture of the Virulency which produces it ; and in 
the third we ſhall ſpeak of its Original and Ara. 


B CHAP. 
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O the Deſcription of the Venereal Diſtemper, 
and its Symptoms. 


HE celebrated Sydenham, ſo conciſe and 
correct in the Deſcription of Diſeaſes, has 
given us ſo exact an account of the Venereal Di- 
ſtemper, that I thought I could not do better 
than tranſlate it Word for Word, and at full 
Length: To which I add, what Experience, 
the reading of practical Books, and the Conver- 
ſation with Perſons experienced in this Mat- 
ter, have taught me. 

« The Venereal Diſeaſe is propagated either 
« by Generation, as when the Child comes 
« into the World pox'd through the Fault of 
© one or other of the Parents; or by the 
« touching of ſome ſoft and porous Part of 
« a Perſon infected. In this Manner we ſee 
« 1.) That the Infant gives it to the Nurſe 
«© or the Nurſe to the Child; in which Caſe 
4 the firſt Symptoms of it appear on the Nurſe's 
« Breaſt, or in the Child's Mouth. 2.) Chil- 
ce dren are infected by lying with diſeaſed Per- 
« ſons; for altho' grown Perſons, whoſe Skin 
« and Fleſh are grown hard, don't take the In- 
« fection without impure Coition, notwithſtand- 
e ing they lie in Bed with infected Perſons, yet 
« Children whoſe Pores are more open, and 
* the Fleſh tender, may receive the Venereal 
e Taint, which I have obſerved more than once, 
by lying in Bed with infected Parents. 3.) By 
OOTY im- 
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impure Coition, and by this way eſpecially 
the Pox is convey d; for the Pores of the 
Yard being dilated in Proportion as it 


« ſwells, ſoon ſuck in the Infection from a 


Venereal Ulcer or Puſtule, in the Sheath of 
the Womb. And it is well to be obſerved, 
thata Woman may ſeem to be in good Health, 
and yet communicate the Pox; for having an 
Ulcer or Puſtule hid in the Vagina, the Venom 
is detained in thoſe Parts, and is in ſome ſort 
ejected by the Monthly Purgation. 
“ This Contagion, in my Opinion, firſt ſeizes 
the fleſhy Subſtance of the Penis, occaſions 
an Inflammation on the Glans which degene- 
rates into an Ulcer, and furniſhes the Sanzes 
which we ſee run in a Gonorrbæa; what per- 
ſuades me of this is, that I have ſeen this 
kind of virulent Matter ſweat out of the po- 
rous Subſtance of the Glans, and not caſt out 
of the Urethra when there was no Ulcer ei- 
ther in the Gans or Prepuce ; but at length 
the Diſorder penetrating deeper, it gnaws 
and deſtroys the Proſtate, as has been ob- 
ſerved in the Bodies of ſuch as died of this Diſ- 
eaſe. | 
“The Diſtemper begins and makes its moe 
in the following Manner. The Sick, (ſoon- 
er or later, according as the Woman with 
whom he had Converſation, has been more 
or leſs infected, and according to his Conſti- 
tution, which makes him more or leſs diſpo- 
ſed to receive the Infection) is firſt ſeized 
with an unuſual Pain in the Genitals, with 
B 2 TY 
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a certain Senſation as if his Teſticles turned: 
Afterwards if the Prepuce covers his 
Glans, there appears an Eruption, which re- 
ſembles by its Bigneſs, Colour and Figure, a 
Spot of the Meazles, and preſently after a 
Liquor diſtils gently like Seed, which changes 
every Day, becomes yellow, more fluent 
than the white of an Egg; and when the 
Gonorrhœa is more virulent, it grows green, 
and ſometimes Blood is mixt with it in abun- 
dance. The ſaid Eruption turns to an Ulcer, 
at firſt like the Aphthe in Childrens Mouths, 


which eats daily deeper and wider, and the 
Lips become hard and callous. 


It is to be noted that this Puſtule ſeldom 


ariſes in thoſe who have had a Gonorrhœa 
formerly, or whoſe Glans is uncovered, be- 
cauſe this Part is grown hard, either by being 
expoſed to the Air, or by the frequent rub- 
bing of the Linnen, which makes it leſs ſuſ- 
ceptible of the Virulency: Theſe therefore 
get no Ulcer, but only the Gonorrhœa which 
has been deſcribed, Other Symptoms pre- 
ſently follow this Running, a great Senſe of 
Pain at the time of Erection, as if it were 
preſs'd at both Sides with a ſtrong Hand. This 
chiefly happens in the Night, when the Sick 
begins to be hot in the Bed: This painful 
ContraCtion of the Yard is a pathognomonick 
Sign of a Gonorrhcea called Cordee. The 
Yard is alſo bowed by the Contraction of the 
Bridle, which occafions a violent Pain. There 
is moreover a heat of Urine, which is hardly 
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perceived in making Water, but preſently 
after the Patient is violently pain'd, through 
the whole Duct of the Uretbra, eſpecially at 
the Glans. y 

It happens ſometimes that the urinary 
Paſſage having been excoriated by the Acri- 
mony of the running Matter, Nature bein 
over officious, breeds new Fleſh there of a 
ſoft and ſpongy Conſiſtence, which growing 
daily, forms what we call Caruncles, or Car- 
noſities, obſtructing the urinary Canal in ſuch 
a Manner that the Patient cannot make Wa- 
ter: Theſe Excreſcencies are vaſtly trouble- 
ſome to manage, and occaſion a Diſorder 
more formidable than Death itſelf; they alſo 
emit a certain Ichor from the little Ulcers 
which accompany them. 


<« It happens alſo, that the Matter which 


fhould have run off by the Gonorrhcea being 
ſtopt by Aſtringents ill timed, or by ſome 
violent Motion, falls upon the Scrotum, and 
brings on a Swelling and Inflammation of the 
Teſticles, ſometimes of one, ſometimes of 
both; then the running ceaſes, but the Heat 
of Urine continues. 

« Bur when by the Length of the Diſtemper, 
and the Virulency occaſioned in the Parts, ic 
mixes by degrees with the Blood, or that by 
Aſtringents given unskilfully, the Matter is 
drove into the Blood, the Pcx appears, and 
manifeſts itſelf. The Buboes in the Groin 
eſtabliſh irs firſt Degree, the Head-ach, and 


« Pains in other Parts of the Body, as the 
Be « Shoulders, 
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« Shoulders, the Arms, the Head, &c. theſe 
“ Pains come on by Intervals, and without any 
order, eſpecially in the Night when the Pa- 
« tient feels the Warmth of the Bed, and 
* continue till Morning. There are alſo Scabs 
and Scurf in various Parts of the Body, 

and theſe are yellow like a Honey-comb, 
« and ſometimes have large Surfaces as they 
« are deſcribed by Authors in their Trea- 
ce tiſes on the Leproſy. The more theſe Erup- 
tions appear without, the leſs the Patient 
ſuffers. Theſe Symptoms increaſe by Degrees, 
eſpecially che Pain, which is ſometimes ſo 
ſharp, that the Patient cannot keep in Bed, 
but is forced ina reſtleſs Manner to walk about 
* his Chamber till Morning. Moreover after 
e theſe violent Pains, hard Nodes grow up- 
* on the Bones, called Exoſtoſes, like the 
« Spavin in Horſes Feet; theſe Tumours bring 
* on Inflammation and Ulcers, and are fol- 
lowed by a Caries and rotting of the Bones. 
Phagedenick Ulcers ſeize various Parts of the 
Body, and moſt commonly begin in the 
Throat, and are ſometimes propagated to 
the Cartilage of the Noſe, which they con- 
ſume, ſo that the Nole wanting its Support- 
c er, falls in. The Ulcers and Pain increaſing 
& daily, the Patient ſinks under it, after he 
„ has led a miſerable Life, through the 
« Stench, Pain, Rotting, and Shame more hor- 
„ rid than Death itſelf, till at length one Mem- 
* ber rotting away after another, the mangled 
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« Carcaſe odious to God and Man is hid under 
« Ground.” 

From this exact Deſcription which Sydenham 
has given us of the Venereal Diſorder it appears, 
that the Gonorrhœa, Bubo, Phimoſis, Paraphi- 
moſis, Chancres, Warts, Swellings, &c. differ 
only from the Pox more or leſs; that the 


Leaven which produces them all is the ſame, 


and that it is only from the Difference of the 


Parts ſeized, that theſe different Complaints take 


their Diſtinction. You'll ſee the Proof of this 
clearly in our following Obſervations; ſince a 
Gonorrhœa ſupprefled by Aſtringents has 
produced a Pox, as likewiſe a Phimoſis, Bubo, 
or Chancre not treated according to Art, or 
the Method which was proper. 
Secondly, It is to be obſerved that not only 
the Gonorrhœa, Buboes, &c. are produced by 
the ſame Cauſe as the Pox, but that they are 
often the Symptoms thereof, and prove the 
Exiſtence of the Pox without the Concurrence 
of any other Signs, called Chirurgical, as Ul- 
cers, rotting of the Bones, Puſtules, Tetters, 
Cc. Which I have often found deciſive in Con- 
ſultation. When a Gonorrhœa, a Chancre, or 
Bubo, do not give way to the common Reme- 
dies, and that they are not to be conquer'd by 


the Method uſed in thoſe Diſorders, it is a cer- 


tain Sign they are fed by a Ferment from the 
Maſs of Blood, and that the Pox has a Share in 
it. Or when Diſorders after having diſappeared, 
ſeemingly well cured, bud up again ſome time 
after, the Patient not having given Occaſion to 
| B 4 it 
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it by any ſuſpicious Commerce, you ought to 
form the ſame judgment. 

Thirdly, Nothing is more ſurprizing than to 
ſee Diſorders which had appeared to ſubmit to 
ſimple Remedies, return thirty Years after, as 
Fernelius has obſerved, and we ſhall relate in 
our Obſervations. Tempore lues Venerea revire- 


ſeit, recurritque interdum poſt trigefimum quintum 


annum, tantoque intervall morbi fomes quaſi ſe- 
pultus deliteſcit. So that no time is to be fix d 
for theſe Diſorders, ſince we ſee the Patient 
from his firſt Adventure paſſes twenty or thirty 
Vears in good Health, and gets ſound and 
healthy Children; yet the Accidents of the Pox 
come about again with the Vears, to trouble 
the approaching Age, and recal to mind former 
Tranſgreſſions. We ſhall endeavour to account 
for theſe Phænomena in the Syſtem we are go- 

ing to propoſe. | 
Fourthly, We ought to be attentive to the 
different Marks under which the Pox hides it- 
ſelf; there are many Maladies under whoſe 
Appearance it plays its Game. Ludit ſub per- 
ſfona variorum morborum, et ingens medico faceſſi 
negotium. So that it you have not Skill to 
know itina Diſguiſe, if you uſe not the Precau- 
tion to interrogate the Patient how he has ſpent 
his Youth, you loſe time and the Medicines, 
and you harr.ſs the Patient to no Purpoſe. 
Mercurialis propoſes a practical Rule which no 
Practitioner thould be ignorant of, Cum videris 
morbum quempiam communibus remediis non cura- 
„, fuſpicator eſſe Morbum Gallicum cognominatum. 
5 ge Bagli- 
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Baglivius after him aſſures us that in obſtinate 
Diteaſes one ought always to ſuſpect the Pox. 
In pertinacibus virorum Morbis ſemper ſuſpican- 
dum de Lue Gallica. 

It mimicks not only the Diſorders of the 
Parts of Generation, or of the neighbouring 
Parts, as Impotency, Suppreſſion of Urine, bur 
it counterfeits alſo Deafneſs, Ophthalmies, Con- 
ſumptions, Vomitings, Cc. as we ſhall ſhew in 
our Oblervations. Nec folum morbos partium j 
generation dicatarum mentitur, verum etiam om- \ 
nibus et fingults corporis partibus bellum indicit, 
et fub larva variorum morborum imponit. 

But as a Phyſician ought carctully to exa- 
mine all the Symptoms which make known the 
Pox in Diſguile, ſo ſhould he likewiſe be upon | 
his Guard to contemplate them without Pre- p 

b 
| 


poſſeſſion, that he may not lay to the Pox 
ſuch Diforders as may be accounted for, and 
cured without bringing them under the Idea of 
a Venereal Taint. I ſhall relate upon this Head 
a remarkable Obſervation, in the ſecond Part 
of this Treatiſe, where three of us were una- 
nimous in our Opinion, and yet all three were 
deceived. | 
Fifthly, It ſhould be obſerved that a Patient | 
who has the Pox, when he comes to be attack'd | 
by any other Diſorder, of what kind ſoever, is ; 
more difficult to cure. Vires prebet indomitas 5 
| 
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Lues. This practical Obſervation is known to 

all the Surgeons of the Army, who look with 
an evil Eye upon the Wounds of ſuſpicious Sub- 

jects. I have known a Surgeon of this Town 


obſerve 
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obſerve that a Patient upon whom he had per- 
formed the Bubonocele, had the Pox, by the 
Wound not healing, by its Colour and Manner ; 
and accordingly the Patient upon asking, con- 
feſs'd more than was neceſſaty to condemn him, 
and by the help of Frictions the Wound was at 
laſt healed. 

Sixthly, The Pox, when inveterate, attacks 
often the Liver. You ought to have regard to 
the State of this Bowel in the Patient whom 
you examine and ſuſpect, as Verduc mentions in 
his Surgery, Hic veluti malignitatis nidus confla- 
tur, This as it were is the Neſt of the Viru- 
lency. 


CHA -F-. PE). 
Of the Nature of the Venereal Virulency. 


AVING giving a Deſcription of the Ve- 
nereal Diſeaſe, we are next to enquire in- 

to the Nature of the Venom which produces it; 
and without launching out into the Recital and 


Examination of the various Opinions on this 
Head, I ſhall propoſe mine. 


I think the Venereal Leaven conſiſts in im- 
perceptible Worms, which upon approaching 
are communicated from one Body to another, 
and afterwards multiply in the Perſon who has 
received them, in the manner as I ſhall explain 
in its proper Place. 

This Opinion, which at firſt view ſeems a 
Paradox, will not appear ſo frivolous if you re- 
flect ſeriouſly and without Prejudice upon the 
following Propoſitions. | 

| Firſt, 
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Firſt, Although the Worms which commit 
the Havock in pox'd People are not ſeen diſ- 
tinctly, you cannot but admit them, becauſe 
the different Configurations of the Salts are not 


ſeen any better, of which ſome would form 


Ideas in our Imaginations, and upon which they 
would have it the Venereal Diſorder and its 
Symptoms depend. Thus Suppoſition for Sup- 
poſition ours ought to be preferr'd, which makes 
us admire the Hand of GOD, who is able to 
produce well organized Inſects, although leſs 
than the Particles of the thinneſt Liquid. And 
as this Hypotheſis accounts for certain Phæno- 
mena of the Diſeaſe, which cannot be explain- 
ed by the Hypotheſis of the Salts, but after a 
lame manner, we follow the Example of Aſtro- 
nomers, who prefer thoſe Syſtems which ſalve 
the greateſt Part of the Phenomena. 

Secondly, This Idea of the pocky Worms, 
although they come not under the Cognizance 
of our Senſes, will not appear ſo wild, when 
you reflect that the modern Philoſophers are of 


Opinion, that Lice, Fleas and Crablice have 


upon the Surface of their Bodies other Inſects 
which plague them as much as they do us; 
and which are as little in Proportion to their 
Bigneſs, as they are ſmall if compared with 
ours. | 
Thirdly, The Itch, Rottenneſs and Ulcers 
are produced by Worms which corrode the 
Parts, and are the true Cauſe of the Deſtruc- 
tion of the Subſtance which characteriſes them. 
Some Surgeons of Credit have aflured me, _e 
they

they have ſeen withour Microſcopes Worms 
crawl in Ulcers; and we ſee that all the Remedies 
made uſe of to cure them are proper to kill 
Worms, as the Tincture of Myrrh, Aloes, 
Spirit of Wine, the Decoction of Southern 
Wood, of the leſſer Centaury, of Wormwood, 
Mercurial Remedies, &c. Now if we are forced 
to admit of Worms in Ulcers, ſince the naked 
Eye diſcovers them, why ſhould it be difficult 
to be perſuaded that the Pox, whoſe principal 
Symptoms are Ulcers, Rottenneſs, Puſtules, gc. 
is alſo the produce of Worms of a certain 
Kind. 

Fourthly, I ſay yet more, that it is probable 
all other contagious Diſtempers proceed from 
Worms, as the Hydrophobia, Scurvy, Small- 
Pox, Plague, &c. and to be a little particular. 

The Spittle and Urine of a mad Dog ſwarm 


with little Worms ; this Obſervation we find in 


Avicenna, and Salmuth alſo reports it, Obſerv, 83. 
Centur. 2. One may believe withaut a ridiculous 
Credulity, that the Penetration of thoſe Animal- 
cula which the Slaver of a mad Dog 1s full of, 
by the opening of the Wound made by the 
Dog's Teeth, communicates the Madnels. 
_ Beſides, Palmarius's ſpecific Powder, againſt 
the Bite of mad Dogs, is compoſed of Plants 
which we daily make uſe of to deſtroy Worms. 
The Puſtules of the Small-Pox ſwarm like- 
wiſe with Worms; you may read upon this 
Head the Treatiſe of Dr. Andry about the 
Generation of Worms; and am inclinable to be- 
lieve, that the Worms which make the Ha- 


vock 
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vock in the Small-Pox cling faſt ro the Sub- 
ject which brings from the Mother's Belly a 
certain Lympha ſerving them for a Matrix and 
Nouriſhment; but when this Humour is diſſi- 
pated and conſumed, they faſten then no more, 
for which Reaſon it is ſeldom that a Perſon 
has the Small-Pox twice. 

The Plague according to ſeveral Authors is 
produced by Worms. The R. Father Kzrcher, 
in his Book De Mundo ſubterraneo explains it by 
Worms. Georgius Agricola mentions a Plague 
in which almoſt the whole Body ſwarmed with 


Worms: gue totum fere corpus in putredinem 


verminoſam reſolvebat. Etmuller, p. 238. This 
Conjecture is ſupported by Hildanus's Obſer- 
vation, who remarks that the Plague was 
known from the Air ſwarming with uncom- 
mon InſeQs, and which proves, that the ſame 
Temperature of the Air and Seaſons, that have 


| hatched theſe Inſects, are alſo proper for the 


Generation of the peſtilential Worms. 

The laſt Plague which viſited Marſeilles, 
ſtopped ſuddenly, at the time of its greateſt 
Rage, which may be eaſily explained ; becauſe 
the Diſpoſition of the Air, which hatched che 
peſtilential Worms, changed at once, fo that 
the Worms periſhed, and propagated no more, 
as we have obſerved of the Caterpillars with 
which the Tops of our Houſes were covered 15 
Years ago, and as we ſee every Year the Flies 
and other Inſects periſh, when the Seaſon which 
produces them changes, 1 


But 
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But if the Plague had been occaſioned by 


Fermentation and Exaltation of the Humours, 
it would not have ceaſed in this Manner ; on 
the contrary it would have made its Progreſs, 
and increaſed continually. 

A practical Obſervation proves that the 
Plague proceeds from Worms, ſince we ſee 
the Symptoms produced by Worms in Chil- 
dren, are the ſame as are commonly obſerved in 
the Plague, viz. Faintneſs, Nauſeating, Vomit- 
ting, the Hick-up, Dyſentery, Delicium, Le- 
thargy, Convulſions, and often ſudden Death. 

Now if the Plague and its Symptoms may be 
accounted for from Worms, why ſhould it nor 
be permitted to explain the Pox by Worms leſs 
active than the peſtilential ones; and ſo much 
the rather, as it has ſome Affinity with the 
Plague, nor only on account of its Contagion, 
but alſo of ſeveral Symptoms, of which note 
theſe taken from L. 3. of Hippocrates's Epide- 
macks, intitled, Status Peſtilens. They ſaw, ſays 
this Author, large Puſtules, which appeared all 
over the Body, and eſpecially in the Head, 
puſtulous Ulcers in the private Parts, Inflam- 
mations, the falling of the Hair and of the 
Beard, Buboes in the Groins, ſucceeded by 
Ulcers, from whence ouzed out an ichorous 
Serum reſembling Pus, and other Symptoms, 
which denote to us at preſent the Pox, and 
which are the certain Signs that charaQteriſe 
It. 

Le Capucin Charitable, in his Memoirs upon 
the Plague, has remarked alſo the Affinity there 


Was 
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was between the Pox and the Plague, except 


that this is very acute, and the other chroni- 
cal ; he reports the Obſervation of a pocky 
Perſon in whom a peſtilential Bubo fixed up- 
on his pocky one. 

The Scurvy ſeems to be produced by Worms. 
Etmuller reports that the Spots ſpread over the 
Bodies of ſcorbutical Perſons, are full of Worms; 
and it may be, that ſeafaring Perſons contract 
it, becauſe the Matter of the inſenſible Tranſ- 
piration loſing its Volatility by the Salt Victu- 
als, and the Sea Air which they reſpire, become 
a proper Matter for hatching theſe ſort of 
Worms. See in Sanctorius the Manner how 
Lice are bred, and I almoſt believe, that the 
crackling of the Bones which is a Symptom of 
the Scurvy, comes from the Worms devouring 
and conſuming that ſweet Liquor which Na- 
ture ſeparates in the Joints to make their Mo- 
tion ſoft and eaſy, and which has the ſame Ef- 
fect in the Articulations as the Greaſe put upon 
the Axle-Tree of the Wheels of a Coach. 

5thly, If from an Analogy of the Effects of 
Nature, which fall under our Senſes, we may 


reaſon and apply them to thoſe we do not fee, we 


ſhall mention here the Example of certain little 
Inſects in the French Iflands of America, of 
which Father Labat, Tom. 1. p. 156. ſpeaks in 
his Voyage. Theſe are his Words. 

* The Ch:que, which the Spaniards, call Ni- 
e gas, is a little Animal, black in its begin- 
ing, and is found in Places where Aſhes are, 


< or Which are not cleanly, This Inſect paſſes 


* calily 
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eaſily through the Stockings, and commonly 
lodges under the Nails of the Feet, in the Joints, 
or under the Skin, where it is a little raiſed. 
The Pain it cauſes in piercing through the 
Skin, or rather Scarf Skin, is like the biting 
of a Flea, After it is lodged, it gnaws gra- 
dually the Skin about it, where it excites bur 
a little itching, like a gentle tickling, it grows 
bigger by degrees, ſtretches out and becomes 
at laſt as big as a Pea: In this State it lays its 
Eggs, which are hatch'd, and bring as many 
little Chiques, which lodge about their Mo- 
ther, feed there like her, and increaſe to that 
degree, that if care be not taken to extirpate 
them, they rot the Fleſh all about, and occa- 
ſion malignant Ulcers, and ſometimes a Gan- 
grene. But when they feel them get in, or 


ſoon after, nothing is ſo eaſy as to remove 


them, either by one's ſelf, or with the Aſſiſt- 
ance of another. The Blackneſs of the 
Chique makes it eaſily perceived between the 
Fleſh and Skin ; then they take a Pin or a 
pointed Knife, and lay open the Place about 
the Hole it has made in getting in; in this 
Manner they take away the Skin all about 
the Chique, and when it appears uncovered, 
and entire, they take it out, and fill up the 
Hole with Tallow, or what comes out of the 
Ears, or elſe and much better with Tobacco 
Aſhes. But when the Chique is neglected, or 
in pulling out, left between the Fleſh and 
Skin, People expoſe themſelves to get ma- 
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« lignant Ulcers, and to be long under the Sur- 
« geon's Hands.“ 

- If the Chique between the Skin and Scarf Skin 
is able to multiply and produce there Tumours 
and Ulcers, why ſhall it not be permitted to 
think that the Venereal Worms introduced in 
the Subject which receives them, mav alſo mul- 
tiply and produce Tumours in che Groin, and 
Prepuce, called Bubo, Phimoſis and Paraphi- 
moſis, and Ulcers on the Glans and Proſtate, 
called Chancres and Gonorrhœa? 

In ſhore, it is enough for us to allow that in 
one ſingle Malady, the Contagion comes from 
Worms, to eſtabliſh a Proof, that all conta- 
gious Diſeaſes ariſe from them. Nature is 
uniform in her Operations, and there is room 
to believe, that as in the Production of all Ani- 
mals and Plants ſhe performs Generation by 
means of Ovula, and progreſſive Motion by Ar- 
ticulation and Muſcles ; ſo ſhe likewiſe makes 
uſe of Worms to communicate Infection in all 
Diſeaſes bearing the Character thereof. 

6.) By the Syſtem of Worms you may ac- 
count for all the Phænomena which regard both 
the Theory and Practice of the Venereal Diſeaſe; 
many of which receive but a forced Explana- 
tion from the other Syſtems, and in particular, 

You explain in the firſt Place their Infection 
very eaſily. An infected Perſon, whoſe Parts 
ſwarm with Worms, may eaſily communicate 


them, in Conjunction, when the Pores are open; 


and from the time the firſt Worms have pene- 
traced into the Parts of either Sex, they multi- 


C ply 
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ply there when they find a Diſpoſition for it, 
and the Pox makes its Progreſs in Proportion. 
Tf Lice, and Crab-Lice are contracted by ap- 
proaching, and are ſoon multiplied ad infinitum, 
much rather may the pocky Worms introduced 
into the Parts of either Sex, multiply there 
more eaſily as the Liquids filtred there are Ma- 
terials ſerving them for Matrixes, and favour- 
ing their ſpeedy Generation. 

The ſame Worms which ravage the Glans 
or Prepuce, the Proſtate in Men, and the Glan- 
dulæ vaginales in Women, form Chancres and 
Gonorrhœas. | 

The Liquor which runs from the Proſtate 
and Glandule Vaginales is in its natural State 
clear and limpid, ſoft and ropy like Oyl. Ic 
ſerves to ſheath the Canal of the Urethra, to ſe- 
cure it from the Acrimony of the Salts in the 
Urine, and to render in the Act the Paſſage of 
the Seed more eaſy and quick; but by the im- 
pure Mixture of theſe Worms with which it is 
loaded in this Diſtemper, it becomes yellow 
or greeniſh, and being 1 from its ſoft 
and Balſamick Nature, it lets the Canal feel all 
the Heat and Impreſſion of the Salts in the U- 
rine. 

Theſe ſame Worms fixed and thrown toge- 
ther in the Glans or in the Prepuce, open ſome 


Veſſel there which furniſhes an Extravaſation 


of Blood, choaking ſome other Veſſels by Com- 
Fenn and makes che Phimoſis and Paraphi- 
mollis.

By the ſame way of reaſoning, when they clu- 


ſter together in the inguinal Glands, and open 


there ſome Veſſels, they occaſion Tumours 
impeding the Courſe of the Liquids, theſe 
degenerate into Abſceſſes, and the Abſceſſes in- 


to Ulcers. 


Theſe Worms gnawing different Parts, make 
Ulcers in the ſoft Parts and render the Bones 
carious. 

An Exoſtoſis or Tumour upon the Bones 


proceeds from the opening of the bony Canals 


which the Worms have pierced; the Juice 
which circulates there, is extravaſated and can- 
dies, and raiſes che Canals, and in this Manner 
forms the Tumor. It is almoſt in the ſame 
Manner that Mr. Tournefort pretends the Tu- 
bercles are formed which they ſtile Hzmor- 
rhoidal, upon the Species of Thiſtle called by 
him, Carduus Vinearum repens, (V by Inſects 
pricking the Stalk, Which occaſions an Extrava- 
ſation of the Juices, and forms this Swelling 
there, which Lemery in his Treatiſe of Drugs, 
believes to be a Sovereign Remedy to diſſipate he- 


morrhoidal Tumours, as he ſays he knows from 


Experience. 
'The Excreſcences about the Fundament 


called Criſtæ Gallorum * the Carnofities of 


the Canal of the Yard, and thoſe on the Parts 


of Women are explained in the ſame Manner 


as the Exoſtoſis. | | 
By this Syſtem you may alſo reſolve, why 
ſome who have had Commerce with infected 


The creeping Thiſtle of the Vineyard. 
** Cock's Combs. 
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Perſons, appear to have no Harm, yet 12 or 
15 Years after Symptoms of the Pox manifeſt 
themſelves. I formerly thought, that if no 
Venereal Symptoms appeared ſoon after the |: 
Opportunity of taking the Infection one might 
and ſhould be eaſy; that the Virulency makes 
always ſome break at the Place it enters: But 

the Obſervation which I ſhall relate in the 
ſecond Part proves the contrary. The Rea- 

fon of it is, that the few Venereal Worms in- 
troduced into the Parts or Maſs of Blood, main- 

tain themſelves there without multiplying con- 
fiderably, becauſe the good Juices of the Blood, 

or the Elaſticity of the Solids hinder them 
from increaſing much; but when through 
Age or Exceſſes the Conſtitution is weakened, 

they have an Opportunity of multiplying, 
and produce the Symptoms of a confirmed ©: 
Pox. | 

You may conceive by the ſame Reaſon, that 
after an unhappy. Adventure which appeared 
to be ſlight, and > palliative Treatment, one 
may be 20 or 3o Years tree from pocky Symp- 
toms, and get healthy Children, and that at 
laſt the Pox may manifeſt itſelf with the whole 
Train of its Symptoms. | 
The tew Worms which ſwim in the 

Blood, and which ſucceed each other, in a 
manner from Father to Son, come to the 
Teſticles only in ſmall Quantity, where they 
are deſtroyed by the long and twiſted Laby- 
rinths compoſing the Teſticles, through which 
the Blood is forced to pais, io become Seed. 
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The Caſe is different, when the Worms have 
multiplied already, when they have forced the 
Diameters of the Canals, and ravage at once all 
the Parts of the Body. 

It is eaſy to conceive, that a certain fmall 
Number of pocky Worms may either circu- 
late with the Blood, or faſten to certain 
Parts, perpetuating the Breed from Generation 
to Generation, without producing any bad 
Symptoms; if you reflect that the Worms in 
the Inteſtines lie often long without bringing 
on any Accident hurtful to their Functions, 
or which betrays them: But when they are 
grown numerous and come to Perfection, they 
often bring on deadly Symptoms in Children, 
and ſometimes in grown Perſons, as Bagl. has 
obſerved in his Practice Cap. de Lumbricis. 

Now Worms of a Foot long, as we often 
ſee Children void, and even adult Perſons, do 
not come to that Bigneſs in one Day, and yet 
during the time of their Growth the Patient 
has often been free from any Smptoms to trou- 
ble him. 

The Solitary or Tape Worm proves what 
we have ſaid. If it be true what Hippocrates 
ſays, that this Worm 1s hatched at the time 
whilſt the Fœtus is lock'd up in its Mother's 
Belly, and we have ſeen a Patient, who till the 


20th Year of his Age had kept a Tape Worm 


of a prodigious Length, without Uneaſineſs, or 
knowing that he had it, till he voided it after 
the Manner we ſhall' mention hereafter in our 
Obſervations: Why may we not think like- 
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wiſe, that a certain Number of Venereal Worms 
may remain in the Body ſucceeding from Ge- 
neration to Generation, without cauſing trou- 
bleſome Accidents, until the Juices of the 
Blood being weakened, the inſenſible Tranſpi- 
ration grown languid, and the Organs decayed, 
their Propagation is favoured, and the Symp- 
toms of a confirmed Pox break out? You 
may alſo explain why Mercury taken at the 
Mouth, although continued a long time, never 
cures a confirmed Pox radically; becauſe the 
Doſes, altho' repeated, cannot deſtroy all at 
once thoſe Worms which cauſe the Diſorder, 
and they which remain have time to multiply 
and replace thoſe deſtroyed by the Mercury, 
Thus we have ſeen a Woman, who found her- 
ſelf eaſed for many Years by the uſe of Mercu- 
ry taken by the Mouth, when ſhe left it off 
three Days the ſame Symptoms appeared again. 

By a Reaſon almoſt parallel, you may conceive 
why ſome who have had Recourſe to ſuch 
— — Frictions as produced no ſenſible E- 
vacuation, have found themſelves eaſy ſome 


time, and even thought themſelves cured, and 
yet afterwards relapſed into all the Accidents 


of the Pox, which have ſhewn themſelves one 
after another; and I may fay with Truth, I 


have cured many by my Method who had failed 
of their Cure the other way. 


Two Reaſons preſent themſelves to reſolve 


this Fact. When you adminiſter the Frictions to 


make the Mercury act by Extinction, that is, with- 
our Producing any viſible Evacuation, you can 
throw 
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throw in but ſmall Quantities of the Ointment, 
and at ſome Diſtance, and poſſibly you don't 
kill all the Worms at once, as has been ob- 
ſerved before. Beſides, altho' you ſhould de- 
ſtroy all the Worms, as you do not carry them 
off, the Mercury which penetrated the Worms, 
was not capable of infinuating itſelf into their 
Eggs, which are as little in Proportion to the 
Worms as Fiſh Spawn is to the Fiſh that breed 
it; thus the Eggs of the Venereal Worms be— 
ing leſs than the homogeneous Particles of 


Mercury, cannot be deſtroyed by them; and 


as they remain in the Body, after the Diſſipa- 
tion of the Mercury, they may hatch and fur- 
niſh new Worms, which make the Pox appear 
again, And Hippocrates warns us in his A- 
phoriſms, that we ſhould not depend upon 
Cures which happen without ſenſible Evacua- 
tion, and that commonly they don't laſt long. 
Non oportet fidere bonis, que præter evacuatio- 
nem aliquam ſenſibilem eveniunt, quippe talia non 
multum durare conſueverunt. 

You may explain alſo by this Syſtem the 
Efficacy of Mercury in theſe Diſorders. Ir is 
the Sovereign Remedy againſt Worms, and this 
is the Reaſon, according to Mr. Harthou- 


ſer why it is a Specifick in the Pox, by deſtroy- 


ing the Worms which occaſion it. Dr. Andry 
obſerves alſo, that not only Mercury, but alſo 
other Medicines for the Worms cure the Pox, 
or at leaſt give ſome Relief, as you may read, 
p. 148. in his Book upon the Generation of 
Worms. 
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The Manner in which Mercury operates, 
propoſed by Mr. Bojſrauve, ſeems to me plain 
and natural; he thinks it operates by its weight, 
its round and heavy Moleculæ receive a greater 
Motion than the Blood, by the Impulſe of the 
Heart, and the Contraction of the Arteries, and 
preſerve it a longer time; by this Means they 
break and remove the Obſtructions which reſiſt 
their Paſſage ; this ſame Motion makes them 
penetrate into the Bodies of theſe Inſects, and 
by their Weight, they deſtroy the tender and 
brittle Veſſels of theſe Animals. 

You may eafily conceive by this Idea, that 
all the Preparations of Mercury ſerve only to 
weaken its Virtue, and I am apt to think, as 
Sydenham ſays in the following Paſſage, Nul- 
lum eſt eximium medicamentum, quod a natura 
precipuas vires non acceperit, illud enim in non- 
nullis effectt officioſa chymicorum Sedulitas ut que 
| Remedia bona eſſent eorum obe paulo deteriora 
ferent (*). | 

You may alſo give a Reaſon from this Sy- 
ſtem, how it happens that thoſe who have Pu- 
ſtules, Tetters and external Ulcers, are leſs fa- 
tigued and haraſſed by Venereal Symptoms; 
becauſe thoſe Inſects fix in the external Parts, 
drawn thither by the Ordure proceeding from 
them, and leave the internal Parts at reſt, 


There is no conſiderable Medicine, which has not received 
its principal Virtue from Nature, for through the officious Dili. 
2 of Chymiſts ſome Remedies that were good have been 
poiled. 


Thus 
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Thus you alſo explain how it comes that 
thoſe who have an habitual Gonorrheœa, and 
Women during the Time of their Courſes, do 
hardly perceive the Effects of the Pox ; be- 
cauſe the Venereal Worms fix readily in thoſe 
Parts attracted by the Humours that are found 
there, and are partly thrown off by choſe E- 
vacuations. And it is alſo the Lympha which 
is filtred in the Glands of the Groin, that at- 
tracts them to form there Buboes, as has been 
ſaid above, the opening of which procures ſo 
conſiderable a Diſcharge, that the vulgar Pro- 
verb ſays, a Bubo well ſuppurated is the Criſis 
of a Pox, 3 | 

The Uſefulneſs of Iſſues in the Plague, either 
by way of Preſervation, or to eſcape harmleſs, 
may be accounted for in the ſame Manner. 
Primroſe recommends them, L. 3. de Febribus 
cap. 10. Lindanus, who had lived in three 
Plagues, ſays, that nothing comes up to Iſſues 
to preſerve oneſelf from it, and Ermuller re- 
lates of his Uncle, who had been in Africa, in 
the Kingdom of Morocco in a dreadful Plague, 
which in the ſpace of five Weeks ſwept away 
85000 Perſons; that he had kept himſelf as 
well as others from the Plague by Means of 
Iſſues; with this Circumſtance, that when 
thoſe who had Iflues came near any Perſons in- 
feed, even without knowing it, they preſently 
felt a pricking, and like a mortifying in the 
Iſſues, Ef quoque ij qui inſcii dd infectos acce- 
dunt ſtatim puncturas et quaſi mortificationem in 
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fonticulo perſentiunt, ut quod ipſe expertus teſta- p\ 
zur. c 

A more plauſible Reaſon cannot be given th 
for this Pænomenon, than that the peſtilen- | 
tial Worms had been attracted and fixed by | 
the Pus which ouzed out of the Iſſue. A Fact 
of which I am an ocular Witneſs proves, that 
Filth can attract and detain Worms, as we have 
ſaid above, I mean the catching of Wood-Lice, 
which is done in July or Auguſt. They put 
the Entrails of a Sheep into a Hole in the Cel- 
lar, with ſome ſweet Herbs, all the Wood-lice |k 
in the Cellar and in che Houſe run thither, 
and crawl a top of one another; ſo that you 
may take them by Handfuls. I have ſeen 
the Apothecary of the & eng in this City 
take ten Pound weight of them at a time. 

We ſee alſo, that at the time of the Vintage, 
our Tubs are full of little Flies, which the 
Smell of the Wine invites, and the Husbandman 
erroneouſly thinks are bred by the Tubs. 

To theſe viſible and known Facts may be 
joined the Experiment of Dr. Andry in his 
Aph. 23. upon Worms, where he mentions that 
if in the Beginning of the Small-Pox you bathe 
the Legs in warm Milk, all the Pock falls there, 
and the Face is free from it, which comes 
without doubt from hence, ſays he, that the 
Worms which occaſion the Puſtules of the 
Small-Pox run to the Milk. | 
Finally you may aſſign a Reaſon from whence 
it is that pocky Patients feel more Pain in 
the Night than in the Day ; the Worms being 

put 
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put in Motion by the Warmth of the Bed velli- 


cate the Membranes and Nerves ſpread about in 
the Parts, and cauſe a greater Pain. 

This Phænomenon is not peculiar to the 
Venereal Diſeaſe only, fince in the Gout, Rheu- 
matiſm, obſtinate Coughs, c. the Patients are 
more tormented at Night than in the Day. 
Hippocrates obſerves, that all Diſtempers are 
more outragious at Night. Omnis morbus ad 
veſperam exacerbatur. 

We believe that this Phznomenon depends 
upon a greater Compreſſion of the Air in our He- 
miſphere at Night than in the Day. The Sun 
by his Heat and Preſence rarifies the Hemiſ- 
phere which he hears and illuminates; this 
Rarefaction repels the Air, to that where it is 
dark ; and this Compreſſion upon the Surface 
of our Bodies, heightens the Symptoms of 


Diſeaſes, either by impeding the Circulation of 


the Fluids, or by oppoſing the inſenſible Tran- 
ſpiration. It is alſo by this greater Preſſure 
of Air at Night than in the Day, that the Tide 
riſes higher in our Rivers at Night than in the 
Day, as our antient Sailors have obſerved. 
Thus you account for the mechanical Opera- 
tion of the Cupping-Glaſs; the Air rarify'd in 
its Cavity by the Fire condenſes the external 
Air, and makes it preſs the Glaſs upon the Place 
where it is applied. It may alſo be alledged for 
a Reaſon, that the Patient not being diverted by 
Company, or the Sight of external Objects at 
Night, is more attentive to his Pain. 


Laſtly, 
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Laſtly to give a Weight to this Hypotheſis, 
I will make uſe of a Text of Scripture, Eccle- 
faſt. Ch. xix. 3. which the Interpreter ex- 
plains favourably and literally in behalf of the 
Syſtem propoſed. © He that herds with Pro- 
« ftitutes will be a Knave, and the Worms 
« will ſeize his Body as an Inheritance; he ſhall 
4 be afterwards an Example of Shame, and ſhall 
« be ſtruck out from the Number of the Li- 
« ving.” Qui ſe jungit fornicariis erit nequam, 
putredo et vermes bereditabunt illum, et extolle- 
tur in Exemplum majus, et folletur de numero 
anima ejus. 

But not to put the Mind under any Con- 
ſtraint in Matters of Phyſick by ſpiritual Au- 
thority, we maintain that by this Syſtem one 
may account for all the Phænomena relating to 
the Venereal Diſeaſe; this is according to Ariſto- 
tle, all that can be deſited, as he explains him- 
felf in his Metaphyſicks : . You ſhould not de- 
« fire a Philoſopher to declare preciſely how 
things are, but you ſhould be farisfied if he 
« tells you how they may be, provided his 
« Notion does not imply any Contradiction.“ 

Nevertheleſs I don't pretend to weaken the 
Credit, or take from the Eſteem People have 
for the Hypotheſis which explains this Diſor- 
der from other Principles. We take no other 
Part in this here propoſed, than that we have 
choſen it and preferred it to the Opinions of 
thoſe who have ſpoke of it. We find it eſta- 
bliſhed by Aph. 24. Sect. 1. in Andry's Treatiſe 
of Worms, In the Venereal Diſorder, there 
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is hardly any Part of the Body, which is not 
gnawed by little imperceptible Worms, and 
theſe Worms occaſion the Havock which ac- 
company thoſe ſort of Complaints. This A- 
phoriſm agrees with the Sentiments of Mr. 
Hartſocher, whom he quotes. 

For the reſt, this Hypotheſis doth not only 
anſwer the Symptoms of the Pox, but it ſquares 
alſo with Practice and its Cure, and therefore 
this Reaſon ſhould be adopted. 

The Hypotheſes of Philoſophers concerning 
the World, altho' different, ſince ſome make the 
Earth turn round the Sun, and others the Sun 
round the Earth, ſtill ſquare all with Naviga- 
tion, and they give Reaſons both in one and 
the other School, how a Pilot croſſes the Sea, 
and ſafely arrives at his Port. 

Some celebrated Phyſicians have been of 
Opinion, that there was no Neceſſity for any 
Hypotheſes in Phyſick; that it was as uſeleſs 
to inquire after them, as impoſſible to pene- 
trate thoſe which fall not under our Senſes. 
Sydenham in his Preface ſays: Atque ut im- 
foſſibile plane eft ut medicus eas morbi cauſas e- 
diſcat, que nullum prorſus cum ſenfibus habent 
Commercium, ita neque eſt neceſſe, For my Parc 
I think Hypotheſes are neceſſary, both to di- 
ſtinguiſh the rational Phyſician, from the Em- 
pyrick, and Dogmartiſt, and to ſatisfy the Cu- 
rioſity of the Patient, who ſeldom is tired with 
hearing you reaſon upon his Diſtemper, and 


laſtly to chime in with the Taſte of the Age. 


I ſhall quote for this laſt Purpoſe a Sentence 


from 
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from Petronius. Sic Elyquentiæ magifter tam- 
quam piſcator niſi eam impoſuerit hamulis eſcam 
quam ſcierit appetituros eſſe piſeiculss, fine ſpe 
prede moratur in ſcopulb. 


CHAP. III. 
Of the Origin and Ara of the Veneteal Diſeaſe. 


A UTHORS are divided in their Opi- 
nions concerning the Origin of the Vene- 
real Diſorder. Mr. Fagon in his Theſis on To- 
bacco, pretends that America, to revenge her 
Captivity, has made a Preſent of it to the fierce 
Conquerors. Others ſay, that this Diſtemper 
had been carried to America from ſome Place 
of Guiney, and that the Negroes, with whom 
the Pox is very common, have communicated 
it to the Whites. Many believe that it has on- 
ly been known fince the Siege of Naples, un- 
der Charles IX. King of France in 1493. Prin- 
mam contagii ſui antea ignoti labem communica- 
vit ohſidentibus tum Neapolim Gallis. * And 
a certain ſcandalous Chronicle pretends that 
the Etymology of the Word Bordel, Brothel, 
comes from certain Bordeloiſes (Bordeaux Wo- 
men) who followed the Camp in this Expe- 
dition, and that their Tents were called by Ab- 


breviation, Bordel. It is certain, that all Na- 
tions endeavour to throw the Ignominy of its 
Original one upon the other. The Northern 


It ſpread firſt its Contagion, till then unknown, among the 


French who then beſieged Napler.

People call it the French Diſeaſe; the French 
the Neapolitan Diſeaſe, and the Engliſi make it 


come from Guyenne; in ſhort no Nation cares 


to own its Birth, and all ſay of it with In- 
dignation: 


Divis te genuit Cottibus horreus 
Caucaſus. 


But altho? the Place of its Birth were agreed 
upon, as alſo the time of its Araz we are ſtill 
at a Loſs to decide in what Manner it was pro- 
duced, and how this Scourge has been ſpread 
about among Mankind. For we muſt allow: 
that our firſt Parents were free from it when 
they came out of the Hands of the Creator ; 
wherefore we muſt look for its Riſe in the 
ſucceeding time, | 

I formerly propoſed in ſome Conferences at 
Mr. Rencalme de Lagarenne's, Doctor and Pro- 
feſſor of the Faculty of Phyſick at Pars, 
and Member of the Royal Academy of Sciences, 
a. Syſtem upon the Origin of this Diſeaſe, as 
follows: 

This Diſeaſe has ariſen from the Proſtitution 
of Women, various kinds of Seeds received by 
the ſame Womb, of different Characters and 
Temperature, are diſpoſed by their Heterogene- 


ity to ferment and corrupt there, and to hatch 


Venereal Worms, in the Manner as Corruption 
from various Aliments, breeds Worms in the In- 
teſti nes. 
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Willis obſerves, that the Seed is the moſt pre- 
cious Liquor in the Body of the Animal: Vi- 
dentur hic ſpiritus ſal et Sulphur velut in elixi- 
rium nobiliſſimum redigi. Here the Spirit, Salt 
and Sulphur ſeem to be reduced into a moſt 
noble Elixir. Beſides the Structure of the Te- 
ſticle analogous, according to the Anatomiſt, 
with that of the Brain, the Diſorder which its 
too great Effuſion brings on, and thoſe which 
its Preparation at the Age of Puberty delivers 
us from, according to Hippocratess Aphoreſm, 
ſpeak enough to its Praiſe, without the Teſti- 
mony of this Author: Plurime autem paſſio- 
nes &c. Hipp. in Aph. 

It according to Phyſical Principles, founded 
upon Experience, the Corruption of the beſt 
Things is very bad, Corruptio optimi peſſima, it 
cannot ſeem ſurpriſing, that the Corruption of 
various Seeds may produce and give Birth to 

Worms hurtful like thoſe which characteriſe 
the Pox. For as Riverius ſays, Quanto enim ge- 
men debitam ſervans naturam benignitate ſue 
eſſentiæ alios humores ſuperat, tanto a debita cra- 
ft degener in pejorem et deteriorem venenofitatem 
degenerat. In as much as Seed preſerving its due 
Nature, exceeds in intrinfical Goodneſs, all o- 
ther Humours ; ſo when it degenerates from 
its due Conſiſtence, it turns to the worſt of 
Poiſons. | 
From this Notion it appears that the Vene- 
real Diſtemper is as antient as the Proſtitution 
of Women, and we ſhall take care not to fix 
its Epoch at the Siege of Naples, or the Diſ- 
9 4 covery 
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covery and Conqueſt of America. To confirm 
this, we propoſe the following Reflexions. 

1/2, If we ſearch the moſt diſtant Antiquity, 
we find that even in Hyppocrates's time many 
Symptoms related in his Works, have a great 
affinity with the Pox. The Leproſy, for Ex- 
ample, of which he ſpeaks in Sect. 5. de affec- 
tionibus, pag. 35. was nothing elſe but a con- 
firmed Pox. I treated with the late Mr. La- 
marque, Surgeon of this Town, three Patients, 
a Dantzicker, and two of this Place, and with 
Mr, Perrochon, a famous Surgeon of this 
City, a beautiful and lovely young Lady: 
Theſe four Patients appeared to be Leprous 
from Head to Foot, and were perfectly cured 
by Salivation, Theſe Obſervations perſuade 
me, that the Lepra of the Antients and the 
Modern Pox are the ſame thing. | 

2dly, The Hoſpitals, which were all about 
the Chriſtian Countries, ſubſiſt no more, ſince 
the Uſe of Mercury has been known, and ſince 
it has been uſed for this Diſeaſe with Succeſs ; 
This is alſo a Proof that the Lepra was a true 
Pox. 

zaly, Feſus Sirach, who wrote 200 Years 
before Chriſt, the Book called Ecclefiaſtes, 
which St. Auguſtine praiſes exceedingly, ſpeaks 
of a Rottenneſs contracted from keeping Com- 
pany with common Proſtitutes; which makes 
me believe that the Pox had made its Ap- 
pearance in the World, even at that Time. 

4thly, Saliutus, who lived in the Year 1270, 
according to Dodonaus, makes mention of ſe- 
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veral Symptoms of the Pox which were con- 
tracted from Whores ; you may read this Ob- 
ſervation in Schenkius. Cap. de Lue Venered. 
| Theſe Obſervations place the Date of this 
Diſeaſe a vaſt deal beyond the Æra commonly 
iven tO it; it is true it was not ſo common 
in thoſe early times, for as it is contagious, it 
has always gone on increaſing, as an Author 
foretold, who wrote in the fifteenth Century. 
Fæcunda progenie ſeje propagabit ita ut non de-

We might even from the Principle eſta- Bu 
bliſhed above, deduce a probable Reaſon why of 
the Pox in the Beginning was not ſo common | 
as at preſent, The antient Patriarchs had of 
many Waves, Solomon for Example. Thus in in 
thoſe days a Man had to do with many Wo- Pla 
men, and not one Woman with many Men, tho 
and from the laſt way it is we have deduced 48 
the Original of the Pox. LEE ting 
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Beſides the Multiplicity of Wives occaſion- 
ed Girls to be married very young, as it is 

ractiſed among the Jews to this Day; they 
bad not time to proſtitute themſelves, ſince 
the permiſſion of Polygamy gave them an 
opportunity of marrying as ſoon as they were 
come to Puberty. 

In ſhort, we may look upon the Severity 
of the Laws againſt Adultery, as a Barr to 


the Generation of this Evil. It is well known 


that in the Jew:/h Land a Woman taken in 
Adultery was ſtoned, and Romulus Founder 
of Rome had not leſs attention to the ſuppreſ- 
fing of Adultery by the Severity of his Laws. 


Papon reports that he gave leave to the Huſ- 


band or Parents to make the Women con- 
victed of Adultery die what Death they ſhould 
chooſe, Adulterij convictam vir vel cognati 
ejus uti volent necanto. But ſince the Severity 
of the Laws has cooled upon this Article, the 


Shame which went along with the Proftitu- 


tion is become faſhionable, and the Diſorder 
authoriſed by Examples is grown a Sort of 
Buſineſs, which is the moſt effectual Support 
of the Venereal Diſeaſe. 

Thus Peter the Great, Emperor of Ruſſia, 
of glorious Memory, exerted his Attention 
in baniſhing from Petersburg thoſe public 
Places, and his Orders on this Head ſurpaſs 
thoſe of the Cities under the beſt Policy, both 


as to their Severity, and the Diligence of put- 


ting them in Execution. This great Man con- 
ſidered that this was. the way theſe Diſorders 
D 2 were 
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were multiplied, and that by prohibiting theſe 
Places, he did at the ſame time the Duty of 


a good Chriſtian, and of a great Politician. 


SECOND PART 
Of the Cure of the Venereal Diſeaſe. 


HE moſt curious Theories are uſeleſs 
and vain, if they do not point out a 
Way, and contribute towards the Cure of Diſ- 
eaſes. Thus after having ſpoken of the Theory 
of the Venereal Diſorder, we ſhall treat of 


its Cure in the Second Part, which we ſhall _ 


divide into three Chapters. In the firſt, we 
ſhall propoſe our Method of curing the Ve- 


nereal Complaint. In the ſeconk we ſhall 


examine the Reaſons of the Conveniency and 
Safety which ought to procure the Preference 
to our Method, and anſwer the Objections that 
have been made to us; and in the third, we 


ſhall relate ſome Obſervations confirming what 


is advanced in the foregoing Chapters. 


CHAP. L 


Containing the Method of curing the Venereal 
Diſeaſe. 


E ſhall begin with the Gonorrhcea, as 
being that which preſents itſelf ofteneſt 
to cure, and which frequently accompanies 


the other Sorts of this Complaint. 


From the firſt Day that I am ſent for, I 
make them rub the Yard, and chiefly the Ca- 
| | nal 
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nal of the Urethra, the Groin, and neighbour. 
ing Parts; or the Parts of Women, with the 
Ointment of Mercury, revived from Cinnabar, 
made one upon three. I make them uſe 2 or 
3 Drams of chis Ointment, rubbing themſelves 
from the Anus, all along the Canal, to the 
Glans and Prepuce. The following Day I 
purge the Patient vigorouſly with Jalap, from 


two Scruples to a Dram, according as the Pa- 


tient is more or leſs hard to purge. All the 
Day I make him drink, for his Diet Drink, 
Spring Water, in which has been boiled Mer- 
cury revived from Cinnabar. I continue this 
ſeveral Days, but if the Patient finds himſelf 
too much fatigued by the too ſtrong and fre- 
quent Evacuations, I give him a Day or two 
of interval from time to time with reſpe& to 
the Purges, but I continue the mercurial Fric- 
tion every Night, in the ſame Quantity, and 
the ſame Places, with the aforeſaid Apozem 
for his conſtant Drink. 

It is ſurprizing to ſee what Relief theſe 
particular Frictions give to the Patient in 
Gonorrhœas with a Cordee, when he can 
make no Water but with exquiſite Pain, and 
is cruelly tormented at Nights, eſpecially in 
Erections. The firſt Friction gives him a 
conſiderable Relief, the ſecond yet more, and 
the third commonly makes the Pain ceaſe, and 
I have met with none yet which the fourth 
or fifth Friction has not entirely filenced. 
Thoſe who are in this Caſe, I hope, will do 
me the Honour to try upon my Credit and 
HT Expe- 
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Experience the Efficacy of this Method, and 
the Succeſs will prove that I ſpeak Truth. 
No Emulfions, Apozems of Ny mphaa, Lin- 


ſeed, or Heads of Poppy, or narcotick Syrups, 


&c. come up to the powerful Effect and ſud- 
den Relief which theſe particular Frictions pro- 
cure. 

I imagine according to my Syſtem, that the 
Venereal Worms, which occaſion the Diſor- 
der, are deſtroyed by the Application of the 
Mercury. 

The mercurial Drink tends to the ſame End; 
this Remedy I borrowed from Etmuller, who 
propoſes it in the Cure of the Gonorrhœa. 

And laſtly, the Purges given one after ano- 
ther, are recommended by Sydenham in this 
Diſeaſe. 

By this Method, not only the Pain ceaſes, 
but alſo the Matter changes Colour, it comes 
leſs in Quantity, and more fluid, oily, clear 
and roapy when you touch it with your Fin- 


gers, which is a ſign that the Cure is at hand, 


The moſt obſtinate Gonorrhœas give way 


to this Method, and one is ſeldom longer than 


five or ſix Weeks in effecting a perfect Cure. 
You are not obliged to come to Injections, 
which ought always to be looked upon as ſuſ- 
picious and dangerous, For either the Venereal 
Worms are all deſtroyed or not; in the firſt 
caſe, there is no occaſion for Injections or other 
Aſtringents, ſince the running ceaſes either of 
itſelf, or by continuing the ſame Remedies 
which have diminiſhed ir, and changed its 
| Colour : 
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Colour: And if they are not all deſtroyed, 
you lock them up in the Blood, by ſtopping 
up their common Drain, and bring on the 
Pox. , 

It muſt be allowed we often flatter the Pa- 
tient, who is willing to believe what he likes, 
when we tell him that the ſmall running which 
laſts a long while, and which appears like a 
Pearl in the Morning, upon ſqueezing the 
Canal of the Urethra, is only a Weakneſs of the 
ſeminal Veſſels, and that nothing is required 
but to ſtop it by Aſtringents: J have obſerved 
after Sydenbam, that this is a Remains of the 
Diſorder not quite cured, and after ſtopping it 
with Aftringents, Tetters and Venereal Ulcers 
have appeared in ſeveral Parts of the Body. 
Such ought to obſerve a ſtrict Regimen, and 
abſtain from drinking all Wine, from Salr, 
Spices, any thing high ſeaſoned, and above all, 
avoid the Company of the fair Sex, either for 
Copulation or private Converſation, it being of 
the laſt Importance to leave tne diſeaſed Parts 
at reſt, and not to do them any harm, by 
giving them Motions repugnant to the Cure. 

The running being entirely ſtopped, and all 
the Symptoms removed, I make them com- 
monly take for ſome Days a Baſon of Milk 
every Morning, to reſtore that Balſam which 
the Blood may have loſt by frequent purg- 
ing. 
. Erhe Venereal Buboes in the Groin, and 
which are often accompanied with a Gonor- 
rhœa, Phymoſie, and Paraphymoſis, are cured 
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the ſame way ; provided there is no Pus form- 
ed in the Swellings, for in that caſe, it is im- 
poſſible ro avoid opening them. | 

I make them ſhave off the Hair, and in- 
creaſe the Quantity of the Ointment to half 
an Ounce; I make them rub the Groin, the 
Teſticles, and Parts in either Sex ; I purge every 
Day, making uſe of the mercurial Water, and 
take great care to repeat every Night thoſe 
Fictions, and to extend them to the neigh- 
bouring Parts, continuing them and the Purges 
a long time. By theſe three Remedies, I find 
the Buboes melt away, the Phymoſis, Para- 
phymoſis, and Chancres diſappear, and the Pa- 
tient recovers his former Health again. : 

This Method is a thouſand times preferable 
to repeated application of Cupping Glaſles 
upon Buboes, to painful Incifions to lay them 
open, and to bring them to a copious Suppu- 
ration, which has been looked upon as a Criſis 
of the Por. 

You not only ſave the Patient Pain and Cut- 
ting, but alſo thoſe ſhameful and deep Scars 
which remain after their opening, and which 
all the Art of Surgery cannot prevent. Theſe 
Cicatrices may in ſome manner be compared 
to thoſe of the Flower-de-luce. 


Et ſectas inhoneſto vulnere partes. 
And Parts disfigured by diſhoneſt Wounds. 


You prevent alſo the Deſtruction of the in- 
guinal Glands, which Nature has not placed 
in 
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in the Groin in vain; for either they are melt- 
ed and deſtroyed by Suppuration, or their Uſe is 
aboliſhed by deep Scars remaining after their 
opening. But by this Method now propoſed, 
you preſerve all the Parts entire. 

When the Tumours in the Groin are much 
inflamed, or when the Tumour ſeizes one or 
both Teſticles with Pain and Pulſation threat- 
ning Suppuration, I bleed the Patient copi- 
| ouſly, and repeat it according to the Age of 
the Perſon, and as there is occaſion, till the 
Inflammation ſeems no more inclinable to 
ſuppurate. I fly quickly to Frictions and 
Purges which make the Pain ceaſe after the 
third time, as will be ſeen in our Obſerva- 
tions. 

The Doſe of the Ointment ought to be 
proportioned to the Number and Greatneſs of 
the Complaints. I am not ſatisfied with ap- 
plying it only upon the Parts aggrieved, I rub 
it in upon the neighbouring Places, and inner 
Parts of the Thighs, in proportion as the Diſ- 
order is conſiderable, I imploy it to fix Drams, 
and even an Ounce of the Ointment, as ap- 
pears from the Obſervations. 

But when the Patient has the Pox, and the 
Venereal Worms are diſperſed all over the 
Body, the Buſineſs is to increaſe the Medicine 
to deſtroy them, and to redouble the Number 
of Frictions, that the Mercury by paſling 
often through every Part, may get the Maſter 
of them, and procure their total Extermina-

It 1s therefore cuſtomary to bleed and purge 
the Patient, to bath him, to make him drink 
Whey, and to adminiſter the Frictions after- 
wards, beginning in the Extremities, and com- 
ing gradually to the general Frictions, *cill 
the Salivation comes on, which increaſes by de- 
grees to 3 or 4 Pints in 24 Hours. It com- 
monly goes 8 or 10 Days increaſing, it is as 
long at the height, and ſomething longer 

going off, This is the Method commonly 
practiſed, and which we endeavour to re- 
form. 

We adopt the preliminary Preparation of the 
Bath, although Sydenham rejects it. For as 
the Buſineſs is to procure a capital Evacua- 
tion, and to change the Serum of the Blood, 
wherein the Venereal Worms commonly ſwim, 
there can be no harm in giving Fluidity to 
the Juices, according to the Aphoriſm of Hip- 
pocrates; Corpora cum quis purgare voluerit ea 
Auxilia reddere oportet, If you would purge 
« Bodies, you ought to render them fluid.” 

Now the Bath procures this Fluidity to the 
Blood and Juices, becauſe the Particles of 
the Water infinuate themſelves through the 
abſorbent Pores, and dilute the Blood and 
Lymph. You will be convinced of the ad- 
miſſion of the aqueous Particles, if you reflect, 
1/t, That if you come into a Bath thirſty, a 
quarter of an Hour after you are no more ſo, 


which muſt proceed from the Intromiſſion of 


aqueous Particles. 2diy, You perceive a Re- 
laxation of the Muſcles which makes you feel 
* 
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a Wearineſs, which is occaſioned from the en- 
tring of the aqueous Particles, relaxing the 
muſcular Fibres. * 34ly, 1 have had about the 
Bath a Curioſity analogous to that of Sants- 
rious upon inſenſible Tranſpiration, altho' leſs 
uſeful and advantageous in Practice. I weighed 
a Man before he went into the Bath, and 
found that he was heavier when he came out 
again. Now this Increaſe of Weight, can pro- 
ceed from nothing but the Intromiſſion of the 
fine anguillary Particles of Water. 4thly, The 
ſurpriſing Relief the Bath gives in the nephri- 
tic Cholic, cannot be explained any other ways 
than by the Intromiſſion of the very fine Par- 
ticles of the Water, which relax the criſpated 
Fibres, and calm the Pain ſuddenly. 

You muſt not expect that Water taken at 
the Mouth ſhould produce the ſame effect. 
For altho' Water is a homogeneous Liquid, 
nevertheleſs ſome Particles of it are thinner 
and finer than others, and it is theſe which 
ſeparated and filtrated through the Pores, with- 
out any Mixture of Air, produce the great 
Effects which we experience from the Bath in 
Practice. ; 

There is a great deal of Air mixt with Wa- 
ter, of which you may be eaſily convinced by 
the following Experiment, which I ſaw made 
at Paris in the College of quatre Nations, in 
the Claſs of Philoſophy. You put a Tum- 
bler with Water under the Bell of the Air 
Pump; after the firſt Strokes of the Pump 
you ſee the Water bubble, the Bubbles riſe 


from 
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from the bottom to the top. After you have 


pumped as much as poſſible, the Water in 


the Tumbler diminiſhes near one third, by 
the coming out of theſe Bubbles, which are 
nothing elſe but the Air mixt with the Water, 
not confined any longer now by the Preſſure 
of the external Air, and whoſe ſpring unbends 
to get away in Bubbles. If you fill a glaſs 
Tube half full with this Water, and Seal ir 
hermetically, it makes a Noiſe when you ſhake 
it as if it was ſolid, or like Quickſilver. 

We are therefore of Opinion, that Patients 
who have had the Pox long, ſhould be pre- 
| pared by the Bath and drinking of Whey. 
But in recent ones, when the Patients are full 


of Juice, the Bath is not neceflary, or at leaſt 


need not be uſed long, becauſe the Blood- is 
fufficiently diluted. And when the Patient is 
reduced to a great Weakneſs, and is not able 

to go through theſe preliminary Preparations, 

in this Caſe we are obliged to have recourſe 
to the Frictions quickly; the proof of which 
ou'll ſee in our Obſervations. 

After this, I fay, I change nothing of the 
antient Method but the place of Evacuation, 
and that inſtead of raifing a Salivation, I bring 
on a Flux of the Belly. The ſame Prepara- 
tions, the ſame Frictions, even ſtronger and in 
greater Number, but inſtead of a painful 
ſtinking Flux of the Mouth, I ſubſtitute purg- 
ing, without any Fatigue, Pain, or Danger, 
which I ſtop or moderate as I pleaſe, and 
which deſtroys the Symptoms of the Pox, 

— | and 
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and the Pox itſelf more ſecurely than Saliva- 
tion. The terrible Treatment from the Du- 
ration of the Pain, the Violence and Danger 
of its Event, humbling at the ſame time the 
Patient by the Shame of a ſuſpicious Retreat, 
is changed by the Flux of the Belly into a 
Treatment ſafe, eaſy, and gentle, like a Ter- 
tian Fever. 

The whole Secret conſiſts in keeping the 
Patient's Body open by Clyſters of Decoction 
of Senna, and the Pulp of Caſſia, before the 
Frictions are adminiſtred. By this Precaution, 
it happens, that the Mercury finding the in- 
teſtinal Glands relaxed, and the Body open, its 
Evacuation tends that way more readily, as 
the Place where it finds the leaſt Reſiſtance; 
it runs off rather by the Alvus than the 
Mouth. When I find the Looſeneſs doth not 
anſwer the Number of the Frictions, nor the 
Quantity of Mercury I employed, I purge 
the Patient with Powder of Jalap, and pro- 
cure copious Stools which ſecure the Mouth. 
Whilſt the Looſeneſs is going on, a Friction 
doth the Office of a Purge, and in proportion 
as they are reiterated, ſo the Flux of the Belly 
revives, and when it ſlackens or ſtops, I have 
recourſe to the Clyſters and Purges of Jalap, 
which I follow ſo long, till by the Ceſſation 
of the Symptoms, by the Quantity of Mer- 
cury I have employed, and the Abundance 
of the Evacuations, I am throughly perſuaded 
that the Venereal Leaven, how great ſoever it 
be, is entirely drained off, and that the "_—_ 
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of the Blood is changed, and has made room 
for new Juices. 
You'll fay, perhaps, that I make uſe of the 
fame Method for all thoſe Diſorders, and that 
I confine an extenſive Materia Medica, which 
has been made uſe of at all times to three 
Remedies, v/z. the Ointment, the Decoction 
of Mercury and Jalap; that the different Com- 
plaints affecting different Parts ought to be 
treated by different Remedies, and by Methods 
on which whole Books have been compoſed. 
I anſwer, 1/7, That as we have laid down 
above, that all theſe Diſorders differ only from 
greater to leſs, and in Proportion as various 
Parts of the Body are attacked; but the Cauſe 
in all the different Sorts is the ſame, and there- 
fore it was juſt and reaſonable to make Uſe of 
the ſame Method and Remedy, barring the 
increaſing or diminiſhing of the Doſe, accord- 
ing to the Violence of the Symptoms, and the 
greater or leſſer Number of the Sorts of Com- 
plaint. 24h, That without pretending to ſay 
any Harm of the Methods which have been 
practiſed, I am fatisfied with making it appear 
that this which I propoſe is ſafe and ſecure, and 
that the Succeſs anſwers to a Miracle. 3dly, 
That the Method, tho' ſimple, is not the worſe 
for that. Hujus laus eſt mira ſimplicitas veri- 
tatis imago. Its Encomium is a wonderful 
4 Simplicity, the Image of Truth.” If you 
conſider, as Galileus ſays, the Works of Na- 
ture, you'll find that ſne makes uſe of ſimple 
Means in all her Operations, as may be ſeen 
5 from 
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from the flying of Birds, and ſwimming of Fiſh 
thus a Phyſician ſhould imitate Nature, and 
prefer the ſimpleſt Methods anſwering the In- 
dication as the moſt natural. In ſhort, it is 
not the great Number of Medicines, nor their 
pompous Preparation which doth Honour to 
Phyſick, but the curing of Diſeaſes as Syden- 
ham propoſes. Etenim Medicine dignitas atque 
fompa non in formularum concinnitate et elegan- 
tia, ſed in morborum curatione poſita eſt. 

I heard the late Dr. Enguard, a famous 
Phyſician of Paris, make uſe of an Expreſ- 
ſion which I always remembred from the time 
I followed him at his viſiting the Sick at the 
Hotel. Dieu at Paris, Medicus paucorum remedi- 
orum. * A Phyſician with few Medicines.” 
And we ſee Hippocrates in his Works, propoſes 
very few Remedies, and not much compound- 
ed. Hippocratis pauperies contra morbos in ex- 
cubiis poſita. © Hippocrates's Poverty is placed 
* as a Watch upon the Diſeaſes.” And I have 
often compared 7 or 8 of the beſt Medicines 
in Phyſick, to 7 or 8 Tones in Muſick, 
the harmonious Combination of which com- 
poſes all forts of Tunes, and the moſt me- 


lodious Concerts, through the Skill of an able 
Muſician. 


CHAP. 
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CHAP, IL 


Containi C the Reaſons which prove that this 
Method is more ſafe and convenient than the 
old, with an Anſwer to the Objectious. 


HIS Chapter will be divided into three 

Articles, under the firſt of them we ſhall 
9 the Reaſons, proving that the Method 
aid down is more convenient than the old 
one. Under the ſecond, we ſhall make it ap- 
pear that this is ſafer than the other: And 
under the third, we ſhall anſwer the Objec- 
tions which have been raiſed by my Friends, 
and ſometimes in Conſultation againſt this 


Method. 


The FIRST ARTICLE. 


Containing the Reaſons, proving that the Method 
here propoſed is more convenient than the old. 


ND firſt, You ſecure the Patient from 
Danger, by carrying off the Evacuations 

by Stool, whereas you expoſe him by puſhing 
on the Salivation. The Pain has often brought 
Patients to the laſt Extremity, the Swelling of 
the Salival Glands, of the Tongue, Mulcles 
of the Fauces, and their Inflammation ſome- 
times communicated. to thoſe of the Larinx, 
have rendred the Patient incapable gf ſwal- 
lowing or breathing, and by loſs of Strength, 
want of Suſtenance, and Breath, many have 
died. How many have we ſeen periſh M 
the 
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„the Hands of the moſt experienced Artiſts. - 
e J have ſeen ſome of the moſt ſkilful, fend 
e Patients away from their Houles in the 
« Agony of Death, to keep the Reproach of 
te the Funeral Ceremony from their Doors.” I 
may even ſay, that few Courſes have paſt with- 
out ſome Accident, and that in many the 
Phyſicians and Surgeons have been frighted as 
well as the Patients whom they have been oblig- 
ed to bleed, to give Purges, aurum fulminans, 
&c. You run no ſuch riſque in working it off 
by Stool, the Patient, the Phyſician, and Sur- 
geon reſt all very eaſy. The Inteſtines are ac- 
cuſtomed to receive and expel the Impurities 
of the Body made partly for that purpoſe, and | 
capable of containing them in a Canal long, 1 
large, and always open; they don't give ſo 
much Uneaſineſs as the Mouth, which was not 
deſigned for any ſuch Evacuation, or to ſerve 
for a common Drain. This only Reaſon to 
avoid the Danger, ought to give the preference | 1 
to the Method we propoſe to the Prejudice of 1 
the old one. i 
Secondly, You fave the Patient a great deal 
of Pain, which by its Quickneſs and Duration 
enervates the Courage of the molt intrepid; and 
I can fay that I have never ſeen more than 
one who did not loſe Patience before he came 1 
to the end of the Salivation. This made Fer- +l 
nelius ſay, Credi poteſt nimium vivendi cupidos, 1 
qui mori non maluerint, quam hujuſmodi medica- 
tionem perferre. Levius enim eſi ægrotare quam rp 
ſanari. We may ſay that they are too 0 
| « deſirous | 
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« deſirous of life, who would rather be thus 
« cured than die, for it is leſs painful to be 
« fick than to be cured.” Indeed, as they 
ſuffer 25 Days Pain without Relaxation, or 
Sleep, and without being able to ſwallow any 
thing but Broth, and Diet Drink, with a ter- 
rible Stink, is it not gaining conſiderably, if you 
ſave the Patient a Torture which tyrannizes 
over Life during a Month or longer, and 
makes him purchaſe it at a dear rate? Is it 
not more eligible to hurry off by 5 or 6 co- 
pious Stools in the ſpace of an Hour, and 
without Pain, that which could not have been 
evacuated by the Salival Glands in leſs than a 
Day, and with inconceivable Torment? 

I have often reflected, that the violent Pain 
ſeemed to be a convincing Proof, that Nature 
made uſe of the deteſtable Evacuation of Sali- 
vation only by force, and you may judge of 
the Violence of the Pain from the Senſibility 
of the Mouth, and the Parts compoſing it. Be- 
ſides ſuch a Pain in the Neighbourhood of the 
Brain ſeems to threaten the Soul very nearly, 
and to throw it into the greateſt Conſternation. 

Thirdly, You not only preſerve the Patient's 
Life in ſafety, and keep him from Pain, but 
alſo you preſerve his Teeth during this Courſe, 
by the Flux of the Belly, whereas by Saliva- 
tion, the Teeth ſometimes fall out, or are 
looſened, and almoſt always grow Black, and 
the Gums wear away: And every Body knows 
what Importance they are of for the Preſer- 
vation of Health and Life itſelf. Hippocrates 

in 
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in his Aph. meaſures the Length of Life by 
the Number of Teeth: N plures dentes ba- 
bent illi longæ vitæ futuri ſunt. * Thoſe who 
« have a great Number of Teeth will be long 
« lived.” And both Reaſon and Experience 
ſhew us in all the Syſtems invented to explain 
the Digeſtion of Aliments, of what Utility the 
Teeth are to forward it, without mentioning 
the other Uſes, and the great Ornament they 
are to Mankind, eſpecially the Fair Sex, and 
25 Method we propoſe do them no injury at 
all. 

Fourthly, Vou avoid by this Courſe the deep 
Scars ſucceeding after Ulcers occaſioned by Sa- 
livation, and which form ſometimes ſtron 
Seams, hindring the opening of the Mouth, 
which muſt ſometimes be cut after the Courſe. 
I have ſeen two Perſons, who after Salivation 
could not well open their Mouths. * 

Fifthly, You run no riſque of leaving the 
Patient with a perpetual Salivation, which 
ſometimes all the Remedies have not been 
able to . prevent, and which is owing to the 
rearing aſunder of the excretory Canals of the 
Salival Glands. And moſt Salivations which 
have been copious, leave a troubleſome Spit- 
ting ſome Months, with an ill Scent, which 
make Perſons of the Profeſſion know that ſuch 
have paſt through the grand Remedy, 

Sixthly, You ſhorten the time, which ſome- 
times is precious to the Patient, ſince he need 
not keep his Chamber but 25 or 30 Days, and 
that he may even go abroad in tair Weather, 

2 2 as 
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as we ſhall ſhew in our Obſervations; and that 
his Mouth being in good Order, he may eat 
as he pleaſes, and recruit his Spirits, But after 
Salivation, a long time 1s required to cure the 
Senſibility of the Mouth and Tongue, which 
ſtript of their Scarf Skin, the Papillæ nervoſe 
remain uncovered, and conſequently expoſed to 
Pain, till the thin Skin is grown again. 

Seventhly, You ſave the Patient's Money ; 
for as in the Management which I propoſe, the 
Patient is able to eat and drink, you ſave the 
Expence of Broth and Jelly Broths, which are 
much dearer than common Food. Beſides, 
you ſpoil no Linen which Salivation deſtroys 
conſiderably. 

Eighthly, You entirely ſecure the Reputa- 
tion of the Patient, you ſave him the Shame 
of a ſuſpicious Abſence, ſince he may do the 
Buſineſs in his own Houſe without any Body's 
knowing of it, and he may even receive Viſits 
without raiſing any Suſpicion. His Tongue 
and Speech are free, he takes Nouriſhment 
without Pain and with Pleaſure. One may 
even keep in the dark Perſons of the Profeſ- 
ſion; a Looſeneſs without Fever is equivo- 
cal, and may proceed from common Caules, as 
well as from the Operation of Mereury car- 
ried off by Stool. 

In ſhort, I make uſe of this laſt Reaſon for 
its Conveniency, that by this Method Phyſick 
reclaims a Diſorder of great Extent and Im- 
portance, which the Surgeons had ingroſſed 
to treat in their Houſes, and which Appren- 


ICES 
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tices who had adminiſtred Frictions under 
their Maſters, thought themſelves in a Capa- 
city of curing. What an Injuſtice, ſays an 
Engliſh Author, that an internal Diſtemper, if 
any there is, which penetrates to the Marrow 
of the Bones, ſhould be ranked among the 
external ones, becauſe ſome Symptoms appear 


externally? But by this Method it returns to 
the Profeſſion of Phy lick. 


SECOND ARTICLE. 


Containing Proofs that there is more Aſſurance 
of a perfect Cure in this Method than the other. 


HE Parallel we have drawn in Bchalf of 
the Conveniency, and which ſeems ad- 
vantageous to me, in favour of the Method 
propoſed, would be of little Conſequence, if 
we could not make it appear that the Patient 
is more ſure of a Cure, and quicker diſpatched 
by this Method than the other ; which we ſhall 
endeavour to prove to a Demonſtration by the 
following Reaſons. 
iſt. It is advanced as a certain and indiſpu- 
table Fact, that there are no Practitioners verſed 
and experienced in curing the Pox, but have 
ſeen ſometimes the Patient cured without Sa- 
livation, by a Diarrhea only, occaſioned by the 
Frictions. This Experience agrees with the 
Doctrine of almoſt all the Authors who have 
wrote on this Subject: Notwithſtanding all 
Remedies and care to ſtop the Diarrhea, and 
to raiſe a Salivation all has been in vain ; the in- 
E 3 teſtinal 
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teſtinal Glands have prevailed over the falival, 
and diſcharged in abundance, and without Pain, 
that which could not have paſt off by the ex- 
cretory Ducts of the ſalival Glands, but gradu- 
ally and with inconceiveable Pain ; and at laſt 
the Symproms have diſappeared, and the Pa- 
tient has been cured. We ſhall relate ſome 
Inſtances hereof in the next Chapter. 

Now if we can be ſure of a Cure when the 
Evacuation happens by Stool ; if the Phyſician 
and Surgeon wiſh the Patient joy when Nature 
takes this Courſe, why ſhould it not be per- 
mitted to invite her that way? Galen in his 
Commentary upon the 27th Aph. of Hipp. 
Se. 4. ſays, that a Phyſician ought to give 
Vomits in long Fluxes of the Belly, when Na- 
ture doth not bring on Vomiting of itſelf, be- 
cauſe a Phyſician ſhould imitate the good O- 
perations of Nature. Forum que a natura 
refte fiunt decet Medicum imatatorem eſſe. 
Why therefore ſhall it not be allowed to in— 
vite Nature to evacuate the Effect of the Fric- 
tions by Stool, ſince the Experience of many 
Skilful Practitioners proves that it has been ſa- 
lutary, and fince the Reaſons alledged in the 
preceding Article ſhould make us give the Pre- 
terence to this Evacuation to the Prejudice of 
Salivation. 

2dly. Anatomy ſhews us that the ſalival and 
inteſtinal Glands are of the ſame Structure, and 
conſequently they muſt have the ſame Uſe, 
placed in the ſame Canal, with this Difference 
only, that the ſalival Glands are at the Extre- 
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mity, that is to ſay, at the Entry of the Oe/6- 
pbagus, and the others diſperſed throughout che 
long Circumvolutions of the Inteſtines. We 
muſt thereſore believe, that they are for the 
ſame Ule; that they ſeparate the ſame ſort of 
Lymph, and conſequently it muſt be equal 
whether the Evacuation is made upwards or 
down wards, Moreover, when the Evacuation 
is made by Salivation, the Cure is not ſo cer- 
tain, ſince the Broth or Ptiſan they ſwallow 
mix with part of the Venom filtred through 
the ſalival Glands, and that the Carcaſles of 
the Venereal Worms filled with Ovula, which 
the Mercury has not been able to penetrate, 
return into the Blood by the way of the Chyle, 
and may after Salivation breed again, and renew 
the Pox, as Palmarius has obſerved ; whereas 
when the Evacuation is made downwards, 

there is no fear of this Accident. 
zdly, What proves invincibly, that the Lym- 
pha coming from the ſalival Glands is of the 
lame Nature with that of the Inteſtines, or ra- 
ther the very ſame, is, that as ſoon as the Flux 
of the Belly ceaſes, the ſalival Glands ſwell ; 
and when the Looſeneſs returns, the falival 
Glands grow leſs, as may be inferr'd from the Text 
of Hippocrates, Exinamita aluus ex facie ducit, 
(Diſcharges of the Belly draw from the 
Face.) Now ſince Evacuation by Stool depreſſes 
the Salivation, and as in Return Salivation 
locks up the Belly, as theſe Evacuations in- 
creaſe and diminiſh at the Expence of each o- 
ther; ſo that I have often compared them to 
E 4 -:. (Wo 
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two Beams of a Scale, one riſing as the other 
falls; theſe certain Facts known by all Prac- 
titioners, prove indiſputably that the ſame Mat- 
ter which furniſhes the Flux of the Belly, ſup- 

lies alſo Salivation ; wherefore it is not mate- 
rial to the Safety of the Cure, which way the 
Evacution 1s made. 

Athly, We have two , Reaſons drawn from 
Anatomy, which prove that the Evacuation by 
Stool is more ſecure than that made by Sali- 
vation. | 

The firſt from the great Number of inteſti- 
nal Glands, which Mr. Duverney in his private 
Courſes, has ſhewn us by Bundles in the ſmall 
Guts, and in the greater leſs in Number indeed, 
but much bigger. The ſalival Glands, both 
the ſuperior and inferior, cannot be compared, 
nor equalled with the inteſtinal ; one may there- 
fore with more Solidity depend upon theſe than 
the others, and ſo much the rather, ſince Na- 
ture has placed them in the inteſtinal Canal 
deſigned chiefly for the Evacuation of the Im- 
purities of the Body, and that we follow by 
torcing through by Stools the Will and Inten- 
tion of Nature. 

The ſecond we take from the Diſtribution 
of the Arteries in the Bowels, and falival 
Glands. Two conſiderable Branches ſupply 
the Inteſtines. Mr. Duverney, in his private 
Courſes calls them arteria meſenteria ſuperior & 
inferior. Two thin Threads of an Artery from 
the external Carotid, ſupply the falival Glands. 
The arterial Branches which go to the Inteſ- 

tines, 
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tines, are of ſo conſiderable a Size, that the 

carry thither almoſt one Quarter of the Blood 
which is diſtributed by the Arteria deſcendens : 
Their prodigious Ramifications inoſculating in 
form of an Arch, muſt make us think that 
Nature has not poured ſo great a Quantity of 
Blood into the Inteſtines for their bare Nouriſh- 
ment, For upon examining their thin and fine 
Subſtance, you'll be convinced that ſo great a 
Quantity of Blood was not requiſite for their 
Nouriſhment, fince leſs would have more than 
ſufficed for that Purpoſe. Nature muſt there- 
fore have deſigned, by making ſo much Blood 
paſs into the Inteſtines, that ic ſhould receive 
there ſome Depuration in the numerous 
Glands with which they are covered: You 
cannot form any Judgment like this from the 
lictle Thread-like Branches of the external Ca- 
rotid, which run to the ſalival Glands. We 
therefore do not anſwer well the Views and In- 
tentions of Nature, if we prefer the Depuration 
that may be effected by ſome ſmall Branches 
of an Artery, to that which you may expect 
from the conſiderable Tubes in the Inteſtines, 
eſpecially when a general Depuration is aimed 
at; ſince otherwiſe Nature herſelf often ſhews 
us plainly, by the abundant Stools following up- 
on the firſt Frictions, that ſhe loves that Eva- 
cuation as the ſhorteſt, ſureſt, and leſs fatigu- 
ing. And you find in reality and literally in 
this Method of curing the Pox, the three 
Conditions which the Maxims of the Schools

recommend to us, Co, tuto, jucunde, © quick- 


ly, fafely, pleaſantly ” 7 
' s&thly, Thoſe who, when they ſee a Diar- c 
rhœa follow immediately after the firſt Fric- c 


tions, inſtead of incouraging it, put all their 
Skill to work to ſtop it, by anodyne and nar- 
cotick Clyſters, or by Emeticks to call back 
the Evacuations upwards, err greatly againſt 
the Aphor. of Hippocrates, Quo natura vergit 
eo ducere oportet per loca naturæ magis commoda. 
« You muſt lead the way Nature tends thro” 
te the Paſſages moſt commodious to Nature.” 
Now what way can we find more convenient 
than a large Canal always open, placed in the 
middle of the Body like a Sewer, within reach 
to receive all Impurities, which brings on no 
Uneaſineſs or Danger, which interrupts in 
no wiſe the Reception of Nouriſhment, Maſti- 
cation, Swallowing and Digeſtion, whereas 
Salivation overthrows theſe important Functions 
of the Body ? | | 
Sixthly, It is ſafer to treat Poxes, accompa- 
nied with habitual Gonorrhœas, by the Flux 
of the Belly, than Salivation. This laſt, altho' 
copious and abundant as poſſible, doth nor 
carry off the Gonorrhcea, as Sydenham obſerves 
in his Treatiſe on the Pox. Obſervandum eſt 
autem quod licet ſalivatio remedia alia qualia- 
cunque ea fuerint in extirpanda lue confirmata 
lange exuperet; Gonorrh&am tamen cum lue con- 
jundt am neutiquam valet ſanare, nec ſiſtetur illa 
bac jam penitus devicta, But it is to be ob- 
* ſerved, that tho' Salivation is much ** 
| | cc or 
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„ for the curing of a confirm'd Pox, than any 
« other Medicine whatever, yet it cannot cure 
«* Gonorrhœa, when it accompanies the Pox, 
* nor will that ſtop, when this is quite cured.” 
And daily Experience evinces the Truth of 
this Author's Doctrine, as he ſays himſelf, 
after having treated the Pox you have ſtill the 
Gonorrhœa to cure. Quottes igitur lues Vene- 
rea et Gonorrbæa una ſlabulantur, vel ante Sa- 
livationem vel ea jam peracta, Gonorrbææ cura- 
tio tentanda eſt, quod et tutius fit, me judice, et 
Jacilius poſt ſalivationem, cum luem babens comi- 
tem Gonorrhea ægrius dometur, que vero a præ- 
greſſa ſalivatione quadantenus ſubacta fuit mi- 
nori negotio expugnetur. When the Pox and 
* a Gonorrhœa are lodged together, the Cure 
* of the Gonorrhaa is to be attempted before 
de the Salivation, or when it is over, but in 
© my Opinion it is ſafer and better done after 
« Salvation. For being accompanied with the 
« Pox it is more difficultly cured, but after Sa- 
« livation being ſomewhat tamed, it is uſu- 
« ally cured with leſs trouble.” But by the 
Method we propoſe, you cure not only 'the 
Pox, but alſo the Gonorrhœa, as I have expe- 
rienced many times, 

The happy Succeſs of Purgatives in the 
Gonorrhcea, is eſtabliſhed by the Doctrine of 
Sydenham in his aforeſaid Treatiſe. Etenim 
Catbarſis hic inſtar omnium eſt, atque in hoc 
affettu, fi in alio quopiam aſſeritur quod qui bene 
mundificat bene ſanat. For purging doth here 
* every thing, and in this Diſeaſe, if it may 

c be 
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* be aſſerted in any other, he that cleanſes 


« well, heals well.” The Reaſon he gives for 


the Efficacy of purging in curing the Gonor- 
rhca, is that you evacuate by Purgatives either 
the Humours which cauſe the Illneſs, or that 
you make a Diverſion of the Juices that might 
feed it. In remedijs catharticis quantum buc uſ- 
gue uſu comperimus curationis omnis Cardo ver- 
titur, quorum auxilio vel educitur humor pec- 
cans, vel procuratur diverfio ſuccorum natura- 
lium: qui aliter hoſti in pabulum cederent, And 
truly we have obſerved in Practice, that the 
powerful Diverſion made by a copious and 
laſting Diarrhea, cures any Gonorrhœa what- 
ever; ſince by attracting by the Stools the 
Mater which ſupplies the Gonorrhœa, you 
give an opportunity to the Parts of recovering 
their Elaſticity. 

Seventhly, In extreme Emaciation, as ſome- 
times Patients are who have waited too long, 
and are not in a Condition to ſupport the Sa- 
livation, Diet, Watching, Pain, &c. Purging 
is much ſafer in this caſe than a Salivation, 
fince during theſe Evacuations by the Alvus, 
we give Nouriſhment; they fleep and recruit 
their Forces, and we have it in our power to 
ſtop and moderate the Purging much better 
than the Salivation. - 

Eighthly, When the Palate, Throat, Uvula, 
Noſe, and other Parts thereabout are ulcerared, 
you expoſe the Patient, by forcing the Hu- 
mours to the Parts affected, either to choak, 
or to diefigure him for ever. Galen forbids 
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you to fling the Humours upon the diſordered 
Parts. Non licet humores urgere verſus partem 
affeftam. For as the ulcerated Parts are weak- 
ned, great Diſorder and unhappy Accidents 
enſue when you puſh the Medicine and Eva- 
cuation that way, as you'll ſee from our Ob- 
ſervations. 


I have ſeen a Patient of Diſtinction, who 
had the Uvula almoſt eaten away by an old 
Pox, with an Ulcer in his Throat; The Fric- 
tions were adminiſtred him with all poſſible 
Precaution, the Salivation came on, which 
cauſed ſo great a Diſorder in his Throat, that 
when he was going to ſwallow, part of the 
Drink fell down the Trachea, and made him 
cough 'till he brought up what was gone 
down to his Lungs; he became hectick, and 
died in the Operation of the Remedy. | 

gthly, We introduce, as a Reaſon, the En- 
comium ſome Authors have given to the Flux 
of the Belly. Hipp. Fernelius, and Willis aſ- 
ſure us, that the Effects of purgipg in almoſt 
all Diſtempers are fafe and ſalutary. Etenim 
—_— morbos delet innumeros. Bagl. Prax. med. 
« For purging carries off innumerable Diſ- 
« eaſes.” And the frequent Uſe we make of 
it in almoſt all Diſorders has occaſioned a 
French Comedian to joke upon us on this 
head.” Should this grand Remedy loſe 
its Efficacy and Reputation in the Pox only? 
The known and inconteſtable Effects it pro- 
duces in the Gonorrhaa are a ſure Earneſt 
of what it promiſes in the Pox, fince they 


only 
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only differ from one another, from greater 
to leſs, as we have ſhewn in the firſt Parr. 
Laſtly, We add to all theſe Reaſons of its 
Conveniency and Safety, which we have al- 
ledged to procure the Preference to our Me- 
thod, that ut not only concerns the Patients 
in particular, as we have ſhewn, but alſo the 
Publick in general. It is certain, that ſuch 
an eaſy Method, ſupported by Authority and 
Practice, would be capable of extinguiſhing or 
at leaſt diminiſhing conſiderably, a Scourge 
grown very common, eſpecially in great Ci- 
ties. The Facility of this Method, the little 
Expence and ſecurity from Danger would en- 
gage an infinite number of Perſons to get them- 
ſelves cured, who alcho' diſtempered, continue 
upon all Occafions to live in Debauchery, and 
to ſpread the Infection more and more. It is 
often fear of Pain and Danger, or the Shame 
of a ſuſpicious Retirement, -and the enormous 
Prices the Surgeons exact now a days to treat 
Patients at their Houſes, which makes them 
continue in this miſerable Situation, Others 
neglecting Caſes that are doubtful, venture 
upon Matrimony, with ſome unhappy Remains 
of the Adventures of their Youth ; nothing ſo 
common in Practice, as to ſee daily the fatal 
Conſequences reſulting - therefrom. Such a 
one's Wife has a Gonorrhaa, which is bap- 
tized with' the honeſt Name of the Whites 
(not that I pretend there are no Whites with- 
out a Gonorrhœa) but it muſt be alſo allowed 
many of them are ſuſpicious, and if without 
„5 
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Prejudice their Original was traced, many 
would be found to be true Venereal Gonor- 
rhaas. 

There are two Signs by which we may di- 
ſtinguiſh the Whites, which Authors call fuor 
Albus from Gonorrhœas. The firſt is at the 
Time of the Menſes the Whites ſtop, whereas 
the Gonorrhcea runs all along with the Menſes. 
Baglivi Prax. med. The ſecond is the Diffe- 
rence of the Colour; the Gonorrhœa being 
Green, or at leaſt yellow, but the Whites ap- 
pear white and clear, without heat or burning 
of Urine. 

Beſides the Children born from Perſons who 
have a Gonorrhœa are commonly covered 
with Puſtules, they have Ulcers and Scrophu- 
lous Glands. Theſe Symptoms are often Signs 
of an hereditary Pox, which People might ſe- 
cure themſelves from, if perſuaded of the 
Solidity of the Method I propoſe, they would 
examine themſelves ſeriouſly before Marriage, 
and take thoſe Precautions which the ee, 
of the Operation, its Safety, and the Cheapne 
might engage them to. 


THIRD ARTICLE. 


Containing the Objections which have been made 
| | againſt this Method. 


OBJECTION I. 


T is to be feared thar the pocky Venom, 
Joined with the Mercury, and brought » 
the 
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the Inteſtines, will ulcerate them, and make 


there ſuch havock as it doth in the Mouth, 


and occaſion griping and bloody Stools which 
might prove mortal. 
I anſwer, that this Accident doth not hap- 
n, and that even it is not to be feared for 
the following Reaſons. 1/f,) The Inteſtines in 


their internal Surface are lined with a Mucus 


which reſembles the Snot of the Noſe, placed 
by Nature in their Cavity, to arm them againſt 
the Acrimony of the Bile and the other Hu- 
mours, and to facilitate the Deſcent of the 
Excrements, This Mucus alſo ſecures them 
againſt the Impreſſions, either from the Mer- 
cury, or the Virulency it brings along with it. 
But the Cale is different in the Mouth, there 
is no ſuch Mucus, and for this Reaſon it is 
that Mercury grafts there ſuch deep Ulcers. 
The Tongue, the Roof of the Mouth, the 
Gums, all ſuffer cruelly ; and to prevent theſe 
Diſorders, it is prudent to bring on the Eva- 
cuations by Stool. 2dly,) The Canal of the 
Inteſtines is long and wide, and always open, 
and things paſs through them quickly without 
making any ſtay there; whereas at the Mouth 
they go off very gently, and make very ſtrong 
and violent Impreflions. gdly,) Experi- 
ence proves that this caſe doth not happen, 
that by the help of due Preparations in lean 
and faline Complexions, the Poiſon how ſtrong 
ſoever, paſſes off without offending the Bow- 
els ; and that in moſt Conſtitutions full of 
Juices, even theſe preliminary Preparations 
2 have 
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have not been neceſſary, as we have experi- 


enced many times: You'll ſee Proofs of it in 
our Obſervations. 


OBJECTION II. 


HE famous Sydenham condemns the 
Looſeneſs which happens after the firſt 
Frictions, and looks on it as an Obſtacle 
to the Cure, and inſtead of favouring it, 
he recommends to ſtop it by the help of li- 
uid Laudanum, and other Anodynes. I an- 
wer, that Sydenham in his way of reaſoning 
looked with a ſuſpicious Eye upon a Looſeneſs, 
as being an abſolute hindrance to a Salivation, 
which he thought the only Remedy for the 
Pox, as he ſays himſelf, Uzpote gue Saliva- 
tioni tantummodo cedere ſoleat. As which is 
« wont to yield to Salivation only.” And he 
has obſerved that the Salivation did not appear 
'till the Diarrhœa was ſtop'd: The Looſeneſs, 
ſays he, being at length ſtop'd, the Salivation, 
which before ſcarce appeared, uſually pro- 
ceeds well. But if this celebrated Author had 
been ſure that the Pox had been well cured 
by a Looſeneſs, as is atteſted by many Books 
and Practitioners who have ſeen perfect Cures 
performed, tho a Salivation could never be 
raiſed, there is room to believe from his Inte- 
grity, of which we ſee many Proofs in his 
Works, that he would have altered his Opt- 
nion. Beſides, Sydenham himſelf in his Works, 
and even in his Treatiſe on the Pox, is far from 
pretending that no Additions are to be made oy 
N48 
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his Obſervations; on the contrary, he exhorts 
all Phyſicians who ſhall come after him, to 
apply themſelves to contemplate Nature, to 
ſtudy her Motions, and to follow her religi- 
ouſly, rather than adhere ro Hypotheſes, which 
even in his time overrun Phyſick. His Mo- 
deſty made him ſay that he had done nothing 
but ſhew the way to draw Indications from Ob- 
ſervation, and to adapt the Syſtems to the 
Cure, and not the Cure to the Syſtems. 


OBJECTION III. 


Y throwing Mercury off by Stool you 
LI render it uſeleſs, ſince you give it no time 
to circulate with the Maſs of Blood. 
' I anſwer, that this Objection is as much 
againſt the Salivation as the Method I propoſe, 
fince the Mercury runs off equally by the Sa- 
livation as by the Looſeneſs; but that one has 
an infinite Advantage by being able to throw 
in as much Mercury as one pleaſes by this 
Method. We ſhall make it appear in our 


Obſervations, that we have made ule of to 


24 Ounces of Ointment in 24 Frictions, which 
no one dare venture in a Salivation, ſince Le- 
mer; in his Treatiſe on Chymiſtry fixes it to 
five; thus the new Mercury replaces abundant- 
ly that which is come away by Stool, and pro- 
duces a total Deſtruction and Evacuation of 
the Venereal Vermin. 


O B. 
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OBJECTION IV. 


| Ba is thought it would be more convenient 
to make the Mercury act by Extinction, by 
adminiſtring Frictions from time to time (to 
prevent Salivation) as is practiſed (at Mont pe- 
lier) than to bring on any Evacuation. 

We have already anſwered this Objection, 
and given the Reafon why the Mercury given 
by Extinction, doth not often ſucceed: We can 
affirm it, that we have ſeen ſeveral that had 
been miſſed by the Method of Extinction, who 
were perfectly cured by ours. 

Vet to do Juſtice to Truth, I have ſeen great 
Effects produced from Frictions by Extinction, 
that is to ſay at Intervals; and I make uſe 
of them ſometimes for particular Reaſons, 
which I ſhall mention in the following Chap- 
ter. | 


CHAP, ML 
Some Obſervations upon the Pox. 


HIS Chapter ſhall be divided into three 
Articles. In the firſt we ſhall begin with 

the Obſervations, which made me think of 
evacuating the Effect of Mercury by Stool; 
and we ſhall propoſe a certain Number of 
Cures done by this Method, which confirm 
what we have advanced above. In the ſecond, 
we ſhall relate the Particulars of certain Ob- 
ſervations made by the antient Method, and 
which have appeared to me worthy. of Re- 
F 2 mark, 
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mark. In the third we ſhall ſet down ſome 
Cures performed by our Method in other 
Diſorders beſides the Venereal Diſeaſe, and 


which did not proceed from a Venereal Leaven. 


FIRST ARTICLE 


Some Obſervations which made me hit upon this 
Method, and ſome Cures performed by it. 


IJ. OBSERVATION. 


Beautiful young Lady of a ſuperior Genius, 

and exemplary Prudence, was courted by 

a young Gentleman, an only Son and very 
rich, who had neither Father nor Mother, and 
whoſe Endowments and Qualifications of Body 
and Mind were as extenſive as his Riches, 
This young Gentleman has owned to me that 
he had then no other Deſign but to paſs away 
his time agreeably in this young Lady's Com- 
pany, till the fine Seaſon ſhould come on, and 
the time fit to depart for Paris, where he had 
reſolved to ſtrike up his Tent, But the good 
Conduct of the Lady lately come from the 
Convent, and the prudent Advice of her Mo- 
ther, made the young Gentleman ſo amorous, 
that the Affair became ſerious, and he thought 
of marrying her, The young Lady ſeemed 
not to allow him but with Difficulty, and after 
ſeveral Refuſals, liberty of asking her in Mar- 
riage ; nevertheleſs, when ſhe ſaw that he was 
in earneſt, ſhe made a Vow, in caſe the Match 


was accompliſhed, to go on Foot from the 
| | Borders 
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Borders of the Grone, to the Chapel of Notre 
Dame de Verdelais, to pay her Devotions. The 
Marriage was conſummated, and the very firſt 
Days before the wedding Feaſt was over, the 
young Woman had a violent Gonorrhœa, and 
her Parts full of little Ulcers. The Huſband 
being interrogated, confeſs'd he had contracted 
at Bourdeaux ſome Infection, for which he had 
been treated ſlightly by his Barber; it was a 
running, which after ſome Bottles of Ptiſane, 
had been ſtop'd by Injections. The Body, and 
eſpecially his Shoulders, were covered with 
pocky Puſtules, of the Colour and Nature as 
Sydenham mentions, and it was agreed in a 
Conſultation that both of them had the Pox. 

I have' ſeen parallel Caſes happen to young 
People, who had the Misfortune to be too 
ſoon their own Maſters, and who had Money 
at Diſcretion: This precious Commodity is 
very dangerous in the Hands of thoſe who are 
at an Age when the Paſſions are ſtrong, and 
Reaſon weak. Wherefore Narure has hid it 
deep in the Bowels of the Earth; foreſeeing, 
like a good Mother, that her Children would 
abuſe it, in the ſame manner as a prudent 
Nurſe hides from her little Ones hurtful In- 
ſtruments, that they may not make uſe of 
them to their Prejudice. 

To return to our married Couple, they were 
both condemned to paſs through the grand 
Remedy, v:z, Friction, and Salivation. They 
were both prepared at the ſame time by Bleed- 
ing, Purging, Baths, Whey, Sc. they were in 

1 the 
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the ſame Room in two different Beds. The 
young woman ſaw from hers the Frictions ad- 
miniſtred upon her Huſband firſt, which ſhe 
refuſed to undergo in her turn, ſaying, ſhe 
would ſooner die than thus to expoſe herſelf 
naked to two Surgeon's Apprentices; and all 
the wiſe and judicious Remonſtrances my Col- 
legue, who ſaw theſe two Patients with me, 
could make her, were fruitleſs that Day. We 
adviſed to let her Governante rub her, to 
which ſhe conſented. The firſt and ſecond 
Frictions had no effect, and we judged from 
what the Huſband told us, that the Gover- 
nante was not ſkilled to adminiſter the Re- 
medy. We adviſed her to conſent that the 
Surgeon himſelf, at whoſe Houſe they were, 
ſhould be preſent to direct the Governante in 
the Operation, who on. account of his great 
Age was not to be regarded, to which ſhe 
conſented, The Surgeon ſeeing that ſhe did 
not do it well, went to Work, and did her 
this Service, which fatigued him much; the 
next Day, at the time when ſhe thought he 
would have continued his Operation, he brought 
his two Apprentices with him whom ſhe now 
ſuffered to rub her, and who continued fo to 
do without any Contradiction to the laſt. This 
Example ſhews that Women are brought to 
Reaſon by degrees. 

We were agreeably ſurprized to find that 
ſeveral Frictions brought on no Soreneſs in her 


Mouth, but a conſiderable Looſeneſs, and great 
Evacuations by Urine, which cured our Pa- 


tient, 
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tient, and ſtopt without any other means the 
Gonorrhœa, which ſhe had had from the firſt 
Days of her Marriage. 

It ſeemed as if God wanted to ſave her 
from the rigorous Treatment ſhe had not de- 


ſerved, but in Revenge her Huſband ſuffered 
very much. | 


II. Ops ERvATION. 


Girl, 10 Years of Age, was ſeized with 

Tumours in her Neck, which came to 
Suppuration. After they had diſcharged abun- 
dantly, and that we hoped to ſee them cica- 
triſe, the Suppuration ſtill continued, the Ul- 
cers were difficult to heal, and ſtill new Tu- 
mours appeared, notwithſtanding divers Me- 
dicines were applied to effect a perfect Cure. 
J adviſed her Mother, after ſhe had been a 
long time in the Surgeon's Hands, to ſend 
her to drink the Waters at Bareges, which I 


have ſeen do great Cures in ſcrophulous Ulcers, 


They followed my Advice, and the drinking 
and pumping of theſe Waters healed not only 
the Ulcers, but alſo melted away entirely the 

other Swellings which threatned Suppuration. 
A Year after, all appeared again, I propoſ- 
ed to the Mother to make her undergo a 
Salivation. 1/, Becauſe ſhe told me that 
the Father, who was dead, had before Mar- 
riage had ſeveral Adventures of Gallantry. 
2dly, She owned the Child had been begat in 
the time of her Menſes. And, 3dly, I ſaid, 
that ſetting aſide theſe two Reaſons, conſider- 
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ing the Swellings in themſelves, their difficulty 
to Cure, and their return after the Waters of 
Bareges, it was plain they were ſupported by 
a Leaven in the Maſs of Blood, which nothing 
but mercurial Frictions could deſtroy, and not 
to make two Jobs of it, ſhe muſt abſolutely 
paſs through a Salivation. 

The Mother acquieſced in my Advice, her 
Daughter was lodged at a Surgeon's of this 
Town, and after due Preparations we admini- 
ſtred the Frictions, which preſently brought 
on a Looſeneſs, as often happens. We thought 
that after the Looſeneſs the Mercury would 
run off by Salivation, but we were ſurpriſed to 
ſee, that notwithſtanding the anodyne Clyſters, 
and a Vomit, the Looſeneſs ſtill continued. 
After every Friction at Night ſhe purged the 
next Day, and ſhe never had any Soreneſs at 
her Mouth; ſhe had 8 Frictions without reckon- 
ing that every Day I madethem rub the Glands 
and Ulcers with mercurial Ointment, I faw 
the Tumors and Ulcers diſappear daily, and 
the Child was perfectly cured by the Looſe- 
neſs which the Frictions occaſioned, So that 
in 12 Years ſince that Operation, never any 
Swelling has appeared again. By way of Pre- 
caution, I ordered her to open an Iſſue till her 
Menſes ſhould appear; and I never have dared 
to ask her ſince whether it is cloſed up or 


not. 


The Courſe was ſucceſsful, gentle, and eaſy; 
we could never malte her keep in Bed or in 
her Chamber, ſhe was almoſt all Day long 

running 
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running and playing about; ſhe had no fore 
Mouth, ſhe eat with a good Appetite, and loſt 
hardly any Fleſh through thoſe great Evacua- 
tions occaſioned by the great Number of 
Frictions. f 
Theſe two happy Experiments mentioned in 
theſe firſt Obſervations, made me make ſome 
ſerious Reflexions upon the Advantage which 
the Patients reaped from thoſe Diſcharges by 
Stool, if the Mercury could be determined that 
way. I ſaid, that I had not only been an Eye 
Witneſs to theſe two Caſes, but that even ſome 
Authors, eſpecially Lemeri in his Chymiſtry, 
allows that an Evacuation by Stools after Fric- 
tions is good and wholeſome. Beſides, I re- 
membred that theſe Practioners at Montpelier 
raiſed no more a Salivation, but made the 
Mercury operate by Extinction, according to 
the famous Dr. Deidier's Doctrine, which L 
have ſeen confirmed by a Conſultation of 
Meſſrs. Bezac and Laſerme, who in a Pox of 
30 Years ſtanding, thought proper to admini- 
ſter Frictions every 3 Days only, to the Quan- 
tity of half an Ounce of Ointment, made of 
one third Part of Mercury, and this Method 
cured even without any viſible Evacuations. 
J concluded, that the Mercury would cure 
more ſecurely when it produced an Evacua- 
tion by Stool, ſince according to the Aphoriſm 
above quoted. Non eſt fidendum bonis que præ- 
ter Evacuationem aliquam ſenſibilem eveniunt, 
guippe talia non multum durare conſueverunt. 
Lou ought not to truſt to good Symptoms 
| « which 
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« which happen without any ſenſible Evacua- 
* tion, for ſuch are not like to laſt long.“ 

I reſolved therefore to make a trial of this 
way in the manner that I have propoſed, by 
opening the Patient's Belly, and purging when 
the Mouth ſhould come to be fore. How- 
ever, when I was even about going to make 
the Eſſay, I feared in ſeveral Patients ſucceſ- 
ſively that this Method would not ſucceed, 
and through a Motive of Conſcience, I let 
the Salivation go on and continued in the 
old Method, determined by the following 
Reaſons, 

Hippocrates ſays in his firſt Aphoriſm, Ex- 
perimentum perjculoſum, © Experiments are dan- 
«« gerous.” I believed that the Proof before 
me was ſucceſsful, when Nature of her own 
accord vented herſelf by a Looſeneſs, but that 
it would perhaps be otherwiſe if the Phyſi- 
cCians wanted to force her: That I expoſed the 
Parient to be hindred from his Cure by inter- 
rupting the Salivation ready to come on; and 
beſides, ſome of our ableſt Phyſicians with 
whom I ſpoke about ir, ſeemed to have no 
good Opinion of this Notion, except one only, 
and I myſelf abandoned this Syſtem, 

The following Obſervations of 3 Patients 
treated by a Salivation, where Matters went 
ill, made me return and think again of carry- 
ing off the Mercury by Stool. 


III. O B- 
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III. OBsERvATION, 


Young Woman 15 or 16 Years of Age, 

very pretty and well made, as I have 
been informed, took Water in the Port ot 
Bourdeaux, and was put on Shore ſome Leagues 
from hence; ſhe asked for a private Gentle- 
man's Houſe, to whom ſhe made this Compli- 
ment. I am ſet out to ſee one of my Aunts 
18 Leagues from hence, but I am ſo afraid 
upon the Water, that I rather chooſe to. walk 
than to endure longer any ſuch Fear. I did 
not dare to go to the Inn for fear of find- 
ing bad Company there, who might give me 
il! Language, wherefore I come to beg you'd 
give me out of Charity a Lodging; I look 
upon your Houle as a ſecure Retreat, and hope 
you'll not refuſe me this Favour. 

The Gentleman charitably beſtowed on her 
the Rices of Hoſpitality. Curioſity, which is 
natural to Man, eſpecially in the Country, 
made him deſirous of knowing many Particu- 
lars relating to his new Gueſt; mean while 
the Sight and Converſation of this amiable 
Damſel make him amorous. 


Herent infixi peclore Vultus 
Verbaque, nec placidam membris dat cura 
quietem, | | 


Her Beauty Love's Flame kindles in his 
Breaſt, 


Nor can his weary'd Members reliſh Reſf. 
In 
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In a Word, he found this Perſon as gentle 
and tractable, as ſhe appeared beautiful and 
lovely. He ſends the Servants out of the way 
and pays himſelf for his Lodging. A few 
Days after this young Woman's Depar- 
ture, he found he had a Gonorrhœa with a 
Phimoſis; he diſcloſed his Condition to a Sur- 
geon of little Experience, who judged that 
theſe Accidents proceeded from overheating 
only ; that there was no likelihood that a young 
innocent Girl like her of whom we ſpeak, 


| ſhould have any Venereal Diſtemper, ſo much 


the rather as one of the greateſt Uneaſineſſes 
of the Patient was, that he deflowred a young 
Girl, who had choſen his Houſe tor a Retreat, 
and who in the Act had ſuffered a great deal, 
without doubt, on account of ſome Ulcers or 
Inflammations in the Vagina, The Surgeon 
contented himſelf with bleeding him, making 
him drink a great Quantity of Ptiſane with 
Oyl of ſweet Almonds, applying a Solution of 
Saccharum Saturn upon his Phimoſis, and ſtop- 


ping the Gonorrhœa with Aſtringents, and 


boaſted of having made a fine Cure. | 
The Truth is, that the Patient endured this 
Condition 12 Years without knowing or ſuſ- 
pecting it. If he had the Headach, he attri- 
buted it to his expoſing himſelf to the Sun; 


Heats and Tetters in ſeveral Parts of his Body 


to the Heat of his Blood; Watchings and 


Wearineſs at Night, to eating too much at 


Supper, or drinking bad Wine. He had two or 
three ſevere Fits of Illneſs, two of which were 


P leu- 
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Pleuriſies, which degenerated into an Empyema, 
which he had the good Fortune to expecto- 
rate, It was a Caries in the Bone of the Roof 
of the Mouth, which diſcovered the Affair, 
and in a Conſultation we had, a skilful and 
experienced Surgeon of this City broke the Ice, 
and notwithſtanding the Patient's exemplary 
Life, he asked him concerning his paſt Con- 
duct, and made him own the aforeſaid Ad- 
venture, and we concluded that he had been 
poxed from that time, and that the Obſtina- 
cy of his Diſorders had proceeded from the 
Venereal Infection. 

Now the Buſineſs was to treat him by a Sa- 
livation, ſor at that time I knew no other 
Means of curing the Pox. A famous Sur- 
geon was charged with adminiftring the Re- 
medy, and I affiſted with one of my Col- 
legues. The Patient ſupported the Operation 
with a ſurpriſing Conſtancy, and as he is a 
Man of great Senſe, learned and fearing God, 
I never viſited him without being edified by 
his Reflexions and Morals. | 

His Cure coſt him dear. 1. Almoſt all his 
Teeth fell out. 2. A piece of Bone exfoliated 
from the upper Jaw-bone, where the Sock- 
ets of two Teeth are ingrafted. 3. He had 
ſome Seams remaining from the Ulcers in his 
Mouth, which hindred him from opening it, 
and which we were obliged to cut after the 
. Courſe. 4. His Face was ſo disfigured by the 

Loſs of that Bone, and his Teeth, that no one 
would have been able to know him by his 


Picture, 
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Picture, which had been drawn ſome Years 
before, 

The Reflexions he made during this Courſe, 
and which he wrote down, not being able to 
ſpeak (as is common in a Salivation) might 
be ranked with thoſe of the R. Father Bour- 
dalouz in his Sermon upon Lewdneſs, and per- 
haps even make a ſtronger Impreſſion, altho' 
founded upon inferior Motives: Man being 
made ſo as to be more affected by the Loſs 
of his temporal and preſent Good, than by the 
Danger of forfeiting his furure and eternal 
Happineſs ; he has more at Heart, that which 
he ſees with his Eyes, than what he beholds 
with che Eyes of his Faith. 

He often repeated this Saying of the Scrip- 


ture, Guſ/tans guſtavi paululum mellis, et ecce 


morior. © I have taſted a little Honey, and lo, 


« die.“ An Adventure which he told me, 


and I believe had been the only one in his 


Life of that Sort, which he had not looked for, 


and into which he had the Misfortune to fall, 
gives him a Diſtemper for which he muſt diſ- 
cloſe himſelf to the Barber of his Village; 
ſince he has been out of his Hands he has 
been indiſpoſed 12 Years; he has among the 
reſt two Illneſſes, which altho' of themſelves 
curable in a Fortnight, bring him to the laſt 
Extremity during 3 Months. He is obliged 
again to confeſs to two Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons, he muſtigo through the grand Remedy, 
which makes him ſuffer Martyrdom 40 Days; 
it coſt him a Piece of the Bone of the age? 
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of his Mouth, almoſt all his Teeth, his Money, 
his Reputation, and he is marked in his Face 
for Life. In Truth, his Confeſſor might well 
abſolve him from this Sin, without impoſing 
on him any other Penance. 


REMARK I. 
Upon this Obſervation. 


HOSE who treat the Pox by Salivation, 
ſhould take great Care what they do 
when the Diſorder has made any Havock in 
the Mouth, ſuch as Ulcers in the Throat, in 
the Bone of the Roof of the Mouth, in the 
Uvula, g&xc. For as in this caſe the Evacua- 
tion is puſhed on towards the Parts affected, you 
cauſe great Diſorders in the Parts which are 
already weakned. This Obſervation is a Proof 
of it, as well as the following, and at leaſt 
upon theſe Occaſions, the greateſt Abetters of 
2 Salivation ſhould pay a Deference to our 
Experience and Reflexions upon the Method 
of evacuating the Mercury by Stool. 


REMARK II. 


F we had carried off the Mercury by Stool 
we ſhould have ſaved the Patient his Teeth, 
the Seams which we were obliged to cut, the 
conſiderable Exfoliation of the Bone of the Roof 
of his Mouth, which might have been ma- 
naged, the Deformity which he muſt keep all 
his Life, without mentioning the Fear, : 
an 
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and Danger : You will ſee a Proof of this in 
the third Article of this Chapter, 


IV. OBSERVATION. 
A complaining of a Heat of Urine, and 


a Running of a green Colour, applies to 
an Apothecary's Journeyman, who asks him 
ſeveral Queſtions concerning Affairs of Gal- 
lantry. The Patient aſſures him with Impre- 
cation, that he never had known Woman : 
The good Apothecary incapable of cheating 
and lying, thought the Perſon would not im- 
ſe upon him. He looked in Etmuller, 
where he thought to- have read ſuch a Caſe, 
this Author mentioning a ſort of Gonorrhœa, 
depending from a Relaxation of the Proſtate, 
and was charmed to find the Paſſage to agree 
with the Caſe of this Saint of a Patient, 
who wanted nothing more than a Means to 
ſtifle the various Reflexions that might be made 
upon his Indiſpoſition if it came to be known: 
The Apothecary, to ſhew me that he read, 
brought the Patient to his Shop, and deſired I 
would examine him: he opens at the ſame 
time Etmuller's Tranſlation into French, and 
reads the whole Paſſage to me, which he 
thinks hits this Caſe. The Paſſage is in my 
Edition, pag. 534. in theſe Words. Gonor- 
rbæa benigna eſt quando citra cauſam manfeſtam 
v. g. citra actum Venereum ſuſpeftum effluit con- 
tinuo liquamen, ſcilicet materia tenuis aquoſa, et 
copioſa citra pruritum Venereum et membri ten- 
figinem. © A benign Gonorrhœa is, when 

2 « without 
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* without any manifeſt Cauſe, that is, without 
* a ſuſpicious Venereal act, a Liquid ouzes 
e out continually, viz. a thin watery Matter, 
« in Quantity, without any Venereal itching, 
« or itching of the Member.” And ſpeaking 
of the Cure of this Sort of Gonorrhœa in the 
following Page, he ſays. Externis Adſtringen- 
tibus et internis proſtate glandule firmandæ ſunt 
et in tonum naturalem, reſtituendæ. The Glan- 
« dulz Proſtatæ muſt be ſtrengthened and re- 
ce ſtored to their natural Tone by external and 
“internal Reſtringents.“ Having ſeen that 
the Patient voided green Matter, the Mouth of 


A 


his Yard being very angry, and that he com- 


plained of a great Heat, eſpecially after mak- 
ing Water, I waited till he was gone out, to 
open my Advice to the Apothecary. I re- 
preſented to him that Etmuller's Caſe was not 
like the Patient's; that the Quality of the Run- 
ning was very different, ſince Etmuller talks of 
watery Running without any Heat, but that 
this of the Patient was green, accompanied with 
violent Pain; in a word, that the Patient im- 
poſed upon us, and that never any Gonorrhœa 
ſhewed itſelf plainer. 

The Apothecary's Journeyman went to meet 
the Patient, to inform him of what I had ſaid. 
New Proteſtations of his Innocence, and their 
Converſation ended in ſerious Reflexions upon 
the World, who put ſuch ill Conſtructions 
upon the Symptoms which Etmuller explains 


fo favourably in behalf of hypocritical Liber- 


tines. 
G Three 
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Three Months afterwards I was conſulted 
for the fame Perſon, who had in his Throat 
an Ulcer the bigneſs of the Nail of ones 
Thumb. I knew him to be the ſame Perſon 
whom I had ſeen: The Apothecary had fol- 
lowed all the while Etmuller's Preſcriptions, 
and by aſtringent Powders taken inwardly, and 
Injections of the ſame Sort, he had ſtopt the 
Gonorrhœa, and had given the Patient the 
Pox. I faid, it ſignified nothing to deny the 
Fact, that the nocturnal Pains which the Pa- 
tient complained of, joined with the Ulcer, and 
what had paſt before, were certain and in- 
diſputable Signs of the Pox, and that proper 
Meaſures muſt be taken to put him in a regu- 
lar Courſe. | 
The Secret could not be kept any longer 
with reſpe& to thoſe on whom the Patient had 
his Dependence. I was commiſſioned to break 
it to them, which was not to be avoided, be- 
cauſe they were to furniſh the Money neceſſa- 
ry for this Courſe, which it was not proper to 
do at the Patient's Lodging, to avoid Suſpi- 
cion, either that he might perhaps be ſeen in 
the Salivation, or that People would be for- 
bid coming into his Room. 

1 found fo much Charity and Goodneſs in 
thoſe on whom he depended, that I was 
charm'd with it; and notwithſtanding the Bad- 
neſs of the Times, all the Liberality neceſſary 
to free him from his unhappy Condition; pro- 
per Meaſures were taken, the Remedies admi- 


niſtred to raiſe a Salivation, (for I had not yet 
ö dared 
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dared to put my Syſtem in execution) the Sa- 
livation, became copious and abundant, it gave 
ſuch a Stench, that I could perceive it in the 
Street when I went into the Houſe to ſee him. 
In the height of his Pain he related to us his 
Story, and told us more of it than we wanted 
to know. 

I muſt here witneſs againſt myſelf; altho' I 
had taken the beſt Meaſures, and had given 
great Attention to this Patient, Matters turned 
ill. I had a great deſire to ſecond the Good- 
neſs of his Superiors, and do Honour to their 
Expences ; the Reſpect I had for them avg- 
mented my Care; but alcho' I had made uſe 
of but four Frictions very gradually, to make 
the Salivation riſe by degrees, it nevertheleſs 
increaſed ſurpriſingly, tho'I changed his Linen 
ſoon, and purged him; it laſted two whole 
Months, and ſeemed to ſpring up again at the 
time when it ſhould have ceaſed, and we were 
obliged to uſe frequent Purgatives, Gargariſms, 
&c. to ſtop it. To increale our Misfortunes, 
we found he could hardly open his Mouth ; 
we were obliged again to go to Work to Re- 


pair this Diſorder, and to cut the Seams which 


the Eſcars of the Ulcers had formed, to force 
the Muſculi Elevatores of the Jaw, by putting 
between his Teeth every Day a piece of Wood, 
which was changed from leſs to greater by 
degrees, to conquer the Reſiſtance of the Cro- 
tapbites, Maſſeter Pterygoideus, &c. which 


ſeemed to be faſtned; and after all the Patient 
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retained a very nauſeous Stench which we 


could never remove. 


V. OBSERVATION. 


Workman, who diſtinguiſhed himſelf by a 
A ſuperior Talent in his Profeſſion, had 
through an Exceſs of Libertiniſm the Pox 20 
Vears, whilſt he had been ſeparated from his 
Wife. The Diſtemper had at firſt attacked 
the Parts of Generation as commonly happens; 
he had had obſtinate Gonorrhœas, and ill 
cured Warts, a Bubo, c. Afterwards Inflam- 
mations of his Eyes, and a Cataract was formed 
in his right Eye, which encirely deſtroyed the 
Sight of it: beſides, his right Arm became 
numb'd and paralytical. This Accident ren- 
dered him incapable, of working at his Buſi- 
neſs ; he had been a good while convinced that 
he had the Pox, but the fear of the Operation 
had made him put it off from time to time, 
till the Incapacity of uſing his Arm determin- 
ed him at laſt. I took a particular Care of this 
Patient: I was willing to ſee whether the Sali- 
vation would reſtore his Sight, as well as re- 
move the Symptoms which diſordered his Parts 
of Generation, as Alexander Trajan Petronius 
reports, which Schenkius has copied verbatim 
in Obſervation 309. L. 1. Quidam qui antequam 
morbo Gallico afficeretur, altero culo cæcus erat, 
ſuffufione denfiſſuma (vulgus catarattam wocat) 
oculum occupante, et a morbo Galico, et a ſuffu- 


ine, quod maxime mirum eft, evaſit ; neque a 


ratione alienum eſt, inunctione illas cataractas 


poſe 
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poſſe diſſolvi, cum frequens eng doccat per- 


duros tumores ex pituita craſſa et concreta geni- 
tos ullitu hydrargirii potenter diſſolvi.“ A Per- 
“ ſon, before he had the French Diſeaſe, was 
„blind with one Eye, a thick Suffuſion (vul- 
« garly call'd a Cataract) infeſting it, and he 
« was cured both of the Pox and the Cataract. 
« And it is not againſt Reaſon for Cataracts to 
& be diſſolved by Unction, when frequent Ex- 
« perience teaches us that hard Tumours from 
« a thick and coagulated Flegm are removed 
& by mercurial Friction,” 

I had ſtill a greater Reaſon to hope for a 

Cure of the Cataract in my Patient, ſince I 
muſt look upon it as a Symptom of the Pox, 
and that it had come after it, whereas in the 
Obſervation here quoted, the Cataract had pre- 
ceded, ; 
I knew the Patient was of an uneaſy, briſk, 
and impatient Temper; I adminiſtred the Fric- 
tions with a great deal of Care, nevertheleſq, 
the Salivation came on abundantly, the Patient 
ſuffered with Impatience, but what comforted 
him was that he began to ſee with that Eye, 
and recovered the Motion of his right Arm, 
with which he held the Tool at his Work. 

After the Salivation, all the Symptoms be- 
ing removed, he opened his Mouth with ſome 
Difficulty, which he has always reproached 
me with, the other Advantages he had receiv- 
ed from the Salivation not being, to his way of 
thinking, ſufficient amends for the leſſening 
of the opening of his Mouth,

| Theſe 3 Caſes which happened at different 
times, joined with the unfortunate Events which 
I know have happened to able Surgeons who 
have loſt Patients, ſome in their Houſes, o- 
thers more expert have ſent them from thence, 
in the agonies of Death, to prevent the Shame 
of the funeral Ceremonies at their Doors, and 
with other Accidents of this Sort, ſet me at 
laſt quite againſt the Salivation; and I took a 
firm Reſolution never to treat any one more by 


that Method, but to return to my Syſtem, which 


J did ſoon after. 

Chance ſoon furniſhed me with a favourable 
Opportunity to try what I had to expect from 
it, as will appear from che following Obſer- 
val on. 


VI. OBsERvaATION. 


AT Gentleman, an only Son, had the 
Misfortune to get the Pox; a virulent Go- 
norrha&a, which the common Remedies could 


not conquer, accompanied with Warts, Chan- 


eres, &c. characterized the Diſtemper. The 
Buſineſs was to cure him in his Father's 
Houſe, and unknown to him ; no Pretext being 
able to skreen his Abſence, had it been neceſ- 
ſary to treat him at a Surgeon's Houſe, The 


Father was a ſevere Man, an Affair of this 


Nature might have revived his antient Tender- 
neſs for a Son he had by his firſt Marriage. 
It was therefore neceſſary to let the Mother 


into the Secret, who had already ſome Know- 


ledge of it from ſeeing her Son's Shirts : ſhe 
| | came 
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came to me bitterly lamenting about her be- 
loved Son's Misfortune, and the inſurmounta- 
ble Difficulties, as ſne thought, to get him 
cured, without the Father's knowing it. I 
aſſured her we would take ſuch Meaſures that 
he ſhould not ſo much as ſuſpe& it; and added, 
that this Accident, great as it was, might turn 
to her Son's Advantage, ſince it would be a 
power Leſſon to reclaim him from his han- 
ering after Lewdneſs ; and that the ſame Me- 
dicine made uſe of to cure his Pox, was alſo 
good to remove the frequent Defluxions he had 
laboured under from his Infancy. In ſhort, I 
employed all Sorts of Reflexions I was capable 
of to ſtop her torrent of Tears, Czteraque 
bujuſmod: quibus ulceratæ mentes ad ſanitatem 
revocantur. Petronius. And other Things of 
« this Sort whereby wounded Minds may be 
« reſtored to Health. 
'I reſolved then to try in form what my 
Syſtem would produce. 
I was confirmed in my Notion, I/, Becauſe 
there was a Gonorrhœa, which I was ſure of 
curing by carrying the Mercury off by copi- 
ous and abundant Stools, 2dly, I was alſo per- 
ſuaded I ſhould cure his Diſorder of the Eyes, 
in which purging is of infinite Service, accord- 
ing to Hippocratess Aph. Lippientem alui pro- 
fluvio corripi bonum. A Looſeneſs coming up- 
| « on a Perſon that has ſore Eyes is beneficial.” 
And as I ſhall ſhew in my Obſervation on the 
Y Diſtemper of the Eyes. 3dly, It was impoſſi- 
G 4 ble 
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ble for me to do otherwiſe for the Reaſons be- 
fore intimated, 

A Surgeon of this Town, a Friend of mine, 
faw him with me. We gave him the Fric- 
tions after due Preparation, and carried off the 
Mercury by ſtrong Purgatives: this, the Fric- 
tions and Purging, we continued a conſiderable 
time, and ſucceeded perfectly well. The Go- 
norrhœa ſtop'd, as likewiſe the Inflammation in 
his Eyes. The Warts which were much leſ- 
ſened were cut, the Root of them touched 
with the lapis infernalis, and the Patient has 
been very well ſince. 
This happy Event gave me infinite Pleaſure, 
and I have ſince treated no Pox but by this 
Method, and always with good Succeſs. I 
ſhall relate ſome Obſervations which I have 
choſen, for ſome remarkable Circumſtance, the 
others I paſs by in Silence not to ſwell this 
Volume by tireſome Repetitians. 


VII. OBSERVATION, 


Young Man, a Stranger, got the Pox in a 
Debauch he made in a bad and numerous 
Company. He had a Paraphimoſis which had 
ſwell'd the Glans twice as big as in the ſtate 
of Erection. He had ſo violent a Gonorrhœa, 
that he foiled a whole Napkin in 24 Hours, 
and Blood came away mixt with the Gonor- 
rhœa; Beſides, he had Swellings in his Groin, 
which I feared would come to Suppuration. 
I ordered him to be blooded plentifully to pre- 
vent the Inflammation of the Glans degenerat- 


ing 
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ing into Suppuration, or Gangrene; as alſo to 
ſtop the Bleeding from his Penis. I prepared 
him by the Bath and Whey, and put him 
quickly into the Frictions work d off by ſtrong 
Purges. He had Frictions without number, 
the Evacuations by Stool anſwered our Wiſhes, 
and when they flackened I had recourſe to 
Clyſters and Purgatives of Jalap. 

The Paraphimoſis went off ſoon without 
cutting the Prepuce; the Gonorrhœa decreaſed 
in Proportion, the Swellings of the Groin melt- 
ed away without Suppuration; in ſhort, the 


Gonorrheœa perfectly ſtop'd, and the Patient 


was well cured. 

Over and above he voided a Tape-Worm 
by piece-meal, and we continued the Fric- 
tions and Evacuations even after he was well 
of the Pox, 'till we got the Head of the 
Worm. 

That ſame Year I had another Patient of 
whom hereafter, who in the like Courſe voided 
a Tape-Worm of a prodigious Length which 
came forth in 9 Pieces at different times. 

1/2, It is to be obſerved that the firſt Pieces 
were narrow, and by degrees it became broad- 
er towards the Middle, and afterwards it grew 
leſs towards the Head, in the ſame Proportion 
as it had increaſed from the Tail to the Mid- 
dle, which agrees with the Figure of the Tape- 
Worms repreſented in the Copper Plate of Dr. 
Andry's Book. 

2dly, The Pieces of this Worm, which were 
drawn out with the greateſt Precaution not to 
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tear it, had Motion 2 or 3 Hours after the 
were ſeparated from the reſt of the Body, dif- 
ferent from that of drawing together and 
ſtretching out, which is the ordinary Motion 
of Worms; this made me judge the reſt of the 
Worm to be fick and faint. 
As I had brought away theſe two Tape- 


Worms, in one Year, by my Method, I con- 


ceived hopes of having found out an infallible 
Remedy to deſtroy it. This Worm baffles al- 
moſt all vermifuge Medicines, and reſiſts the 
moſt yiolent Shock of the beſt Compoſitions. 
I know very well that the Remedy which Dr. 
Andry propoſes to deſtroy it, has not ſucceed- 
ed with ſome of my Friends, who made uſe 
of it: But when a Deluge of Mercury pours 
into the Canal of the Inteſtines, which conti- 
nually penetrates into the Body of this Worm 
during a Month or longer; and that, beſides, 
it is puſhed on by copious Stools withour 
intermiſſion, grown ſick and faint by the in- 
tromiſſion of ſo much Mercury, and diſturbed 
by the continual and ſtrong Contractions of 
the Inteſtines, it muſt abſolutely come away, 
as I have ſeen in theſe rwo Patients: I hope 
to make further Trials how this Method will 
anſwer in expelling the Solitary or Tape- Worm. 


VIII. OBsERvaTtion. 


Young Man, 22 Years of Age, had a very 

viſible Pox, a Gonorrhœa which could 
not be ſtopp'd, the Groin full of Buboes, ſome of 
which had ſuppurated, and others were as hard 
ao S : | 0 
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as a Stone, the Heads of the triceps Muſcleg 
hard and almoſt callous; Puſtules on the Fore- 
head with a Cruſt, and the Head covered like 
a Leper. He was put under the Courſe of 
theſe Remedies; we had no occaſion to make 
uſe of Purgatives to determine the Effects of 
Mercury to the Alvus, for ic run off quickly 
by a Looſeneſs after every Friction. e in- 
jected not one Clyſter, Friction upon Friction 
acted like Purgatives. We ſaw the Scabs of 
his Head and Face fall off, the hardneſs in the 
Groin and of the triceps Muſcles diſappear ; 
The Gonorrhœa ſtop, and the Patient grew 
well, without ever loſing his Appetite or Reſt; 
and as it were without being ſenſible that he 
was under a Courſe, 


IX. OBsERVATION. 


Man of an honourable Profeſſion, being 
formerly at Paris, had an Intrigue at the 
Houſe where he lodged; he went fo far, that 
at laſt he grew ill at the time when he was to 
return into the Country. It was only a Chan- 
cre which a Surgeon at Bourdeaux ſeemingly 
cured in the beſt manner, ſince the Ulcer diſ- 
appeared, and he retired well ſatisfied to his 
Village, Twenty five Years after he broke out 
all over his Body with terrible itching. He 
was ill a long time, and had recourſe to Bleed- 
ing, Purging, Whey, abſorbent Powders to 
ſweeten the Blood, and other Remedies which 
the Phyſicians of the Place had adviſed him 


to. He was hardly recovered when he relapſ- 
T ed 
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ed in the ſame manner, without giving any 
occaſion to it, either by a bad Regimen, or by 
exceſs of Venery, or immoderate Exerciſe, I 
was conſulted upon his Diſorder; he had made 
mention in his Caſe of the Ulcer in his Yard 
which had been cured at Bourdeaux : But the 
\length of Time fince that Adventure, the good 
Health of his Wife, by whom he had ſeve- 
ral Children, and the Skill of the Surgeon, who 
had treated him, made me think favourably in 
behalf of the Patient of all theſe Accidents, 
and I judged that another Infection not of the 
Venereal Kind might occaſion them. I or- 
dered Bleeding, the Bath and Whey, and after- 
wards a Preparation of Mercury of the Char- 
ter-Houſe at Bourdeaux, which the late Bro- 
ther Anthony told me was a Preparation of 
Mercury and Mars, with a little Scammony to 
carry it off, to be continued a long time. Theſe 
Remedies made him ſo eaſy that he thought 
himſelf cured. He continued in Health a 
whole Year, at the End of which the fame 
Complaints returned. Then I thought the 
Patient had the Pox, and that we ſhould only 
palliate the Diſorder, by going through the 
ſame Courſe as laſt Year, but that to cure him 
radically, it was abſoluely neceſſary to make 
him undergo the Frictions according to our 
Method, by which he was perfectly cured. Since 
that time I have heard nothing from him hut 
Thanks and Aſſurances of his good Health, 
which he has enjoyed fince that Courſe. 


we 
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We muſt own there is ſomething very ſur- 
priſing and miraculous in this Diſeaſe. Divi- 
num quid in morbis ineſt. Hip. There is ſome- 
„ thing Divine in Diſeaſes.” A Man finds 
himſelf well 25 Years, his Wife in good 
Health, yet after ſo long a time he muſt be 
treated for the Pox, becauſe 25 Years before he 
got a Chancre at Paris, of which he was clear- 
ed, We have endeavoured to account for this 
Phenomenon in the Syſtem of the Worms. 

One may form the ſame Judgment about 
the Ulcers which affect the Parts, with that 

which we have eſtabliſhed about Gonorrhœas, 
that is to ſay, they are ſometimes a Diſeaſe, 
and ſometimes a Symptom. The Character of 
theſe diſtinguiſhes itſelf by its obſtinacy and its 
returning, for then the Pox is of the Party, 
whereas when the Venom is fix'd in one Parr, 
without being communicated to the Blood, 


the Evil is eaſier to cure, and doth not re- 


X. OBSERVATION. 


Young Woman was married at the Age 

of 12 Years, ſhe was handſome, and had 

a great ſhare of Wir, but fell ſoon into the 
ways of Gallantry (this happens ſometimes to 
Perſons that are married ſo young, that fall to 
Work too early, as is often ſeen by Experience) 
the Reaſon which Ariſtotle gives for it ſeems 
to me deſerving ſome Notice. This Philoſo- 
pher ſays, we ſhould keep Children from Lux- 
ury, as from the Plague, till their Parts have 


acquired 
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acquired their natural Conſiſtence, and that 
this is the way to make them have more Con- 
tinence all the reſt of their Days, U conti- 
nentiores per reliquam omnem vitam degant, ca- 
vendum eſt ne nondum firmato judicio libidini 
præmature laxent habenas. So much the rather 
as their Parts give way, and are diſtended beyond 
Meaſure, and the animal Spirits make them- 
ſelves large and eaſy Paſſages, which they per- 
vade eaſily upon the leaſt Signal, which the 
Will makes, and from which it is not eaſy to 
diſuſe them the remaining Part of Life. 

She was ſoon diſtempered, Manet bac in pe- 

na libidine ſors tneluttablis, „This is the 
« unavoidable Conſequence of Foreign Luſt,” 
Her Symptoms were a green Running, heat 
of Urine, nocturnal Pains, an Excreſcence at 
her Fundament half an Inch long, and the 
thickneſs of three Crowns; beſides many Com- 
plainants whom ſhe had infected. 

As ſhe was full of juices, and appeared hail 
and plump, there was no Occaſion to bathe 
her; ſhe was Blooded and Purged, and preſent- 
ly put into the Courſe of our Method. Mat- 
ters went on as well as could be, but her 
Menſes appeared the twentieth Day, altho' I 
had taken the Precaution to begin immediate- 
ly after they were paſt : She had not informed 
me that ſhe was out of order every 3 Weeks, 
We were obliged to leave off the Frictions and 
Purging during the time of her Menſes, which 
laſted 8 Days compleat. During this Interval ; 
the Mercury made a few Ulcers in her 1 
whic 
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which cauſed ſome Spitting, which we could 
not ſtop by the Means of Purgatives, kill af- 
ter the Menſes, If I had known ſhe had her 
Menſes every 3 Weeks, I would have left off 
the Frictions the 15th Day, and purged her 
the 16th and 17th to prevent the Salivation 
but when the Menſes appeared there was no 
purging her, for fear of (topping them. The 
alivation laſted ſome Days, her Mouth was 
very ſore, which however did not hinder her 
from talking or cating, altho' with ſome diffi- 
culty. The Excreſcence diſappeared, all the 
Symptoms went oft, except the Running, which 
rew conſiderably leſs, and of a different Co- 
our: We were obliged to purge her after- 
wards to cure the Running, 

This Obſervation makes it appear that the 
Salivation doth not cure the Gonorrha&a, as 
Sydenham has obſerved, and I after him. And, 
I am well perſuaded, that if the Menſes had 
not interpoſed to diſturb our Courſe, in puſh» 
ing the Evacuation of Mercury through the 
Alvus, we ſhould have cured the whole more 
expeditiouſly, 

The Reader will pardon me if I tell him 
a Story concerning this Patient, tho' it doth 
not at all belong to the Subject I treat upon, 

The Day ſhe was to go to the Surgeon's 
who aſſiſted her with me, I bid her come at 
70 Clock in the Evening, and ordered my Ser- 
vant to conduct her up Stairs to my Apart- 
ment, in caſe I ſhould not be come Home, 
and defire her to wait for me; — was 

one, 
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done. Two handſome and briſk young Gentle- 
men of my Acquaintance, who lodged in the 
fame Houſe, one aged 21, and the other 25, 
ſeeing a pretty young Woman go into my 
Apartment the Beginning of the Night, did 
not doubt but I had a mind to divert myſelf, 
They went up one after the other under pre- 
text of making me a jViſit, tho' they were 
ſure I was not there, and found a pleaſant Per- 
ſon, not at all coy, who did not look as if 
ſhe ailed any thing. They reaſoned thus ; 
this is a Woman of Pleaſure, ſince ſhe bears 
with this free Converſation; we ſhall run no 
riſque with her, for our old Doctor underſtands 
thoſe Matters, and would not expoſe himſelf 
to get a Diſtemper at his Age, wherefore we 
may ſafely venture before he partakes of his 
good Fortune. One aſſured her ſhe waited in 
vain for me, and offered to conduct her to his 
Chamber, beg'd a ſhare in her good Graces, 
and promiſed her a Tenderneſs which ſhould 
laſt as long as his Life. This could not offer 
any thing elſe, for tho' he had rich Parents, 
his Father kept him ſhort in Money, for fear 
he ſhould make ill Uſe of it. The other more 
experienced offered her his Purſe, and would 
have perſuaded her to take ſome of his Money, 
Hac omnia tibi dabo, &c. All this will I give 
<« thee.” She anſwered them both, that they 
ought to be thankful to her for her Virtue, 
and that upon ſerious Reflexion they would be 
glad that he had not conſented to their Soli- 


Citations, At laſt they went away, and ſhe 
celling 
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telling me the Affair, I took the liberty of 
repreſenting to them the Danger they had run, 
that they would have had this in common 
with all thoſe whom I have cured of the Pox, 
that they had got it at the time when they 
thought themſelves moſt ſecure; ſince no one 
is ſuch a Fool as to hazard his Health and Life 
if he foreſaw the Danger, and that the firſt 
thing was to believe there was nothing to 


fear, c. 


XI. OBSERVATION. 


Woman of Pleaſure, who came to this 
A. Town to follow her Buſineſs, got a ter- 
rible Pox, the Symptoms of which were Ul- 
cers almoſt over the whole Body, in her Legs, 
Thighs, and chiefly on her Parts, and about 
her Fundament; the Groin full of hard and 
painful Swellings, which threatned to break, 
Warts about the Anus and Pudendum, a Tu- 
mour in her Breaſt the Bigneſs of an Egg, 
Swellings in the Neck, ſome of which were 
ulcerated, Puſtles in the Head with a Cruſt, 
and withal a Suppreſſion of her Menſes almoſt 
a whole Year. - 52 5 
This Situation hindred her from getting her 
Livelihood by a Buſineſs wherein ſhe had raiſed 
her Fortune as uſual, conſiſting only in fine 
Cloaths, Rings, Snuff. boxes, Furniture, and 
ſome little Plate. When her Gallants found 
ſhe had the Diſtemper, ſhe fell into Diſtepute, 
ſhe got nothing by her Buſineſs, and was * 
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ed to live upon what ſhe had laid up many 
Years. 

Now ſhe takes up another Buſineſs, and one 
may almoſt apply to her the literal Senſe of 
the Paſſage in Petronius. Matrona perquam bo- 
neſta, que multas olim hereditates officio pulchri- 
tudinis extorſerat, tamen anus et floris extincti, 
filias ingerebat urbis ſenibus, et per hanc ſucceſ- 
ſionem artem ſuam perſeverabat extendere, &c. 
« A Gentlewoman, who had extorted former- 
© ly many Eſtates by Means of her Beauty, 
« but when ſhe was grown old, and had loſt 
« her Bloom, introduced young Women to 
« the Elders of the City, and by this Succeſ- 

& ſion continued to carry on her Profeſſion, 

« BE.” 
This ſecond Employment not yielding her 
enough to ſatisfy her Extravagance, ſhe was 
obliged to join with it a little Theft and Pilfer- 
Ing, in which ſhe was caught, and condemn- 
ed by the Mayor and Jurates to be whipt by 
the Hands of the Hangman; ſhe appeals to 
the Parliament: Whilſt her Cauſe went on, 
two Ladies of /a Charité took Compaſſion on 
this Wretch, and repreſented to the Commiſ- 
faries of the Priſons and the criminal Judges 
that the Sentence of the Mayor could not be 
executed without Danger of her Life; and that 
beſides, it would be a ſcandalous ſight to ſee 
a miſerable Creature, half-naked, and covered 
with Ulcers; whipt about the Streets. That 
they would take care to have her cured, and 
that the Operation would be a ſufficient Pu- 
niſhment; 


| 


ſo much Pain. By 
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niſhment: They had ſuch good Succeſs as to 
obtain from the Judges her Diſcharge. 

Theſe two charitable Ladies preſented her 
to a Surgeon, who frighted them with his ex- 
travagant Demand which he made to under- 
take the Buſineſs. One of them a Widow, a 
Woman of great Senſe and jVirtue, and of un- 
common Charity, pray'd me to ſee her, and 
to think of ſome Expedient to deliver her from 
this unhappy Situation. I told her after I had 
examined her, that ſhe might be perfectly 
cured for leſs than two Piſtoles, provided ſhe 
would ſupply her with common Food, and of 
eaſy Digeſtion for about a Month. She found 


the ſame Difficulty to get her a Lodging, that 


is to ſay, they aſked her a great Price, upon 
which ſhe reſolved to make her a Bed in her 
own Houſe, and to keep her as one of her own 
Family. 

The Buſineſs was to cure her as ſoon as poſ- 
fible. The Frictions were adminiſtred without 
any Preparation, and the Purges between 
whiles. It is inconceivable how ſoon the Ul- 
cers healed, the Excreſcences went away, the 
Tumours in the Breaſt and Neck diſappeared, 
and the Patient recovered to a Miracle. 

The Salivation came on a little the 2oth 
Day, which I attributed to her throwing away 
a Purge, not thinking that it would coſt her 
the by I obſerved that

ſeen in Obſervation 16. 
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Caſe I take care to purge briſker, having found 
by Experience, that the Salivation is ſoon at 
hand without this Precaution. 

Her Menſes appeared a Month after her 
Cure. There is Reaſon to believe that the 
ſlender Diet which ſhe had, living upon Priſon 
Allowance and Alms, joined with the Trouble 
of her Impriſonment, had occaſioned the Sup- 
preſſion of her Menſes, as happened to Phae- 
tulſa, who as Hippocrates reports in his Epide- 
mics, fell into the like Diſorders by the Grief 
ſhe had from her Huſband's Baniſhment Ir 
is alſo probable that the copious Diſcharge 
from the numerous Ulcers carried off the Matter 
of the Menſes, without occaſioning the Accidents 
commonly attending Obſtructions; but when 
they were healed the Menſes appeared again. 

I ſaid to this charitable Widow, that the 
Good ſhe did to this unhappy Creature, would 
be a great Means to procure her Salvation, 
ſince Jeſus Chriſt himſelf ſays that he is in the 
Perſon of the Poor. Quod uni ex meis feciſtis 
mibi feciſtts. © What you have done to one 
“ of mine you have done to me.” And that 
with the Preſence of Mind ſhe was endowed 
wich, ſhe would not fail telling him at the Day 
of Judgment; © I have viſited you in Priſon, 
ce dieted and cloathed you. I have by my Ap- 
<« plication taken you out of the Hands of the 
« Judges, I have ſaved you from a publick 
& and infamous Puniſhment, No one cared 
te to be troubled with you and your Ulcers, I 
„ made you a Bed in my Houle, where I 
I « lodged 
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60 lodged you, and maintained you, procured 
« you Medicines, and prayed the Phylician to 
« cure you, waited upon you myſelf, &c. In 


& ſhort, that Teſus . could never forget 
« this Action. 


XII. OBSERVATION. 


Man, 50 Years of Age, of a very good 
Conſtitution, and well-proportioned, had 
the Pox 17 Years. His Diſtemper ſhewed 
itſelf by Tetters in the Face with Cruſts, and 
a Carnofity in the Canal of the Yard, which 
obliged him to probe himſelf often, which he 
did very dextrouſly; he made Ule of leaden 
Probes rubb'd with Mercury. He had a lile 
habitual Running of 17 Years ſtanding, which 
could never be cured, tho' attempted by able 
Men, both at Paris and Bourdeaux ; beſides, 
he had met with ſeveral unlucky Adventures 
in his Youth, which had never been well cured. 
But at laſt, at the Carnaval of 17. . . he 
got a new Gonorrhcea upon the old one, which 
gave him great Heat of Urine, and violent 


Pains in his Yard at the time of Erection. I 


had formerly often adviſed him to paſs thro' 
the grand Remedy, but he would never con- 
ſent to it, under pretence that he was other- 
wiſe pretty well. He attributed his Tetters 
and Cruſts to a Heat in the Blood, his Run- 
ning to a Relaxation of the Veſſels, Se. But 


his laſt Adventure determined him to go thro' 


my Method. I was glad to ſee, by treating 
him for the Pox, t that a continued Flux of 
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the Belly, incouraged by Frictions and Purges, 
would contribute to the curing of the Carno- 
ſity, which is an Evil more to be feared than 
Death itſelf. Magis ifja morte timendum ma- 
lim. I was alſo pleaſed with the Opportunity 
of trying without any other Eſſay, the Truth 
of the practical Maxim propoſed by Bagl. A ve- 
fica ad alvum tutiſſima via eſt. © Fre rom the 
* Bladder to the Alvus the Way is very ſafe.” 

I began with the common Preparations, 
Bleeding, Purging, Whey, purging Clyſters. 
I put him in the Courſe of Frictions, which I 
work'd off carefully, and repeated at Intervals. 
The Remedies made the Tetters and Cruſts of 
the Face dry up entirely, the Running leſſen- 
ed, the Heat of Urine ceaſed, and he began 
to make Water freely, being obliged to probe 
himſelf but ſeldom. After immenſe Evacua- 
tions made by Stool, we ſaw the Running ſtop: 
Nevertheleſs, whenever the Patient made any 
Exceſs in Eating or Drinking, it appeared again 


a litcle. He afterwards took a ſudorific Priſan, 


by the Help of which the Running ſtopp'd, 
the weakned Proſtate having regained their 
Spring, altho' after a long time. 

[ always had a great regard for the Opinion 
of thoſe who believe that the Mercury ope- 
rates even three Month after it has been left 
off, and that it circulates a long while with 


the Blood after it has been introduced by Fric- - 


tions. This Obſervation you find in Riverius, 
under the Article of Chap. 16. of the Obſer- 
vations communicated by Mr, Pomerat, a very 

| expe- 
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experienced Surgeon of Montpelier. It hap- 
« pens often, ſays he, that the Surgeons err 
« in treating of the Pox, when after the Ad- 
© miniſtration of the proper Remedies, they 
©& don't think the Patients well cured, becauſe 
e there yet appears ſome Symptom of the 
% Pox, fo that they plunge them into a new 
« Courſe and fling them into a Conſumption. 
«« But the Symptoms which remain after the 
e Courſe, do commonly diſappear, either of 
« themſelves, or by the Aſſiſtance of ſome 
« {imple Remedy, as may be ſeen from the 
« four following Hiſtories, &c.” which may 
be read in Rzverius's Obſervations. 


XIII. OBSERVATION. 


OTHING is more troubleſome to the 
Patient and Phyſician than Carnoſities 
in the Urethra, or as ſome pretend, the Cal- 
lofities. It is a greater Evil than the Stone in 
the Bladder, ſince this may be cured by Litho- 
tomy; whereas the other Complaint is hardly 
to be cured, or even alleviated. The Difficul- 
ty of introducing the Probe, the Pain, the Ex- 
pence, and the Danger bring the Patient to 
Deſpair. 

Being animated by the Diminution of the 
Diſorder in the Patient of the preceding Ob- 
ſervation, I had a Mind to try what a long Con- 
tinuation of Frictions and Purges would avail 
in it, the Reproach of Phyſicians and Sur- 
geons, and the Torment of the Patients la- 
bouring under it. I built upon the following 
H 4 Rea- 
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Reaſons. I.) I obſerved a conſiderable Dimi- 
nution of this Complaint in the foregoing Pa- 
tient; for altho' he is obliged to probe himſelf 
from time to time; yet the Intervals are more 
conſiderable, and in the intermediate time he 
voids his Urine with more eaſe, which is not 
at all comparable to the unhappy Situation 
he was in before the Courſe. Now if a certain 
Number of Frictions, of which the Patient 


grew tired very ſoon, were capable of produ- 


cing ſo good an Effect, one may reaſonably 


flatter ones ſelf that by doubling or trebling, if 


neceſſary, the Number of Frictions, one may 
arrive at a total Deſtruction of the Caruncles, 
ſince they have been conliderably di miniſned 
by a leſs Number. 2.) By the practical Apho- 

riſm of Bagl. quoted above, the Evacuation 
by Stool is always uſeful and profitable in 
Complaints of the Bladder. A veſica ad al. 
vum tutiſſima via eſt, 3.) Since the Warts and 
Tumours in the Groin, and the Exoſtoſes 


melt away by this Means, why ſhould we 


not alſo hope to diſperſe the Excreſcencies and 
Obſtacles in the urinary Paſtage? 4.) There 
was no other Remedy ; the Canal was fo 


bung'd up, that two good Surgeons one after 


another could not ſucceed in probing the Pa- 
tient, altho' prepared by bleeding, emollient 
Baths, &c. but on the contrary nothing but 
Blood appeared, without being able to introduce 
the Probe beyond the Stoppage. The Obſer- 


vation is as follows: 
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A Man aged 56 Years, who from a plain 
Footman was arrived to a good Fortune for 
the Country, had in his Youth met with ſeve- 
ral unlucky Adventures, v:z. frequent Gonor- 
rhœas, Chancres, and a Phimoſis: He had ne- 
ver been well cured, he quack'd himſelf u 
with a Ptiſan in which he put Senna, Cryſtal 
Mineral, and to the Ulcers he applied Unguen- 
tum Bafilicum mix'd with red Precipitate ; be- 
ſides this he had alſo a Syringe for Injection. 


All theſe Diſorders together brought on at laſt 


Carnofities in his Yard, ſo that he made Wa- 
ter only drop by drop, with great Pain ; and 
the moſt unhappy Circumſtance was that he 
could not reap any Benefit from the Probe, 
which two skilful Perſons attempted to intro- 
duce at two different times. There alſo riſe 
a hard Tumour in the Perinzum, of the Big- 
neſs of a Pigeon's Egg, which made us pre- 
ſume the Obſtacle within was very conſide- 
rable. 

After I had prepared him, I put him into 
the Courſe of the Friftions and Purging ; it is 
not to be imagined how good an Effect it pro- 
duced ; animated by this Sncceſs I had him 
rubbed ſo often, that I forget the Number; 
it laſted almoſt three Months. The Tumour 
was anointed every Day, and after the firſt 
Frictions, which we made cloſe upon one ano- 
ther, the laſt were admitted at Intervals. The 
Tumour of the Perinæum went away almoſt 
entirely, and the Patient made Urine eaſier, 
altha' it came not in a full Stream. However 


he 
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he voided it archwiſe, and thought it no 
Hardſhip to be a little longer about it, as it 
came away without Pain, 

I cannot forbear relating an Inſtance of his 
free and honeſt Diſpoſition. I asked him towards 
the end of his Cure, how he had done ro ac- 
quire ſo much Wealth, having Houſes in 
Town, Eſtate in the Country, a Place, Capital, 
Contracts, &c. He anſwered me, „I always 
« was frugal, I never went to Taverns, I lent 
* the Money I got by Wages to young Gen- 
te tlemen of Fortune upon their laced Cloaths, 
* or Plate, Watches, Snuft-boxes, &c. and had 
« at leaſt 2 Sols per Crown Intereſt per Month, 
© and when I found they wanted Money 
« very much, I had to 3 or 4. I was as cun- 
« ning as a Fox, and afterwards put out my all 
« at a great Profit in the ſame Traffick. Thus 
« God has bleſſed my Endeavours, and my 
« Fortune has grown every Day.” I asked 
him whether he had never met with any Ca- 
ſuiſt, who had cenſured this Buſineſs, and how 
his Confeſſors took up with this cunning 
Dealing? He ſaid he had never accuſed him- 

Yelf; that it was a Buſineſs many others fol- 

| lowed, and that he looked upon the Profits as 
very lawful. There is room to believe it 
would have been a hard Task to perſuade 
him to make Reſtitution; accordingly I did 
not undertake it, fince that did not belong to 
my Province. | "I 

The ſame Patient having taken to working 
hard, and Drinking, relapſed a Year after into 

* 
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a Difficulty of making Water, for which Rea- 
ſon he was put under the ſame Courſe: But 
I judged proper to make him uſe Leaden 
Probes rubbed with Mercury to keep the Ca- 
nal always dilated, and to prevent the ſwelling 
and ſpreading of theſe Carnoſities. 


XIV. OBSERVATION. 


A Woman aged 35 Years catched the Pox 
of her Husband, which ſhewed itſelf by 
a green Running, Ulcers, and frequent Inflam- 
mations in the Parts, and the Hoarſeneſs of 
her Voice. In this Condition ſhe conceived 3 
times, and miſcarried every time about the 4th 
or 5th Month, of dead and rotten Fœtus's. 
Being with Child the fourth time, ſhe con- 
ſulted me to avoid miſcarrying. After I had 
examined her, I thought by the Symptoms 
now mentioned ſhe had the Pox, and that to 
this the Death of the Children, and Miſcar- 
riages were owing. I alſo examined her Huſ- 
band, who owned to me, that he had got 
ſome Chancres in the Country from a ſtrolling 
Wench, and that he had cured himſelf by 
Lime Water. He had allo an Exoſtoſis in his 
Leg on the Os Tibiz, which is a Symptom 
of the Pox well pointed out. 

To prevent her miſcarrying a fourth time, 
I thought it neceſſary to put her under my 
Method; and tho' Hippocrates was againſt me, 
Apb. 27. Sect. 7. which prognoſticates Abor- 
tion in a Teneſmus: Mulieri utero gerenti fi te- 


neſinus ſupervenerit facit abortum, becauſe ſay 
the 
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the Interpreters, the Rectum lying under the 
Womb, may communicae its Irritations there, 
and that the perpetual Contractions of the 
Muſcles of the lower Belly inſeparable from 
a Teneſmus, preſs upon the Matrix, and puſh 
forth the Fœtus. 

Nevertheleſs as the ſame Hippocrates allows 
us to purge pregnant Women from the 4th 
to the 7th Month, according to the Apbor. 
Gravidæ ſunt medicandæ d quarto uſque ad 
ſeptimum menſem, ſed he minus, juniora autem 
et ſentora vereri oportet. (Pregnant Women 
are to be purged from the fourth to the ſe- 
venth Month ; bur theſe leſs, for you ſhould 
be cautious when the Fecetus is very young, 
or very old.) I thought I might undertake 
curing her, and that this laſt Aphoriſm ought 
to prevail over any Inference and Argument 
drawn from the firſt, 

Beſides the great Danger of a fourth Miſ- 
carriage in this Pregnancy as in the former, 
was a Reaſon to undertake her. Periculum 
temeritatem excuſat in quo præcipiti multa recta 
Hunt, que alias omittenda forent, ſatius enim eft 
remedium anceps experiri, quam agrotantem 
certo exitio relinguere. When there is Danger 
from all Sides, the Mind determines for that 
Side where the leaſt appears. In ſhort I have 
ſeen breeding Women ill of a Pyſentery, 
which is a Diſtemper more productive of Mil- 
carriages than a Teneſmus, who yet did not 
miſcarry, altho' they were blooded in the Foot, 


vomited 
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vomited with Ipecacuanna, and took other 
Remedies to effect a Cure. | 

In this Caſe the Fœtus run yet a greater 
Riſque if the Mother was left alone, and not 
treated after this Method, fince in all Proba- 
bility it would have come away before the 
time dead like the others; whereas by this 
Means the Mother would not only be ſecured 
againſt any Progreſs of the Diſtemper, bur 
even the Fœtus would be cured at the ſame 
time, as I have read in the Obſervations of a 
Surgeon at Lions upon the Pox, who put preg- 
nant Women into a Salivation, and cured the 
Mother and the Child at the ſame time. 

The preliminary Preparations being made, 
we repeated the Frictions and Purges frequent- 
ly, and a great Looſeneſs enſued, which per- 
fectly cured the Patient. She was delivered 
at her time of a ſound Child, ſhe ſuckled ir 
herſelf, and it is a lovely Infant both on ac- 
count of its Beauty, Wit, and Behaviour; and I 
never paſs through that Street without looking 
upon it with Pleaſure, 

Her Husband went through the ſame Courſe, 
and with the like Succeſs, barring that the 
Exoſtoſis appears ſtill a little, but it is dimi- 
niſhed conliderably. | 

I have often reflected that we are wrong 
not to venture upon Remedies during the Preg- 
nancy of Women, when they are indicated, 
for fear of making them miſcarry. Expe- 
rience has convinced me, that the Remedies 
which the Diſtemper requires do not procure 


Abortion ; 
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Abortion ; and if copious and reiterated Bleed- 
ing in the Foot, and Emeticks would do it, 
we ſhould not ſee fo many illegitimate Preg- 
nancies at the Palais, (a Court of Juſtice) 
ſince there are few young Women and Wi- 
dows, when with Child, who to ſupport the 
Appearance of a falſe Virtue, or in hopes of 
cheating ſomebody into Matrimony, would not 
attempt to deſtroy a Fruit which Love has 
produced by a Crime, and endeavour to get 
rid of it by a greater. Etmuller ſays, it is 
difficult to provoke Abortion. Abortum arte 
provocare ut ut difficillimum, ita et Medico Chri- 
ſtiano prorſus indignum, (as it is difficult to pro- 
voke Miſcarriage, ſo it is unworthy of a Chri- 
ſtian Phyſician.) And it has pleaſed God, that 
thoſe who have Knowledge enough to con- 
duct ſuch a criminal Work, are not willing to 
do it, nor to expoſe themſelves to the Cenſure 
of Cicero in a parallel Caſe againſt a Phyſician 
of his Time. A cujus audacia ne vel materni 
Corports Cuftodia fætum tegere valuit: Hære- 
dem familiæ, memoriam nominis, ſubſidium Ge- 
neris human deſignatum, denique Reipublicæ ci- 
vem, ſuſtulit, (from whoſe. Boldneſs even the 
Cuſtody of the Mother's Belly could not pro- 
tect the Fœtus: He has ſwept away the Heir 
of a Family, the Remembrance of the Name, 
him who was deſigned for a Support to the 
Race of Mankind, and laſtly a Citizen of the 
Republick.)

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XV. OBSERVATION. 


4 ye Sprays young Woman, who had 
paſſed the firſt Years of her Life in Ser- 
vice with a Perſon of Quality, one might ap- 
ply to her the Encomium which Lafon be- 
ſtows on a Dutch Woman in his Treatiſe 
of the Plague. Puella quædam ſervitiis vi- 
tam toler ans, quam naſcendi ſors nec genere illu- 
ſtrem aut opi = abundantem effecerat, forma 
tamen Corporis ef pulchritudine ſtatuis omnibus 
emendatiore donaverat, &c. (a Girl living by 
Servitude, whom Birth had neither chanced 
to make Noble or Rich, but had given her 
a beautiful Form exceeding that of all Sta- 
tues.) She was married and gave her Husband, 
among the reſt of her Portion, the Pox, (beau- 
tiful Women reduced to the Neceſſity of go- 
ing to Service are more expoſed than ordinary 
ones, ſince they are purſued more cloſely, or 
that they are of a more tender Diſpoſition.) 
However ſhe brought her Husband a Daughter 
full of Puſtles and pocky Tetters, 

The Buſineſs was to cure them both; 
the Woman ſuckled her Daughter, ſhe pro- 
poſed to put her out to nurſe, but the Child's 
Situation would not permit her in Conſcience 
to let her ſuckle another Woman whom ſhe 
might have infected. I reflected that it was 
for the Welfare of the Child to be nurſed by 
the Mother during this Courſe, that the Mer- 
cury circulating with-the Blood of the Mother, 
would paſs with the Milk into the Body of 

4. 1 the 
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the Child ; that fince the Bark taken by the 
Nurſe would cure the Child of à Fever, as I 
have experienced in a Metchant's Son of Char- 
tron ; for the ſame Reaſon Mercury adminiſtred 
by Frictions would cure both the Mother and 
the Child. In truth I did not dare to give 
any Purgatives to the Mother, for fear of gi- 


ving the Child too great a Looſeneſs: I there- 


fore contented my ſelf with uſing the Method 
by Extinction, at great Diſtances, which how- 
ever I have repented ; for altho' the Symptoms 
diſappeared the Diſorder broke out again a 
Year after, which gave me an ill Opinion of 
the Method by Extinction, and we were obliged 
to put her under a new Courſe, only the Child 
ſeems to be well cured, 

This Woman owned to me that ſhe had 
been diſtempered long before her Wedding, and 
that ſhe had Ulcers and pocky Tetters upon 
her Parts : Nevertheleſs ſhe found Means of 
_ perſuading her Husband that all the Diſorder 
proceeded from him: She carried on her Dif- 
fimulation even to reproach him very ſeverely 
in my Preſence, with a Stream of Tears, which 
ſhe had at Command. © Did I deſerve, ſays 
* ſhe, that an abandoned Wretch ſhould put 
me into this Condition? ſhould you have 
e courted a young Perſon for her Deſtruction ? 


* unhappy Preference which I have given

XVI. Or- 
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XVI. OBs ERVATION. 


N antient Warriour retired from Service, 
where he had met with ſeveral unluck 
Adventures, for which he had been treated bur 
ſuperficially, Twelve Years after two Buboes 
appeared, which could not be brought to a 
laudable Suppuration; he had a tetterous Ul- 
cer the Bigneſs of a Hand upon the Muſculus 
. Glutzus of the left Side, which voided abun- 
dance of Serum, by the Favour of which he 
ſeemed to be in good Health. This Humour 
was of ſo corroſive a Nature, that his Shirts 
were eaten away in the Place where they 
touched this Ulcer, and to fave them he had 
pieces of Linnen faſtened to the inſide of them, 
which, he changed every Day. We put him 
into the Courſe of our Remedy, according to 

our Method, and he was very well cured. 

It is to be obſerved that the Frictions which 
were made upon this ulcerated Tetter, pro- 
duced immediately a very great Effect, which 
aroſe without doubt, as has been remark'd in 
Obſervation II. of this Article, from hence 
that the Mercury rubbed into thoſe Openings 
enters more eaſily than when it has the Skin 
to penetrate, and we were obliged to be up- 


on our guard to prevent a Salivation, which 
threatened us ſeveral times.

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XVII. OBSERVATION. 

A Seafaring Man who had made a Voyage 
to Guinea in one of the India Com- 
pany's Veſſels, got in that Country a Gonor- 
rhœa with an Inflammation of the right Te- 
ſticle, for which he was under the Care of 
the Surgeon of the Ship. He told me that a 
Negro Woman, with whom he had an Affair 
through Curioſity, had made him this Preſent. 
He was 18 Months Abroad, and upon his Re- 
turn he look'd out for his Miſtreſs again, whom 
he had left in this Town, in good Health, think- 
ing he might fall to his old Courſes again with 
Safety; but he was very much ſurpriſed to fee 
that the very firſt Night ſhe had given him a 
Gonorrhœa with a Cordee, beſides two! Buboes 
and an inflammatory Tumour of the right Te- 
ſticle, which was the fame that had been in- 
fected in Guinea. I was called, and found that 
he uſed certain Ptiſans which a blind Man 
made him take with a Promiſe of a ſpeedy 
Cure. This blind Man was come to the Manu- 
factory among the Poor, and kept there for 
Charity, nevertheleſs he bragg'd of having ſorne 
infallible Secrets to cure all forts of Diſtempers, 
eſpecially the Venereal. 

I ordered the Patient to be blooded twice 
copiouſly for fear the Teſticle ſhould fuppurate, 
and without uſing any preliminary Prepara- 
tion I had him rubbed and purged vigorouſly ; 
ke was a young Man fall of Juices, and I 
thought my ſelf not obliged to prepare _— |

By the uſe of theſe Frictions and Purges, I 
ſaw in 25 Days the ſwelling of the Groin, and 
the Gonorrhcea cured, and the Teſticle reſto- 
red to its natural Bigneſs, there not remain- 
ing any remarkable Hardneſs in the Epidydimis 
as often happens, even after the Courſe. 


XVIII. OBSERv ATION. 


Man aged 55 Years had an obſtinate 
Vomiting, for which they had applied 
many Remedies without Effect, as Emeticks, 
Narcoticks, Bleeding, Scorbuticks, Oc. The 
Vomiting increaſed to that Degree, that he 
could neither take Broth or Ptiſan but he 
brought it up immediately, with ſuch terrible 
Straining, that he was grown ſo weak, that 
they judged proper to adminiſter him the laſt 
Sacrament. I was ſent for, and upon exami- 
ning his Caſe with Meſſrs de Manage and 
Caſauæ, Surgeons, we found beſides the Symp- 
toms above recited, 1.) a conſiderable Tumour 
hard, painful, and bunching out, in the little 
Lobe of the Liver, which covers the Stomach. 
2.) The Patient confefled he had 25 Years 
ago had ſeveral forts of Diſorders of Gal- 
lantry, which made us agree unanimouſly that 
he had the Pox a long time ſtanding. 3). He 
had a very conſiderable œdematous Swelling . 
in his lower Extremities, which would bring 
on ſoon an Aſcites and Collection of Water in 

the Abdomen. | 
Notwithſtanding the miſerable State I have 
repreſented I propoſe to thoſe Gentlemen, who 
I 2 _ ſaw 
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ſaw him with me, a Syſtem for his Cure ; for 
T never have been of Opinion to let a Patient 
die without Remedies : I have a great Regard 

for a Thought of Baglivius. Quamdiu anima in 
corpore remanet ſemper, aliquid ex admirabili arte 
noſtra ſperandum. As long as the Soul remains 
te jn the Body, we may always hope ſomthing 
« from our admirable Art.” 

It ſeems the Patient had a long time had 
the Pox, this Tumour of the little Lobe of 
the Liver was occaſioned by it, as Verduc has 
obſerved in his Surgery : The violent and ob- 
ſtinate Vomiting occaſioned by the Tumour had 
raiſed the external Integuments to a large Bunch, 
ſo that there was room to believe it had taken 
up the ſame Dimenſions within, and conſequent- 
ly muſt preſs the Stomach, and oblige it to 
throw up all Nouriſhment with Violence. Be- 
ſides the Paſſage of the hepatick Artery being 
intercepted, the Blood ruſhed into the Gaſtrick; 
in greater Abundance, ſince they both ariſe 
from the Trunk of the Cæliaca, and the Fi- 
bres of the Stomach being ſtuffed, were more 
ſuſceptible of Contraction. 

To attack the Evil, in this Situation, in the 
Place where it might be cured, I judged it 
- Proper to diſperſe the Tumour by mercurial 
Frictions which I ordered to be made there 
every Day to half an Ounce a time with the 
Emplaſtrum Diabotanum over it. (2.) To 
remove the Weakneſs occaſioned by ſtraining 
to vomit, I forbid all Nouriſhment by the 
Mouth, both ſolid and liquid, fince it not only 


Was 
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was uſeleſs, but allo hurtful to him by the 
Weaunels which remained after the ſtraining 
to bring it up. 1 ordered inſtead thereof, to 
nouriſh him with Broth Clyſters, to be given 
every four Hours, putting a little Wine to each 
as be was extremely weak. | 

After he had been nouriſhed this way 17 
Days, and after ſeveral Frictions which I in- 
termi:red ſome Days for fear of a Salivation, 
we found the Liver much ſoftned. Then J 
begun to let him take Nouriſhment again, 
which he kept without vomiting, and he ap- 
peared briſk, animated with the Hopes of a 
Cure. But as the Swellings ſtill went on, the 
Diſcharge was made in the Abdomen, and ſome 
Days after the Patient died Dropſical: We 
made uſe of martial and diuretick Aperittves, 
but without Succeſs, 


RE MARK I. 


F the Patient had been in full Strength, I ſhould 


have made great Evacuations, as Duret 
adviſes, after the Example of Hippocrates and 
Sydenham, in his Treatiſe on the Dropſy; and 
I practiſe with Succeſs, when the Evacuations 
by Urine, which are the moſt natural, will 
not anſwer; but his Strength would not per- 
mit it. 

R E MAR K II. 


H E nouriſhing Clyſters ſtay'd with him 
entirely: Nature ſtarved by a Vomiting 


during 3 Months, kept all to recover herſelf, 
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and in reality his Pulſe ſeemed a great deal 
better; he went to Stool only once in 4 or 


5 Days, and his Excrements were of a due 
Conſiſtence. 


REMARK III. 


OME will, perhaps, wonder that I under- 

took to ſupport this Patient with Broth 
Clyſters, againſt E/muller's Advice, who in his 
Chirurgia infuſoria, maintains, that it is im- 
poſſible to give Nouriſhment that Way, pag. 
242. Quod autem de nutritione per clyſteres di- 
citur falſum eſt, nulla namque alimenti ad nu- 
tritionem poteſt fieri adaptatio, niſi prius in Sto- 
macho ab ejus fermento vitali infignitus fit ca- 
ractere. But what is ſaid about nouriſhing 
“ by Clyſters is falſe, for no Aliment can be 
© fitted for Nouriſhment, unleſs the Ferment 
« in the Stomach has firſt imprinted on it a 
« vital Character.“ 

But by this Author's leave, the Fact is 
plain, and I ſhould not have the Boldnels to 
call two Surgeons of this Town for Eye Wir- 
neſſes, if I had not Truth on my fide. He 
was miſtaken in this Point as in the Calum- 
ny he ventured to ſpread againſt the Faculty 
of Paris, which I have heard conſuted at the 
Oprang of the College by Mr. Contagi in 
1098. | 
t cannot be denied but that Ermuller's 
Book is good. I have often compared it 
to an immenſe Fortune heaped up from the 
Ruins of many, but which would be inſig- 
5 nificant, 
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nificant, if every one was to take his own- 
Etmuller lived too ſhort a time to have ſeen all 
thoſe Diſtempers himſelf of which he treats ; 


it iseven ſurpriſing that he could read the Books 
he quotes. 


XIX. OBSERVATION. 


* of a robuſt Complexion, well- limb- 
ed, and of a good ſize, who had been in 
the Army from his Youth, where he had diſ- 
tinguiſhed and advanced himſelf through his 
Valour and good Conduct, had been afflicted 
for 3 Years with œdematous Swellings in his 
Legs. He had conſulted all che phyſical Bo- 
dies in the Kingdom, or even Phyſicians in 
the Country of ſome Reputation; he left no 
Medicine untried that he was adviſed to, to 


prevent the Dropſy which he ſaw threatned 


him. And after he had attempted all in 
vain, they directed him to drink the Waters 
and bathe at Baigneres, which relieved him to 
that Degree, that he thought himſelf well 
cured, He went afterwards again to his Re- 
giment, where he behaved like a prudent Man, 
and who is not willing to die, that 1s to fay, 

he committed no Exceſs at Table, at Play, 
ſitting up, G. Notwithſtanding his regular 
Living, he grew feeble and weakly 5 Months 


after his return from Baigneres, his lower Parts 


ſwell'd, and a great and hard Tumour was 


perceived in the great Lobe of his Liver; he 


had alſo a little flow Fever which returned ir- 
regularly, with a yellow Colour in his Face 
I 4 and 
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and Body. Theſe Accidents determined him 
to come to Bourdeaux to ſeek for Help. 

During the Journey, which laſted 4 Days, 
he found himſelf tolerably well, which I attri- 
bute to the Motion of the Voiture. (You may 
read on this head Sydenham, Baglivius, and the 
Preface of Dr. Hequet, de purganda medicina 
a curarum ſordibus.) 

I faw him at his Arrival with a Surgeon, in 
whom the Patient repoſed a great Confidence. 
We agreed, 1½, That the Fever was of ſuch 
a Nature as not to be cured by the Bark; For 
daily Experience ſhews, that this Medicine 
doth not conquer ſlow Fevers proceeding from 
an Obſtruction of the Liver, or of the other 
Viſcera, from ſome internal Ulcer, or ſome 
eſſential Diſorder in the Principles of the Blood; 
and that it is proper in no other Fever but 
the Intermittent, the Scat of which is placed 
in the firſt Paſſages, accompanied with red 
Urine, and a lateritious Sediment. We were 


of this Opinion ſo much the rather, becauſe 


the Patient had taken of it 3 different Times 
in the Courſe of 3 Years, and never received 
any Benefit from it, but on the contrary, al- 
ways had found himſelf the worſe for it. 


_ 2dly, Laying the Fever aſide, and regarding it 


only as a Symptom from the Obſtruction of 
the Liver, we ſhould do all our Endeavours 
ro remove this, being perſuaded that the Fever 
would go off at the ſame time. 3dly, That 
in conſideration of the Greatneſs of the Tu- 
mour, which we judged to have commenced

from the Time that the Patient begun to 
ſwell, it was not prudent for us to truſt to 
ſimple Aperitives, as Drinks, Broths, Steel, 
Millepedes, lixivial Salts, Whey, &c. and that 
it was neceſſary alſo to call Mercury to Aſſiſ- 
tance, as a very powerful Deobſtruent. 

For theſe Reaſons we agreed to attack the 
Tumour by internal and external Medicines. 
That externally we would apply Mercury by 
rubbing in daily ſome of the Unguentum Nea- 

litanum upon the Region of the Liver, ap- 
plying the Emplaſtrum Diabotanum over it, 
and that internally we would make the Pa. 
tient take the Waters of Carenſac and Balruc ; 
We hoped to find in theſe Waters not only 
a Purgative, which might prevent Salivation, 
bur alſo a Deobſtruent Quality, ſince Experi- 
ence has taught us that theſe Waters are excel- 
lent in Obſtructions of the Viſcera. 

We determined the rather upon theſe Fric- 
tions, ſince we had the following Reaſons to 
ſtrengthen us in our Advice. (1.) The Pa- 
tient being in the Army from his Youth, and 
perhaps, among his lucky Adventures, he may 
have had ſome unfortunate Ones, (2.) He 
owned that in 1717, two Officers of his Re- 
giment and himſelf had at Paris laid with one 
Woman; that his two Companions got the 
Pox, but that he received no hurt. (3.) The 
Obſtinacy of his Diſtemper, which he had 
ſtruggled with three Years, without findin 
out the true Medicine for his Cure: We had 
on this Account before us the celebrated Zacu- 


Tus 
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tus Lufitanus's Obſervation, who in an obſti- 
nate Ophthalmia interrogated the Patient if he 
never had any Venereal Diſtemper, or if he 
had never known any infected Woman; he 
ſaid no, but that he had one Night lain in the 
ſame Bed with a Man ſuſpected to be poxed; 
this Conjecture only determined Zacutus to put 
him under a Courſe of Frictions, having tried 
ſudorifick Ptiſans, and after a copious Saliva- 
tion the Patient recovered. 

If to have laid one Night with a Friend 
who was ſuſpected, determined this famous 
Practioner to uſe this Remedy, attended with 
very good Succeſs, we had a Suſpicion much 
ſtronger than that, ſince the Patient had coha- 
bited with a Woman who was poxed, as ap- 
pears from the unhappy Fate of. his two Com- 
panions. 

(4) We joined to all theſe Reaſons, that 
tho' even nothing Venereal was ſuſpected, the 
Tumour in itſelf ſeemed incurable without the 
Aſſiſtance of Mercury, and we had for our 
Confirmation the Authority of all good Practi- 
tioners, who in Obſtructions of the Liver give 
the Preference to Mercury above all other Diſ- 
ſolvents. | 

For the reſt, we would not exclude the 
Help we might expect from other Deobſtruents, 
which were given in an Electuary, drinking 
Whey after it. | 

The Patient fatisfied with our Syſtem, re- 
ſolved to follow it punctually; he went into 
the Country with his Surgeon, was blooded 

| and 
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and purged, and began the Uſe of the Waters, 
without daring to apply the Ointment, the 
Fever ſhewing itſelf, and fatiguing him much. 
He came to Town again, a Conſultation was 
called, my Syſtem was overruled by the Plurality 
of Voices, he was ordered to take the Bark, 
which he did but without Succeſs. He 
had violent Pains in his Bowels and Kidneys, 
no Sleep or Reſt. A new Conſultation is called, 
on Account of a great Nauſeating, a Doſe of 
Ipecacuana was given him, which work'd per- 
ectly well, nevertheleſs the Nauſeating, the 
Pains and Reſtleſsneſs continued. Recourſe 
was had co another Conſultation, Whey and 
Abſorbents are ordered, the Diſtemper conti- 
nues, and after a Courſe of 30 Days, a new 
Caſe appears, viz. two Buboes, hard, painful, 
and plaihly to be ſeen one in each fide of the 
Groin. 

A new Conſultation was called, and by a Plu- 
rality of Voices upon ſight of the two Buboes 
it was reſolved to make Frictions of 3 Drams 
or half an Ounce of mercurial Ointment each 
time, both upon the Small of the Back, where 
the Patient had a long time felt intolerable 
Pain, and alſo upon the Buboes which had juſt i 
ſhown themſelves. This Advice did not paſs = 

without ſome Diſpute, the Fever being looked N 
upon as an invincible Contraindication; beſides 
Mercury, ſaid thoſe of a contrary Opinion, 
ſtirs up the groſſer Salts, which it is neceſſary 
to dilute firſt, according to the Aphoriſm, Cor- 

Hora cum quis purgare voluerit fluxilia reddere 
| oporter. 
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oporteft, © The Bodies to be purged ought 
« to be rendred fluid firſt.” And that conſe- 
quently the Remedy, in caſe it were proper, 
could not be adminiſtred 'till the Fever was 
quenched, the Patient's Strength repaired, and 
his Blood diluted by the uſe of Whey, the 
Bath, Ge. 

To this it was anſwered, that the Fever, 
which had reſiſted the Bark during a Month, 
was abſolutely not to be conquered but b 
Mercury, which only was capable of deſtroy- 
ing the Tumour and Obſtruction of the Liver, 
and the Cauſe which had produced it; the 
Proof of which will appear in the Article fol- 
lowing. (2.) That it was uſeleſs ro think of 
Reſtoratives, ſince nothing could add to the 
Excellency of his Broth, notwichſtanding which 
he fell away and grew weaker daily, being wore 
out by Pain and want of Reſt, and that the 
moſt precious Aliments were incapable of re- 
placing that waſting, till the Blood was puri- 
fied, according the Aphoriſm, Impura corpora, 
quo plus nutries eo magis lædes. The more you 
* nouriſh impure Bodies, the more you hurt 
„ them.” (3.) That the pretended Preparation 
for diluting the Blood could not be done, for 
the Patient would die before he had gone 
through half of the Preparation propoſed, and 
that there were Caſes which Neceflity obliged 
us to ſtep out of the Road, which might have 
been kept if the Patient's Strength had per- 
mitred it; that in the preſent Caſe we ought 
to follow Cornelius Celſus his Doctrine, In pre- 
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cipiti periculo multa recte fiunt que alias omit- 
tenda forent. In imminent Danger many 
« Things may be done which otherwiſe ſhould 
e be omitted.” The ſame Author alſo ſays, 
Satius eſt etiam remedium anceps experiri, quam 
egrotantem certo exitio relinquere. © It is allo 
better to try a dangerous Medicine, than to 
e leave the Patient to certain Deſtruction.” 
Notwithſtanding it was ordered by a Plurality 
of Voices, that the Patient ſhould bathe ſome- 
times before the Frictions, altho' this ſeemed 
to be contrary, by the Swellings he had in 
the lower Parts, and which had increaſed con- 
ſiderably during his Illneſs. 

After the third Bath, which procured him 
neither Eaſe of his Pain, nor Sleep, but in- 
creaſed conſiderably the Swelling of the lower 
Parts, the Patient demanded abſolutely the 
Frictions. He received the Sacraments with 
a Devorion which ſeemed very edifying to me 
for a Perſon belonging to the Army. The 
firſt Friction was made, the 22d of June, upon 
the Loins, the Os Sacrum, and the two Bu- 
boes, to the Quantity of 3 Drams of the Oint- 
ment: the 23d, the like Frictions at the ſame 
Hour. It ſurpriſed us agreeably to ſee that 
the ſecond Friction appeaſed the Pain; the 3d, 
was given the Day following. Beſides the 
Ceſſation of Pain, the Perſon ſlept quietly, and 
the Fever and Swelling of the Liver, the two 
chief Objects in view, abated. On the 25th, 
the Patient had ſuch a copious Vomiting dur- 
ing 24 Hours, that the Evacuations amounted 
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to 12 Pounds, and after a Conſultation the 
26th, we gave him half a Dram of Theriaca 
Andromachi, with 8 Drops of Liquid Lauda- 
num, which immediately ſtop'd the Vomit- 
ing. 

I believe this great Vomiting was occaſion- 
ed by the Obſtruction of the Bilious Canal 
being removed. The Mercuty having cleared 
away the Impediment, the Bile empried itſelf in 
a full Stream, like a Torrent kept back when 
the Sluice is removed, and brought on this 
great Vomiting. 

Nature ſubſtituted in lieu of this Evacua- 
tion upwards, a plentiful Diſcharge by Urine; 
at the Bottom of the Pot was perceived a Cry- 
ſtallization of Salt, which made us hope for 

ood Succeſs from this Remedy. | 

Beſides the Diminution of the Tumour of 
the Liver, which was leſſened by one half, and 
the reſt confiderably ſoftned, the Fever al- 
moſt gone, the Evacuation by Urine not weak- 
ning the Patient, and his Legs and Thighs be- 
ing very much decreaſed; all this made us 
expect an happy Event. 

Amidſt all theſe fine Hopes an Hemorrhage 
intervened, which the Patient was ſubject to, 
and was fo obſtinate and copious, that we 
found it hard to ſtop it; and we perceived 
that the Abdomen ſwelled with a FluQuation, 


and Difficulty of Breathing. This Hæmor- 


rhage quite demoliſhed his Strength which was 
very low, at the time the Frictions were begun; 


The Flux of Urine changed into a Looſeneſs, 


which

which became lienterical, and the Patient died 
the 15th of September. 

The Corps being opened, we found the 
Abdomen full of Water, which had ſwelled it 
e e and in his laſt Days he could 

ardly reſpire, becauſe the Quantity of Water 
in the Abdomen would not permit the Dia- 
phragma to flatten, as is neceſſary for Reſpira- 
tion; the Liver was conſiderably leſſened in 
Bulk and in Hardneſs, the two Buboes were 
ſtill 1285 the reſt of the Viſcera pretty na- 
tural. 


R E MAR K l. 


LTH O' theſe laſt two Patients died drop- 
ſical, yet if you examine their Caſes 
without Prejudice, it cannot be denied that 
the mercurial Ointment is very efficacious in 
Obſtructions of the Viſcera; and the Event 


would have been different if the Patients had 


begun where they ended. Accordingly, I al- 
ways had in my Mind the Advantages we 
reaped from theſe Frictions in diſperſing the 
Obſtructions of the Liver, and I have ſince 
made uſe of them with incredible Succeſs, 
as will be ſeen in the third Article of this 
Chapter. 

The fatal Dropſy would have been pre- 


'vented, if at the time whilſt the Patient was 


ſtrong, the firſt 40 Days, when he ſuffered 
Night and Day cruelly, theſe Frictions had 
been adminiſtred, ſince then he was in a Situa- 
tion to undergo a greater Number of them, 
hs ſtronger 
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ſtronger Doſes, and the Effect of them, where- 
as the Dropſy probably gained Ground upon 
him, encouraged by the Baths, when we com- 
menced the Frictions after he had received the 
Sacraments. 


R E MARK II. 


HE Fever which accompanies the Ob- 

ſtructions of the Viſcera is not a Symp- 
tom which contra-indicates the Frictions, ſince 
ir diminiſhed in Proportion as the Tumour 
leſſened. We ſhall introduce a Proof of this 
Fact in the following Obſervation, and make 
it appear that the Fever has ceaſed entirely 
with the Obſtructions. 


REMARK III. 


As the Pain diminiſhed after the firſt and 

ſecond Frictions, and ceaſed entirely after 

the third, it proves plainly that Nature was 

treated as ſhe liked, and that the Symptoms 

diſappeared by reaſon that we had attacked the 
true Cauſe of the Diſorder. 


XX. OBSERVATION. 
Af aged 45 Years, complained of an 


habitual numb'd Pain in his Bowels, 
which increaſed conſiderably every Night. Be- 
ſides this ordinary Pain, he had from time to 
time violent Returns, which ſeized him in ſuch 
a manner, that he thought he ſhould die of it; 
this was. accompanied with a Vomiting, and 
he found himſelt eaſier when a Looſeneſs came 
| | upon 
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upon it. Moreover he had Pains between his 
Shoulders, in his Loins, and upon the Os 
Sacrum, which tormented him alternately. 
When he was ſeated, he could hardly riſe with- 
out ſtirring vp his Pains; he was become lean, 
weak, round ſhoulder'd and crooked, ſo that 


he ſeemed to have loſt near half a Foot of his 


Heighth. - 

During 7 or 8 Years that he had been out 
of order, he had tried every thing, by the Ad- 
vice of a Phyſician of Paris, another of Mont- 
pelier, and of ſeveral in the Country, without 
2 Cured, or finding any conſiderable Re- 

ief. | 

Recourſe was had to frequent Evacuations, 
by Bleeding, Purging, and Clyſters. They 
eaſed the Patient for the preſent, but it was 
obſerved that the Paroxyſms returned more 
frequently, and with more Violence. 

One Phyſician looked on theſe Pains as an Ef- 
fect of ſome Leaven of an intermittent Fever in 


Diſguiſe, becauſe the Complaint returned every 


Night,and endeavour'd to cure it with the Bark, 


according to Morton's Doctrine, De protei for- 
me febris intermittentis genio, but in vain, 


Another thought it was Convulſions, and to 
calm the Pains, he put him in a Courſe of 
Antiſpasmodic Medicines, which he continued 


a long time without Effect. 


A famous Phyſician promiſed to cure him, 
imagining thoſe before him had not known 
the Cauſe of his Diſtemper, and believed ir 


was a faline Diſpofition of his Blood, which 


EE he 
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he endeavoured to correct by a long Uſe of 
Whey, Eggſhells, red Coral, Crabs Eyes, Cc. 
but he was not more ſucceſsful than the others. 
It would be tedious and uſeleſs to enume- 
rate here all the Medicines the Patient had 
tried, to get rid of a Diſtemper which had fa- 
tigued him 7 or 8 Years. At laſt, he reſolved 
to call a Conſultation of 3 Phyſicians, of which 
I was one with thoſe who had miſs'd his Caſe 
before. 5 
After we had taken into Conſideration the 
Obſtinacy of his Diſtemper, which ſeemed to be 
exaſperated by every thing that was done, and 
the Patient confeſs'd that in his Youth he had 
had ſome Venereal Complaints, which how- 
ever had been well cured; and tho' his Wife 
and Children were ſound and clean, we judged 
unanimouſly that ſome Venereal Taint pro- 
duced all theſe Diſorders, according to the 
Aphor. of Bagli vius quoted above, In pertina- 
cibus virorum morbis ſemper ſuſpicandum de Lue 
Gallica. And we were of Opinion that he 
muſt be condemned to paſs through the Fric- 
tions; which was executed accordingly. _ 
As we did not agree about the manner of 
adminiſtring them, and the Effect they would 
produce, the Patient choſe that which was moſt 
convenient and eaſieſt as is commonly done; 


that is to ſay the Frictions by Extinction at 


great Intervals, without any ſenſible Evacua- 
tion. I adviſed him to follow my Method, fo 


much the rather as he was always eafy when 


he went frequently to Stool. 


The 


e 
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The Frictions were adminiſtred at Intervals, 
to 5 Drams every time; after the Patient had 
bore them a long while, he found no Benefit 
therefrom, but an increaſe of Pain in his Thigh, 
which he never had felt before. 

The Patient in deſpair to find that none of 
the Medicines hic right, came and prayed me 
to examine his Caſe over again. I thought I muſt 
relinquiſh all the Notions under which it had 
been conſidered before, and after many ſerious 
Reflexions, I concluded we had been all three 
miſtaken in our Conſultation, and that all his 
Complaints proceeded from a Diſorder of the 
inſenſible Tranſpiration, and that it ought to 
be diſtinguiſh'd by the Name of internal and 


external Rheumatiſm. 


I found every thing ſquared with this No- 
tion; the eaſe he perceived from a Looſeneſs, 


which, according to Hippocrates, ſupplies the 


Defect of Tranſpiration: Cutis denſitas alvi 
laxitas & vice verſa. His Pains increaſed at 
Night in the manner of Rheumatiſms, the ex- 
ternal Parts were fatigued with the Pain as 
well as the internal, and the Patient had clear- 
ed all' the Suſpicion from the Errors of his 
Youth, by the Courſe he had gone through in 
vain. No fault could be found with his Sto- 
mach, which was good, and did its Functions 
when the Matter of the inſenſible Tranſpiration 
lodged there was carried off either by a natural 
or artificial Evacuation; no Gout repell'd could 
be ſuſpected, no Scurvy, c. Nothing re- 


mained under our Conſideration but a conſide- 
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rable Suppreſſion or Diminution of the inſenſi- 
ble Tranſpiration, which fell in great Quan- 
tity upon the Inteſtines, and being accumulated 
to a certain Point cauſed the violent Fits, and 


brought the Patient to Deſpair. 


As he is a Man of Senſe and great Judg- 
ment, he came willingly into this way of think- 
ing, by reaſon of the two following Circum- 
ſtances, which however he never had men- 
tioned to us. | 

I. Circumſtance, He was in perfect Health, 
when one Morning, on the Road to Paris. he 
was ſeized with a Pain all over his Body, be- 
cauſe he had lain in damp Sheets. His Diſor- 
der had continued ever ſince; all the Remedies 
have miſſed it, there not having been applied 
any which could reſtore the free Courſe of 
the conſiderable Evacuation, which in the na- 
tural State is made by the inſenſible Tranſpi- 
ration, which according to the Obſervations 
and Experiments of Sanctorius ſurpaſſes all the 
others together. | 

II. Circumſtance, This Reflexion is alſo 
ſtrengthned by the Ceſſation of a ſenſible and 
daily Evacuation, which the Patient had in 
his Arm- pits, and which thoſe Glands furniſh- 
ed in ſuch abundance, that when he leaned his 


Arm horizontally againſt a Wall or Chimney, 


one might ſee the Sweat come by Drops from 
thoſe Glands. This Evacuation ceaſed ſince 
his Diſorder, ſo that one may judge plainly 
that this Humour is the occaſion of his Coni- 


plaint, which finding the accuſtomed Canals 


ſtoppꝰd 
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ſtopp'd up, falls upon the Inteſtines and the 


External Parts. | 

Add to theſe two Circumſtances, that the 
Patient who before his Diſorder had a ſoft and 
ſoapy Skin, has now a hard, dry, and parch'd 
Skin, a certain Proof that the Matter of the 
inſenſible Tranſpiration takes no more that 
Courſe, and that his Veſſels are choak' d up, and 
moſt part grown uſeleſs. 

From theſe Facts it follows, that no Cure is 
to be expected but from the return of theſe 
two Evacuations; the Pores for want of Uſe 
are weakned, and their Canals, as it were, 
glued up; conſequently, the moſt natural, and 
at the ſame time the moſt efficacious Means 
is to ſoak the Body in the Waters of Bareges 
divers times, and to drink of them every Day 
5 or 6 large Glaſſes full. 

No other Baths are ſo proper; for altho' 
the hot and boiling Springs at Bagneres are ca- 
pable of producing great Evacuations by Sweat, 


yet as they cannot procure Suppleneſs to the 


Skin, and the excretory Canals of the inſenſi- 
ble Tranſpiration, the Preference ought to be 
given to the Waters of Bareges, which have 
that Vertue. 

The Pores evacuating Sweat are different 
from thoſe which ſerve for inſenſible Tranſpi- 
ration, thoſe are great and open, but in a ſmall 
Number; theſe are very ſmall, but infinite in 
Number, and their great quantity makes up 
for their Smallneſs, as Lewenhoeck has obſerved. 
Hence it is that Sanctorius has experienced the 
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Evacuation by Sweat, is leſs than that by in- 
ſenſible Tranſpiration, and that a Body which 
Sweats loſes leſs in Weight, than that which 
tranſpires. You may read Monſ. Noques's Quo- 
tations upon Santorius's Aphoriſms. 
The Drinking of the purgative Waters be- 
forehand ſeemed alſo uſeleſs ro me, not to ſay 
hurtful ; for as the principal End which we 
ſhould not ſwerve from, and the chief Object 
which we ought not to loſe fight of, are to 
re-eſtabliſh the free Courſe of the Humours 
of the ſenſible and inſenſible Tranſpiration, 
every Attempt to procure Evacuations by Stool 
would be wrong, by drawing from the Cir- 
cumference to the Center, at the time when to 
ſecure the Stomach and Bowels, we ſhould 
puſh from the Center to the Circumference. 
This Reaſon is conformable to the Autho- 
rity of Hippocrates quoted above, Alvi laxitas 
culis denſitas, alvi denſitas cutis laxitas. And 
Wilks's Experience and Obſervations ſhew the 
Truth of this important and practical Maxim, 
I allo forbad the Patient, if he had any Con- 
fidence in my Advice, not to drink the purg- 
ing Waters at his return from Bareges. That 
would have been loſing the Advantage from 
the Waters of Bareges, if after having reco- . 
vered by their Means the Suppleneſs of the 
Skin, reſtored the excretory Canals of the in- 
ſenſible Tranſpiration to their former State, 
put again as it were Nature in Poſſeſſion of her 
natural Sewers, one ſhould put theſe Fluids 
into a quite oppoſite Motion, by hurrying them 
| O 
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off by Stool, and calling them back to the 
Stomach and Bowels, from whence Pains had 
been taken to drive them away, to thruſt them 
towards the Canals of the inſenſible Tranſpi- 
ration. 

This Advice was obſerved in every Particu- 
lar; the Patient met with good Succeſs, and 


was delivered from all his Pains both internal 


and external. He was crooked and bent, and 
returned ſtreight ; his Skin is ſoft as if rubbed 
with Oil; he has had no return of any Cholic, 
and is as fat and freſh coloured as ever he was 
in his Life. His Cure has made him conceive 
a favourable Idea of Phyſick, of which he be- 
fore had but an indifferent Opinion; he even 
conſecrates to it one of his Sons, whom he had 
deſigned for another Occupation. 


REMARK I. 


ls Obſervation ſhews, as we have ſaid 

in the firſt Part, how careful you ought 
to be to examine well the Symptoms which 
determine the Exiſtence of the Pox, that you 
may not be miſtaken as we all three were in 
the preſent Caſe; it is a ſad thing for the Phy- 


ſician, but worſe for the Patient, to put him 


under a Courſe from which he received no 
other Fruit except a Pain in his Thigh which 
he had not before. 


"REMARK II. 


HE Defe& of the inſenſible Tranſpira- 
tion is often ſaid to be the Cauſe of 
K 4 Diſtem- 
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Diſtempers, but I believe this is even oftner 
the Caſe than is imagined. And without fal- 
ling into the extreme with thoſe who think 
that all Diſorders come from thence, one may 
boldly affirm that an infinite Number of Diſ- 
orders proceed from the Suppreſſion of the in- 
ſenſible Tranſpiration. We frequently read in 
Hippocrates's Writings, Incaluit et alſit. He 
« was hot and burnt,” Sydenham is of Opi- 
nion that that Cauſe kills more People than the 


Plague, Famine, or the Sword taken all toge- 


ther, Plures eo ſolo vitio quam vel peſte, vel 


Fame, vel gladio ſimul unitis omnibus, interare 


accordingly Sanctorius reprimands the Phyſi- 
cians of his Time and Nation, Medicorum noſ- 
tratum plurimi ſola Veneſeftione vel purgatione 
morbos omnes curare ſatagunt, et de inſenſibili 
tranſpiratione ne vel ſomniant quidem, Aph. 61. 


Sect. 1. Moſt of our Phyſicians endeavour to 


& cure all Diſtempers by Bleeding and Purg- 
“% ing, and never take any Notice of the Diſ- 
“ charges by inſenſible Tranſpiration. 


REMARK III. 
H E chief Efficacy of the Waters of Bare- 


ges ſeems to me to depend from their re- 
ſtoring the inſenſible Tranſpiration, and 'tis for 
this Reaſon they are a ſovereign Remedy in 
many different Complaints. This balſamick 
Spring ſoftens the Skin, relaxes the Criſpature 
of its Fibres, which choaked up the excretory 
Canals of the inſenſible Tranſpiration; it un- 
locks the Concretions in them, and puts Na- 
4 ture 
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ture in Poſſeſſion of this great Opening, thro' 
which ſhe empties the greateſt Part of the 


Excrements of the Body. 


REMARK IV. 


T is alſo by reſtoring the inſenſible Tronſpi- 
1 ration that the Exerciſe on Horſe-back is 
uſeful, efficacious, and wholeſom in all chro- 
nical Diſeaſes, as has been obſerved by divers 
Authors, Materia morbum committens hoc exer- 
citii genere in corporis habitum protruditur. Sy- 
denbam. The morbific Matter is by this Sort 
ce of Exerciſe protruded into the Habit of the 
« Body.” And it is not to be doubted that 
the Horſe increaſes the inſenſible Tranſpiration, 
ſince Sanctorius and Kiel make it appear, that 
by this Exerciſe the Body loſes conſiderably of 
its Weight, We ſhall have an Opportunity of 
treating more largely on this Head in the Diſ- 
ſertation on Conſumptions at the End of this 


Work. 


REMARK V. 


HE ſurpriſing Effect of a milk Diet 

ought chiefly to be aſcribed to its reſtor- 
ing the inſenſible Tranſpiration. Milk taken 
for conſtant Nouriſhment ſoftens and extends 
the Fibres of the Skin, which you may eaſily 
conceive from the Softneſs of the Skin, which 
appears oily and ſoapy ſome Days after you 
have lived upon Milk, whereas before it was 
dry and hard, This Aliment, which is Chyle, 
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in no wiſe the Impulſe of the Heart and 
Arteries, and without any Difficulty is carried 
to the Capillary Ramifications in the Surface of 


the Body. | 
REMARK VI. 


HE Event of this Obſervation has made 
me adviſe with good Succeſs, in terrible 


| Chokcs, where Purgatives only ſtimulated, 


the Uſe of Medicines operating by Tranſpira- 
tion: long laſting Cholics, which often dege- 
nerate into Palſies, are owing to the Want of 
Perſpiration. Diaphoreticks are ſovereign in 
theſe Caſes. I had on my fide, beſides, the 
Experiment in Bag/wi's Aphoriſm, L. 1. de 
praxi medica, Colica Epidemica d vini acido po- 
tifſimum oriunda diaphoreticis curatur. The 
« epidemical Cholic proceeding chiefly from the 
« acid in Wine, is cured by Diaphoreticks.“ 
The Obſervation of Amatus Luſitanus curat. 42. 
cent. 1. who cured theſe Sort of Cholics with 
a Decoction of Guatagum in Wine, And laſt- 
ly, Riverius's Obſervation, who adviſes, when 
all Medicines have failed, the animal Diapho- 
retic, that is, the Infuſion of Horſe- dung. We 


ſhall, perhaps, one Day ſhew in a Treatiſe de 


Medicina Burdegalenſium, that Cholics may be 


_ cured various ways by divers kinds of Reme- 


dies quite different, anſwering the ſeveral Cauſes 
that produce it. 
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SECOND ARTA4CELE. 


Containing ſome Obſervations upon the Method by 


Saltrvation, which appeared to me deſerving 
of ſome Attention. 


I. OBSERVATION. 


Servant to an Officer belonging to the 

Court of Parliament, had long been ill 
of the Pox, he was grown very lean, and had 
a flow Fever, which returned by unequal Pe- 
riods. One of his Teſticles was conſiderably 
ſwell'd ; he was ſo hoarſe that one could hard- 
ly underſtand him, he had Puſtules in his 
Head, Tetters about his Parts, &c. his Maſter 
out of Charity was willing to get him cured. 
I thought him not in a Condition to undergo 
any Preparation, we therefore ply'd him briſk- 
ly with the Frictions, which leſſened his Fever 
by degrees till it was entirely gone; the Swel- 
ling of the Teſticle alſo diminiſhed, and this 
Part was reduced to its natural State, altho“ 
the Salivation was not very conſiderable. Af- 
terwards he became by the Uſe of Milk, which 
we made him take at the end of this Courſe, 
freſh, fat, and vigorous, and has continued in 
good Health ever after, tho' it is now more 
than 15 Years ſince that Affair. 

Some, perhaps, will wonder that I admini- 
ſtred the Frictions to a Patient who was ema- 
ciated and weak, without preparing him be- 

4 fore 
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fore by Bleeding, Purging, Bathing, drinking 
of Whey, Ptiſan, Sc. To which I anſwer 
that there are certain Caſes where we ſhould 


lay afide the common Rules. Ars eſt interdum 


ab arte recedere. There is an Art in varying 
« ſometimes from Art itſelf,” This Patient 
had in a manner nothing left but a Spark of 
Life; if I had employed the few Days, and 
little Strength he had remaining in Prepara- 
tions, he would have died in the mean time. 
Wherefore I judged we muſt immediately ap- 
ply the Specific, as we give the Bark in cer- 
rain Caſes in great Doſes, to prevent violent 
Returns accompanied with 1 dangerous 
Symptoms, as Drowſineſs, Delirium, Hæmor- 
rhages, Cholera morbus, &c. Beſides, Sydenbam 
baniſhes all theſe preliminary Preparations, as 
you may read in his Treatiſe on the Pox. Ub: 
primum accerſor ſtatim unguentum præſcribo miſ- 
fo boc damneſo præludio. As ſoon as I am 
« call'd I preſcribe the Ointment laying aſide 
that prejudicial Flouriſh. | 

This Obſervation ſhews that the hectic 
Fever with irregular Periods accompanying the 
Pox, admits of no other Remedy but Mer- 
cury, fince in proportion as the Medicine took 
effect, it diſappeared. That the Swellings of 
the Teſticles gave way to the Frictions, which 
we ſhall prove more at large by the ſucceed- 


ing Obſervations.

II. OBSERVATION. 


Man, 42 Years of Age, had formerly 
been afflicted with the Venereal Diſorder, 
for which he had been obliged to paſs thro' 
the grand Remedy; he afterwards married to 
avoid the like Miſchance. Whilſt his Wife 
was in Childbed, that he might not be idle, 
he went to ſee a. Woman who gave him a 
Chancre, the like of which I never had ſeen 
before, except once at Paris in a Shopkeeper's 
Journeyman: This Ulcer without exaggera- 
tion, was as big as a Thumb-nail, on one fide 
of the Bridle; it ſoon eat into the Urethra, 
through which opening he has always made 
Water ſince, even after he was cured. 

The fear of a Salivation, the Severity of 
which he had experienced already, the Shame 
of his Condition, and the Apprehenſion of the 
Reproaches from his Wife, would not permit 
him to take proper Meaſures to ſtop the Pro- 
greſs of his Diſorder, till the Fever, his Fret- 
ting, Pains, and grievous Reflexions had made 
him very lean, and extreamly weak. 

As he was Head of a Family, neceſſary to 
his Children and the Publick, notwithſtanding 
there was Danger of his dying in the Opera- 
tion, I put him under the Courſe of the 
grand Remedy. I have a great Value for a 
Thought of Baglivi's, who compares Nature 
overwhelmed by ſome Diſtemper to a Man 
faln into a Ditch ; if you throw him down a 
Pole he makes Uſe of it, ſometimes by put- 
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ting his Feet upon it, and ſometimes by tak- 
ing it in both his Hands, and lifting himſelf 
up with it, until by its Aſſiſtance he gets out 
of the Ditch. In like manner, it you tender 
a Remedy to Nature, ſhe turns and winds it 
about 'till ſhe finds a convenient Means of pro- 

curing herſelf Health by it. | 
Alfter many Reflexions I formed the follow- 
ing Plan. The Patient is not in a Situation 
to ſupport a Salivation to that degree as is 
neceflary for a perfe& Cure, therefore we muſt 
treat him at two times. By the firſt Courſe 
we ſhall clear away Part of the Venereal Lea- 
ven; by ſome particular Frictions we ſhall raiſe 
a flight Spitring, ſuch as the Patient's Forces 
are able to bear, the Blood being thus depu- 
rated in Part, the Patient will gain Strength 
and Fleſh, and we ſhall then be able to go 
through a compleat Courſe in due Form. I 
propoſed my Syſtem to the Patient, who con- 
ſented to it. We went to Work, and after a 
ſlight Preparation we gave him four Frictions 
on the upper and lower Extremities, and the 
Parts of Generation. They procured us a 
Ptialiſm, little indeed, but well conditioned as 
to the Smell and Confiſtence of the Spittle ; 
and tho' it laſted but a Fortnight, it carried 
away the Fever and all the other Symptoms, 
the Ulcer was healed, and the Patient put into 
a Condition to make uſe of Milk, which made 
him grow ſtrong and fleſhy; and he was fo 
well that he thought himſelf cured, and would 
hear nothing about another Salivation. How- 
; ever, 
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evee, at the End of 6 Months, he began to 
grow lean again, he loſt his Appetite, and a 
flow Fever attended him, which he endea- 
voured in vain to cure with the Bark. At 
laſt he determined to paſs through a compleat 
Salivation, and after a Spitting of 25 or 30 
Days he was perfectly well, and during 18 Years 
enjoy'd good Health. 

Who would think that a Man whom Venus 
has uſed ſo ill, and who has gone through 3 
Salivations, ſhould not have reformed his Ways? 
Vet ſuch is the force of Conſtitution and Cuſ- 
tom, that after his Wife's Death, who died of 
a Conſumption, he fell to his old Trade with 
his Maids again, whom he changed frequent- 
ly; and met at laſt with one who gave him 
two Buboes in the Groin, which came to Sup- 

uration, and diſcharged ſo abundantly, that 
fo grew very lean and hectical, and at laſt died 
of the Pox. 


REMARXRSA I. 


HOSE who have had Venereal Diſor- 

ders, and have taken a great deal of 
Mercury, are more difficult to ſalivate than 
others, either becauſe Nature grows uſed to 
Mercury, or that the ſmall Ulcers of the ſali- 
val Glands which are cicatrized are more dif- 
ficult to open, or laſtly, for ſome other Rea- 
ſon unknown to me. Bur I always obſerved 
when I cured People by Salivation, that T 
brought thoſe who had taken much Mer- 


cum, 
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cury, with more difficulty to a Spitting than 
others. 


REMARK II. 


HE S E ſort of Patients, tho' ever fo well 

cured, take an Infection ſooner, if any 
ways they expoſe themſelves to it, than ſuch 
as never have had it. I have ſometimes com- 
pared this Diſpoſition to a Candle that has 
been lighted, which ſooner catches Fire when 
it is held near it, than one that has never burnt. 
The phyſical Reaſon of this Phænomenon ap- 
pears to me to depend upon the Diſpoſition of 
the abſorbent Pores, which are very open in 
theſe Perſons: As all forts of Grain do not 
equally bear in every kind of Ground, ſo like- 
wiſe the Venereal Worms do not cling to every 


Perſon alike. Several Men have lain with the 


fame Woman, ſome of which have catch'd the 


Diſtemper, and others eſcaped; the Texture 


of the Parts being more or leſs cloſe may alſo 


contribute thereto, it has alſo been obſerved, 


that a Perſon in Liquor is more ſuſceptible of 
it than one who is ſober. 


III. OBSERVAT ION. 


Young Merchant, a Stranger, and great 
Libertine, having caught the Pox about 5 
Years ſince; among other Symptoms, he had 
a Tumour on his Yard, of the Bigneſs of an 
Egg; it was in the Corpus cavernoſum, and 
preſs d the Uretbra in ſuch a manner, that he 


could not make Water without ſtraining hard, 


which 
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which made him void his Excrements at the 
ſame time. We put him under a Courſe of 
Frictions, which raiſed a laudable and copious 
Salivation, and we had the Pleaſure of (ceing 
this Swelling vaniſh gradually, untill the Parc 
was reduced to its natural State again, 


REMARK I. 


HE good Succeſs I had in deſtroying 

this ' Tumour with Mercury, as alto that 
of the Teſticle mentioned in the firſt Obſerva- 
tion, encouraged me to attempt the Deſtruc- 
tion of Swellings in other Parts, both inter- 
nal and external, as will be ſeen in the laſt 
Article. 


IV. OBSERVATION. 


2 of a melancholy Diſpoſition, ſtrong 
and robuſt, had the Misfortune to get a 
Clap at the Age of 26 in Tahh, where he then 
travelled, The Diſtemper diſappeared after 
ſome ſlight Remedies, and the Patient conti- 
nued his Travels, without taking any farther 
Notice of this Adventure. Eighteen Years af- 
ter a Polypus appeared on his Noſe, for which 
Reaſon he went to Paris, and had it extir- 
pated ; three Years after that another came, he 
went again to Paris, and ſuffered the Opera- 
tion a ſecond time, his Condition being never 
ſuſpected in the leaſt, either by himſelf or the 
Surgeons who performed the Operation. He 
marries 15 Years after the abovementioned Ad- 
venture, without thinking himſelf diſordered, 
L and 
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and having in a manner forgot it, he is neither 
ſuſpected, nor has he any Miſtruſt himſelf. 
During the time he was married he felt vari- 
ous Pains, which they call'd Rheumatic, and 
for which he drank Aſſes Milk, uſed the Bath, 
was Blooded and Purged, &c. 

Seventeen Years after his Marriage an Ex- 
oſtoſis appeared on his Leg, which was ex- 
amined 1n a private Conſultation, unknown to 
his Wife. Tho' the Affair was looked upon 
to proceed from an ordinary Cauſe, the Plura- 
lity of Opinions was that he ſhould take 
an Electuary with ſome Mercurius Dulcis in it, 
which he uſed a long time. 

Two Years after the ſame Gentleman in a 
Conſultation agreed that they had been mi- 
ſtaken, ſince a great many Symptoms appear- 
ed of a confirmed Pox, a Tetter about the 
Parts of Generation, a flow Fever returning 
irregularly, Puſtules with Scabs all over the 
Body, a Tumour ſpreading over the Pectoral 
Muſcle of the right Arm, with the Exoſtofis 
beforementioned, 

The Advice of thoſe who propoſed to put 
him without delay under a Courſe of Fric- 
tions did not prevail; the Bark was ordered to 
ſtop the Fever, and Partridge and Craw-fiſh 
Soops to ſtrengthen him ; and whilſt they en- 
deavoured to ſpin out the Time to come to a 


fine Seaſon, the Symptoms increaſed, and the 
Patient died. 
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REMARK I, 
HIS Pox, which after 32 Years, kill'd 


the Patient, was not altogether idle, for 
the two Polypuſes which appeared on his 
Noſe at different times were the Produce 
thereof; alſo the Pains which obliged him to 
go to the Waters of Baigneres, and to uſe di- 
vers Medicines; beſides other Complaints, 
which they gave a favourable turn to in Be- 
half of the Patient, were Symptoms in Diſzuiſe 
of a hidden Pox. The Exoſtoſis on his Tibia 
two Years before his Death, was a formal and 
undoubted Sign of it, and if the Diſeaſe had 
been known in time, and he had been put un- 
der the Courſe of Frictions, he would have 
been cured ; but the Prudence and good Con- 
duct, which the Patient had obſerved many 
Years, ſtifled all kind of Jealouſy, on account 
of his former Adventure. 


REMARK II. 


HE irregular Returns of the Fever, com- 
plicated with a low Fever, did not at 

all fall under the Management of the Bark; 
accordingly he took a whole Month large Doſes 
of well choſen Bark without any Benefit. 1 he 
firſt Reaſon is, becauſe a Fever which is a 
Symptom of the Pox, is not to be cured bur 
in Proportion as the Venereal Infection is de- 
ſtroyed, as Baglivi obſerves in his Aphoriſins. 
Febris hectica Gallorum quamwuis pro deplorata 
babeatur, tollitur ablatoluis Venereæ Seminio.“ The 
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* Hectic Fever of the French altho' deſpaired of 
cc jg cured when the Seeds of the Venereal Di- 
« ſtemper are removed.” The ſecond is, becauſe 
the Bark is a Specific in intermittent Fevers on- 
ly, which have their Seat, as ſome imagine, 
in the firſt Paſſages; but it loſes its Credit and 
Reputation in Fevers proceding from a Diſor- 
der in the Blood, or from ſome local Defect 
of ſome internal Part. And I have always ob- 
ſerved that if the Bark doth not ſtop the Fe- 
ver in 7 or 8 Days, it is to no Purpoſe to con- 
tinue its uſe any longer, as I ſhall obſerve in 
the Diſſertation on Conſumptions. 


REMARK IIͤI. 


Have ſeen Perſons periſh by Reaſon that 

their Strength was jugded inſufficient to ſup- 
port the grand Remedy, and that it was at- 
tempted to reſtore firſt their Vigour and Fleſh, 
ſtop the Fever and wait for a favourable 
Seaſon. But it muſt be owned that this 
Notion claſhes with Experience and Reaſon. 
(1.) Becauſe when the Blood is corrupted to a 
certain Degree, the moſt precious Aliments and 
the moſt exact Diet are incapable of ſtem- 
ming the rapid Courſe of the Diſeaſe, which 
hurries the Patient to his End. (2.) When 
the Diſtemper is come to this Point, it is to. 
be feared it will break in upon the ſolid Parts, 
and deſtroy ſome Organ which it is not in the 
Power of Medicine to reſtore. I have ſeen 
ſome who loſt their Noſe, the Bone being rot- 
ten, the Teguments ſunk in after the Cure of 
the 
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the Pox, and they retained this Deformit 
all their Life time : Others have had a Hole 
pierced through the Urethra, through which 
they always have made Urine ; ſo that you 
can never be too early in curing this Diſtem- 
per. Tardare enim in talibus malum eſt. Hipp. 
in Aph. (For to delay in ſuch Diſorders is bad.) 

For my part, notwithſtanding the weak Con- 
dition the Patient may be in, the Danger I 
run of expoſing my Reputation, or that of the 
Medicines I uſe, I always apply them in Pro- 
portion to the Strength of the Patient indeed, 
but in ſuch a Manner as to expect a Cure. 
For which I quote a Thought of Baglivui. 
Qramdiu anima in corpore remanet ſemper ali- 
quid ex admirabili arte noſtra ſperandum. ... 
ut quod ſentio fatear Fra remedia ſanant, et 
ubicungue Scientiæ ſubſtiterit infirmitas, ſola 
remedia pondus et majeſtatem ejuſdem reſtituent. 
„As long as the Soul ſtays in the Body we 


may hope for ſomething ſurpriſing from our 


« Art. .... And to ſay what I think, the Me- 
&« dicines only heal, and where Knowledge is 
e deficient, the Remedies ſuſtain its Weight 


“ and Majeſty.” 


V. OBsERVATION. 


INETEEN Years after the Perſon's 
Death mentioned, in the precedent Ob- 
ſervation, his Widow was ſeized with a vio- 
lent Pain in her Womb, which ſhe endured a 
great while without complaining ; a flow Fe- 


ver enſued, accompanied with ſome ſenſible Re- 


L 3 turns. 
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turns. Bleeding, Purging, the Bark, Whey 
Baths, Ce. were made uſe of, but with- 
out Succeſs. After many Medicines had been 
given a Surgeon examined the Womb, which 
he found hard and ſwelled, the internal Orifice 
hard and callous. This Hardneſs run along 
the long Ligaments into the Thighs, eſpecially 
the Left. I was called in Conſultation, I had 
been formerly his Phyſician in ordinary. 
I faid I knew that her Husband had died 
of the Pox 19 Years before, that indeed after 
his Death, altho' ſhe perceived no Symptoms 
at all of the Pox, and ſeemed to be in good 
Health, ſhe had nevertheleſs taken things by 
way of Precaution, by the Advice of the Phy- 
ficians of the Faculty of Paris, of which Dr. 
Cartiere was one, whom I had formerly heard 
in the Phyſical Schools at Paris. Theſe Re- 
medies conſiſted in Bleeding, Purging, Baths, 
Whey turned wich Fumitory, and wild Suc— 
cory; afterwards ſudorifick Ptiſans, and ſome 
Doſes of the Panacea; that thoſe Ptiſans 
had a good Effect; that the Year after this 
Courſe, the Patient had a Swelling in her 
Breaſt, which alarm'd her very much, for which 
ſhe took a great many Medicines ; Mercury was 
applied externally upon the Tumour, with a 
Plaiſter of Diabotanum over it. Internally ſhe 
took Stee] Medicines, Millepedes, fix'd and ter- 
reſtrious Alcali's, aperitive Salts, and Whey; 
that theſe Medicines reduced the Swelling, and 


that it quite went away by pumping upon it 


the Waters of Bareges, which ſhe alto drunk, 
by

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by the Advice of Meſſts. Ja Cartiere, Bel ſiere, 
and Triboleau. 

To this I added, that the ſame Diſpoſition of 
the Blood, which had formed the Tumour 
in the Breaſt, might alſo have occaſioned the 
Obſtruction and Diſorder in the Womb, and 
its Ligaments ; that Hippocrates and Duretus 
make mention of a great Affinity betwixt 
the Breaſt and the Parts of Generation, 
the Diſorders of the one being often tranſ- 
ferred to the other. Mammæ et uterus jure 
Societatis ſe mutuo affictunt, mutuaſque tradunt 
operas mulierum rebus tam bonis quam malis. 
Duret. p.48 3. That there was ſome Suſpicion 
on account of the Death of her Husband, and 
that poſſibly the Pox could not exert itſelf as 
long as ſhe had her Menſes, they carrying off 
ſome of the Infection, and that Notice ought 
to be taken, that ſhe found herſelf ill as ſoon 
as they left her; that The had a conſiderable 
Tetter on her Belly. But tho' theſe Proofs 
were laid aſide, and no Fault found with the 
Aſhes of the Dead, the Unprofitableneſs of the 
Remedies that had been applied during three 
Months, the Progreſs which the Diſtemper 
had made in that time, the great Leanneſs of 
the Patient, who before was of a jolly Habit, 
the Extent and Perſeveration of the Pain, and 
Fever, I thought ſhewed plainly that Recourſe 
ought to be had to mercurial Frictions, and 
that to ſo great an Evil this great Remedy 
ought to be oppoſed. Extremis extrema. (De- 
ſperate Remedies to deſperate Diſeaſes.) That 

14 ſince 
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ſince the Tumour of the Breaſt had been di- 
miniſhed by Mercury, that of the Womb which 
proceeded from the ſame Cauſe might be fo 
likewiſe, and that we might reaſonably expect 
and promiſe to deſtroy by this grand Remedy 
the principal Source of all theſe Diſorders. That 
I had on my fide not only the Authority of the 
beſt Practitioners, in propoling it, who look up- 
on Mercury as a great Diſſolvent, but alſo a 
recent Experience, very analogous to this Caſe, 
upon a Man of Diſtinction, whoſe Teſticles 
were ſwelled, which I diſſipated by my Me- 
thod, as will be feen in the Obſervation fol- 
lowing: And fince in Parts hanging down, 
diſtant from the Torrent of Circulation, fo 
great an Effet was perceived, we might expect 
the ſame with more Probability in an inter- 
nal Part moiſtened with ſo many Blood Veſ- 
ſels, where the Mercury would paſs in great 
Abundance. | | | | 

My Advice was not ſeconded, and the Up- 
ſhor of the Conſultation was, that ſhe ſhould 
not continue Sweetners of the Blood, the Os 
Sepiæ, Chicken Water, the Bark, Cc. Matters 
went from bad to worſe. I was called again 
in Conſultation 12 Days after, I perſiſted in 
my Opinion, but was alone again. However, 
the Patient's Relations and Friends gave ſome 
Attention to my Notion, and pray'd me to 
draw up her Caſe to ſend it to the Faculty of 
Montpelier. Thoſe Gentlemen did me the Ho- 
nour of ordering the Frictions; but the An- 
{wer arrived the Day after her Funeral. 


REMARK 
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REMARK. 


II muſt be owned that Perſons of Faſhion 
and the Rich often die through roo much 
Advice. When the Caſe is doubtful, ſeveral 
Phyſicians and Surgeons are ſent for ; a Prig, 
who dares not do as he ſhould, and inclines 
to gentle Means, ſhall be reputed prudent and 
wiſe, whilſt a Phyſician who gives his Opini- 
on like an honeſt Man, and goes upon a good 
Foundation and Experience, ſhall paſs for too 
enterpriſing; and how ingenuous ſoever the 
Patient is otherwiſe, he ſhall incline to the gen- 
tleſt Side, tho' foreign to the true Scope. 

In the laſt Conſultation for this Pati- 


ent her Family Phyſician came ſeemingly in- 


to my Sentiment, but he gave for a Reaſon, 
that ſhe would be angry if ſhe knew that Mer- 
cury had been ſo much as mentioned. Nor 
eris amicus Cæſaris. (You'll not be Cęſar's 
Friend.) 
People are too much inclined to think, that 
a Perſon of Diſtinction is not to be treated in the 
ſame Manner as a Citizen or Servant, as if the 
Frame of the Body of the one differed from that 
of the other; and as if we had two Methods of 
Practice, one for Perſons of high Rank, and 
another for the common People. I allow regard 
ſhould be had to their different Manner of Li- 
ving, to the Tenderneſs of their Complexions, 
and many other Circumſtances, which ſhould 
determine us to take different Meaſures, either 
as to the Doſes, or the Care in adminiſtring the 
Medicines: Burt as to the Sorts of Remedies, 
| f | they 
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they are the ſame for the one and the other; 
and it would be carrying Subordination too far, 
to think ourſelves not obliged to uſe certain 
Medicines becauſe we are Great or Rich, 

I will relate here, that in 1726. I was call- 
ed to ſee an only Daughter of a Counſellor of 
an Inferior Court : This much beloved and 
very lovely Child eat at all Hours, and did as 
ſhe pleaſed. She was about 6 Years old, and 
the Errors ſhe was allowed to commit in her 
Regimen of Life, had ſtufted her with Worms 
and Corruption: She fell into a Fever with a 
little oppreſſed Pulſe, accompanied with Reath- 
ings to vomit, and grew Sick, that ſhe could 
hardly hold up her Head, and delirious, 
not knowing her Aunt, who was very fond of 
her, and whom in Return ſhe loved better 
than her own Mother. 

I thought it neceſſary to empty this Child, I 
ordered her a ſtrong purging Clyſter, and pre- 
ſently after its Operation, half an Ounce of 
Emetic Wine. An intimate Friend of the 
© Child's Father, tho' otherwiſe a Man of good 
Senſe, ſpoke to me in this Manner; Have 
you weigh'd well that this is an only Daugh- 
te ter, and the Hopes of the Family. Dare 

* you venture ſo precious a Child? &c,” I 
—_— him, that for that very Reaſon it was 
of Conſequence to preſerve her, that the Reme- 
dy I had ordered was the only one I could have 
any Expectation from ; that the News Papers 
had informed us lately, that the King had taken 


ſome of it in an Illneſs he had; that ſince wy 
a 
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had not ſcrupled to give the King ſome of this 
Emetick, he ſhould let me go on, &c. The 
Medicine was given her, ſhe vomited abun- 


dantly, and voided Worms upwards and down- , 


wards, and by the Help of a Febrifuge and 
Althelmintick Potion ſhe was perfectly cured. 


VI. OBSERVATION. 


Man of Quality went to Paris to recover 
an Inheritance; he caught there a Go. 
norrhœa, for which they gave him Medicines 
Months together, without being able to ſtop 
the Running. He returned into the Country, 
where he took his Pleaſures as if he had been 
well cured. The Gonorrhcea being ſtopped of 
itſelf, he became impotent; and tho' he was 
but 30 Years of Age, and of a ſtrong Com- 


plexion, it was impoſſible for him, what Ob- 


ject ſoever he had, to ſurmount the Defe& of 
Erection, He came to this Town, to conſult 
about his Caſe, and five of us agreed unani- 
mouſly, that he had the Pox, that the Venom 
was fixed in the Muſculs Ereclores & Accelle- 
ratores Pents, and that he muſt paſs through 
the grand Remedy. 

He went to Montpelier, where our Advice 
was confirmed, the Remedy adminiſtred, and 


the Defe&t removed. He has married ſince, 
and got Children. 


VII. OBSERVATTION. 


Ag: of a good Family, a guard upon 
the Frontiers of Bearn, (but they are ſel- 
dom otherwiſe who come from afar) was ſeized 
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with Epileptick Convulſions and Deafneſs. He 
had been under the Care of ſome Phyſicians in 
his Country, and of other Perſons in private, 
but always without Succeſs ; he was of Opi- 
nion that a Salivation would cure his Fits and 
Deafneſs. | 

1 was at that time a young Practitioner, and 
pleaſed to find him thus inclined, and to con- 
firm his Notion ſhewed him a Paſſage in Wil- 
lis, on the Epilepſy in theſe Words. Probabile 
eſt Salivationem a mercurio potenter excitatam 
hunc morbum, cer tiſſime curaturam. (It is pro- 
bable, that a powerful Salivation. will cure 
this Diſtemper.) Beſides he had formerly had 
ſome Infe&tions, of which he had been cured: 
I made the beſt of this Circumſtance. More- 
over J offered him my Aſſiſtance gratis, and I 
was well perſuaded, as a young Man without 
Experience, that I ſhould cure him, as Willis 
makes us hope. 5 

He went under the Courſe, the Salivation 
came on coplouſly and kindly, which laſted 
27 or 3o Days, after which he became freſh 
and jolly ; but the Convulſion did not go off, 
and he was the ſame as before. 

I thought myſelf obliged to inſert this Ob- 
ſervation here, to undeceive thoſe who might 
be ſeduced by Williss Authority. This was 
the Caſe of a Phyſician who having this Di- 
ſtemper, asked me what I thought of a Sali- 
vation to cure him. I anſwered him, that I 
had learned from Experience, that Willis was 
miſtaken 1n his Conjecture, and that we were 


apt 
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apt to do ſo our ſelves When we were minded 
to follow ſuch Notions as are not founded op- 
on practical Facts. I ſhall publiſh, God wil- 
ling, one Day, a very ſhort and ſimple Syſtem 
to cure the Epilepſy. 


THIRD ARTICLE. 


Concerning ſome Cures performed by the Method 
e upon divers Diſtempers, which did 
not depend upon any Venereal Infection. 


T O obſerve ſome Order in relating the 

Obſervations under this Article, I thought 

proper to range them according to the different 

Parts of the Body, which they had ſeized, be- 

ginning with the Head, and diſtinguiſhing them 

by Chapters.

Of ſome Diſorders of the Head cured by Mer- 
cury adminiſtred in Frittions, and carried off 
by purging. 

H E Efficacy of diſcharging by Stool in 
Diſorders of the Face, has been ob- 


ſerved by Hippocrates and thoſe who have fol- 


lowed him. Exinanita aluus ex facie ducit. 
Hipp. in Epid. in faciei morbis purgantia omnem 
paginam adimplent. Bagl. prax. med (Empty- 
ing by Stool draws from the Face. Hipp. in 
Epid. in Diſorders of the Face purging doth 
every Thing. Bagl. prax. med.) This is ſtill 
more confirmed by Experience, as may be 
ſeen from the tollowing Obſervations.

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I. OBSERVATION. 


Girl 15 or 16 Years old, only Daughter 
of a Merchant of this City, had from her 


| Birth been troubled with Scabs in her Fore- 


head, which falling off, left an Ulcer, diſ- 
charging a purulent Serum ; theſe Scabs were 
ſoon followed by new ones, which continued 
with a ſharp itching. The Mother had try'd 
many Medicines to cure her but in vain; ſome 
had flattered her, that the Diſorder would be 
cured when her Menſes began to appear, ac- 
cording to Hippocrates Aphor. Plurimæ autem 
paſſiones pueris judicantur cum ad pubertatem 
pervenerint, et puellis cum menſtrua erumpere in- 
ceperint, que vero permanſerznt adoleſcere con- 
ſueverunt. (Moſt Diſorders of Boys come to 
a Determination when they arrive at the 
Age of Puberty, and of Girls, when their 
Menſes begin to appear, thoſe which remain 
grow up with them.) Nevertheleſs ſeeing 
that her Hopes were vain, and that this Com- 
plaint did not diſappear upon the coming of 
her Menſes, ſhe was under the utmoſt Con- 
cern; ſo much the rather as Perſons of the Pro- 
feſſion had told her, that if this Diſorder was 
cured, the Humour which occaſioned it might 
take another Courſe, and fall upon the Eyes, 


the Breaſt, or ſome other Part. She has told 


me many times, that ſhe thought herſelf very 
unhappy, that God ſhould have choſen to af- 
flict her only Daughter in this Manner, ra- 
ther than one of her three Sons, which he had 
given her. I 
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I undertook to cure her by my Syſtem, AF 
ter the preliminary Preparations I made them 
rub her Legs with half an Ounce of Unguentum 
Neapolitanum, by Intervals, and took care to 
purge her the next Day with Mannæ diſſolved 


in an Infuſion of Tea, which work'd her per- 


fectly well. 

It is not to be conceived how ſoon her Diſ- 
order went away, the Scabs fell off one after 
another, the Ulcers which uſed to remain after 
them cicatrized, and in 25 Days ſhe was well 
cured, and has had no Return of it, tho? it is 
already 4 Years ſince her cure. I made her wear 
a long time a Girdle with Quickſilver revived 
from Cinnabar. 

II. OBSERVATION. 


Friar of a celebrated Order had an Ulcer 

in his Noſe, for the Cure of which he 

had been ſent to Perpignan, where a Surgeon 
of great Reputation treated bim with Reme- 
dies both internal and external, but without 
Effect. The Ulcer increaſed, the Bone of the 
Noſe came away by Splinters, the Humour 
rotted the Bone of the Palate, pierced the Te- 
guments which covered it, and made a Hole 
big enough to put one's little Finger in, through 
which the Matter of the Ulcer run into the 
Mouth, from whence came forth ſuch a fetid 
and cadaverous Stench, that his Brother Friars 
ſtood in need of all their Charity to come near him. 
The Reverend Father Provincial of his Or- 
der, whom no one ſurpaſſes in Penetration, 
Knowledge and Virtue, Hereditary Qualifica- 
9 tions 
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tions in his Family, did me the Honour to 
ſhew this Friar to me, and to ask me if I 
thought this Diſorder could be cured. I exa- 
mined him ; he had never had any kind of 
Venereal Diſorder, he was even in that happy 
State of Innocence as never to have merited it; 
beſides he was Native of a Northern Country 
at the Extremity of the World, where theſe 
Diſorders are very rare, not to ſay almoſt un- 
known ; wherefore I could not accuſe any Ve- 
nereal Infection, for the Cauſe of his Com- 
plaint. Nevertheleſs I thought nothing could 
cure ſo great a Diſorder but Mercury. I pro- 
poſed to the Reverend Father Provincial, to 
treat this Friar like a Perſon under the Pox ; 
ſaying, that altho' Mercury was vulgarly 
thought only to be conſecrated to Venereal 
Diſtempers, yet it was very efficacious in Diſ- 
eaſes depending from other Cauſes, as in the 
Caries, Ulcers, both internal and external, 
Dropſies, Obſtructions, Tetters, Itch; and that 
1 would make uſe of Frictions, but purge 
them off by Stool, fince in caſe the Humour 
was puſhed towards the Part affected, it 
might occaſion violent Diſorders, as had ſome- 
times happened to me in treating Perſons 
for the Pox, by Salivation ; and as may be ſeen 
in the precedent Obſervations, when the Di- 
ſtemper had made any Havock in the Mouth 
or Face: That as my Method was to carry 
off the Effect of the Frictions by Stool, even in 
the confirmed Pox, to avoid Pain and Danger, 
ſo much the rather was it proper in the pre- 
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ſent Caſe, the Diſorder being in the Face, to 
evacuate by Stool, according to Hippocrates's 
Rule. Exindnita alvus ex facie ducit. Beſides, 
as this Friar was put under a Courſe he had 
not merited by his Fault, it was juſt to ſoften 
and render it to him as eaſy as poſſible ; but 
that nothing could be done without mercurial 
Frictions, ſince all the moſt elaborate and cu- 
rious Preparations did nothing but weaken its 
Virtue ; and its good Effects were wholly ow- 
ing to Nature only, Chymiſtry having no man- 
ner of Share in it. 

The Reverend Father Provincial conſented 
ſo much the more willingly as he had already 
thought himſelf of this Expedient, No- 
thing was wanting on his Part, generous Cha- 
rity, juſt Meaſures for the Secret, Sc. The 
Patient was put under the Courſe of Frictions, 
which we repeated to 12 times, leaving ſome 


interval between them; an Ounce of the Oint- 


ment was uſed every time, and carried off by 
Purges and Cliſters. Theſe Evacuations pro- 


duced a ſurpriſing Effect, ſo that in 57 Days 


the Bones of the Noſe exfoliated, the Hole 


in the Roof of the Palate cicatrized, the Stench 
went away, and the Patient was well cured, 


without any bad Accident during the whole 
Courſe. 


III. OBSERVATION. 


IN CE that I have had under my Care a 
Friar of the ſame Order, who had an 


Exoſtoſis on the Os Fugale, with a fiſtulous 
| | M k Sinus 
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Sinus piercing into the upper Jaw Bone, and 
diſcharging Matter which run into the Mouth, 
I made uſe of the ſame Method, with the like 
Succeſs: With this Difference, that I defired 


he might not go out of the Convent for his 


Cure, it being uſeleſs to make a Secret of a 
Diſorder which was not come through his 
Fault. Moreover I begged the other Friars 
might viſit him, being very ſorry I had not 
done ſo too in regard to the other.

IV. OBSERVATION. 


Girl 10 Years of Age had an Inflamma- 
tion on her Left Eye, which Bleeding, 
Collyriums, Purges, Waters, Powders, &c. could 
not mitigate at all. The Inflammation ſpread 
to the Eyelid, where Scabs were formed both 
outwardly and inwardly, reaching up to theEye- 
brow. She could not poflibly open the Eye, 
abundance of Pus came from theſe Scabs, the 
Eye-ball was inflamed, over which a white 
Skin was grown, and ſhe could not ſee at all 
with it. Almoſt every Medicine had been try'd, 
either in the Convent, which the Diſorder o- 
bliged her to leave, or at her Fathet's Houſe. 
I was called in the Month of May 1729, 
and found the Eye diſordered as before men- 
tioned. After a flight Preparation, I had the 
Bend of her Hams and Legs rubbed ; the 
Day afterwards I made her take an Ounce and 
half of Manna in Tea. This Method I put- 
ſued 25 or 30 Days, and had thePleaſure of fee- 
ing every Day ſotne Scabs drop off, which co- 
g | 8 vered 
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vered the Eyelids and Eye-brow, the Redneſs 
of the Eye diſappeared, the white Skin went 
away, and the Sight returned, there only re- 
mained a Deformity, the Eye after the Cure 
being leſs than the other; and tho the Eyelids 
were ſound and clear, yet ſhe could not open 
this Eye ſo wide as the other. 

This Inconvenience proceeded from the In- 
action under which the Eye laboured during 
its Diſorder; the Inflammation confined the 
Circulation, and by this Means the Eye was 
deprived of its Nouriſhment, even the Liquors 
could not circulate for want of Motion which 
the Pain would not allow. 

To remedy this I thought it neceſſary to make 
this Eye work, and make the other reſt, to bi ing 
them upon an Equality; for which End I made 
them tie up the good Eye certain Hours in the 
Day, to put her under a Neceſſity of making uſe 
of that which had been diſordered to improve 
it; which ſucceeded. 


V. OBSERVATION. 


] Have ſeen two Merchants Children of this 

City, of near the ſame Age, about 10 or 
12 Years old, whoſe Eyes were in a terrible 
Diſorder, which Iſſues could not cure, per- 


fectly reſtabliſhed by this Method; and I 


am perſuaded, that any Defluxion, white Skin 
and Rheum of the Eyes may be cured by it. 
Lippientem alvi profluvio corripi bonum. But 
elides the Advantage you reap from the Re- 


vulſion, and which Hippocrates has pointed out 


M 2 in 
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in hisEpidemicks, you have alſo that of deſtroy- 


ing by the Mercury the Worms which ſwarm 


in the Water running from the Eyes, as is ob- 
ſerved by Dr. Anary. 


VI. OBSERVAT ION. 


A Youre Gentlewoman had ſome Diſorder 
in her Head in a Convent where ſhe was 
for Education; one of the Nuns undertook to 
cure her, and ſucceeded by Vertue of a Poma- 
tum ſhe applied upon it. Soon after the Diſ- 
order of ho Head had diſappeared her Noſe 
began to ſwell, and was painful, which Swelling 
terminated in an Ulcer in the Partition of the 
Noſe, from whence came an inſupportable 
Stench. She was ſo beautiful, and had ſo many 
other Charms, that ſhe had an Offer of Marri- 
age, notwithſtanding this Defect, which is a 
very great one in a Perſon of her Sex. Muli- 
eres bene olent que nihil olent. Duret. Wo- 
“ men ſmell well that ſmell of nothing.” Her 
Lover aſk'd me if there was no Poſſibility of 
removing this bad Smell; I anſwered Yes, and 
to this End after convenient Preparations I put 
her under this Method, and with the ſame Suc- 
ceſs. I made them anoint the Ulcer every 
Day wich Unguentum Neapolitanum. 5 


REMARK I. 
HE Succeſs which I had in curing the 
firſt Friar, aſſured me of the like in this 


young Lady; if a Caries of the Bones of the 
4 Noſe 
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Noſe and Palate had given way to this Me- 


thod, what might I not expect of an Ulcer 
which had not yet rotted the Bones ? 


REMARK II. 


HE imprudent Cure of the Scabs which 

this Patient had on her Head, was doubt- 
leſs the Cauſe of this Ulcer of her Noſe. It is 
not adviſeable to ſuppreſs a Running of whar 
kind ſoever, not even of Iſſues without great 
Precaution, and without premiſing general Re- 
medies even ſometimes repeated, | 


REMARK III. 


IPPOCRATES obſerves in his Epi- 

demicks, that we ought to have particu- 
lar regard to Diſorders ſucceeding each other. 
Morborum autem ſucceſſiones diligenter attendere 
oportet: and Ballonius after him in his Conſul- 
tations, No. 13. ſays, Hippocrates morborum Suc- 
ceſſianes attendendas eſſe præſcribebat, eo quod in 
merbis longis multa Symptomata contingunt que 
bonis et eruditis Medicis imponunt, ob fimilitudi- 


nem et fallaciam, et novi morbi tanquam ſoboles 


rediviva, ex aliis ſubinde conſequantur ac pullu- 
lent. «© Hippocrates enjoin'd us to obſerve the 
« Succeſſions of Diſtempers, becauſe in long 
« Diſorders many Symptoms happen which 
« impoſe upon good and experienced Phyſicians 
« by their Likeneſs and Appearance of a new 
« Diſeaſe arriving from other Cauſes.” Bag- 
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liui has a whole Chapter de morborum ſucceſ 


Hanibus, which deſerves being read. I could 


give many Proofs of what theſe grave Authors 
have ſaid on this Head, but (hall inſert here 
only one Example, altho foreign to the Subject 
I treat on. 

A Friar of the Order of St. Francis, was 
ſcized with a great Difficulty of Breathing, with 
an obſtinate Cough, a ſlow Fever, and Pain in 
Bis Breaſt. Many Remedies were made uſe 
af in vain, as Bleeding, Purging, Syrups, Pti- 
ſans, Ge. with this Diſorder he' was grown 


very weak and lean. One Day, when] viſited 
him as uſual, he ſpoke in Converſation of ſome 


Tetters he had had on his Thighs, but which 
had diſappeared whilſt he was abroad upon 
begging of Wine in the Monlferran, at the 
time of Vintage. I aſk'd him, if ſince they 
had vaniſhed he had not been out of order, and 


he agreed that from that time he had begun to 


cough, and to loſe his Appetite; that after- 
wards the Difficulty of Breathing had increaſed 
gradually, and that the flow Fever had follow- 
ed. I took my Indication from the Suppreſ- 
ſion of theſe Tetters, and judg'd that the Hu- 
mour was faln upon the Breaſt. I preſently 

ordered them to apply bliſtering Plaiſters which 


were made ſharper by mixing Powder of Can- 


tharides with them, and after their Operation, 
the Patient reſpired freely, and was cured in 
24 Hours, excepting the Weakneſs and Lean- 
neſs, which were reſtored by good Food, and 


a Baſon of Milk every Morning: I alſo ordered 
the 


rr 
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the Plaiſters to be laid on the- Places where 


the Tetters had been, to follow the Advice of 


Duret. in coac. Hip. fol. 54. in omni progreſſi 
et tranfitu facilis fit ad eas 2 reverfio, unde 
morbifica vis manavit, figuidem in illis partibus 
impreſſa manent veteris mali een. « In all 
« Progreſſion and Tranſition the morbific Mat- 
© ter eaſily returns to thoſe Parts from whence 
« it flowed, becauſe the old Diſtemper leaves 
« there an Impreſſion of its Footſteps.” I alſo 
kept theſe Tetters open with-great Care. This 
ſame Friar relapſed three Years after into the 


ſame Complaints by the drying up of the Tet- 


ters, and was cured in the ſame Manner. 
VII. OBsE RVATION. 


Boy, 12 Years old, had a ſcall'd: Head, 
I put him under a Courſe of Frictions in 


his lower Parts, and purged him after due Pre- 


para tion. This Method ſucceeded, and the 
Scabs of the Head fell off gradually: After- 
wards, I had his Head rubb'd” with Tincture of 
Myrrh, to ſtrengthen the Cicatrices. I make 
uſe of this Practice to cure ſcall'd Heads with 
Succels. | 


However, I muſt own ingenuouſly, that tho' 


the Scabs diſappeared, they have returned ſome- 
times 8 or 10 Months after, eſpecially in thoſe 
Whoſe Heads were quite covered with them. 


Bur as there is no doubt that Mercury is the 


true Remedy for a ſcall'd Head, ſince it makes 
it diſappear, I thought chat to make its Effect 
— 4 ſolid 
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ſolid and laſting, it was neceſſary to continue 
it a long time 3 accordingly I determined to in- 
creaſe the Number of Frictions, and the Doſe 
of the Ointment, which I order to be rubb'd 
in at the Extremities, as if it were a confirm'd 
Pox, and thus I have ſucceeded hitherto. 

I have obſerved that this Diſorder is very 
common, and like endemical among the People 
inhabiting our Sea-Coaſts; and that thoſe whoſe 
chief Employment is Fiſhing are very much 
ſubject to it; which I attribute to the ſalt Air 
hh they reſpire, the frequent Fogs, and the Bad- 
* neſs of their Water; perhaps, the Shell-Fiſh, 
| which is the chief of their Suſtenance, may 
b | alſo contribute ſomething towards it.

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CHAP. II. 


Of the Diſorders ſeizing the Neck and Breaſt. 


I. OBSERVATION. 


Gardiner's Son, 7 Years old, had ſome 
(crophulous Glands in his Neck, and 
under his Chin, hard, ſwell'd, and ulcerat- 
ed in many Places. I ordered them to rub his 
Neck and Ulcers with the Unguentum Neapoli- 
tanum, purging him often by Intervals. Inter- 
nally, I made him take every Day, Morning 
and Night, except the Days he purged, a Doſe 
of prepared Mars with Millepedes, and kept 
the Glands and Ulcers covered with a Plaiſter 
of the Dialvtanum. The Ulcers healed, the 
Tumours diſappeared, and the Patient is per- 
fectly well cured, and has had no Relapſe. 
3 is my Method of treating the King's 
vil. | 
The prepared Mars which I make uſe of, 
and which I ſhall often mention hereafter, 
is a very ſimple Preparation which my Fa- 
ther kept among his Noſtrums. It is as 
follows. 


Take ſome Iron file Duſt, and not of Steel, 


make it red hot in a Crucible, fling it red hot 


into an earthen Pipkin full of Wine, afterwards 


reduce it into an impalpable Powder. This 


is one of the greateſt Remedies for chronical 
Diſtempers.

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II. OBsER VATION. 


HE Davghter of a Dutchman aged about 

11 or 12 Years, had been troubled a long 
time with ſcrophulous Tumours in her Neck 
and left Arm, between the Elbow and Wriſt, 
and on her Feer. Thoſe about her Neck were 
already ſuppurated, and partly cicatriſed ; thoſe 
of the Arm had left Holes which run conti- 
nually, and there was even ſome Appearance 
of the Cubitus being carious. After ſhe had 
been Blooded, Purged, uſed the Bath, and 
drank Whey, I put her under a Courſe of 
Frictions, made chiefly on the Parts affected, 
and took Care to throw off the Mercury by 
Stool, for fear it ſhould raiſe a Salivation, be- 


ing rubbed, in at the Ulcers, and applied the 


Emplaſtrum Diabotanum upon the Tumours. 
] kept her a long time to this Regimen, as 
alſo to the taking prepared Mars and Millepe- 
des, and a Decoction of Turnips with Creſſes 
and Chervil. By this Means the Tumours 
diſappeared, the Ulcers cicatriſed, and the Pa- 
tient was perfectly cured, fo that there never 


has been ſince any Appearance of its breaking 


out again. Her Menſes are come on, and ſhe 
has been always very well. This is now 10 
Tears lince, 


III. Opgervarron. | 
A 10 Vears old, had a Swelling on his 
right Breaſt, which broke; the opening 
was very ſmall, it was healed, and they 3 
the 
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the Child well cured. Nevertheleſs, it broke 
again by a new Abſceſs which remained fiſtu- 
lous, and there was room to ſuppoſe that the 
Rib was carious. His Mother had dreſſed 
him two Veats every Day, when his Father, 
who was then Coachman to a Preſident 2 Mor- 
tier of this Parliament, fell dangerouſly ill, 
and upon his Recovery defired me to look 
upon his Child. I made them rub in ſome 
of the mercurial Ointment every Night, and 
gave him ſome Mars and Millepedes, purging 
him ſometimes. He was cured, and his Cica- 
trice has never ſhewed any tendency to open 
again, altho' it is more than 5 Years ſince I 
attended him. 


IV. OBSERVATION. 


Merchant's Wife of this City, young and 
C handſome, had a Swelling on her Breaſt 
of a monſtrous ſize. This Tumour was accom- 
panied with violent Pains, it ulcerated and 
voided purulent Matter ſtinking terribly : From 
the Ulcer ſprung up an Excreſcence like a 
Muſhroom the Bigneſs of a Walnut, the Pain 
was continual but moſt violent at Night, (which 
is common in all Sorts of Pain, as has been 
obſerved above). The Fear of dying fatigued 
her ſtill more, for they had chriſtened her 
Complaint with the name of Cancer, and ſhe 
loſt all Hopes, ſo much the more ſince ſhe had 
made uſe of all the Oils, Plaiſters, Balſams, 
Herbs, c. ſhe had been adviſed to, without 
any Succeſs, but rather to the contrary, 
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As ſoon as I was called I began with taking 
from her the Child ſhe ſuckled with the other 
Breaſt ; I ordered her to be blooded in the Foot 
of the Side affected, I purged her, I made her 
bathe ſome Days, drinking in the Bath a Baſon 
of Goat-milk-whey ; and after 10 Days Prepa- 
ration, I commenced the Frictions with the 
mercurial Ointment, on the diſtempered part 
itſelf, on the axillary Glands, the Arm, and 
Shoulder of the ſame Side. The Breaſt was 
covered with a great Plaiſter of Diabotanum, 
and the was purged with mercurial Pills every 
third Day. The Days between I made her 
take a Powder compoſed of Mars prep. half 
a Dram, Millepedes one Scruple, drinking after 
it a DecoQtion of Turnips, with Water Creſſes 
and Chervil. The Tumour went. away, the 
Ulcer cicatriſed, and the Excreſcence diſap- 
peared entirely ; in a Word, the Patient was 
very well cured ; with this Circumſtance only, 
that the Breaſt which had been diſordered is 
ſomewhat leſs than the other. | 

This Succeſs made me conceive Hopes of 
curing by the ſame Method Cancers in the 
Breaſts of Women: But tho? I tried it ſeveral 
Times I did nor ſucceed. To this purpoſe I 
ſhall relate the three following Obſervations, 
which have convinced me that in true Cancers 
it is prudent to follow Hippocrates's Advice. 
Cancros omnes occultos melius eſt non curare, cu- 
rati enim citius pereunt, non curati vero longius 
vitam ſrabunt. lt is better not to cure occult 


© Cancers, for Perſons that are cured of them 
© die 
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die ſooner; if they are not cured they live 
© longer. 


V. OBSERVATION. 


A Tanner's Wife, aged 45 Years, at the 
Time when her Menſes begun to leave 
her, and ſhe had them no more regularly, they 
coming only once in two or three Months, had 
a Pain in her left Breaſt with a Swelling, 
which increaſed to a prodigious Size, ſo that 
ſhe was obliged to ſupport the Breaſt with a 
Sling, it broke, and made an Ulcer, the Big- 
neſs of a Crown-piece. 

I treated her after the ſame Method, the 
Ulcer was cicatriſed, and the Swelling dimi- 
niſhed by one half. The Patient grew tired, 
after two Months ; I told her that ſince the 


Mercury had been able to cure the Ulcer, re- 


move the Pain, and reduce conſiderably the 
Swelling, the Continuation of theſe Remedies 
might compleat the Cure. But there was no 
Poſſibility of perſuading her to it, and fix 
Months after I learned that the Tumour was 
broke again, that ſhe was ſeized with a flow 
Fever, and died under the Hands of a 
uack. 

The Reaſon why the young Woman in the 
foregoing Obſervation was cured, and that the 
ſame Method did not ſucceed in others, is 
becauſe her Swelling had been occaſioned by 
her Pregnancy and Milk; the Diſorders which 


happen to the Breaſt on this account, are very 
different from carcinomatous Complaints, both 
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in their manner of Invaſion, and alſo in the 
nature of the Infection which produces 
hem: © | 


VI. OBSERVATION. 


Citizen's Wife of this Town, had at the 
1 Age of 53 a Swelling in her Breaſt, 
which begun preciſely at the Time when her 
Menſes ceaſed. This Tumour gave her vio- 
lent Pain, it broke, and diſtilled a corroſive 
Matter which burnt the Linen put upon it, 
like Aqua-fortis, or Spirit of Nitre. I ſent her 
to the Waters of Bareges, which did her ſame 
good, the Pains and Swelling decreaſed : Bur 
ſhortly afrer her return the Swelling increaſed 
the rather as it was towards the Winter Sea- 
ſon. I propoſed her to undergo the Opera- 
tion the Spring following, and to make ſure of 
its Effet, I thought it proper to open an Iſſue 
in each Arm, that the Blood might be cleared 
by theſe artificial Drains of its corrofive Hu- 
mour, which would be locked up after the 
Operation by the Cicatrice. The Iſſues were 
opened, and run, when a famous Sorgeon of 
this City performed the Operation, which ſuc- 
ceeded perfectly well. | MS 

After the Place was cicatriſed, the Iſſues in 
ſome manner redoubled their Evacuation, and 
diſcharged ſo abundantly that the Maid who 
looked after them tired of her daily Taſk 
importuned the Patient to let them heal. 
* It is now two Years, faid ſhe, ſince ou have 
been well cured, you ſleep, eat, and are bet- 
| | ; 6 tor 
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© tet than ; you have a healthy Complexion, 
* why ſhould you enduce any longer two 
« Evils which are diſagreeable to your Huſband, 
and on account of their ill Smell hinder you 
from frequenting your old Acquaintance, and 
upon theſe Reatons ſhe yielded.” 

A ſhort Time after the healing of the Iſſues 
ſhe perceived a little Swelling near the Cica- 
trice, which increaſed viſibly, and reached to 
the axillary Glands. She concealed her Com- 
plaint as long as poſſible, for fear the Iſſues 


ſhould be opened again, or of a new Opera- 


tion. The Tumour ulcerates, ſhe calls for 
help, they think it not proper to perform the 
Opetation again: The Iſſues are opened, they 
ſuppurate but faintly, the cancerous Ulcer 
draining away the matter of Suppuration, a 
flow Fever conſumes her, the Ointment was 
8 but to no purpoſe, and the Patient 
ied, 
I never ſaw a Perſon who deſired ſo much 
to live, or who was ſo much afraid of Death 
as this Woman, altho' ſhe was unhappy in her 
Family, both on account of her Huſband who 
deſpiſed her, and of a diſobedient Child. She 
prayed me after ſhe had received the Sacra- 
ments, to perform the Operation myſelf, that 
nobody ſhould know any thing of it, and that 
ſhe hoped the ſecond Operation would ſucceed 
like the firſt. I excuſed myſelf, and as ſhe 
was not ſenſible of the Reaſon of my Incapa- 


city of handling thoſe Inſtruments, nor of my 


want of Experience, I had recourſe to my 
Com- 
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Compaſſion for her Condition; that I was fo 
incapable of giving her any Pain, that the 
Inſtrument would drop from my Hand. 

Altho' ſhe was of a _ Nation which 
paſſes for courageous, and is ſo in reality, which 
even has the Reputation of deſpiſing Life, I 
learn'd from her Example that the Engliſb fear 
Death as well as other Nations, 


VII OBSERVATION. 


A Nun who had red Hair, was ſubje& to a 

periodical Vomiting, which no Remedy 
could ever remove. This Evacuation ceaſing 
of itſelf, her left Breaſt grew hard and ſwel- 
led to a prodigious ſize. The violent Pains 
which tortured her Night and Day, had made 
her very lean and weak. I was called, and 
after proper Preparation I made Frictions upon 


the part, and to open another Sluice to the 


Matter which occaſioned the Vomiting, I made 
her take aperitive Medicines to evacuate by 
Urine. At firſt the Tumour leſſened, and ſhe 
was better of her Pain, nevertheleſs it after- 
wards opened, and the Patient died. 

I have read and obſerved in my Practice, that 
the Diſtempers of Perſons who have red Hair 
are more difficult ro cure, and more dangerous 
in their Event; which probably depends from 
the particular Caracteriſtick of the Humour 


that occaſions red Hair. 
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VIII. OBSERVAT ION. 


A native of this Town, aged about 12 
or 13 Years, had a Tumour upon the 
Clavicula, the Bigneſs of a little Egg, and ſome 
Swellings under her Arm-pit. Her Father and 
Mother who loved her greatly, neglected nothing 
to have her cured: They put her into the 
Hands of a famous Surgeon, who thought 
proper to make her paſs through the Frictions 
by Extinction, which were repeated from time 
to time without any Succeſs. The Parents were 
vaſtly afflicted, imagining they had imployed 
the laſt Remedy. The Mother prayed me one 
Day as I was paſſing by her Houle to come in, 
and ſhew'd me her Daughter's Swellings ; and 
I thought the Mercury had not ſucceeded, be- 
cauſe it had not been aſſiſted by Steel and 
Millepedes taken internally, 

I cured her by mercurial Frictions, which 


were made every Day upon the Swelling, and 


the whole Place was covered with the Em- 
plaſtrum Diabotanum. Every Morning and 
Night ſhe took a Powder compoſed of one 
Scruple of Mars, and fifteen Grains of Mille- 
pedes, drinking a draught of Whey after it, 
turned with Crefles and Chervil The Tu— 
mours diminiſhed inſenſibly, and after a con- 
ſiderable time vaniſhed entirely. The young 
Damſel grew tall in a little time, and was 
very well; it is now three Years ſince ſhe 
was cured, 
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There is hardly any external Tumour, that 


can withſtand this Method. Mercury, Mars, 
and Millepedes, are three Herculean Medi- 
cines, and the Plaiſter of Diabolanum of Blon- 
del is no leſs powerful, and one may ſay of 
this Method what Riverius ſays of his Febri- 
fuge. Conſtat triplici Hercule, quibus additur 
quartus athleta cœterorum complementum effictens. 
« Ir conſiſts of a triple Hercules, to which is 
« added a fourth Champion making up the 


« Complement of the reſt. 


This Method is not only ſucceſsful in al- 
moſt every external Tumour, but alſo in thoſe 
infeſting the Viſcera, and in a Conſumption, as 
will appear hereafter. 


CHAP. III. 
Concerning the Breaſt. 


I. OBSERVATION. 


Ar SO Widow, aged 55, Years, had 
been afflicted with a Cough a long time, 
which exceeded the Bounds of an ordinary 


Cold: Beſides the Cough ſhe ſpit Blood, grew 


lean, had a flow Fever, Pain in one fide, and 
ſpit true Matter. This purulent Spitting was 
very abundant, eſpecially in the Morning, and 
after ſhe had repoſed ſome Hours ſhe felr, ſhe 
ſaid, that the purulent Spitting came from the 
Place in Ber Side where the had her Pain. In 
a Word this Perſon was Phthiſical, with an Ul- 
cer in her Lungs, Night-ſweais, great Lean- 
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neſs, and Weakneſs, and got up with Diffi- 
culty only one Hour a Day to have her 
Bed made. 

One of my Brethren had been conſulted for 
her; he had judg'd this Diſeaſe a true Phthiſis, 
and very juſtly. He had ordered her an Elec- 
tuary with the Bark to ſtop the Fever, ſome 
Sweetners of the Blood, as Coral, Os Sepiæ, 
Crabs Eyes, a Pectoral Apozem, a Decoction 
of Turnips, the Milk, and other Things made 
uſe of in this Diſtemper. Every thing was 
done, but all was in vain. 

I was called to a Surgeon of my Acquain- 
tance, diſtinguiſhed for his Learning and great 
Application in his Profeſſion, to a Town where 
this Patient reſided. There I ſaw her, and 
found her in the Condition juſt now men- 
tioned, 

I muſt ſay here, that many Years fince I 
have not been pleaſed either with the Notion 
Mankind have concerning Conſumptions, or 
the Remedies commonly made uſe of to cure 
them: I thought proper to reſerve for a parti= 
cular Differtation at the End of this Work the 
Method of uſing Mercury in this Diſtemper; 
and not to interrupt the Thread of my Natra— 
tion I refer the Reader to the Diſſertation in- 


ſerted at the End of this Work. | 


IL OBSERVATION. 


Curate of this Dioceſe had a Wen of a 
conſiderable Bigneſs on his Baſtard Ribs, it 
was moveable, and a ſkilful Surgeon adviſed

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him to have it cut off. But he was afraid, and 
came to aſk me if there was no Means of diſ- 
ſolving it; I told him we could but try, and 
that the Remedies which I would employ 
could do him no harm, but on the contrary the 
Operation would be the eaſier, if they were 
obliged to come to that at laſt, 

I made uſe of Frictions upon the Wen, the 
Emplaſtrum Diabotanum over it, and internally 
ſome Mars and the Millepedes. The Wen is 
almoſt gone ; it is true, he has continued theſe 
Remedies a long time, there being no need of 
my exhorting him to it; for ſeeing it diminiſh 
daily, he was very willing to continue them to 
the End. | 


CHAP. IV. 
Concerning the Liver. 


HERE is no Remedy which takes Effect 

ſo quickly, ſafely, and conſtantly, as the 
Application of Mercury by Friction in the ca- 
pital Obſtructions of the Liver. I ſhall relate 
ſome Examples of it, to prove its Efficacy, and 
paſs by in Silence many others, not to ſwell 
this Volume by Repetitions. 

The Reaſon why Mercury ſucceeds ſo well, 
and more expeditiouſly in Obſtructions of the 
Liver, than in other particular Tumours, ap- 
pears to me to be this. 

Beſides the Blood of the Vena Portæ which 
ſpreads itſelf through the Liver, a very conſi- 
derable 
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derable Branch of the Arteria Cœliaca is alſo 
inſerted there. Thus the Mercury is convey- 
ed thither in a great Torrent, when it is mixt 
with the Blood; which is not the Caſe in the 
external Tumours, which are ſupplied by ſmall 
Branches of Arteries. The Liver therefore 
may be eaſed with ſuch Diſpatch as has al- 
ways ſurpriſed me agreeably, whereas a great 
deal more time is required to remove an ex- 
ternal Tumour. 


I. OBSERVATION. 


A Woman of Ia Tefte had laboured many 
Years under an Obſtruction of the Liver, 
which had reduced her to extream Leanneſs. 
She had a ſlow Fever, the Jaundice all over, 
her Liver was hard, approaching to a Schir- 
rous, ſhe had lain for many Years on her right 
Side only, the Weight of this Bowel weighing 
upon the others when ſhe lay on her left Side, 


and ſhe had been confined to her Bed almoſt 


two Years. | | 
T ordered the Frictions with the Unguentum 
Neapolitanum upon the Region of the Liver, 
and applied a great Plaiſter of Diabotanum, 
which covered the whole Tumour, after the 
Friction was adminiſtred. She kept it Night 
and Day. on the Place, except the time of 
Friction only. Internally I made her take 
Mornings and Evenings half a Dram of pre- 
pared Mars, with 15 Grains of Millepedes, 
drinking after every Doſe a Baſon of Priſan, 
e made 
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made with Nettle-roots, which ſhe drank warm 
like Broth. 

By the Uſe of theſe Medicines, which ſhe 
continued many Days, ſhe was perfectly cured, 
her Liver came apain to its natural Supple- 
neſs and Size ; ſhe has a good and lively Co- 
lour, and finds herſelf very well ſince. It is 
now ß Years ſince ſhe was cured. 

This ſame Method II found always anſwer in 
the capital Obſtructions of the Liver, and the 
Ointment applied upon the Region of the Li- 
ver never produced a Salivation, The Reaſon 
is that the Ointment being put in ſmall Quan- 
tity, and not ſpread on a large Surface, but 
confined to the Region of the Liver, it can- 
not bring on a Salivation. Nevertheleſs, I 
am very careful of ir, and if the Mouth was 
hot, or Reſpiration difficult, I ſhould take 
heed to carry off the Evacuation by Stool. 


II. OBSERVATION. 
A Young Man of this Town had been afflict- 


ed with the Jaundice a long time, for 
which he had taken abundance of Medicines, 
to that degree that he was quite tired of them. 
His Liver was hard, and very much ſwell'd, as 
happens always in that Diſorder, 

To cure him I made uſe of the Ointment 
in Frictions, and applied the Emplaſirum Dia- 
botanum upon the Liver: Internally, I gave 
prepared Mars and Millepedes with a Decoc- 
tion of Nettles, which Riverius recommends in 
his Chapter of the Jaundice. He was cured 
perfectly well in a few Days. III. 
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III. OBSERVATION. 


A Young Woman, Servant at an Eating-houſe, 

had a pale Complexion, flow Fever, Nau- 
ſeating, Retching to vomit in the Morning, 
Wearineſs in her Legs, Pain in her Hams when 
ſhe walk'd, and a Difficulty of Breathing. 
Under this Diſorder, which was accompanied 
with a great Diminution of her Menſes ſhe 
had laboured 4 Years, and ſpent all her Wages 
in Medicines to no purpoſe. 

I ordered her to be blooded! in the Foot, and 
to take a Vomit. And as I found a great 
Hardneſs in her Liver, I made her rub ſome 
of the mercurial Ointment ppon it every 
Night; applying the Emplaſtrum Diabotanum 
over it. Internally, ſhe took Troches of Mars, 
compoſed after the following manner, to fa- 
vour the Averſion ſhe had for all kind of 
Medicines. 

Take cf prepared Mars 2 Ounces, Powder 
of Cinnamon 2 Ounces, double refined Sugar 
halfa Pound; pound and mix all together, and 
with mucilage of Gum Tragacanth made with 
Orange-Flower-Water, make Troches of two 
Drams each, which dry in a ſhady Place. 
She was very well cured by the Uſe of theſe 


Remedies. | 


When Mars is dreſſed up in this manner, 


It is as agreeable to take as any Sweet-meat. 
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IV. OBsERVATION. 


Famous Workman of this Town diſtin- 
guiſhed in his Profeſſion, had in 1729 a 
contiaual Fever which fatigued him a lon 
time. His Surgeon blooded and purged him, 
and made him take the Bark a great while in 
large Doſes. He was very much ſurpriſed to 
find the Fever held on notwithſtanding the 
Febrifuge was continued 37 Days: he perceiv- 
ed the Patient's Legs ſwell'd, and ſent him into 
the Country, aſſuring him all would do well; 
but the Swelling increaſed, and the Fever con- 
tinued, and he came back with a kind of 
Dropſy, which Authors call Anaſarca or Leu- 
cophlegmatia, his Thighs, Hands, Face, and 
eſpecially his Loins very much ſwelled. 
As ſoon as I was called, I told him, that 


among all thoſe Symptoms which preſented 


themſelves to view, and which he had related 
to me, he had left unmentioned one which 
was the Cauſe of his Diſtemper; that I was 
perſuaded he had an Obſtruction and conſide- 
rable Hardneſs in his Liver, to which his Fever 
and Swelling, which increaſed daily, were ow- 
ing. Beſides this he had a violent Cough, 
which came frequently and fatigued him in the 
Night. 

made him lie on the Bed, and upon exa- 
mining his right Hypoobondrium, I diſcovered 
the Hardneſs and Obſtruction in his Liver, as I 
had judged beforehand, and as commonly is 


found 
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found in Dropſies: this Hardneſs was painful 


when preſſed upon. 

The very ſame Day that I was called I or- 
dered Frictions upon the Liver, and to apply 
the Emplaſtrum Diabotanum. I purged him 
3 Days running, having in like manner rub'd 
him 3 Days ſucceſſively. The Purges were 
compoſed of Rhubarb, Mercurius Dulcis, and 
Scammony, made into a Bolus with Syrupus e 
Spina, which produced large Evacuations by 
Stool, his Legs diminiſhed conſiderably, but what 
gave me the moſt Pleaſure was, that the Hard- 
neſs of the Liver diſappeared, and the Fever 
ceaſed, Afterwards his Urine began to flow 
abundantly, and I thought it proper to follow 
the Steps of Nature, Quo natura vergit eo du- 
cere oportet. © You ſhould follow that way 
« which Nature is inclined to.” I therefore made 
him take the Paſiill; Martiales, with ſome 


Whey after them, mixing with it a little Glaſs 


of the Juice of Water-creſſes. The Urine 
went on very well, the Swelling and Cough 
ceaſed in Proportion, and at the End of 35 


Days he was perfectly cured, and went to his 


Work again. | 

] have a very great Opinion of the Eva- 
cuation procured by Urine, and prefer it to 
that which we are obliged to make by Purg- 
ing, or Vomiting, when the urinary Diſcharges 
fail. This laſt doth not weaken the Patient, 
and it puſhes through the fame Canal which 
Nature deſigned for a Diſcharge of the ſuper- 
fluous Serolities of the Body, 


The 
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The Cough which fatigued the Patient 
ſeemed ſomewhat ſuſpicious, fo much the ra- 
ther as it exceeded the Bounds of a common 
Defluxion, and as all his Family had died of a 
_ Conſumption, viz. his Mother, three of his 
Siſters, and one Brother. It is well known 
how much thoſe kind of hereditary Diſpoſi. 
tions are to be feared, and what Attention the 
Phyſician ought to give to them: Bur for the 
Reaſons I ſhall ſer forth in my Diſſertation on 
Conſumptions, I thought I might remove the 
Cough with the fame Medicines with which 1 
diſperſed the Tumour of the Liver, and the 
flow Fever, and by which I evacuated the 


Water by Urine, which ſucceeded according to 
my Wiſhes, 


V. OBsERVATION. 


Dropfical Perſon of Chartrons had a hard- 
neſs in his Liver, his Legs, Thighs, Cods, 
and lower Belly were ſwell'd. 

I eaſed him by evacuating Medicines, as pre- 
vious to take off the Load, according to Sy- 
denham's Method, in his Treatiſe of the Drop- 
ſy, by means of Emeticks given every Day:

made uſe of Mercury in Frictions, with the 
Plaiſter, Mars, aperitive Ptiſan, Sc. 


VI. OBSERVAT10N:! 


Woman of the Ward of St. Michael 
had an obſtinate Vomiting, which made 


her bring up all her Aliments, as ſoon as ſhe 
had 
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had taken them, Having examined her, I 
found ſhe had a conſiderable Hardneſs in the 
little Lobe of the Liver, which covers the Sto- 
mach. What I had learnt from a foregoing 
Obſervation informed me, that this Tumour 
reſſed upon the Stomach, and occaſioned the 
Vomiting, for the Reaſons there mentioned.

I call'd in Con- 9 
acl | ſultation the late Mr. Manade, Maſter of the 4 
de Surgeon's Company of the City of Bourdeaux, 4 
he who propoſed new diſcutient Fomentations, 'i 
ad | | Plaiſters, [ 
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Plaiſters, Purging between whiles, æ Bandage 
to ſupport the Part, &c. all this was done but 
without Effect. The Teſticle increaſed vaſtly, 
fo that the Pain and Weight of it obliged 
the Patient to keep his Bed. During the Uſe 
of theſe Medicines the left Teſticle began 
alſo to ſwell, but a great deal faſter than the other, 
fo that the Patient was extremely uneaſy with 
the Pain, and afraid of an unhappy Event. 
In the Conſultation with Mr. Manade, we 
agreed, (1.) That it was no Rupture, ſince in 
the Groin from the Ligamentum Aunulare 
downwards there was no Swelling, and the 
Swelling affected the Subſtance of the Teſticles 

only, whereas in Ruptures the Bag ſwells, and 

not the Teſticle. (2.) We had no ſufficient 
Proofs that the Patient had the Pox, and thar 
thefe Tumours were a Produce thereof: The 
Pacient owned indeed, that formerly he had 
contracted a Gonorrhaa at Cad:z, bur had been 
well cured by a French Surgeon of great Re- 
putation in that Place. It was 8 Years ſince 
that Adventure, and he had never had any the 
leaſt Symptom of the Pox fince that time; he 
had been married 4 Years, his Children were 
clean and ſound, and his Wife was in good 
Health. 

I had ſome Thoughts of ſending him to 
Bareges, to try if thoſe Waters would not 
diflolve theſe Swellings, but the Seaſon was 
not convenient; befides the Patient was charg'd 7 
with Affairs of great Importance by a foreign | 
Court, which would not permit him to * 1 

this 
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this Town. In ſhort, I was not abſolutely per- 
ſuaded of the Efficacy of thoſe Waters, hav- 
ing ſeen a Perſon of Qualics at a Conſultation, 
who for the like kind of Tumours tried with- 
out Succeſs the Waters of Bargges, and at his 
return was obliged to undergo a compleat Caſ- 
tration, altho' at two different times. 

I reſolved to put my Patient under a Courſe 
of Frictions purged off by Stool; to this I was 
determined the more boldly, fince I had been 
an Eye Witneſs of the Succeſs of the Fric- 
tions in diſſolving Tumours either in the Teſti- 
cles, or the Yard, as has been mentioned in 
the foregoing Obſervations. 

This Project was executed after convenient 
Preparations. The firſt Friction procured him 
ſome Eaſe, the ſecond diminiſhed the Pain 
conſiderably, the third filenced it entirely, and 
we perceived with Pleaſure that the Swel- 
ling abated gradually until the Paris were 
reduced to their natural State. The Frictions 
were continued till the Cure was compleated, 
with Precaution to purge him at Intervals; bur 
we were obliged to go to 24 of one Ounce of 
Unguentum each. There remained no Sign 
of any Swelling or Hardneſs, either in the 
Subſtance of the Teſticle, or of the Epidy- 
dimis. 

This is the Patient who voided the Tape- 
Worm during the Courſe of Frictions men- 
tioned above. 

I ſhall relate here ſome Remarks upon this 
Obſervation, (t.) Dur ing the Frictions the 

Patient 
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Patient often went abroad the very Day he te- 
ceived them in the Evening, 'till which time 
he attended his Buſineſs: He took this Liber- 
ty himſelf, and the great Heat which was 
in the; Summer of 1726 was the Reaſon, thank 
God, that no Accident happened to him. 
(2.) He conſtantly appeared at Table, hav- 
ing always ſeveral Viſitors : He eat with 
a good Appetite, which returned as ſoon 
as the Pain had ceaſed, and that he had reco- 
vered his Tranquillity of Mind. In the After- 
noon he play'd at Piquet or Quadrille to the 
Satisfaction of the Company; he obſerved in- 
deed a due Regimen, and no one ever knew 
any thing of the Nature of his Diſorder, or of 
the Courſe he was under, except his Surgeon, 
his Valet de Chambre, who rubb'd him, his 
Wife, and myſelf. His Surgeon in ordinary 
had already laid his Plan for the Caſtration, 
and calculated how much he ſhould get by it. 
He told me many times the Operation was un- 
_ avoidable, that the Hardneſs of the Parts leſt 
no room to hope it would diſperſe, and that 
after all it would be only ſo much time and 
Ointment loſt. 

I anſwered, that tho' we ſhould come to 


that at laſt, it was no matter of Indifference 


to the Succeſs of the Operation to have purged 
the Patient's Blood, and deſtroyed a Principle 
which might have been able to raiſe new Trou- 
ble in ſome other Part; that through this 
Depuration the Blood would become more 


Balſamick and Sweet, and that the Operation 


would 


o 
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would ſucceed the better; and that beſides the 
Buſineſs was to preſerve entire a Perſon of 
Quality, a Stranger from the remoteſt Part of 
the World, and to eſtabliſh in his Mind the 
favourable Idea thoſe People have of the Skill 


of the French Phyſicians and Surgeons. 


It is not to be expreſſed how the Surgeon 
was ſurpriſed, who is a very experienced Man, 
and has ſerved a long time in the Hoſpitals 
of the King's Armies, when he ſaw that I dared 
to employ 24 Ounces of mercurial Ointment, 


and that this Remedy produced an Effe& both 


ſucceſsful and ſurprizing in curing a Diſtemper 
which he regarded as incurable. 

This Patient is ſince become freſh, jolly, and 
vigorous, he has got his Wife with Child, and 
has never been in better Health. 

I ſhall not boaſt like Galen, after he had 
cured the Wife of a Roman, for which he re- 
ceived four hundred Pieces of Gold; for be- 
fides that my Pay came late, which I always 
have obſerved to be a bad Sign, it was very 
ſmall, in regard to my Trouble, Care, and' the 
good Succeſs. 3 

I am nevertheleſs beholden to him forgiv- 


ing me leave to mention him to a Patient of 


Diſtinction, who was nearly in the tame Situa- 
tion. He even offered to atteſt the Cure with 
his own Mouth, with all the Circumſtances, 
either to this Patient, or any Perſon that ſhould 
come from him. 


The 
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The Laſt OB5ERVATION, 
Of Ulcers in the Legs. 


Cooper of this Town, aged about 32 Years, 

had for ſome Years an Ulcer in his right 
Leg, upon the lower Part of the Tibia, to 
cure which he had imployed many Plaiſters 
and Balſams which had availed nothing. He 
wanted to be married, but the Running and ill 
Smell of the Ulcer were a hindrance to it. 
He had nothing to reproach himſelf with on 
account of Affairs of Gallantry, neither could 
any Fault be found with his Parents, who 
never had any ſcrophulous Complaints nor Ul- 
cers like this; beſides his Brothers and Siſters 
were in good Health. 

Notwithſtanding all the Remedies he had 
been told of, and which he had followed very 
punctually, the Ulcer made new Progreſs, and 
became as big as the Palm of one's Hand. 
Somewhat lower there was another the Bigneſs 
of a Crown-Piece, and a third the fide of it, 
the Bigneſs of a Louis d Or. 

I adviſed him to drink the Waters at Bare- 
ges, having ſeen very good Effects from theſe 
Waters, even in ſcrophulous Ulcers.

1 pur him under my Method, which ſuc- 
ceeded perfectly well: Eight Frictions of one 
Ounce each, and carried off by purging, com- 
pleatly cicatriſed the Ulcers, without the leaſt 
appearance of any Salivation.

SHE Hydrophobia is a terrible Diſ- 
W caſe “, no Man how intrepid ſo- 
ever, but ſhudders at the Thoughts 
of it: And it is the more dread- 
ful as no Perſon ever has been 
cured who was ſeized with it . 

We have ſeen ſad Examples of it in 1730, 
and 1731, when mad Wolves, wild Boars, Dogs 
and Cats, diſperſed about the Neighbourhood 
of the City of Bourdeaux, eſpecially about Meu- 
doc, aſſaulted and bit in a cruel Manner, Men, 
Oxen, Cows, Horſes, Mules, Aſſes and Sheep, 
Bathing in the Sea, conſecrated in a manner by 
the unanimous Conſent of all Nations, and ſup-

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ported by publick Confidence as a Preſerva- 


tive, has been found fruitleſs, and many un- 
happy Perſons, who the Day after they had 
been bit went to dip in the Sea, which the 
Nearneſs of the Place made eaſy to them, have 
experienced the Uſeleſsneſs of it, and died mad 
before the forticth Day. 

It would not be prudent to confide in a Re- 
medy which fails often, not to ſay always: We 
ought to look for others, and have recourſe to 
thoſe which Phyſick furniſhes us with “. 

Nature is fo rich and abundant, that we 
ſhould wrong her Author, if we doubted a 
moment the finding ſome of them 4. 

It is not Remedies that are wanting to Phy- 
ſic, but Phyſic is wanting to Remedies. If you 
find but juſt Indications, an Apothecary's Ap- 
prentice will after that eaſily produce you pro- 
per Medicines |].

Such an exact and ſincere Deſcription of a 
Diſtemper as the now mentioned Author de- 


mands in his Preface, relating all che Symp- 


toms great and little, and diſtinguiſhing Acci- 
dents from pathognomonick and inſeparable 
Signs, without eſpouſing any particular Syſtem, 
is of great Help to diſcover the Cauſe of the 
Diſeaſe, and to take hold of proper Indications. 

Diſſection is a kind of Torture performed 
after the Death of Animals, to make Nature 
confeſs the Truth, which lay concealed whilſt 
the Animal was alive. 

Analogical Reaſoning has been received by 
all Phyſicians as a candid Means to diſcover 
the Myſteries of Nature, and to find out Re- 
medies proper for the Diſorder. (a) 

The Light we receive from the juvantia & 
lædentia, what helps and hurts,” carries the 
Day, and ought to be preferred in Phyſick be- 
fore geometrical Demonſtration, and the beſt 
concerted Ideas arc vain, uſeleſs, and ſuper- 
fluous, if they ace not conformable to and ina

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manner built upon the happy and unhappy

In ſhort Experience puts as it were the Seal 
of Truth upon the Theory of Phyſick, which is 
never marked with a good Dye but when Ex- 
perience authoriſes it, and ſides with it, 

We ſhall follow theſe ſeveral Means in ſe— 
parate Articles, to diſcover the true Cauſe of 
the Rabies; and if we are happy enough to ſuc- 
ceed, we hope that the Clearneſs will be an 
Evidence of it. One of the Properties of 
Truth is to ſtrike the Mind in ſuch a Manner, 
that it is not able to reſiſt its Force. 

I compare the true Cauſe of a Diſeaſe to the 
Word of a Riddle. When you have found 
that, all the Thoughts of the enigmatical 
Poem ſquare with it, and agree with it natu- 
rally, without ſtraining the Senſe; ſo likewiſe 
when. you have found the Cauſe of the Evil, 
and that you have dived into the Secrets of Na- 
ture, the Explanation of all the Symptoms, the 
Effects of the Remedies are all very eaſy, and 
in a manner of ſpeaking every thing explains 
itſelf, | 


CHAP. I. 


Of the Deſcription of the Hydrophobia and of 


its Symptoms. 


H E Hydrophobia is a contagious Diſeaſe 
T which moſt commonly is communicated 
by the Bite of ſome mad Animal. The Wound 
made with the Teeth is cured and heals fre- 

quently 
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quently of itſelf, without Remedies, and in a 
ſhort time, but the Patient runs no leſs a Riſque 
for it. 

Some Days after the Bite, he grows thought- 
ful, his Imagination runs upon uncom mon 
Ideas, his Sleep is interrupted, he is fatigued 
with terrible Dreams, and wakes in a Surprize 
and frighted, | 

The Converſation of his beſt Friends and of 
his Servants become troubleſome, his Aſpect 
frightful, he cannot bear the Light, he covets 
Solitude and Obſcurity. nm 

Theſe Symptoms which I here relate ought | "0 
to be placed among the accidental ones, and F 
are not always Forerunners, of the Hydropho- 11. 
bia, ſince the Fear, and Conſternation which 14 
ſtrikes the Mind of Perſons that are bit, are It 
capable of producing them. I have ſeen a 17 
Lady of great Worth, bit by a mad Dog, who 
had them almoſt every one, and who never- +12 
theleſs was preſerved from the Hydrophobia, N 
as may be ſeen in the firſt Obſervation. 1 

When the Diſorder makes its Progreſs the i hp 
Face grows red and chiefly the Eyes. Convul- ö 
ſions and Delirium come on, the Patient feels 
a violent Pain at his Stomach every time he 
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ſwallows his Spittle; he ſpeaks low between ! i | 
his Teeth ; he has involuntary Tremblings all 11 
over his Body, and falls into Convulſions every 14105 
time he drinks; he hates Drinking and deteſts | M4 
Water, the Sight of which makes him quake; | 10 


his Spittle full of Bubbles froths at his Mouth, 
like 
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like that of an Epileptic Perſon ; and laſtly he 


dies in Convulſions. 

Theſe laſt Accidents are the proper and pa- 
thognomonic ones, eſpecially the Averſion to 
Water, and from this Sympton 1s derived the 
Name of Hydrophobia which is given to this 
Madneſs. 

It is to be obſerved 1.) that this Fear of 
Water doth not come at once, but by Degrees; 
the Patient begins firſt ro be indifferent about 
Drinking, he afterwards finds that he has 
a Pain at his Stomach, the Hick-up and Con- 
vulſions after Drinking, he abhors 8 ſo as 
to tremble and quake when he ſees any, even 
when he hears it mentioned. We ſhall endea- 
vour to account for this Phænomenon in our 
Hypotheſis about the Cauſe of the Hydro- 
phobia. 

2.) That the common time marked for the 
breaking out of the Symptoms of the Hydro- 

hobia is a Term of 40 Days; and altho' ſome 
fave gone on much longer, even many Years, 
as Schenkius, Sennertus, Etmuller, &c. relate, 
theſe are to be look'd upon as uncommon 
Caſes which make no Rule: Rara non ſunt 
artis, © Uncommon Caſes don't (properly) 
« belong to the Art.“ 

3.) That no one was ever cured whoſe 
Diſorder was come fo far as to fear Water. 
The Story of Temiſon, a Phyſician, reported by 
Palmarius and Mathiolus concludes nothing, 
beſides it is the only one. It is not ſaid, that 
Temiſon had been bit; he contracted the _ 

| | | Order 
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order in attending one of his beſt Friends who 
died of the Hydrophobia ; may it not be that 
his Complaints were only an Effect of his Ima- 
gination work'd upon during many Days by 
the Symptoms of the Rabies, which he con- 
ſtantly had' before his Eyes, perſuading himſelf 
at laſt that he had contracted it? His Reco- 
very might be a Proof that his Madneſs was 
only imaginary. 

4.) Thoſe who believe that this Diſorder 
reſides only in the Mind and, Imagination 
ſtruck with Fear, are miſtaken. Horſes, Mules, 
Aſſes, quibus non ef intellectus, are not ſuſcep- 
tible of that Paſſion, and yet ſome of them 
have died of the Rabies this Year. Beſides we 
| have ſeen Perſons who did not think of their 
being bir, who had forgot the Accident, and 
had no manner of Apprehenſion, and died of 
the Hydrophobia. 

5.) Authors have obſerved, and Experience 
confirms it, that thoſe who have been bit in 
the Face, eſpecially above the Teeth, are in 
greater Danger, and periſh ſooner of the Rabies 
than thoſe who are birt elſewhere. Secondly, 
thoſe who are bit in ſome Part uncovered, as in 
the Hand, or the Leg, wearing no Stockings, 
like our Peaſants in the Country, have more to 
fear than ſuch as are bit in Parts that are 

cloathed, as the Arm, the Thigh, &c. 

The Reaſon of this Diverſity proceeds from 
hence, becauſe the Venom of the Rabtes re- 
lides in the Saliva, as we ſhall explain in its 
Place; it enters into the Blood through the 


Opening 
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Opening made by the mad Creature's Teeth, _ 


much after the manner of inoculating the 
Small-Pox. In the firſt Caſe the Mixture of 
the Poiſon is eaſily made, the Face being full 
of ſmall Blood Veſſels and very near the Brain: 
In the ſecond Caſe the Poiſon may alſo be eaſi- 
ly received, bur in the third Caſe it is difficult, 
the Cloaths retain the Saliva, and the Teeth 
are wiped dry in plercing them, | 

Ir is to be obſerved that the Rabies may be 
communicated without any Opening or Wound, 
by a mad Creature's Spittle touching only the 


human Body, as Galen reports in rabido vero 


fit tanta humorum Commotio, ut fi vel ejus 
ſputum humanum Corpus tetigerit, etiam rabiem 
excitare poterit. Celius Aurelianus makes men- 
tion of a Semſtreſs, who as ſhe was mending 
of Cloaths tore by a mad Dog, bit the Thread 
off with her Teeth, upon which ſhe contracted 
the Hydrophobia, and died of it.

Some anatomical Obſervations made at the opening 
of the Carcaſes of mad Creatures.

We find in Bonetus's Anatomy, p. 212. an 

O bſervation taken from Chriſtianus Franciſcus 

1 Paulini, 
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Paulin, in Cynographia Curigſa, of which the 
ollowing 1s an Abſtract. 
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« As I travelled in a Chaiſe, from Hamburg 
into Saxony, a Shepherd's Dog that was 
mad came up to us in the Evening, and a 
Surgeon, Tobias Lork, ſhot him dead with a 
Piſtol. After Supper he aſked me many 
Queſtions concerning the Hydrophobia, and 
told me he ſhould be glad to open the Head 
of this Animal to ſatisfy himſelf about the 
Cauſe of this Diſtemper. I applauded his 
Defire and his Curiofity ; we opened the Cra- 
nium, and we were ſurpriſed to Admiration 
to find there an infinite Number of Worms, 
ſome lying in Cluſters, and others crawling 
abour. 

« Whilſt we were about this Diſſection, an 
old Shepherd came to us, out of Curioſity, 
and as he ſaw us aſtoniſhed at the Sight of 
theſe Worms, he fell a laughing, ſaying, I 
have never ſtudied, yet this is no new thing 
to me, we obſerve the ſame in our Sheep. 
Tell us the Truth, ſays I. Gentlemen, an- 
ſwered he, you ſee theſe Worms, they are 
mad Worms, or rather they are thoſe Worms 
which occaſion Madneſs, they bite the Brains 
of the Animals, and make them run mad. 
We offered him ſome Gratuity, and ſaid to 
him, Good old Man, we beg you would tell 
us ſeriouſly if the thing is as you report 
it. Whereupon wrinkling his Forehead, 


and ſtriking his Breaſt, I am, faid he, an in- 


firm old Man, and have one Foot in the 
Graves 


— 
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„ Grave, however I am not doating, why 
* ſhould I diſguiſe the Truth? The D—Il 
« take me if I tell you a Lie.” 

Etmuller in his Treatiſe of Deliriums, p. 504. 
ſays that you may ſee Inſects crawling in the 
Saliva and Urine of mad Creatures. Anima- 
lia generantur, et conſpiciuntur in ſaliva et lotio 
rabidorum. 

Salmouth, Cent. 2. Obſ. 83. reports that a 
Woman was bit in the Fringe of her Petticoat 
by a mad Dog; and hanging it up in the Air 
to dry it, ſhe perceived in the place where the 
Bite was, and the Spittle was ſpread about, 
little Animalcula, the Heads of which reſem- 
bled thoſe of Dogs. 

If you deſire more authentick Atteſtations 
of the Exiſtence of theſe Worms in the Ra- 
hies, you may find ſome in the moſt antient 
times, in Avicenna, Ch. 7. Tract. 4. Fernel. 
I. 5. C. 4. in Alzabaravius Chap. 30. Sect. 2.

This Number of FaQts reported by ſo many 
different Authors of various times, amounts to a 


compleat Proof ; and the Silence of Authors 


which make no mention of it cannot over— 
throw ſuch numerous Evidences, Validiora 
ſunt teftimonia affirmantium quam negantium, 
« The Teſtimonies of thoſe who affirm are 
1 1 « more 
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t more valid than of thoſe who deny.” It muſt 
even be attributed to the little Care in open- 
ing the Brain, in that Part where the Worms faſt- 
en; you'll ſee a Proof of the Inſufficiency of this 
Enquiry in the 2d Obſervation of Henricus 
Breſchfeld. Cerebrum non introſpectum, quia 
inſtrumenta ad Calvariæ depoſitionem non ad ma- 
num erant. © The Brain was not examined, 
** becauſe the Inſtruments to open the Skull 
e were not at Hand.” 

Theſe Facts being thus eſtabliſhed, we may 
without any ridiculous Credulity perſuade our- 
ſelves that the Poiſon of the Hydrophobia con- 
fiſts in theſe little Worms, the ſame Inſects 
which you ſee ſwimming in the Saliva of mad 
Creatures, and which are found in the Brain. 

Theſe Worms penetrate into the Blood 
through the Wound, which the mad Creature 
makes with its Teeth, they increaſe afterwards 
in the Subject that has received them, and when 
they are come to a certain Number, they at- 
tack the Brain, the Throat and Salival Glands, 
cauſe Deliriums, Convulſions, froch about the 
Mouth, and at laſt Death itſelf. 

If Worms in the Inteſtines, by the Corre- 
ſpondence of their Nerves with the Brain, are 
capable of producing Deliriums, and Convul- 
ſions and Death itſelf, it is reaſonable to believe 
that a certain ill conditioned fort of Worms, 
which immediately ſeize the Brain and the fa- 
lival Glands, muſt produce the ſame and much 
more terrible Symptoms. 
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We ſhould not be ſurprized that theſe Worms 


chiefly attack the Brain, ſince we ſee a certain 
ſort of grey and aſh coloured Lice love the 
Head, and a white ſort ſpread all over the Bo- 
dy; in like manner we alſo ſee certain kind 
of Birds inhabit Woods, and others maſhy 
Places, &c. Meniot Tract. de phithiſi. 

The Averſion which a Perſon under this 
Diſtemper has for Water and Drinking, comes 
on by Degrees; he perceives firſt that ſwal- 
lowing his Spittle gives him violent Pains in 
his Stomach (a), and that Drinking flings him 
into Convulſions. 
ariſe, becauſe in ſwallowing of Liquids, ſome of 
the Worms are waſhed down into the Sto- 
mach, which occafion theſe Diſorders there. 
Is there need of any thing elſe to ſet him a- 
gainſt Drinking ? 

The Soul by the Laws of Union, concerns 
herſelf for the Preſervation of the Body with 
which ſhe is united; ſad Experience gives her 
a deep Senſe of cruel Pains from ſwallowing 
the Spictle or Drinking. This is ſufficient to 
inſpire her with Horror, in like manner, as 
we takean Antipathy to certain Eatables which 
have diſordered us. 

The Difference of a mad Dog's Spittle from 
that of another which is not ſo, is that you

Theſe Symptoms no doubt 
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find little Worms in it: for which Reaſon it is 
venomous, whereas the other which has none 
is of a balſammick Nature. 

Aſculapius is repreſented to us in painting 
with a Dog and a Goat; he made uſe of Goats 
Milk for internal Diſorders, and of the Spittle 
of Dogs for Wounds and Ulcers. 


It may not be improper to quote here a 


Thought of Mathiolus, who is of Opinion that 
Dogs are more ſubject ro Madneſs than other 
Animals, becauſe they eat Carrion ; perhaps 
theſe rotten Carcaſes are proper Matiixes to 
hatch theſe mad Worms, which ſtick to the 
Dog's Spittle whilſt he is feeding. 

This Conjecture 1s ſupported by Experience, 
which ſhews that mad Dogs are more frequent 
in the Country, becauſe they meet there with 
more Carrion ; whereas in Towns where they 
are better fed, altho' the Number of thoſe, for 
Example, that are at Bordeaux ſurpaſſes that of 
the whole Province, this Diſtemper is more 
{ſcarce there, not to ſay unknown, unleſs it is 
introduced from the Country. 

The Syſtem which I here propoſe about 
the Cauſe of the Hydrophobia ſeems to me 
plain and natural; it is not built upon Suppo- 
ſition, for the Cauſe appears evidently even to 
the Eye of an old Man without the help of a 
Microſcope or Spectacles ; and I hope to add 
Proof upon Proof to evince the Truth here- 
of. Ar leaſt it has the Advantage of preſenting 


the Hydrophobia under an Aſpect ſuſceptible 
of Cure. | 
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CHAP. III. 
Of Analogical Reaſoning. 


A ALOGI CAL Reaſoning has been 
look'd upon in all Ages as a candid Means 
of diſcovering Truth: It is by this that Ana- 
tomy is arrived at the high Degree of Per- 
ſection it now is, and for its greateſt Diſcoveries 
we are beholden to comparative Anatomy, that 
is to ſay, to the Analogy of the Bodies of 
Brutes to that of a Man. 

The Conſequences that are drawn from Ana- 
logy are ſomuch the more conclufive as Nature 
is uniform in her Operations. A Proof of this we 
ſee in the Generation of Animals, in Digeſtion, 
Life, progreſſive Motion, and alſo in the Pro- 
duction of Diſtempers. Let us obſerve a few 
Particulars. 

What Variety ſoever we obſerve in the Ge- 
neration of Animals, Nature follows conſtant- 
ly in all the ſame Artifices, and makes uſe of 
the Means of Eggs, and tho' ſhe imploys ſe. 
veral Ways to hatch them, ſhe is neverthe- 
leſs always uniform in all her Variety in the 
Secret of their Production, that is to ſay, the 
Principle of Generation is always an Egg, ſo 


that it is now-a-days an Axiom univerſally re- 


ceived by all Philoſophers, omne animal ex obi. 

4e All Animals ariſe from Eggs.“ | 
The Variety which Nature employs to 
hatch the Eggs, is no Effect of a whimſical 
I | Fancy, 
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Fancy, ſhe has been forced to have Recourſe 
to it for very juſt Reaſons. 

In Birds it was neceſſary that their Eggs 
ſhould be laid in Neſts to be hatched there, 
that not only the Seed ſhould be lock'd up in 
their Shell, but alſo irs Nouriſhment during

co. | themſelves, fince Nature has taken Care they 
of © {hould be hatch'd only at a Seaſon when the 
e. Ground is covered with Corn. As to thoſe 
e. who have Neſts on Trees, like the Turtles, 


de Linnets, Black-birds, &c. or under the Roofs of 
de Houſes, as Pigeons, Swallows, Sc. Nature has 
ſo reduced their Brood to 2 or 4; for as they are 
e- obliged to feed their young till they can fly, 
„ ſhe has curtailed their Number to leſſen in 
Proportion the Trouble of feeding them; but 
to do loſe nothing of her Views to increaſe them, 
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ſhe makes them breed twice or three times a 
Year. | 

As Fiſhes were deſigned as well for the Nou- 
riſhment of Man, as of each other, their Ge- 
neration was to be multiplied ad infinitum 
conſequently it was impoſſible to charge the 
Mother with the Trouble of hatching a Million 
of Eggs, which ſhe ſpawns upon the Shoar, 
but it was neceſfary to commit the Care of 
them to the Heat of the Sun, the great Spring 
of Nature. 

Without this infinite Production the Sea 
would be drained of Fiſh ; it is ſurpriſing what 
a prodigious Quantity of them are catched 
upon our Coaſt, and the Art and Induſtry of 
our Fiſhermen who improve every Day, ſhews 
the Riches of the Sea. 

It would be needleſs to carry this phyſical 
Enquiry, rather curious than uſeful, any far- 
ther, and we have noneed of drawing any other 
Conſequences from it than this, that notwith- 
ſtanding all the different Means Nature imploys 
to hatch the Eggs, ſhe retains conſtantly her 
Uniformity in the ſecret and principal Myſtery of 
Generation, vig. the Means of Eggs. Omne 
animal ex ovo. . 

This Uniformity is continued in the Gene- 
ration of Plants, which are all produced from 
Grains, which Ariſtotle compares to Eggs. 
Naiou's Experiment doth not at all weaken 
this Truth, he found that Earth taken out of 
a Welland put on the top of a Houſe pro- 
duces Plants there. This Phænomenon pro- 
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ceeds from hence, that there are ſeveral Seeds 
furniſhed with kinds of Fathers, which are not 
only carried about by the Wind, but are alſo 
attracted by the Ground where they ate totake 
Root, and it is not ſurpriſing that the Wind 
ſhould carry ſome Seeds upon the tops of 
Houſes. 

The progreſſive Motion of Animals, fo dif- 


ferent in Man, in Quadrupeds and creeping 


Inſects, the flying of Birds, and the ſwimming 
of Fiſhes bear Witneſs of the Uniformity of 
Nature. Examine the Organs which execute 
them, and you'll find that it is through the 
Means of Articulation and Muſcles, and this in- 
finite Diverſity acknowledges {till for Principle 
the ſame Induſtry of Nature. 

The Digeſtion of Aliments is alſo uniform, 
be it either explained by Fermentation or Tri- 
turation. This laſt manner anſwers beſt to 
that Simplicity which Nature affects every 
where. 

If we conſider with Attention, and without 
Prejudice the Organs of Digeſtion in ſeveral 
forts of Animals, it is not to be queſtioned but 
this important Function, ſo much conteſted, is 
the Effect of Trituration. 

In certain Birds, for Example, it is beyond 
Diſpute that the Digeſtion 1s performed by 
this Means ; that powerful hollow Muſcle 
which Ariflotle calls the Mill, capable 
of a Spring and a powerful Contraction, 
bruiſes the Grains which the Eirds ſwallow 
whole by the Aſſiſtance of the Pebbles which 
. P 4 are 
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are found in its Cavity; this Fact no one de- 
nies. Digeſtion therefore is not performed in 
them by the help of a Leaven, it is by bruiſing 
the Aliments between theſe Pebbles. 

In Animals which chew the Cud you find 
a Diſpoſition of Organs proper for Trituration, 
and Teeth formed in a Manner proper for 
cutting the Greens they are to feed upon. 
Four Stomachs, of which the firſt throws the 
Nouriſhment bit by bit back again into the 
Mouth, to be chop'd and bruiſed at Pleaſure, 
whilſt the Animal takes its reſt, or even is at 
Work. The ſecond Stomach is full of Cells 
and Plates, into which the Nouriſhment paſſes 
through a Canal hollowed like a Gutter, with- 
out coming back into the firſt. The Third 
Stomach is furniſhed with Plates full of lictle 
Tuberofites reſembling the Riſings of a Grate; 
theſe Plates are diſpoſed in ſuch a Manner, 
that they fit one againſt the other, and that 
the Cavity of this Stomach is quite covered 
with them, ſo that nothing can paſs through 
this Bowel without undergoing the Preſſure of 
theſe Plates and being expoſed to the Frictions 
of theſe Tuberoſities, like unto Grates, which 
the Contraction of this Bowel, and the Move- 
ments from Reſpiration put in Play. 

Laſtly, The Chyle pretty well prepared paſſes 
from this Stomach into the Fourth, where by 
the help of a new Trituration it is brought to 
the laſt Perfection. 

Who can imagine that Nature ſimple in her 
ſelf and in her Works, ſhould have put herſelf 

[0 
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to an Expence in vain, in forming ſo man 
Stomachs in Animals chewing the Cud ; if by 
the help of a digeſtive Leaven, in what Man- 
ner however it may be ſuppoſed, ſhe could 
have arrived at converting their Aliments into 
Chyle by a prompt Diſſolution. 
In Man we find no Pebbles as in Birds, nor 
4 Stomachs as in Animals chewing the Cud 
but a Hand and Ingenuity. That Hand which } 
Galen cannot admire ſufficiently, diſtinguiſh- or 
ing Man from other Animals, and which, aſ- 1 
ſiſted by Reaſon, renders him capable of great 
Works and Exploits. That Hand which the 1 
ſame Author calls O7ganum organorum, inſtru- T4 
mentum inſtrumentorum, * the Organ of Or- 
“ gans, the Tool of Tools,” is equivalent to _ 
all; by the help of the Hand he builds Mills 1 
to grind the Corn, upon which Man according Tae 
to Gaſſendi ſhould live chiefly; he ſifts the 
Meal, makes a Paſte of it, kneads it, ferments 
and bakes ir, to make Bread of ir; this prin- 
cipal Nouriſhment of almoſt all Mankind, which 
3 wants nothing to become Chyle but to be mix- 
cd with Liquids, fifred and reſifted in the Sto- 
| mach by the alternative Contraction of the 
Muſcles of the lower Belly, and of the Dia- 
* phragm, is kneaded by the Liver, Melt, the 
Cells of the Colon, the Pancreas, which like 
= fo many Fiſts preſs continually upon the Sto- 
> mach and the Aliments contained therein, and 
convert it into a white Liquid, called Chyle. 
After it has paſſed into the ſmall Inteſtines, 
* 3 by the Help of the membranous Circles 
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which we ſee there, like the Rings in the per- 
ſpective Glaſſes, its Deſcent is not only retarded, 
runn ing in a Manner of ſpeaking from one Story 
to another; but theſe membranous Plates, 
which I compare to the Leaves of the third 
Stomach of Animals chewing the Cud, coming 
clofe to one another when the Inteſtines con- 
tract longwiſe, by the Aſſiſtance of its lon- 
gitudinal Fibres, preſs and bruiſe the Chyle, 
render it more fluid, and alſo promote its en- 
tring into the Orifices of the lacteal Veins. 
The Idea of Trituration has always appear- 
ed to me the moſt ſimple and natural to ex- 
plain Digeſtion, from the time it has been ex- 
plained in the Writings of the Learned Dr. 
Heguet. If you are deſirous of ſeeing a ſimple 
Experiment, put ſome pounded Bread and Water 
into a Bladder, work it by preſſing it with your 
Hands four Hours, and you'll find it reduc'd into 
a white Cream like Chyle. All the Experiments 
which Yareyen has try'd to imitate Digeſtion, 
have not been able to produce any thing that 
reſembled Chyle like this; and this cele- 
brated Anatomiſt almoſt out of Humour with 
Fermentation inclines to the Doctrine of Tri- 
turation, |

« But in what Manner the Aliments are di- 
geſted in the Stomach, and converted into 
* Chyle, is not yet ſufficiently eſtabliſhed by 
* Reaſon or Experience.. And as after 
having confidered the Reaſons on both Sides 
„ I was yet doubtful, I had Recourſe to Ex- 
ce periments as the beſt Teachers, defirous of 
« Learning from them, whether any Liquors 
e digeſted according to Art with ſome Aliments 
* would produce any thing like Chilification. I 
« therefore took Bread with a little Butter, and 
« ſome chewed Apple of a ſubacid Taſte, ad- 
« ding to it a ſmall Quantity of Beer accord- 
ing to the Cuſtom of this Country, which 
* Compoſition I judged very proper for Di- 
« geſtion. This Mixture, according to the ſe- 
* veral Sorts, I put into different Bladders, with 
one of which I mixed ſome Drops of Oil of Vi- 
<« triol, with another ſome Spirit of Salt, with 
„the Third Spirit of Nitre, and with others 
*« ſome- other Liquor, or more than one. And 
one Part I left pure and not mix'd with any 
« other. | 

« Theſe Bladders ty'd up with different 
„Threads for Diſtinction ſake, I put into 
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warm Water, and kept them there for about 8 
Hours in ſuch a Degree of Hear, as I thought 
coming neareſt to that of our Stomachs. 
But when the Operation was over, I got no 
other Recompence for my Labour, but that 
I ſaw I had not yet diſcovered by this Method 
the way Nature uſed ro diſſolve the Ali- 
ments; for as in a ſound Stomach theſe 
Victuals would without doubt in leſs time 
have been perfectly turned into Chyle, 1 
found they had hardly ſuffered any conſi- 
derable Alteration. . .. | 

« Beſides it is probable that the Aliments 
are alſo ſomewhat broke in the Stomach, and 
rubbed ſmall by its Sides through the peri- 
ſtaltic Motion and Agitation of the adjacent 
Parts continually preſſing upon it. And it 
is not material that this Impulſe is not fo 
very ſtrong, nor the Sides of the Stomach 
hard and cutting, fince alſo the Body to 
be rubbed is not very ſolid, and as it re- 
mains long in the Stomach its Sides are fre- 
quently impelled upon the ſame Particles, in 
like Manner as we fee very hard Grains 
reduced to Powder in an Inſtant by the 
hard and ſharp Mill-ſtone; ſo we may alſo 
ſuſpect that the ſoft, and by Maſtication 
and artificial Preparation already triturated 
Food, is ſtill more bruiſed by length of time 
by the ſaid impelling Force; for as the Pro- 
verb ſays,

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The dropping of Water makes a Hole in 
the Stone not by its Force but by falling

The Cooks do in reſpect to Fleſh Meat 
what the Baker doth with regard to Bread, 
they make it ſoft, prepare and work it, make 
Broth, and Jelly Broth with it, which want 
nothing but to paſs into the Blood to be there 
beaten by the Contraction of the Heart and 
Arteries; it is even not abſolutely neceſſary 
that they ſhould paſs into the Stomach. 

For I have nouriſh'd 17 Days a Patient with 
Broth Clyſters, without his taking any thing at 
the Mouth. I quote for ocular Witneſſes of 
this Experiment Mr. Cazaux, the Father, who 
attended the Patient with Mr. Manade. I have 
likewiſe kepr alive with Succeſs a young Lady 


of great Merit, and related to ſeveral of the 


Officers of Parliament, 
with broth Clyſters, witneſs Mr. Dutan an 
Apothecary : I was obliged to fall into this 
Method to ſtop a violent Vomiting, which 
every thing aggravated, and which became 
at laſt bloody, attended with Convulſions: Wa- 
ter, Ptiſan, Broth, Laudanum, Syrup of Pop- 
pies, became all emetick. You will ſee theſe 
Obſervations in his Treatiſe de Medicina Burde- 
galenſium. 


The Hypotheſis about Trituration will meet

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culation of the Blood: How many Diſſertations 
were publiſhed againſt Harvey when it appear- 
ed? How many Theſes againſt the Circulators? 
The French Comedian has one of them in his 
malade imaginaire ; nevertheleſs, Truth gets the 
upperhand, all the Univerſities in the World 
have at preſent adopted it. Ni fundantur 
in natura creſcunt, que in opimone confunduntur. 
“Things that are founded in Nature grow, 
« but when built upon Opinion they are over- 
« thrown.” 

A Modern Author compares the Ideas 
grounded upon Speculation, to thoſe impetuous 
Winds which grow weaker in Proportion to 
the Diſtance they go from the Place where 
they took their Origin; and the Ideas founded 
upon Nature to thoſe Rivers which grow Big- 
ger the farther they run from their Source. 
Eo majores volvunt undas, eo amplioribus feruntur, 
alvus quo longius ab origine receſſerit. Bagl. 
prax. med. 

And laſtly, we fee Nature is uniform in re- 
gard to the Life of Animals and Plants; it is 
ſlupported by a continual Circulation of Blood 


in thoſe, and of Sap in theſe. Reſpiration 18 


found every where, even in Fiſhes, tho' in a 
different manner. 

The Law of Uniformity which Nature has 
aſſumed in her natural Operations is extended 
and continued to the Production of Diſeaſes. 
Et profecto haud minus ſe natura adſtringit in 
morbis tum producendis tum maturandis, quam 
in plantis f ve etiam animalibus. Syd. in pre- 
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fat.“ Nature is as methodical in producing 
and ripening of Diſeaſes, as of Plants and Ani- 
«© mals. | 

What variety ſoever, for example, we may 
obſerve in intermittent Fevers, as Quartans, 
double and triple Quartans, Tertians, and dou- 
ble Tertians, Quotidians, and other Diſorders 
which depend from that Cauſe in Diſguiſe, of 
which Morton has compoſed a Chapter, inti- 
tled, De Protei formi febris intermittentis gento, 
Notwithſtanding theſe different Marks, it is 
ſtill che ſame Cauſe that produces them, and 
which differs in all theſe Sorts only as the 
greater and leſs, accordingly the Bark cures all 
thoſe Diſorders. 

How great is the variety which we obſerve 
in hyſteric Convulſions, commonly called Va- 
pours? Sed nec ſpectabilior eſt bujus morbi fre- 
quentia quam varietas illa multiformis qua ſe 
prodit, quam nec Proteus luſit unquam. Syden. 
Neveriheleſs, it is the ſame Cauſe which ftur- 
niſnhes the ſame Indication, and which requires 
the ſame Remedies. | 

After ſo many Examples of the Uniformity 
of Nature, who can doubt bur all contagious 
Diſtempers depend upon the ſame Cauſe and 
Principle, Regs £708 an Allowance for the De- 
grees of greater and leſſer. Doth it not ap- 
pear evident that Nature imploys the ſame 
Artifice to communicate the Infection in all 
Diſtempers under this Character? 

If we allow that in one ſingle contagious 
Diſtemper the Infection ariſes from Worms, it

amounts to near a Proof that all others do fo 
too, and conſequently the Hydrophobia, which 
is none of the meaneſt upon the Catalogue of 
contagious Diſeaſes. 

Now I advance as an indiſputable Fact, that 
there are contagious Diſeaſes which proceed 
from Inſects that are cofiveyed from one Body 
to the other; for Example, the itching occa- 
fioned by Crab-Lice, the cutaneous Worms, 
the Itch, and Ulcers in which you may ſee 
little Worms ſwarm, as has been atteſted by 
Surgeons of Credit and Reputation. 

The Venereal Diſeaſe is propagated by 
Worms, which in Conjunction paſs from one 
Body to another, We may read a Proof of 
it in Holy Scripture, which appears exact and 
formal. . . . © He that cohabits with proſtitut- 
« ed Women will be Shameleſs; Rottenneſs 
« and Worms will ſeize his Body like an In- 
« heritance ; he will be a great Example of 


“ Reproach, and his Soul will be eraſed from 
© the Book of the Living, Eccleſ.” 


But without conſtraining the Imagination 
in Matters of Philoſophy by ſcriptural Autho- 
rity ; I think I have proved from natural Con- 
ſequences, in the Treaty on the Venereal Diſ- 
eaſe, that all contagious Diſtempers, as the 
Itch, Tetter, King's Evil, Plague, Pox, Scur- 
vy, Hydrophobia, &c. are occaſioned by Worms 
of different Sorts. | | 

I ſhall quit here the analogical Reaſoning, 
to take it up again, when I ſhall propoſe 


the Remedy to prevent and cure the Hydro-

Of the good and bad ſucceſs of the Remedies pro- 
poſed to cure the Hydrophobia. 


HE Indication taken from the Juvantia 
and Lædentia, what helps and burts; that 
is, the Attention given to the good and bad 
Effects of Remedies, is a ſure Means of ar- 
riving at the Knowledge of the Nature of the 
Diſeaſe and its Cauſes, and you draw as juſt 
Conſequences from the Effects of Remedies, as 
falſe Indications from ſpeculative Hypotheſes, 
which often are the Effect of Imagination 
heated with compoſing them. | 
To eſtabliſh this important practical Maxim 
Sydenham propoſes himſelf as a Model": © For 
« Example, ſays he, I don't make uſe of Steel 
e and other Remedies, ſtrengthning the Blood 
and Animal Spirits in hyſterical Diſorders, 
« and abſtain from Purgatives and other Eva- 
« cuations; becauſe I imagine that in the firſt 
« Place, the Evil comes from Weakneſs and 
« Lowneſs of both, but having always obſerv- 
« ed that Purging increaſed the Diſorder, and 
« that Medicines oppoſite to them cured it, I 
« have founded my Hypotheſis upon this Suc- 
« ceſs. It is in a manner of Speaking a Phi- 
« loſopher explaining the Operations of an 
« Empyrick. But if I had begun to forge my 
« Hypotheſis, and had pretended to deduce 
« from thence the Indications for the Reme- . 
e dies, I ſhould have been like thoſe who in 
« building a Houſe, begin with making An 
| 7 I$.0P 
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© Top before the Foundation is laid, or to 
ce thoſe who, as the Proverb ſays, build Caſtles 
c in the Air.” 

Let us begin the Examination of the Reme- 


dies for the Hydrophobia with the Bathing in 


the Sea, which is authoriſed by public Confi- 
dence, and by the unanimous Conſent of all 
Nations. | 

This has not ſucceeded, as has been ſaid, in 


this public Calamity, among ſo many unhappy 


Perſons of both Sexes, which have died here 
within 6 or 7 Months; not one of them had 
failed making uſe of it. 

It is not only this Year that it has been 
unſucceſsful, my Uncle Daubargnan at St. Se- 
ver, died of the Hydrophobia. Dufourc, my 
Fellow-Student at Pau, died alſo of it, they 
both had been to dip in the Sea, and had fer 
out the next Day after they were bit. I could 
ſwell this Diſſertation with a great number of 
other unhappy Creatures.to whom Bathing in 
the Sea availed nothing. 

I have ſeen the Ceremony of it. They ſet 
the Patient upon his Knees in his Shirt upon 
the Sea-Shore; when the Wave comes too 
ſtrong, Men duck his Head and his whole 
Body under Water; this is repeated to ꝙ times. 
He afterwards is dried and cloathed, and thinks 
himſelf ſecure. | 

We may eaſily account from our propoſed 


Syſtem for the Inſufficiency of this Bath, to 


preſerve People from the Hydrophobia. Al- 
tho' Sea Salt put upon Fleſh preſerves it from 


Q, 2 Worms, 
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Worms, it cannot be imagined that a Bath 
uſed only for 5 or 6 Minutes, ſhould penetrate 
into the Blood, and there deſtroy thoſe Worms, 
which have already multiplied and fluctuate in 
its Serum. 

The Sea Water hardens the Fibres of the 
Skin, and conſequently cloſes the Orifice of the 
abſorbent Pores, by which the Sea Salt might pe- 
netrate and enter, which therefore becomes uſeleſs. 

The Diet upon Bread and Water during 40 
Days, Scarification upon the Place bit, Appli- 
cation of a hot Iron, Bandage upon the Eyes 
for 9 Days, Powder of Crabs Claws, calcined 
Oyſter Shells, Decoction of Daizy Root, white 
Roſe Roots, particular Pancakes, and other 
Remedies cried up as Family Secrets, ſeem to 
be mere Trifles, and to owe their Reputation 
to this, that the Animal which had given the 
Bite was not mad, or if it was, the Bite was 
in a Place that had been covered, the Cloaths 
having imbibed the Poiſon ſwimming in 
the Saliva; or, laſtly, it has ſo happened 
that it has not mixt with the Blood at the 
Opening which the mad Creature had made 
with its Teeth.

833. 66% 32. relates ſome miraculous Cures by 
the Interceſſion of Saints. Divi Bellini Ten- 
plum miraculorum frequentia celeberrimum et 
affluxu etiam hominum notiſſimum, taken from 
Czlius Rodiginus, L. 17.

God forbid I ſhould pretend to depreciate 
the Confidence People have for the Interceſſion 
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of Saints, and the Efficacy of Prayer. I know 
nothing can reſiſt its Force. Petite et accipietis. 
„ Aſk and it ſhall be granted you.” But be 
1t either that our Prayers are not accompanied 
with the Conditions requiſite &, or that God 
doth not care to invert the Order of Nature, 
by granting daily new Miracles to thoſe who 
aſk them; I have often ſeen the Devotion of 
Bruges fail; and Chonel in his Oeconomical 
Dictionary ſays, he ſaw a Perſon who was 
grown mad at Vaugirard, altho' one of the 
Deſcendants of St. Hubert had touched him . 

God deſires that we ſhould pray, bur alſo he 
wills that we ſhould make uſe of the proper 
Remedies which he has given us; it would be 
deſpiſing the great Preſents he made to our 
Forefathers, if we did not imploy them.

We don't obtain, becauſe we don't pray as we ought. 24, 
Reaſon, Tom.

1 Five Years ago there was in this Country a Sharper, Ti- 
tular Chevalier of St. Hubert, who pretended to be poſſeſſed of a 
Relick of the Saint of that Name. His Valet de Chambre ſold 
a Piece of Horn, which he ſaid was a Specific for the Bite of 
mad Creatures. This Impoſture had cheated the Inhabitants of 
ſeveral Towns, by means of a certain number of Rabble in hi 
Pay, who counterfeited Lameneſs, and whom he ſent to the 
Places where he deſigned to make uſe, of his Relick. He durſt 
not come to Beurdtaux altho? he was impartuned to do it, fear- 
ing the Penetration of the late Lord Argen/on, then Archbiſhop, 
and the clear Sightedneſs of our Magiſtrates.

Prayers may procure a Bleſſing to the Reme- 
dies, and a happy Effect. 

Altho' the Cure of Tob:as's Blindneſs was mi- 
raculous, nevertheleſs it ſeems God was willing 
that Nature ſhould have ſome Share in it. The 
Angel orders the Son to take the Gall of a cer- 
tain Fiſh, to anoint his Father's Eyes and he was 
cured, This Remedy has ſince continued a- 
mong the Medicines, and we make ule of the 
Gall of Fiſhes or Animals to remove Specks 
in the Eye. 

Among the many Medicines which Authors 
have propoſed to prevent or cure the Hydro- 
phobia, Palmarius's Powder bears the Bell, 
and has been received by the Authors who 
have wrote after him, as Sennertus, Charras, 
L' Emeri, Etmuller, &c. 

This Powder is compoſed of Plants which 
are daily preſcribed to kill Worms; as 
Wormwood, little Centaury, Mint, Sage, Rue, 


Vervain, ec. it appears then that the whole 


Virtue of this Powder conſiſts in killing the 
Worms of which we have ſpoke, or in hin- 


dring them from propagating. Here is the 


Deſcription of this Powder, which I thought 
proper to inſert at length with the Paſſage from 
Palmarius. I ſhould have wrong'd his Latin 
by tranſlating it; he had been a Diſciple of

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«© The Antients have mentioned in their 
Writings many Remedies to prevent the Hy- 
drophobia, but to cure it they are of little 
Service as many have atteſted, and by long 
Practice they have been found uſeleſs: for 
Dioſcorides alſo witneſſeth that he never ſaw 
one cured who had it; and Celſus mentions 
in his Writings that there is little Hopes 
for thoſe who have the Hydrophobia ; and 
at this time, when the common People 
think they cannot be cured they put an End 
to the Diſtemper and Life at once by ſmo- 
thering them. A fad and cruel Sight; but 
the Things mentioned by the Antients by 
way of Preſervative, have been found inſuf- 
ficient in many. . However, by the In- 
duſtry of Poſterity, a certain and infallible 
Alexipharmic has been found out; which 
not only prevents the Hydrophobia, but 
alſo cures it, provided the Wound has not 


been made in the Head above the Mouth, 


or waſh'd with Water, otherwiſe there is 
but ſmall Hopes, which I admire the An- 


' tients ſhould not have obſerved. We are to 


ſer down our Alexipharmic, which alone 


without any Cathartics, without looking after 


the Wound, or taken at any time after the 
Bite proves a certain and ſure Remedy, ſo 
that 1 never ſaw any Creature uſe it which 
did not eſcape the Conſequences of this hor- 
rid Diſtemper, what Diet ſoever they fol- 
lowed. Take of the Leaves of Rue, Ver- 
vain, Sage of Virtue, Plantain, Polipody, com-

* John's Wort, leſſer Centaury, equal Parts 
Mix them, and reduce them to x

Experiments upon the Hydrophobia, 


LTH O' this Chapter is only a Continu- 
ation of the foregoing, I judged proper to 
diſtinguiſh it, to ſet in a clearer Light the Re- 
medy which I am to propoſe to prevent and 
cure the Hydrophobia. 

The Science of Phyſic owes her Birth to 
Experience. Artem Experientia fecit Exempb 
monſtrante viam. Experience has made the 
« Art, Example ſhewing the Way.“ She is 
allo beholden to it for her Advancement, and 
above all for the Knowledge ſhe has of Me— 
dicines. 

It was not the Philoſophy of the American; 
their Speculations upon Nature, and the Frame 
of the human Body that made them diſcover 
the Virtues of the Bark to cure intermittent 
Fevers, but it was Experience. This is to this 
very Day the ſureſt Compaſs which rules and 


ought to rule the Ideas of Phyſick. 


The Remedy which I have tried with con- 
ſtant Succeſs, and which I propoſe to prevent 
and cure the Hydrophobia is the Veapolitan 
Ointment, made of one third part of Mercury, 
5 5 | revived 


1 


* 
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revived from Cinnabar, one third part of hu- 
man Far, and as much of Hog's Lard. 

This Ointment ſhould be rubb'd upon the 
Wound, and round about one or two Drams 
at a time by Intervals, or ſucceſſively as may 
be ſeen more at large from the Obſervations at 
the End of this Diſſertation. 

I think I am the firſt who made this Trial, 
and have no Reaſon to repent it, ſince all 


thoſe who have followed this Proceſs have. 


been preſerved from the Hydrophobia. 

I am not ignorant that Hippocrates takes no- 
tice that Trials are dangerous. Experimentum 
periculoſum; but in his Book de Arte he alſo 
admoniſhes us to look out for what has not 
been diſcovered, and to bring to Perfection the 
Labours of our Predeceſſors. Eorum aliquid, 

ue nondum inventa ſunt iuvenire, imperfecta 
ad finem deducere, id mibi widetur. illius eſſe 
munus, qui intelligens exiſtimari expetit. 

He only condemns blind and rath Experi- 
ence in this Aphoriſm, but approves at the 
ſame time in his Book de vetere Medicina Trials 
made under the Conduct of Reaſon ; and that 
we ſhould make uſe of Inferences drawn from 
Diſcoveries already made to find out what re- 
mains undiſcovered. In medicina via inventa 
eſt, reliqua invenientur, ſi quis probe compara- 


tus ex inventorum cognitione ad ipforum inveſti- 


gationem feratur. _ 

I have endeavoured to conform myſelf to 
this Precept, and here follow the Reaſons 
which induced me to make this Eſſay. 
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1/7, If the Cauſe of the Rabies conſiſts in 

Inſects, as I have ſaid above, who doubts that 
Mercury, which is the grand Deſtroyer of 

Worms, the Poiſon of all Vermin, is not a 
fovereign Remedy in the Hydrophobia ? 

2dly, If Palmariuss Powder compoſed of 
vermifuge Plants, is ſo great a Specific, both 
to prevent and to cure the Rabies, what ought 
we not to expect from Mercury which has a 
Virtue of deſtroying Vermin far ſuperior to 
theſe Plants ? 

3dly, But ſuppoſing the Cauſe of the Rabies 
doth not conſiſt in Worms, and that the be- 
fore quoted Authors have impoſed upon us, at 
leaſt it is without Diſpute a contagious Diſtem- 
per, and on account of the Uniformity of Na- 
ture of which we have ſpoke above, depends 
on the ſame Cauſe as the other contagious 
Diſtempers, and Nature imploys the ſame 
Means and Artifice (whatever that be) to com- 
municate the Infection in all Diſtempers of that 
Character, more or leſs. 

If then we have a Remedy which cures ſe- 
veral contagious Diſtempers, a ſpecific, ſove- 
reign and infallible Remedy, we may boldly 
employ it for the Hydrophobia. | 

Now who will diſpute that Mercury is not 
a ſovereign Remedy for Crab-Lice, the Itch, 
Ulcers, Tetters, the King's Evil, the Venereal 
Diſeaſe, cutaneous Worms, GS. We may 
therefore conclude from a Parity of Reaſoning, 
that ir may be uſed for the Rabies, and it can- 

not 
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not be called Singularity or Raſhneſs to adviſe 
the Uſe of Mercury to prevent or cure it. 
4thly, When the Bark was brought into 
Europe, it was only uſed for quartan Fevers, as 
Sydenham ſays, Pro febribus quartanis primo cæ- 
pit inclareſcere. Analogical reaſoning has in- 
duced Phyſicians to make uſe of it in other 
intermittent Feyers, and it has ſucceeded; in 
continual Fevers at the time of Remiſlion, it 
is allo given with Succeſs, in Diſorders free 
from Fever, returning periodically, and which 
are accompanied with red Urine, and a Sedi- 
ment of the like Colour, it is alſo ſucceſsful. 


Sydenham has alſo made uſe of it for Diſorders 


of the Stomach, and for the Vapours. Sed et 
in pluribus etiam Uteri et Ventriculi aſtectibus 


proficuus deprehenditur *, May we not allo ex- 


pet that a Remedy which all the World al- 
lows to be a ſovereign Medicine in ſeveral con- 
tagious Diſtempers, ſhall conquer likewiſe the 
Hydrophobia, which is none of the leaſt de- 
grees of Infection? | 

5thly, If we take Mercury itſelf for an Ex- 
ample, we ſhall find a Reaſon which will in- 
cite us to adopt it as an excellent Remedy for 
the Rabies, When the Venereal Diſorder came 
firſt to be known by the Name it bears now 
a-days, Mercury was not made uſe of as may 


It were to be wiſhed that the Bark had not been employed 
with a view of its miraculous Operations, in inflammatory, ſlow, 
and ſymptomatic Fevers.

When it came to be known, that Mercury 
cured the Itch, Ulcers, and many contagious 
Diſorders, it was alſo employed in the Pox,

Succeſs in the Rabies? 

6:hly, The Sterility of the Materia Medica 
for the Hydrophobia, is a Reaſon why Mer. 
cury ought to take place, as an excellent Re- 
medy for it; altho' it never had been made 
uſe of 'till this preſent time (at leaſt I never 
read it, nor ever heard it mentioned :) What 
is more natural than to oppoſe ſo great a Re- 
medy to ſo great a Diſeaſe? * Should this 
Hercules fit to ſubdue ſo many Evils, and like 
thoſe Work-Tools which are employed in al- 
moſt all Arts, loſe its Credit and Repuration 
in the Hydrophobia only? The great and 
laſting Effects which it produces in ſo many 
other contagious Diſtempers, eſpecially diſguiſ- 
ed or confirmed Poxes, are a certain Earneſt 
of what it promiſes in the Rabies. 

7thly, Laſtly, The Remedy I ptopoſe is not 
unknown, or lately brought from India, it 
is a ſovereign and efficacious Antidote, of

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Night and Day. I have obſerved that their 
Apprehenſion increaſes as they come nearer the 
fortieth Day, like thoſe Lawyers who never 
fear the Event of their Cauſe but in Propor- 
tion as they draw near the Day of Sentence. 
Secondly, Immediately after his return TI 
make him take Palmariuss Powder, to which 
I have added the Corallina an excellent An- 
thelmintic. We ſhould be guilty of Ingrati- 
tude to our Predeceſſors in Phyſic if we neg- 
lected thoſe Remedies which they have tranſ- 
mitted to Poſterity. And if the Notions which 
I propoſe are juſt and true, we are much 
obliged to the Antients for them, fince they are 
only Conſequences drawn from their Obſerya- 
tions, and the Succeſs of their Medicines; and 
this which I propoſe has occurr'd to me from 
the Analogy of their Precepts and Doctrine. 
I therefore order one Dram of Palmarins's 


Powder in white Wine every Morning, and 


Perſons of the fair Sex who cannot bear Wine, 
take it in a Draught of warm Water. 
In this Method I continue 30 Days with 


thoſe who have been bit in an uncovered 


Place, or have received ſome conſiderable 
Wound by the Bite; but to thoſe who have 
been bit in a Place that was covered, and had 
only a few Holes made with the Teeth, I give 
the Powder only 20 Days: it has been obſerv- 
ed above for what reaſon they are not in ſo 
great Danger. | | | 
Thirdly, From the firſt Day of uſing the 
Powder, I make them adminiſter a Friction 
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of one or two Drams of the Ointment upon 
the Wound and neighbouring Part, and ſpread 
the Ointment all over the Part that was wound- 


ed. 


The Friction is repeated every other Day in 


the beginning, and after the third time every 
third Day, after the 6thevery fourth, till two 
or three Ounces of Ointment have been uſed ; 
the Quantity of which ought to be proportion- 
ed to the Strength, Age, Temperament, Sex, 
the Bite, Sc. | 

But when the Patient comes to me ſeveral 
Days after the Bite, for fear of Accident and 
to prevent the Rabies, I order him to make the 
Frictions every Day to four or five times, and 
increaſe the Doſe of the Powder ; afterwards 
I leave a Day or two between, to avoid a Sa- 
livation which might enſue from the daily Uſe 


of the Oinment, altho' but a particular Fric- 
tion. 


I have often thought that if the Mercury 
ſhould occaſion ſome {light Ptyaliſm in this 


Caſe, it could not but produce a good Effect; 


for the Poiſon of the Rabies ſticks to the Saliva, 
as above, and as Mercury naturally tends to- 
wards the Mouth, as daily Experience evinces, 
is it to be doubted that the Sovereign Antidote 
of ſo many contagious Poiſons ſhould not de- 
ſtroy alſo that of the Hydrophobia, which it 
runs as it were, like a Ferret, to attack in its 
Retrenchment ? - 
Fourthly, I let the Patient apply all thoſe 
trifling Remedies he is adviſed to, as wearing 
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of Amulets about his Neck, &c. provided they 
don't weaken or deſtroy the Virtue of my 
Powder and Ointment; I infinitely approve De- 
votions and Vows, and am of Opinion, that his 
Prayers, thoſe of his Friends, and of devour 
and pious Perſons procure a happy Succeſs to 
the Remedies; theſe Means ſetve at leaſt to 
quiet the Patient's Mind, who ftands in great 
Need of it. 19 5 
_  Fifthly, 1 let him keep to his uſual Meals, 
forbidding him all Exceſſes; for Experience 
proves that they increaſe all the other conta- 
gious Diſtempers. I let him drink Wine with 
Moderation, which has a Virtue of making 
People bold, and in this preſent Caſe it di- 
miniſhes at leaſt that terrible Fear, which tor- 
ments them Night and Day. I take Care that 
they be not left alone, and deſire their Rela- 


tions and Friends to keep them Company, 


forbidding them to mention Madneſs to 
them, or mad Creatures: I have even adviſed 
ſome to the Concert in this Town, and they 
have owned to me that Muſick ſuſpended, 
at leaſt as long as it laſted, their Horror and 
Sadneſs. (We ſhall explain the Effects of 
it in the Diſſertation upon Conſumptions.) But 
you may read a more circumſtantial Account 


of this Method in the following Obſerva- 
tions.

on the Road and ſet upon the Dogs ſtrong or 


weak, with a Superiority of Courage and 


Strength, which pleaſed the Lady, who 
thought ſhe had been lucky in finding a good 


Houſe Dog. Her Cow-herd came down to 


catch him, preſenting him a piece of Meat 
he had left of his Breakfaſt ; the Dog refuſes 
it, but bites him in the Hand: he then judg'd 
him to be mad, told his Lady of it, and want- 
ed to kill him. She who among many other 
fine Qualifications is of a humane Diſpoſition, 
oppoſed the Cow herd's Cruelty, and ordered 


him to let him follow her. The Dog was 
hardly come into the Houſe but he bir one of 


her Children, and at that Inſtant herſelf alſo 
in the Hand above the little Finger, and held 
ſo faſt, that notwithſtanding ſhe endeavoured 


to get looſe her Hand, lifting the Dog up from 
the Ground, and ſhaking him with all her 
might, and altho'-they ftruck him with great 

Sticks, he did not quit his Hold till the whole 
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Part he had ſeized was tore with his Teeth, 
which made a conſiderable Wound in her 
Hand. 

They found too late that the Dog was mad, 

and then he was killed. 
The Lady went to the Sea, altho' the Wea- 
ther was pretty cold, after ſhe had bathed ſhe 
eat the Pancake, in which they had put cal- 
cined Oyſter-ſhells (a); but her Mind was not 
eaſy, terrified by the fatal and frequent Exam- 
ples which were before her Eyes in her Coun- 
try, ſhe affects Solitude, her Sleep is interrupt. 
. ed by terrible Dreams, and her Mind is filled 
with unuſual Ideas; and her Fear went ſo 
far, as to think herſelf upon the Brink of 
Madneh : - the often aſked for Water, to try 
whether ſhe had any Abhorrence for it. 

I was ſent for to viſit her at Meudoc; altho 
it was ſeveral Days after ſhe had been bit, the 
Wound was not cicatriſed, but appeared of a 
livid Colour. i 

began with chearing up her Mind as much 

as poſſible, I repreſented to her the Infallibi- 
lity of my Method, the Certainty of my Ex- 
eriments, and that they never had been fol- 
1 by any bad Conſequences: Cæteraque bu- 
juſinoai quibus ulcerate mentes ad ſanitaten 
 revecantur, © And ſuch like which reſtore the 
« wounded Mind to Health.” 

Altho' a Phyſician ought to be prudent in 

his Diſcourſes and Promiſes, and tho' People

Juvat, ** Thoſe who are hurt by Credulity, 


are allo to be help'd by it:“ 

The Roman Hippocrates exhorts Phyſicians to 
diſplay their Eloquence to raiſe the Patient's 
Courage; he even allows us to feign and ex- 
aggerate the Virtues of Medicines.

« quent and has an Art of perſuading, adds fo 


« great a Power to his Medicines by his Flu- 


«© ency of Speech, and raiſes ſo great a Faith 
« in the Patient of his Underſtanding, that 
* ſometimes with the meaneſt Medicines he 
« may perform great Cures, which more 
Learned Phyſicians, who are languid and 
faint in their Expreſſions, could not effect 
with the nobleſt Medicines,” 
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I made her take Palmarius's Powder, and 


rub the Wound and the Hand every Day with 
half a Dram of Ointment. I perſuaded her 


to go Abroad, to ſee Company at Home and 
elſewhere, and to go to the Concert in this 


City; by this Means ſhe is perfectly recover- 
ed of her Fright, ſecured from the Diſtemper, 
and enjoys a good State of Health. 


It muſt nevertheleſs be obſerved, that after 
her Term was expired, ſhe was fatigued with 
Head-ach and Vapours, which. I attributed to 
the great Conſternation ſhe had been under.

are the common Cauſes of Vapours; I cured 
her with Steel Medicines in a few Days. 


RE MARK I. 


LTH O' ſhe went to the Sea in cold 

Weather, and bathed in it, ſhe got no 
2, it is oblereable that the Sea-Water i is ne- 
ver ſo. cold as freſh Water. I have been told 
by Sailors that they ſhould not be able to han- 
dle the Rigging in Winter if that Water was 
as cold as our River Water. I have alſo ob- 


ſerved that agitated at Night by Oars it be- 


comes luminous like Phoſphorus. I was upon 
the Sea Coaſt the gth of Dec. 1730. in good 
Company, and had the Curioſity of touching 
the Water, which ſeemed not cold to me, al- 
tho' the Weather was ſevere. 


(a] I inquire very carefully whether they are under any great 
Affliction of Mind, which if it is ſo, Oc. 
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I attributed this Phænomenon to the Agita- 
tion of the Waves of the Sea, which by their 
beating the Particles of the Sea Salt againſt 
each other, raiſe this Heat, in the ſame 
Manner as when you file a piece of Silver, it 
grows ſo hot, that you cannot touch it. Ha- 
ther Labbat mentions a certain Wood which 
the. Wild People at St. Domingo have, of which 
two pieces being rubbed againſt each other 
they grow hot and take Fire. 


REMARK II. 
THE Dog had the Signs of a mad Dog 


mentioned by Mathilus and Lommius, he 
had alſo another not taken Notice of by them; 
wiz. rambling about, for commonly a Dog 


keeps at his Maſter's Houſe, except he follows 


him, and when you ſee one ſtrolling up and 


down, that is a juſt Suſpicion which may be 


joined with the other Signs; of this we have 
ſeen an Example in this Gity. A Sailor coming 


to Bourdeaux, ſa w a little Dog upon the Shore 


of Agen, which he thought pretty, he got out 


of his Boat to catch him, which he did; the 
Dog bit him, and he died madin the Hoſpital 
of St. Andre of this City. |

Mad Wolf went and attacked bans | 


Day two Dogs of one Pey Dumenzu, of 
the Pariſh of Sou//ans at Meudoc, the Farm be- 
longing to M. de Latour Demons. He begins 
with killing the Dog, which was able to make 
the greateſt Reſiſtance; the Bitch was after- 
wards moſt cruelly tore, and almoſt put to 
Death. This Scene did not paſs on without 
a great deal of Noiſe on the part of the Dogs. 


Fey 
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Pey Dumeniu awakes, opens his Door in his 
Shirt, and runs to help his Dogs; the Wolf 
jumps upon him and bites him in both his 
Hands and his Arm. His Son, called Coujrer, 
alfo gets up in his Shirt, and runs to help his 
Father with a Rake in his Hand; the Wolf 
lets go his Hold, and falls upon the Son, whom 
he bites ſeverely in the Arm; the Father in 
his Turn, altho' wounded, comes to ſuccour 
his Son. The Wolf runs away and meets a 
Neighbour who was got up named Jean 
Guiraud, the Wolf alſo bites him in his Arm, 
making. there or four conſiderable Openings 
beſides ſeveral little ones: This laſt Man ſeiz d 
the Wolf by one of his hind Legs, and made 
him quit his Hold. The Animal continues 
his Tour, and meets with a Shepherd of Mon, 
Brethonneau, called Cr:q, whom he bites. At 
laſt the Wolf was Killed. 

Here are four Men bit by the ſame Wolf, 
the ſame Day, and the ſame Hour, they all 
four go to the Sea, to bathe, and come back 
pretty well aſſured of their Cure. 

Some Days after Pey Dumeniu feels a numb'd 
Pain about his Scars, which grew hard and 
roſe like Imbroidery; he was very much at- 
frighted, they comfort him, attributing it to 
the great Cold of the Winter 1731. however 
a little while after he is ſeized with all the 
Symptoms of Madneſs as well as Cr:q; they 
both died mad. 

Domeſtick Examples ſtrike and intimidate 
commonly more than ſtrange ones. Couput 
; | Dumentt 
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Dumeniu having ſeen his Father periſh expects 
the ſame Fate, the rather ſince he begins to 
perceive Pain in his Cicatrices, and a Swelling 
with Hardneſs. Jean Giraud his Compa-. 
nion is in the ſame Caſe. Mon. Foutard, Mer- 
chant of Caſtlenau, a very honeſt Man, and 
my particular Friend, ſends them to me with- 
out Delay. I examined their Cicatrices, and 
wondered that the Wolf's Teeth could have 
made ſuch large Wounds, the Parts were hard 


and ſwelled, and I doubted not but Madneſs 


was near at Hand, if ſome Remedy was not 
applied immediately, the other two unfortu- 


nate Perſons having died one or two Days be- 


fore. 

I made them preſently rub in one Dram 
and a half of mercurial Ointment, which I 
made them ſpread upon the Cicatritesand about 
the whole Arm, which was repeated three 
Days ſucceſſively. I thought the Caſe too 
prefling to allow of any Interval. After the 


three firſt Days I made them rub themſelves 


every other Day, and after the fifth Friction I 
left two Days Interval, however they took e- 
very Day a Dram and an half of Palmarius's 
Powder. 

"Theſe two Patients were perfectly cured and 
returned to the Plough. I had the Pleaſure of 


ſeeing after the third Friction, the Cicatrices 


grow flat and ſoft, the Pain went off, their 
Gourage returned, and their Minds reſumed 
their natural Tranquillity in Proportion as they 


Per- 
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perceived the Accidents diſappeared which had 
terrified them. 

Can you wiſh for a more diſtin& Caſe to

Fire he had in his Throat, and of a violent 
Heat in his Stomach every time he ſwallowed 
his Spittle: The next Day he took to his Bed, 
during the three Days he was ill a Bed, his 
Surgeon blooded him three times in his Arm 
and Foot, without ſuſpecting any thing of the 
Rabies; he fell into Convulſions perfectly like 
Epileptick, with Froth about his Mouth, he 
trembled and ſhaked when any Ptiſan or Broth 
was preſented him, his Convulſions became 
both ſtronger and more frequent in propor- 
tion as he came nearer to his Death. 

I was called two Hours before he expired; 
I found him convulſed all over, which finiſh- 
ed his Life ſoon after, his Eyes and Face 
were red; he had a frothy Spittle like that of 
Epilepricks. I immediately aſked. whether he 
had not been bit by ſome Dog ; they ſaid yes, 
bur that was out of Queſtion, fince he had 
cleared that Suſpicion by a Devotion he had 
performed at Bruges.

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I faid the Patient was mad, and that God did 
not always hear our Prayers for the Reaſons 
above mentioned. Immediately a crowd of 
Neighbours who were in the Room diſap- 
peared, even to the Surgeon's Man, and the 
Nurſe, who run towards the Door. I told them 
they ought not to be more frighted than my 


ſelf, that our Buſineſs was to aſſiſt the Patient, 


that our Condition required of us to be above 
the Vulgar, Sc. I made the Surgeon's Man 
and the Nurſe ſtay in the Room, and we ty'd 
the Patient's Hands and Feet to the Bed-poſts. 


I can afhrm it for Truth, that neither this. 


nor any other Patient that I have ſeen under 
theſe Circumſtances have ever attempted to 
bite any Body. The Nurſe wiped away the Spit- 
tle that came from his Mouth, I gave her a 


Caution to take care of it. I have not heard 


that among the great Number of thoſe who 
have died mad this Year, any one has bit or at- 
tempted to bite. Neither have I ſeen or ob- 
ſerved that mad Perſons imitate the Actions or 
Cries of the Animals by which they have been 
bit: Wherefore I reckon that the Pains ſome 
take to explain theſe Phenomena in their 
Diſſertations, who perhaps never ſaw ſuch a 
Diſtemper, are uſeleſs and foreign to the Pur- 

ole. . 
: I had formed a Defign firſt to inject a great 
Quantity of warm Water by way of Clyſter. 
2dly, To have him rubbed with Mercurial

REMARK I. 


LTHO' I never have treated a Patient 
with the Rabies upon him, I declare 
nevertheleſs, -that if one was to come under 
my Care who was actually ſeized with the 
fear of Water, I would put in Execution the Plan 
which I had formed for this unhappy Perſon, 
and for the following Reaſons, v2; 

Firſt, It is impoſſible for theſe fort of Pa 
tients to drink at a Time when they want it 
very much, what Precaution ſoever be taken 
to make them ſwallow Liquids, as Lifter re- 
lates. egrof. 1. Clyſters give not ſo much 
Diſturbance to the Patient as Drink, the Proof 
of which you may ſee in that Author ar the 
Place here quoted, and the Reaſon of it i; 
ar according to the Principles which ve 

ave eſtabliſhed. I have made uſe of Water Cly. 
ſters with Succeſs in malignant Fevers, when 
the Patients could not poflibly drink, on ac- 
count of their Delirium and great Dryneſs of 
the Tongue and Throat, And ſince we have 
made it appear in the Article of analogical 
Reaſoning that Food may be adminiſtred by 
Clyſters, and we may give the Patient in a 
manner of ſpeaking to cat, much more is it eaſy 
to give him Drink. 

2dly, A general Friction, ſuch as I pr 501 
ſed, is capable of curing a declared Ra 4 
ct 
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Let us examine the prodigious Effects of Mer- 
cury; if a Perſon is covered with Crab- lice and 
Lice, a flight Application of two Drams of 
Mercury kill'd with Spittle, immediately de- 
ſtroys all the Vermin. Furettiere in his Dictio- 
nary Letter M. If Worms in the Inteſtines oc- 
caſion Delirium, Convulſions, and Fits like A- 
poplectick, one Dram of crude Mercury ſwal- 
lowed calms all theſe Symptoms, according to 
Nicholas Chemau, Phyſician 'of St. Sever, Nam 
erit inſtar mirandi, for it will be like unto a Mi- 
te racle.” Is there a Gonorrhcea with a Cordee, fo 
that Ptiſans with Nymphæa and Linſeeds, E- 
mulſions and Syrup of Poppies are not able to 


calm the Pain and Heat of Urine, one, two, 


or three Frictions at moſt of two Drams of the 
mercurial Ointment, upon the Parts of Gene- 
ration, remove the Complaint. Have you a 
Mind to fee a very ſurprifing Effect in a Pox 


under Diſguiſe, which ſeizes the Head, the 


Nerves, and appears under the Shape of diffe- 
rent Diſeaſes; one general Friction well ap- 
plied diſcovers this Protheus by its capital and 
ſudden Relief. I flatter my ſelf that Practi- 


tioners who are to handle Mercury, and ſee 


its wonderful Effects, will think favourably of 
the Deſign I have to make uſe of it upon 
this Occaſion.

On the other hand, the Accident might be 
attributed to the Perfidiouſneſs of theſe Crea. 
tures, without any Concurrence of Madness 
(no Cat but ſcratches ſometimes her Maſter, 
ſays the Proverb) beſides, if ſhe had been mad 
ſhe would not have let go the Moment ſhe had 
bit; of which we have ſeen an Example in 2 
Cat which bit a Peaſant of Bruges, and would 
not quit her hold 'till ſhe was kill'd: the Pea. 
ſant died mad. Laſtly, as a third Reaſon, 1 
opened the Carcaſe of this Cat in the medici- 
nal Garden of Brother Luc, Apothecary at the 
Recolets of this City, my particular Friend, and 
in his Preſence, we found no Worms either in 
the Brain or the ſalival Glands, altho' we look'd 
for them with a Miſcroſcope. Altho', I was 
well perſuaded that this Cat had not been 
mad, grounded chiefly upon my not finding 
any Worms, nevertheleſs, upon this occaſion, 
I thought it beſt to look upon things in the 
worſt Light, ſince there was no Danger in the 
Precautions with regard to the Gentleman; 
and I put him, as alſo the Servant, under my

CONSUMPTIONS. 


e E HE Multitude of Perſons that ! 
TR 3 W have ſeen die of Conſumptions, 
of the Number of which were 
my Brother a Clergyman, my 
Rae Siſter, a Carmelite Nun of the 
Convent of St. Zoe 55 of Bourdeaux, and ſeve- 
ral People of both Sexes whom I honour'd 
and reſpected, has engaged me to ſtudy this 
Diſtemper with Application; to contemplate 
it, and to enquire into its Cauſe in order to 
Sad out a Remedy for it, by conſtant Labour, 
both by reading of Books that have treated 
of it, and opening the Bodies of ſuch as 
had died of it, and laſtly by Meditation and 
Reflection. 
\ During 
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During 35 Years that I have followed my 
Profeſſion, J have not been well pleaſed with 
my firſt Eſſays, nor with the Ideas with which 
Conſumptions are look d upon, nor the Reme- 
dies that are preſcribed for them. 

The unhappy Succeſs of our Practice in this 
ſort of Diſtempers has made me believe that 
we ought to change our Syſtem and Reme- 
dies, to view at leaſt the Diſorder from that 
Side where it may receive a Cure. 

It would be ſhameful for Phyficians, like 
Children who follow a beaten Road, to ſee ſo 
many fine young Perſons of both Sexes periſh, 
without trying any other Method but that 
which brings them to the Grave. 

Is the Power of Medicine ſo confined, that 


in ſo many Ages, no ſure Method could have 


been found out to help Nature in a Diſorder 
where ſhe alone diſpures the Ground, and 
ſeems willing to give the Phyſician time to 
ſuccour her by his Reflections and Remedies ? 

I dare not flatter my felf, that the Treatiſe 
which I have compiled upon this Diſorder 
of which I give an Abſtract in this Diſſertation, 
will obtain the Approbation of the Publick. 

A Syſtem which overthrows the Prejudices 
of ſo many Ages, Notions diametrically oppoſite 
to ſo many grave Authors who have wrote on 
this Subject, cannot be look'd upon but with 
a jealous Eye. 


The Phyſicians, for Example, both Ancient 


and Modern, excepting Willis, have believed 
unanimouſly, that the Cauſe of Conſumptions 


84 was 
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was an Ulcer in the Lungs, inſomuch that 
they have made it the proper Characteriſtick 
of this Malady, and place it in its Definition, 
** eſt corporis contabeſcentia et conſumptib 
ab ulcere in pulmonibus oriunda, A Phthiſis is 
* a waſting of the Body, and Conſumption 
e proceeding from an Ulcer in the Lungs.” 
That the antecedent Cauſe was ſharp and cor. 
roſive Humours, &c. | 

To pretend now to prove from Demonſtra- 
tion that the Ulcer of the Lungs is not the 
Cauſe of Conſumption, but a Symptom, and 
that its antecedent Cauſes are acid and coagu- 
lating Juices, and not ſharp and corroſive ones; 
1 not picking up an ungrateful Quar- 
rel? 

To propoſe a ſure Method to cure Con- 
ſumptions is like boaſting of the Diſcovery of 
the Longitude in Navigation, of the grand 
Proceſs in Alchymiſtry, and of other things of 
the like Kind, which have been looked for a 
long time without Succeſs. 

Nevertheleſs as Truth wants only to be 
propoſed, the Clearneſs, which is its Portion 
being its Proof, I hope the Conoiſſeurs who 
ſhall read my Diſſertation will approve it. At 
all Events conſumptive People ought to be be- 


holden to me for my Endeavours of propoſing 


a certain Cure in a Diſtemper which paſſes for 

incurable. 3 

If I prove that Men are miſtaken in the 

Cauſe of Conſumptions, that they have taken 

the Cauſe for the Effect, the Symptom for the 
Diſtemper, 
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Diſtemper, doth it not follow from a natural 
Conſequence, that the Indication and the Re- 
medy ought to be changed? 

You will ſee that I make uſe of no Suppo- 
ſition in my Syſtem, I build upon Fact and 
Obſervations, which Authors themſelves who 
are not of my Opinion, have made at the o- 

ning of conſumptive Bodies. Ne quid 4 
nobis fictum videatur, ſed ab ipfis adverſarijs 
proferatur. St. Agel, That it may not 
« appear to be invented by us, but advanced 
« by the Adverſaries themſelves.” My No- 


tions are deduced from the Structure of the 


Lungs, and their Uſe, from Facts which I 
have obſerved at the opening of dead Bodies, 
agreeing with thoſe of other Authors, and the 
Remedies I propoſe, in conſequence of my 
Syſtem, are authoriſed by Succeſs, of which I 
produce living Witneſſes who have been cured 
by them. 

I only propoſe my Thoughts, and to be 
conciſe in this Diſſertation, I ſhall relate only 
ſo many Obſeryations as may ſerve for a 
Proof. GRE 

I reduce my whole Diſſertation to two Pro- 
poſitions, the firſt upon the Cauſe of Con- 
ſumptions, and the ſecond upon the Remedy 

to be applied to it. 


FIRST PROPOSITION. 


DEFORE I declare the Cauſe of Con- 
ſumptions, I thought proper to give a 
Deſcription of them in behalf of ſuch as are 


not 
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not of the Profeſſion, who may read this 
Diflertation (if any will do me that Honour) I 
ſhall imitare as much as poſſible the Simpli- 
city and Exactneſs of Cælius Aurehanus, in the 
Deſcription of the Diſeaſes he treats of, and 
the Cauſe which I ſubſtitute may receive ſome 
Explanation therefrom. 

1 mention beforehand, that I don't ſpeak 
here of the ſymptomatical Conſumption, which 
depends on other Complaints, and which is 
cured in Proportion as they are removed; 
bur I deſcribe that principal and famous Con- 
fumption, which carries off ſo many Perſons 
of both Sexes, and which the Vulgar think 
proceeds from the Lungs. Of the other we 
ſhall ſpeak hereafter. 
Conſumption attacks Youth ſooner than o- 
ther Ages; that is, from 18 till the 35th Year 


it makes its principal Havock. Tabes precipuc

Ages are exempted from it, ſince we ſee con - 


ſumptive People under and above the time ſet 
down in the Aphoriſm ; but not fo often. 

1.) Thoſe who have a narrow Cheſt, a long 
Neck, high Shoulders like Birds Wings, are 
moſt ſubject to it, and 'tis of thoſe that Hipp. 
ſpeaks in his firſt Book of Epidemicks: Qyorum 
natura ad Tabem comparata eſt. | 

2.) Thoſe who have the Misfortune of be- 


ing born of conſumptive Parents are very ſub- 


x to it; for this Diſtemper has this in com- 
mon 
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mon with many others, that it 1s propagated by 
Inheritance.

« Thus the Diſeaſes of Parents are propa- 
« gated upon their Children with the Seed.” 


3.) Such as are obliged to live with con- 
ſumptive People, to wait on them, may con- 
tract it, if they are any ways inclined to it; 
for it is contagious as we ſhall ſhew in the Se- 
quel. Thus Women who attend their con- 
ſumptive Huſbands catch it of them, and Huſ- 
bands of their Wives. 

The Diſorder manifeſts itſelf, and makes its 
Progreſs in the following Manner, The Pa- 
tient ſeems to have a cold, he is ſeized with 
a dry Cough, which fatigues him moſt ar 
Night. Afterwards he brings up well digeſt- 
ed Flegm, of a ſweet Taſte; People are ne- 


ver at a Loſs to find a Cauſe for this Rheum. 


Sometimes it is the ſitting up a Night, or 
ſome ſudden Cold; drinking of Liquors cooled 
with Ice, a Shower of Rain upon the Road, 
&c. The Family Surgeon is ſent for, he bleeds 
the Patient once or twice, he orders a pectoral 
Drink, made of Jujebs, Sebeſtans, Figs, Rai- 
ſins, Maſhmallows, Syrup of Maiden-hair, 
Colts-foot, red Poppies, &c. 

This State does not ſurpriſe the Patient; 
he has had Colds formerly, they are gone off 
| after 
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after a due Expectoration, he hopes this will 
do the ſame. 

Nevertheleſs as this Cough continues, as it 
exceeds the Bounds of a common Cold, as it 
goes daily increaſing, as the Patient's Legs are 
' obſerved to waſte, and the reſt of the Body in 
Proportion, as his Colour changes and he grows 
pale and yellow, as the Flegm changes Taſte 
and becomes a little bitteriſh, as ſome ſmall 
Quantity of Blood is mixed with it, as a flow 
Fever aſſociates with it, with a Pain in the 
Breaſt, and in ſhort when he is at the Brink 
of the ſecond Stage he is frighted and very 
much alarmed, eſpecially if he has ſeen his 
Parents die conſumptive; for Domeſtick Ex- 
amples commonly make a ſtronger Impreſſion 
than others. | 20 

Beſides theſe Symptoms which Authors have 
taken Notice of, and which eſtabliſh the firſt 
Degree, I have always found a conſiderable 
Diſorder in the Liver, ſo that an Obſtruction 
in this Bowel, plainly appeared from its Hard- 
neſs, and ſometimes a great Pain. I am ſur- 
Priſed to ſee that Authors have not taken Notice 
of this, which however is a Symptom deſer- 
ving of great Attention, fince it is of great 
Importance for the Diſcovery of the Cauſe of 
Conſumptions, and of the Agreeableneſs of 
the Remedy which I have to propoſe. 

I formerly thought that the Harqneſs-of the 
Liver in this Degree of Conſumptidns: cauſed 
the Cough. As this Bowel: is faſtened.to the 
Diaphragm, and increaſes in Weight by he

To this End, after the general Remedies, if 
they are indicated, they give him the Bark ta 
ſtop the Fever; it doth not take Effect, then 
they mix with it Crabs Eyes, red Coral, Os 
Sepiæ, Antihecticum Poterii, Balſam of Peru, 
Magiſterium Perlarum, &c. made up into pre- 
cious Electuaries, and order him to drink after it 
Whey, Broth of Cray fiſn, Frogs, Tortoiſes, AF 
Snails, &c. other Drinks are made of Bugle, A Þ 
Calf's Lungs, Ground Ivy, the great Comfrey, 1 8 
Sc. Narcoticks are ordered, inſpiſſating Syrups, pl. 
of which are compoſed Magiſteriums, Balſams, 1 
Powders, Troches, Sc. tending to ſweeten the 4:4 
Acrimony which ſupplies the pretended Ulcer i 
of the Lungs; but all in vain. 1 
Notwithſtanding all theſe Remedies, Secrets, 
and other ſpecificks, the Patient grows worſe, 
and comes to the ſecond Stage, which makes 
itſelf known by the Cough being ſtronger and 
more 
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more frequent, by Night Sweats which fa- 
tigue and drain the Patient, by the Quantity of 
Blood in his Spitting, and laſtly he comes to 
{pit Matter. 

The Leanneſs to which he was reduced by 
the firſt Degree increaſes conſiderably in the 
ſecond, the Fever is ſtronger and more vio- 
lent, he has even ſome ' Returns with Cold, 
which encourages his taking the Bark re. 
gularly, to ſtop at leaſt the Returns compli- 
cated with the flow Fever, and to continue the 
Medicines to heal the Ulcer, the Exiſtence of 
which is no more to be doubted. His Nails 
grow crooked, and the Diſtemper becomes 
contagious in this Stage, for the Reaſons which 
ſhall be mentioned hereafter. 

Let us obſerve that it is not always neceſſary 
the Patient ſhould ſpit Blood to die confump- 
tive, as has been often remark'd, and of which 
we ſhall relate ſome Obſervations from good 
Authors, collected in the Preſence of ſome 
Witneſſes worthy of Credit. It is even not ne- 
ceſſary for the Patient to ſpit Pus to determine 
the Exiſtence of a Conſumption, as I ſhall alſo 
prove by Obſervations made at the opening of 
conſumptive Bodies. The Cough, the ſpitting 
of certain Flegm without Blood or Pus, the 
waſting, the nocturnal Sweats, and laſtly a 
Diarrhea put an End to Life, it not bein 
eſſential to this Diſtemper to ſpit Blood or 
Pus. 


The Patient at laſt comes to the third Stage, 4 


his Leanneſs is at the laſt Period, he reſembles 
I a 
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a Skeleton covered with a human Skin, which 
is hard, wrinkled and rough ; his Breath ſmells 
ſtrong, and what he expectorates ſtinks ſo that 
he loaths it, he brings up almoſt pure Matter, 
and his Life terminates with a Looſneſs. Spu- 
tum in ore contentum excreaturus deteſtatur, 
pus magis ſincerum expuit hunc intra breve tem- 
pus periturum aſſerito et ex alvi profluvio peritu- 
rum. Hipp. lib. 2. de morbis. 

The Patient who from the firſt to the ſe- 
cond Stage had been very uneaſy, takes Cou- 
rage almoſt of his own accord, in proportion 
as he comes near his End; he is no more 
frightened, he explains every thing to his Ad- 
vantage, and as he has ſome Days of Remiſ- 
ſion for the Reaſons that ſhall be mentioned 
hereafter, he lays hold of theſe faint Glimmer- 
ings to build his Hopes upon, he even forms 
Piojects beyond his Recovery, but this faithleſs 
and ſuſpicious Truce, which impoles ſome- 
times upon the Phyſician himſelf, who at- 
tributes it improperly to the Effect of his Re- 


medies, is not of long Duration. Qu cum 


pravis fignts miteſcunt pernitioſa. Hipp. in 
Coacis. Whatever grows favourable with 
« bad Signs, is pernicious.” 

The Patients who do not underſtand Phy- 
ſick, are not the only Perſons that are deceived 
by this Deluſion. I have ſeen even Phyſicians 
ready to expire of this Diſtemper, who thought 
themſelves not conſumptive, and who had 
made uſe of the Rules of their Art, to deceive 
themſelves, The late Dr. Fartas, Profeſſor of 

Phyſick 
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Phyſick of the Univerſity of Bourdeaux, whoſe 
Diſciple I am proud to have been, has told me, 
that he had heard ſay the late Dr. de Lacha- 
ſeure, a famous Phyſician of this Country, has 
made the ſame Obſervation. So true it is that 
the Love of Life ſeduces us, and perſuades us 
eaſily to what we deſire with Earneſtneſs. 

Let us now ſpeak of the Cauſes of Conſump- 
tion; we ſhall divide them into concomi- 
tant and antecedent. The Definition of the 
concomitant Cauſe is in the Elements of Phy- 
fick ſaid to be the Cauſe, the Preſence whereof 
makes the Diſtemper, and the Deſtruction there- 
of the Cure. Cauſa qua pofita ponitur morbus, 
qua ſublata, tollitur. This concomitant Cauſe 
of Conſumption I ſay conſiſts in Tubercles and 
Concretions formed in the Subſtance of the 
Lungs, and which are ſpread through its 
Lobes. Theſe Concretions are like Hail- 
ſtones, and of different Dimenſions, 

Theſe Tubercles in the Lungs are real, and 
fall under the Cognizance of the Senſes, and 
are no Suppoſitions invented by a Syſtem- 
monger, to explain the eaſier his Hypotheſis. 
Luſcioi nos ac hebetes lynceis accuratiora re- 
linguimus, eo tenus ſapere contenti, quouſque ſen- 
fus rationi operam prœſtitere, Willis de ferment. 
« We purblind ones leave all Niceties to the 
« long-ſighted, contented to penetrate only 
&« ſo far as our Senſes are aſſiſtant to Rea- 
« fon.” 

That great Obſervator Hippocrates ſpeaks 
of it in his Book de Morbis, he makes them of 
wa 
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two ſorts: Some Crude, which do not come to 
Suppuration, and others which ſuppurate and 
leave an Ulcer, The Tent is mentioned by 
Riverius of Montpelier, in his Chapter of Con- 
n 

Sennertus who has compiled the Opinions of 
the Antients, as Etmuller thoſe of the Mo- 
derns, has a whole Chapter de Tuberculis pul- 
nonis, L. 2. Part 2. C. 8. p. 436. . 

Read Morton's Book upon Conſumptions. 
He never opened a conſumptive Body where 
he did not find them; he mentions them al- 
moſt in every Paſtage ; he imputes to them all 
the Diſorder, and thinks they are the Source 


of all the Symptoms of Conſumption, ſo that 


I need almoſt to do nothing elſe but to tranſ- 
late and copy him. | 

Bonnetus in his practical Anatomy, L. 2. 
Sect. 7. propoſes ſeveral Obſervations collect- 
ed from Diſſections of Bodies, where the Tu- 
bercles have been deemed the true Cauſe of 
Conſumptions, and the Pus and Ulcers only as 
the Conſequences of theſe ſame Tubercles 
ſuppurated and degenerated into Ulcers. 

But why ſhall we look for Proofs in Anti- 
quity, why employ the Evidence of Foreign- 
ers? TI appeal to all our Surgeons who have 
opened conſumprive Carcaſles, and to the Phy- 
ſicians who have aſſiſted thereat: Have they 
not regularly found in all theſe Tubercles, 


tha” leſs in Quantity in thoſe who died of a 


long Conſumption, they having had time to 
melt away and be conſumed by Ulceration ?

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Some however have always remained, Death 
having prevented their Suppuration. They 
are found in greater Number in conſumptive 
Perſons whom an epidemical Diſtemper fur- 

rizes and carries away, as a Dyſentery, Fever, 
Small-Pox, &c. becauſe there has not been 
time for them to ſuppurate. You may lee a 
Proof of what I here advance in the Obſervation 
of Morton, p. 151 and 152. Vetula quadam 
Sc. pulmones vero ipſos nullibi exulceratos ; tu- 
berculis autem crudis et calcults cretaceis ubique 
fere obſeſſos vidimus, quibus de cauſa tuſſis, an- 
helitus, atque aliarum affectionum pulmonarium 
vel ipſis oculis conſtabat. Nullus tamen dubito 
quin progreſſu temporis, tubercula iſtaà maturari 


 potuiſſent, atque eo patio incipiens hœc phthiji 


in confirmatam et deploratam faceſſere, niſi mors 
præmatura ab aliis cauſis accer ſita eam rem præ- 
veniſſet. An old Woman, Cc. the Lungs were 


* not ulcerated, but full of crude Tubercles 


« and Chalk Stones, from whence the Cauſe 
« of the Cough, of the Difficulty of Breath- 
« ing, and other Diſorders of the Lungs ap- 
&« peared plain to the Eye. However, I don't 
« in the leaſt doubt theſe Tubercles might 
% have been brought to Ripeneſs, and by this 


Means the Conſumption would have been 


« confirmed, if a too early Death from ano- 
ther Cauſe had not prevented it.“ 

This being allowed to be the Cauſe of a 
Conſumption, it will be eaſy to explain 
all its Symptoms, which we ſhall follow ſtep 


by ſtep. 


4 I have 
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I have ſometimes compared the Cauſe 
of the Diſtemper to the Word of a Riddle, 
when that is found out all the Thoughts of 
the enigmatical Poem ſquare and agree with 


it naturally, without any Neceſſity of putting 


a forced Conſtruction upon them. Thus alſo 
when the true Cauſe of a Diſtemper is diſco- 
vered, and the Secret of Nature is unlocked, 
the Explanation of all the Symptoms and of 
the Effects of the Medicine are caſy, and things 
almoſt explain themſelves. | 
The dry Cough in the beginning comes 

from the Preſſure of the Tubercles upon che 
Ramifications of the Aſpera Arteria, diſperſed 
through the Subſtance of the Lungs. Ita etiam 
a tuberculis hinc inde per pulmonum parenchyma 
diſper ſis in tuſſim ſollicitatur. Mort. p. 35. 
The ſame Irritations which this Comprel- 
ſion makes in the Aſpera Arteria, ſqueeze at 
length a Flegm out of the Glands, ſpread about 
the internal Membrane of the Trachea, and 
the Cough which in the beginning was dry 
and hard, becomes moiſt, and throws up the 
Matter preſs'd out of the Glands by the Strength 
of the Cough Glanduloſa ipſius tracheæ ejuſ- 
que ramulorum tunica, ab bac diuturna agita- 
tone, ſpecie tuſſis aride, d tuberculis hinc inde 
per totum parenchyma diſperfis irritata, continuo 
quaſi emulgetur, indeque copioſum ſerum quotiate 
effundit, eodem fere modo quo lac e Mammis et 
Saliva e ductibus Salivalibus continua fere trac- 
tatione eliciuntur. Mort. p. 34.

Two 
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Two Signs make us diſtinguiſh a conſump- 
tive Cough from that proceeding from a Ca- 
tarrh; this is moiſt from the beginning and 
brings up Flegm; the other is dry and hard 


from its firſt Appearance as has been obſerved, 


The Catarrhous Cough ceaſes after ſome 
Weeks or Months, the othet goes on increa- 
ſing. Mort. p. 35. 
The Difficulty of Breathing comes from 
theſe Tubercles which fill up part of the 
Lungs, and leſſen in Proportion the Quan- 
tity of Air which uſed to enter there; beſide 
the Compreſſion they make upon the Ramifi- 
cations of the Aſpera Arteria renders its Admiſ- 
ſion more difficult. 


The Leanneſs and Waſting are the Effects 


of theſe Tubercles, and to conceive more 


clearly how that is produced I advance the 
* Reflections. 


1.) Nature affects to circulate the Blood 


through the Lungs, like a ſecond Heart: Every 
Antaomiſt is perſuaded by this Reflection = 
Nature has had a Deſign to reap ſome great 
Advantage from it, without which ſhe would 


never have ventured to paſs the whole Maſs 


of Blood through a flabby and ſoft Part, which 
otherwiſe has proper Arteries for its own 
Nouriſhment. 

2.) The Benefit which .the Blood receives 
from: paſſing through the Lungs appears from 


the Change of Colour it receives there. Ac- 


cording to the Experiments of Lower and 
Varreyen, the brown and dark red Colour of 


the 
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the Blood before it enters the Lungs, is after 
its Paſſage changed into a brisk and bright red. 
Doth not this Alteration of Colour prove that 
it has received ſome Character and ſome con- 
ſiderable Perfection? f 
3. Without entering into the Diſputes of A- 
natomiſts about the Cauſe which works this 
Change, whether it is the Air or ſome other 
Reaſon, it is enough for us that they a- 
gree about the Fact. For my own Part, I am 
fully of the Opinion which I heard Mon. Dau- 
verney propoſe in his anatomical Lectures 1698. 
that the Blood being forced by the Elaſticity of 
the Air through the Labyrinths of the Veſicu- 
culæ pulmonales, and bruiſed and reduced to an 
impalpable Powder in the Veſſels of the capil- 
lary Ramifications, it is this Comminution 
which renders it red and of a bright Colour, 
and proper for the Nouriſhment of the Body. 
This being ſuppoſed, it is eaſy to conceive 
that from the time the Lungs are out of Or- 
der, ſtuffed with a great Number of Tubercles, 
not having any more that Liberty of Play, to 
confer upon the Blood the Benefit for which 
they were deſigned ; and for want of that Per- 
fection which the Blood uſed to receive there, 


not being ſufficiently bruiſed and attenuated, it is 


no more fit to repair the Loſs which the Parts 
ſuſtain daily, and conſequently the Body 

grows lean and waſtes away. | 
This is the true Cauſe of Leanneſs, and not 
the Ulcer of the-Lungs, as has been ſuppo- 
ſed; and as it is of the greateſt Importance 
- oo. _ for 
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for the Indication which ſhould be purſued in 
this Diſtemper, to prove that the Ulcer is not 
the Cauſe of the Waſtings, we ſhall inſert here 
the following Proofs. | 

1.) Hipp. in his firſt Book of Fpid. acknow- 
ledges a Conſumption without an Ulcer of the 
Lungs. Egrotabant macilenti citra pulmonum 


ulcus, They were lick and waſted without an 
<« Ulcer of the Lungs. 


2.) Hippocr. has alſo obſerved that Leanneſs 
has begun before the riſe of the Ulcer, and 


that it is even far gone when the Ulcer 
appears; let us view the Paſſages themſelves. 


Cum quis pulmonum vitio contabeſeit huic ſpu- 
tum craſſum aliquantulum et dulce per tuſjim 
rejicitur ... primum quidem ut plurimum la- 
tenter pituita defluit et tuſſim tenuem exhibet et 


ſputum paulo amarius ſolito et aliguando tenuis 


adeſt calor... . Temports autem progreſſu exaſpe- 
ratur pulmo, et intus ulceratur a pituita inhe- 
rente et putreſcente, et gravitatem exhibet pectori 
et dolorem acutum, ante et retro caloreſque acuti- 
ores in corpus incidunt. 


It appears from theſe Paſſages of Hippocrates, 


and eſpecially the laſt, that the Waſting, 


Cough, Spitting, and flow Fever have begun 
before the Ulcer comes on. Temporis autem 


progreſſu exulceratur Pulmo. It is only in the 
Courſe of the Diſtemper; femporis progreſſu, 


ſays he, in progreſs of time. 
And in Reality the Conſumption has begun 
and is far advanced when the Ulcer comes into 


play; the Date of which cannot be traced far- 
ther 
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ther back than to the Patient's ſpitting of 
Pus. 

Who will then believe that Leanneſs which 
has begun before the Ulcer is the Effect of this 
ſame Ulcer? Cauſam cauſato dicimus eſſe pri- 
us, The Caule is before its Effect.“ And as 
in malignant Fevers, the Delirium and Con— 
vulſions which come in the Increaſe and State 
of the Diſtemper, cannot be looked upon as 
the Cauſe of theſe ſame Fevers, but as their 
Effects and Symptoms: So likewiſe the Ulcer 
of the Lungs, which happens in the Progreſs 
of the Conſumption, cannot be deemed the 
Cauſe of this ſame Conſumption; it is even 
more natural to think that the Cauſe of the 
Leanneſs, which we have eſtabliſhed, continues 
perpetually to waſte the Patient more and more 
to the laſt degree of Decay. 

3.) Laſtly, we prove by an invincible Reaſon 
that the Ulcer of the Lungs is not the Cauſe 
of Conſumption. There have been Perſons 
who died of a Conſumption with the 
whole Train of Symptoms, yet during the 
_ Courſe of the Diſtemper never ſpit any Pus; 
and upon the opening of their Bodies no Ul- 
cers were found in the Lungs, but Tubercles in 
great Number: Theſe ſame Tubercles then 
ought to be look d upon as the only Cauſe of 
Conſumption, ſince they cauſed it without 
the Aſſiſtance of an Ulcer. For Proof of this 
Fact we ſhall introduce the Obſervations upon 
the Body of the late Mr. Clever, Merchant of 
this City, and of a young Gentlewoman Alſe 

| » op! Willi 
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Williss Obſervations, which I ought to have 
quoted before mine. This Author explains 
himſelf in theſe Words. Pharmaceut. Rat. Part. 
2. Sect. 1. Cap. 6. 

Phthifis detiniri folet quad fit totius Corporis in- 
tabeſcentia ab ulcere pulmonis orta, verum mi- 
nus recte, quia plurium ab boc morbo defuncto- 
rum Cadavera aperui, in quibus Pulmones ab ul- 
cere quovis immunes, tuberculis aut lapidibus, aut 
materia ſabuloſa per totum obſiti fuerunt ...

You may alſo read on this Head an anony- 
mous Book, intitled, Riverius reformatus, Cap. 
de Phthiſi. ; 

Bur ler us a little compare Conſumption 
with the King's Evil, they both are chronical 
Diſtempers ; the King's Evil begins with Swel- 
ling in the Neck and in the Meſentery, a Con- 
ſumption alſo begins with Tumours in the 
\ Lungs. The Swellings in the King's Evil

come to an Inflammation and ſuppurate, a flow | 
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Fever aſſociates with it, which doth not give 
way to the force of the Bark; the like happens 
in the Lungs of conſumptive Perſons. After 
the Suppuration of ſcrophulous Tumours there 
remain Ulcers difficult to cure, and rebellious, 
and which cannot be conquered, but by deſtroy- 


ing the Tumours, and the Cauſe that produ- 


ced them; this is likewiſe the Caſe of phthi- 


ſical Ulcers. Laſtly, both Diſtempers in this 


Stage are Contagious, 

We ſhall have an Oportunity in the ſecond 
Propoſition of this Diflertation to purſue this 
Compariſon further, when we come to pro- 
poſe the proper Remedies to effect a Cure. 


But to reſunf the Thread of our Diſcourſe, 


as the Ulcers which ſucceed after the Suppu- 
ration of the ſcrophulous Tumours are not 
the Cauſe of the King's Evil, but the Effects 
and Progreſs thereof; ſo likewiſe the Ulcers 
which follow the Inflammation and Suppura- 
tion of the Tubercles of the Lungs are not the 
Cauſe of a Conſumption, but the Effects and 
Symptoms of it. 


The Reader will pardon me if I briefly re- 


capitulate the Proofs, that the Ulcer of the 
Lungs is not the Cauſe of a Conſumption, 
which often begins and is far advanced before 
the Ulcer appears. The Conſumption has of- 
ten been found compleat and perfect without 


any Ulcer in the Lungs, and Death has hap- 


pened without any Ulcer. Hippocr. acknow- 
ledges Conſumptions without an Ulcer: Maci- 


lenti citra pulmonum ulcus. Some Authors 


ſince 


| 
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ſince Hippocrates mention this likewiſe, there- 
fore the Ulcer is not the Cauſe of a Conſump- 
tion. 

Nevertheleſs ſuch is the Force of Prejudice, 
that Morton himſelf, to whom we are behold- 
en for ſo many Obſervations upon this Malady, 
mentions the Ulcer in his Definition of a Con- 
ſumption as the Difference which character iſes 
it, Phthiſis eſt corporis contabeſcentia et conſumptio 
ab ulcere in fulmonibus oriunda. © Conſumption. 
js a waſting of the Body from an Ulcer in the 
«* Lungs.” And the Phyſicians have almoſt 
all copied from one another and ſucceſlively 
run on in this Error, like thoſe Birds who fly- 
ing ſwiftly follow with Precipitation ſuch as 


have already entangled themſelves in the Net. 


The Deluſion that has made them miſtake 
in this Point comes doubtleſs from hence, that 
upon opening of conſumptive Bodies they of- 
ten have found an Ulcer, and without extend- 
ing their Views any farther, either upon the 
Cauſes which produced the Tubercles, or upon 
their Inflammation or Suppuration which 
left the Ulcer, they have ſettled the Cauſe of 
this Diſeaſe. 5 

The ſlow Fever depends as much upon the 
Obſtructions of the Liver as of the Lungs; 
when the Blood finds its Paſſage ſhut up in 
any Part, it rebounds in a greater Body into the 
other Veſſels. Beſides, when the Blood which 
has not been broke in the Lungs, nor depura- 
ted in the Liver, doth not give way but reſiſts 
to the impulſe of the Heart and Arteries, it 

revives 
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revives its Play, and occaſions 2 or 3 Pulſations, 
where one would be ſufficient if it did not 16 
reſiſt and were thin and fluid. | 

The nocturnal Sweats are owing to the N. 
thick and groſs Diſpoſition of the Blood; when Þ 


the Serum is not exactly mixt with the other 40 
Principles of the Blood, it eaſily eſcapes through " 
the Pores. | 
The Bitterneſs which Hippocrates has ob- "00 
ſerved in the Spittle, Sputum paulo amarius ; 4 
| ſolito, may be accounted for from the Obſtruc- 0 


tion of the Liver, the Bile not finding its 
Strainers open returns into the other Emuncto- 
ries, mixes with the Spittle, and gives it that 
bitter Taſte. 

Ic is eaſy ro comprehend the ſpitting of 
Blood. Who can now be ſurpriſed that a Vein 
ſqueezed between two Tubercles ſhould open 
and furniſh ſome Blood in the Spirtle ? 

We are now come to the ſecond Stage. 
Some Tubercles come to be inflamed, Matter 
is formed there, the Fever increaſes, as alſo the 
Difficulty of breathing. Theſe Accidents are 
agreeable to the Aph. of Hippocrates. Dum 
pus conficitur labores accidunt magis quam jam 
confeeto, ** Whilſt the Pus is preparing the 
% Pain is greater than when ic is brought to 
« Perfection.” The Tubercle burſts, and the 
Pus comes away like Spittle, which the Patient 
voids in Abundance. _ | 

After the Evacuation of the Pus of this Tu- 
bercle gone to Suppuration the Fever dimi- 
niſhes, the Patient breathes more freely, and 

EO” | finds 
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finds himſelf better till another Tubercle is in- 
flamed. The Phyſician attributes this ſhore 
Truce to the Effects of his Remedies, but 
without Foundation, fince the Patient is be- 
holden for this Reſpite to the Evacuation of 
the Pus from the Tubercle that was broke 

But as the Pus which was contained in this 
Tubercle ſerved its Neighbours as a ſuppu- 
rating Cataplaſm, they are not- long before 
they are inflamed and come to Suppuratin in 
their Turn, and the Lungs are thus deſtroyed 
and ulcerate every Day more and more. 

Now the Diſtemper is contagious, the Sup- 
puration of the Tubercle breeds Worms which 
conſtitute the Characteriſtick of the Ulcer, 
Theſe Worms ſpread themſelves about the 
neighbouring Tubercles as proper Beds for 
their Nouriſhment and Breeding, and by their 
Means it 1s that the Diſtemper becomes con- 
tagious. In the Treatiſe upon the Venereal 
Diſorders we have ſhewn that all Infection 
proceeds from Worms. 

The Nails grow crooked from waſting of 
the Fat and Fleſh that ſupports them. 

The Looſeneſs comes from hence, that the 
Pores are deſtroyed by the dryneſs of the Skin, 
which has begun with effacing the Pores of 


the inſenſible Perſpiration and now even ſtops . 


up thoſe which evacuate Sweat: The Serum 
not being well mixt with the Blood, and find- 
ing no more its former Out-lets, falls upon the 
Feet and Legs, and afterwards upon the mm 

| | na 
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nal Glands, which brings on a Diarrhœa, and 
makes an End of Life. 

From the Principles which we have eſta- 
bliſhed it is very eaſy to explain why the Ex- 
erciſe on Horſeback is ſo ſovereign and ſo 
ſpecifick a Remedy for a Conſumption. | 

Let us begin with proving the Fact; we 
ſhall give the Reaſon of it afterwards. | 

Syderbam in his Difſertation which he has 
inſcribed to Dr. William Cole, expreſſes himſelf 
in theſe Terms, which I have tranſcribed 
faithfully and literally. 


Nor is this kind of Exerciſe more bene- 


« ficial to hypochondriacal People, than to 
« thoſe that are in a Conſumption, of which 
« ſome of my Relations have been cured by 
« riding long Journeys by my Advice; for J 
« knew I could not cure them better by Me- 
% dicines of what Value ſoever, or by any 
“ other Method. Nor is this Remedy proper 
« only in ſmall Indiſpoſitions, accompanied 
„with a Cough and Leanneſs, but alſo in 
«* Conſumprtions that are moſt deplorable, 
e when the Looſneſs abovementioned accom- 
* panies the Night Sweats, which are wont to 
« be the Fore-runners of Death in thoſe 
e that die of a Conſumption. To be ſhorr, 
e how deadly ſoever a Conſumption is and is 


A 


« ſaid to be, two thirds dying of it who are 


« ruined by chronical Diſeaſes, yet I fincerely 
ce aſſert, that Mercury in the French Pox, and 
the Jeſuits Bark in Agues, are not more effi- 
< cacious, than che Exerciſe above-mentioned 

„ Curing 
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* curing a Conſumption, if the Sick be care- 
c ful, and the Sheets be well aired, and that 
&© his Journeys are long enough. But this muſt 
be noted, that thoſe who are paſt the Flow- 
« er of their Age, muſt uſe this Exerciſe 
% much longer, than thoſe that have not yet 
« arrived to it, and this I have learned by 
« long Experience, which ſcarce ever failed 
& me. 

This practical Fact which fo grave an Au- 
thor as Sydenham propoſes, which he affirms 
upon his Word, deſerves infinite Regard ; let 
them criticiſe as much as they pleaſe upon 
the Reaſon he gives for it, the Truth of the 
Fact cannot be conteſted without inſulting his 
Probity, Juſtneſs and Candor, without chan- 
ging his glorious Memory into that of an Im- 
poſtor pernicious to all Mankind, which thoſe 
who have known him, or who ſhall read his 
Works will never think him capable of. 

The late Mon. Emerick the Father, our an- 
tient Collegue, has told me he had known 
Sydenham at Montpelier, (with whom he was 
very great, and even had entertained a Corre- 


ſpondence of Letters with him) and that he 


was a Man of great Judgment and undouhted 
Honeſty, as may be judged from his Print, but 
much better from his Works. 

Sydenham is not the only one who has ob- 
ſerved the Uſefulneſs of this Exerciſe in a Con- 
ſumption, Lindanus relates an Example quo- 
ted by Etmuller. A Citizen of Anchuſa called 
Angerius Paſſa ſaw his Father and Mother * 

6 0 
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of a Conſumption ; his elder Siſter fell into the 
ſame Diſtemper and died, his youngeſt Siſter 
expired ſoon of the ſame Difeaſe, and his 3d 
and laſt Siſter met with the ſame Fate. An- 
gerius Paſſa went a travelling from Country 
to Country to avoid the like Deſtiny (the Suc- 
ceſſion of his whole Family centring in him, 
put him into a Condition to bear the Expence 
of it,) and by continual Exerciſe he eſcaped 
the Diſtemper. Et peregrinatione continua ma- 
lum evitavit. Etmuller pag. 280. which ought 
to be attributed to the Uſefulneſs of Motion, 
and not to the Change of Air. 

However the Exerciſe on Horſeback is not 
beneficial only, but alſo the riding in a Coach. 
Vectio . e in curru fere eodem recidit, et 
quamvis Equo vebi phthificis præcipue conferat, 
tamen et itinera curru facta mirandos Effectus 
guandoque ediderunt. Sydenh. © And the riding 
« on Horſeback is chiefly bencficial to People 
“ that have a Conſumption, yet riding Jour- 
« nies in a Coach is ſometimes very benefi- 
« cial. Syd.” 

Going in a Ship has alſo its Uſe, by Reaſon 
of the ſhaking of the Veſſel. Pliny explains 
himſelf in theſe Terms. Naviga/o utilis eff 
phthificis et ſanguinem egerentibus ſicut proxime 
Anneum Gallionem poſt Conſulatum fuiſſe mimi-

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t nor do People go to Egypt for its own ſake, 
but on account of the Length of the failing.” 
But we have the living Evidence of Perſons 
in every Station of Life, who have experien- 
ced the Benefit of the Exerciſe on Horſeback in 
an approaching and even confirmed Phthiſis; 
I ſhall quote three of them that are well known 
and worthy of Credit, whom I have ſelected 
from a great Number, 0 
Mon. de Segur du Vigean, a young Gentle- 


man of the moſt antient Family of this Coun- 


try was ſeized with a dry and obſtinate Cough, 
he afterwards brought up ſome Flegm, a flow 
Fever complicated with Returns came upon it 
and a Waſting. This Cough exceeded the 
Bounds of a common Rheum, and appeared 
ſo much the more ſuſpicious as it was accom- 


panied with Hoarſneſs,and Difficulty of Breath- - 


ing, and as his Mother had died of a Conſump- 
tion. 

I ordered him to ride on Horſeback Nights 
and Mornings, and made him take an aperi- 
tive Electuary of which I ſhall give the Re- 
cipe preſently ;. and he was cured, The Fa- 
ther and all the Family will give to any one 
a faithful Account of the happy Succeſs of 
this Exerciſe in the Perſon of this young Gen- 
tleman. 

Mon. Mattereau, a Surgeon of this City, of 


great Reputation, was come to the firſt Stage of 


a Conſumption, and to the Brink of the Second, 
he even maintained that there was ſome Pus 
in his Spittle, of which J take him to be a 
I | good 
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good judge. All the Town thought there was 
no Hopes of him. Jam una erat tota in ci- 
vitate fabula expiraturum brevi peritiſſimum opi- 
ficem. He took to Riding on Horſeback, by 
the Advice of Dr. Seris and my ſelf, by the 
help of which and a good Regimen which he 
choſe himſelf, he came to ſee us again in good 


Health. 


Monſ. Guerin, the Elder, Merchant of Char- 


trons, after he had cough'd a long time, and 
decayed by a {low Fever, came at laſt to ſpit- 
ting of Pus. I made him ride on Horſeback, and 
notwithſtanding the Sneer which was put up- 
on my Advice, he followed it ; animated by the 
Succeſs he continued it, and by the Aſſiſtance 
of other Remedies, of which we ſhall ſpeak 
in his Obſervation, he recovered his Health, 
has married fince, and no one 1s better than 
he; it is now 12 Years ſince his Recovery. 

I have ſent conſumptive Perſons to Bareges, 
to drink of that deobſtruent Water, not that I 
depended ſo much upon the Waters as upon 
the Benefit of going thither, which is 300 
Miles from hence, and always with good Succeſs. 

J know ſome of the Profeſſion have con- 
teſted the practical Facts, and turned them in- 
to Ridicule ; but I rather have aſcribed their 
Raillery to a defect of Knowledge and Pene- 
tration than to baſe Calumny. | 

The ſervile Fear of expoſing his Reputation 
to unjuſt Criticiſm ought not to deter a Phy- 
ſician from employing an Excrciſe which fo 
many Experiments and Obſervations have 

U proved 
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proved to be ſalutary; and we ſhould never be 


| aſhamed to expoſe upon the Patient's Bed's- 


head the Idea we frame in our Studies. 

If in Reality the Exerciſe on Horſeback is ſo 
wholſome to conſumptive Perſons, the Rationale 
of it is alſo very evident. 

What Infarction and Tubercle of the Lungs 
can be conceived which a Million of Shakes 
excited by the Motion of the Horſe in the ſame 
Day are not able to bruiſe and deſtroy, eſpeci- 
ally when they are renewed the next Day and 
the Days following, without Intermiſſion. 

The Lungs may receive more Benefit from 
this Exerciſe than any other Bowel. Nature 
which makes the moſt of all her Motions 
ſeems to have ſuſpended them in the Cavity of 
the Breaſt, like a Clapper of a Bell fit to turn 
about, as it were, upon the ordinary and extra- 
ordinary Motions of the Body, to accelerate in 
this Bowel the Circulation of the Fluids, and 
prevent by this Means the Generation of Con- 
cretions or Tubercles, or to deſtroy them in 
their Birth; without this prudent and wiſe 
Mechaniſm, the Conſumption would be the 
general Bane of Mankind. Alioquin neceſſe efſet 

phthiſim untverſalem fore generis humani peſtem. 
Mort. 


Bur it is not only the Lungs which profit 


by this Exerciſe, the Obſtruction of che Liver 
which accompanies a Phthiſis is removed ar the 
ſame time; the Stomach and the other Bowels 
are re-eſtabliſhed in their Fun&ions, and the 


inſenſible Tranſpiration is reſtored and increa- 


{ed 
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ſed conſiderably, as is proved by the Aphor. of 
Sanctorius and Kiel's Obſervations. 

I am ſurpriſed that Morton, who mentions 
Sydenham in his Preface with ſo much Praiſe, 
has paſſed by in Silence, and not ſo much as 
mentioned in his Treatiſe of Conſumptions, Sy- 
denbam's Experiments concerning the Uſeful- 
neſs of Riding, and that he neither has ap- 
proved nor cenſured this Remedy. 

After all that has been ſaid upon the Cauſe 
of Conſumptions, it will not ſeem ſurpriſing 
that the Method which is commonly put in 
Practice to cure conſumptive Perſons, doth not 
ſucceed, but the contrary. 

Let us return to the Inſtitutes of Phyſick 


and to its Principles. In legitima curatione 


cauſa morbi primo aufferenda eft, ſecundo 10e 
morbus, fi poſt cauſe ablationem ſuperſtes 
manet, River. p. 145. In a true Cure the 
« Cauſe of the Diſtemper ought to be re- 
© moved firſt, ſecondly the Diſeaſe itſelf if it 
© continues after the Cauſe is aboliſhed,” What 
is it we do to deſtroy the Concretions, theſe 
Tubercles of the Lungs, this Obſtruction of 
the Liver? Shall we expect this Effect from 
the narcotick Medicines which Morton declares 
to be Poiſon? from expectorating and incraſ- 


ſating Syrups, from Broth made of Tortoiſe,, 


Frogs, and Snails, from fix'd and terreſtriou s 
Alkali's, from Milk, the Bark, G? All theſe 
things ſerve only to increaſe the Number of 


Tubercles and their Bigneſs; but we ſhall pur- 
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ſue this Idea further in our ſecond Propofi- 


tion. 

We come now to examine the antecedent 
Cauſes which produce Tubercles in the Lungs, 
and ſhall make appear by an exact Inquiry 
that they owe their Riſe to eager and coa- 
gulating Juices, and not to ſharp and corroſive 
ones. 

I ſhall propoſe no others than thoſe which 
have been obſerved by very grave Authors, and 
thall make uſe of their own Experiments, to 
prove what 1s here advanced. 

Firſt, Authors tell us, and we ſee it con- 
firmed by daily Experience, that Grief is a 
powerful Cauſe to bring on a Conſumprion. 
The Soul being continually employed in Afflic- 
tion about the Object which cauſes it, ſtudies 
Night and Day to find out a Remedy: This 
continual Attention of the Soul imploys the 
Spirits in the Brain, hinders their deſcending 
into the Stomach, the Appetite diſappears, the 
Digeſtion ſuffers, the Chyle is ſent glutinous 
and ill digeſted into the Blood, diſpoſed to 
bring on Obſtructions either in the Lungs or 
Liver. 

But the free Courſe of the animal Spirits is 


not only ſuſpended in the Stomach, but alſo in 


the Organs of Reſpiration. We ſee Perſons under 
Alffliction forget as it were to breathe to that 
Degree, that as the Blood ſtagnates in the 
Lungs, they are obliged to fetch at Intervals 
deep Sighs, which are called Szſpiria lutuoſa, 


* Sorrowtul Sighs.” Thoſe who are in Trou- 


ble

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ble are like what Duret mentions of Peaſants 
who look upon a fine Picture with Admira- 
tion. uod cernere eft in ruſticis hominibus, qui 
ſtupent attoniti viſu Tabulæ politiſſimæ arte de- 
pictæ, quam dum hiante ore magnaque animi 
attentione intuuntur, non ante reſpirant quam ni- 
mia oppreſſione propemodum ſuffocati ad ſe redi- 


erint. As may be ſeen in Peaſants, who ſtand 


« aſtoniſhed at the Sight of a fine Picture, and 


“ whilſt they are gazing upon it open mouth'd 
ce and with great Attention, breathe not till they 
4 come to themſelves, being almoſt ſuffocated.” 
Now this want of equal and natural Reſpira- 
tion gives room for Liquids to ſtagnate, to 
candy and to form Tubercles, eſpecially when 
accompanied by a Defect in the Digeſtion. 
Beſides Grief ſuppreſſes the inſenſible Tran- 
ſpiration, Sanct. Aph. 2. Sect. 7. and Conſola- 
tion reſtores it, Animi conſolatio liberam facit 


Perſpirationem. Aph. 6. Ejuſdem Sect. 


For the ſame Reaſon Men of Letters, who 
keep their Spirits continually upon the Stretch 
by the Exceſs of Meditation, are alſo ſubject to 
Conſumptions, as Morton obſerves. 

The eager Wines, according to Etmuller, 

roduce abundance of Conſumptions in the 
Province of Moravia, as being very proper to 
form Coagulations and Concretions. I ſhall 


mention here an Obſervation, which proves 


how apt this Cauſe is to bring on a Conſump- 
tion. 

Mademoiſelle Lapaneterie the younger, a 
Gentlewoman of Faſhion and very rich, enjoy'd 
__— per- 
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perfect Health, was pretty Jolly, had a good 
Appetite and a ftrong Colour in her Face, &c. 
She began to think herſelf roo far for her 
Size, ſo much the rather as her Friends fore- 
told her ſhe would in a little time be like her 
Mother, who was exceeding corpulent. Her Co- 
lour alſo wasin her Opinion too ſtrong, and ſhe 
feared People would think ſhe drank; this made 
her very uneaſy, and ſhe look'd out for Means 
to obviate theſe two Misfortunes. What doth 
not a young. unmarried Woman do to preſerve 
her Shape and Colour in Perfection? A Wo- 
man adviſes her to drink every Day a little 
Glaſs of Vinegar : She follows the Advice, her 
Fleſh diminiſhes, as alſo her lively Colour. 
Charmed with the Succeſs of this Remedy, 
ſhe continues it longer than a Month, ſhe 
begins to cough; this Cough is look'd upon 
only as a Rheum which will go off; never- 
theleſs the dry Cough changes and ſhe begins 
to expectorate, a {low Fever comes on, a Diffi- 


culty of breathing, ſhe grows lean, and waſtes, 


after that come nocturnal Sweats, nauſeating, 
Swelling of her Feet and Legs, and laſtly a 
Looſeneſs carries her off. | 

We thought our ſelves happy that the Pa- 
tient never ſpit any Blood or Pus, but concoc- 
ted Flegm, &c. At the opening of the Body we 
found all the Lobes of the Lungs full of Tu- 
bercles, and not one of them come to Suppu- 
ration, I cannot compare the Gentlewoman's 
Lungs to any thing better than a Bunch of 


Grapes; the Tubercles repreſented the Grapes, 


and 
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and the Branches of the Aſpera Arteria the 
Stalks upon which they grow. She had 
taken the Bark a long time, alſo Febrifuge, 
abſorbent and ſweetening Electuaries, the Aſſes 
Milk, Cray-fiſh Broth, with which was joyned 
the pectoral Plants, to prevent the Ulceration 
of the Lungs: But the Conſumption went 
on its own Pace till Death. f 

In a Conſultation of a great number of 
my Collegues held in behalf of this young 
Lady, I propoſed to make her travel about in 
a Chaiſe, and inforced as much as in me lay 
the Reaſons before mentioned. I was the 


youngeſt and ſpoke firſt, this Advice was de- 


ſpiſed and found fault with by thoſe who gave 
their Opinion after me; they were ſurpriſed 
that I had dared to advance ſo extravagant a 
Notion, but were ſtill more ſo when they 
found that the late Dr. Tartar, who ſpoke 
laſt, whoſe ſound Judgment and Honeſty was 
well known, came into my Sentiments and 
ſupported it by very good Reaſons; but as 
the Majority was againſt us, this Advice was 

not followed. | 
Melancholical Perſons, according to Morton's 
Obſervation, are very ſubje& to Coulumptions, 
their Blood being diſpoſed to form Obſtruc- 
tions and Tubercles. | 
Morton, p. 27. has obſerved that Cold is 
always the Cauſe of Conſumptions; his Ob- 
ſervation agrees with that of Hippocrates, Fri- 
gus genitor eſt phthiſeos pulmonts, ſcilicet Venulis 
a frigore conſtrictis ac convulſis, © Cold is the 
U 4 « Parent 
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* Parent of the Phthiſis of the Lungs, via, 
« when the Veins are drawn together by Cold.” 
Now is any thing more fit to fix and congeal 
the Fluids, eſpecially when the Lungs are 
heated ? 

Galen explaining Aph. 9. Sect. 5, above 
quoted, is of Opinion that this Age is more 
ſuſceptible of Conſumptions than any other, 
becauſe we then uſe commonly more violent 
Exerciſes and are more debauched. Ob /altus, 
clamores, luctus, variaque vitæ errata, quibus 
tas illa inquies et improviſa dedita eſt. Expe- 
rience confirms Galen's Sentiment: when the 
heated Lungs reſpire a cold Air, the Humors 
are condenſed there, for the fame Reaſon as 
we ſee freeze in the midſt of Summer hot 
Liquors poured into Veſſels cool'd with Ice. 

Perſons that have a narrow Breaſt and high 
Shoulders are ſubject to a Confumption as 
Hippocr. obſerves, becauſe the Lungs being 
confined and not having Room enough to re- 
ceive the Air and to favour the Breaking of 
the Blood, the Fluids eaſily ſtop and ſtagnate 
there. Beſides the Lungs of the Perſons 
whom Hipp. deſcribes are of an oblong Shape, 
and the Fluids riſe up again with more Dith- 
culty, than when they are broader and ſhorter. 

Van Helmont has obſerved that the Steams of 
Spirit of Vitriol and of Aqua Fortis have 
ſometimes occaſioned a Conſumption : This 
Effect 8 from the Concretion of the 
Juices, by theſe acid Vapours which form the 
Tubercles. 

From 
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From this Inquiry into all the Cauſes, which 
are capable of producing Tubercles in the 
Lungs, it appears, that they owe their Origin 
to acid and coagulating Juices, and if after- 
wards the Fluids grow pungent, by ſtagnating 
there, it is an Effect of the Part which alka- 
liſes them, in like manner as we ſee ſome 
Fruits change their Taſte according as they 
come near to be ripe or rotten. 


SECOND PROPOSITION. 
Of the Cure of a Conſumption. 


Ou comprehend beforehand by what I 
have ſaid, the Nature of the Remedy 
which I make ule of for conſumptive Perſons. 

If it is true, as it is not to be doubted, that 
theſe Tubercles are the conjoint Cauſe of a 
Conſumption, that all the Symproms depend 
from it and not from the Ulcer (ſince there 
have been phthiſical Perſons without Ulcers, 
but never without Tubercles) if it is alſo in- 
conteſtable, that according to the beſt Rules 
the true Method would tend towards carrying 
off the Cauſe: The Indication therefore which 


naturally preſents itſelf is to deſtroy thoſe Tu- 


bercles, to melt them, to diſſolve them, and 
to reſtore the Lungs to their Functions again, 
and to put them into a Situation to render 
the Blood all thoſe Services for which they 
were deſigned. | | 


To 
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To flatter our ſelves that we can cure a 
Conſumption without diſſolving the Tubercles, 
which have occaſioned it, is Abuſe and Hlu- 
fion: And to endeavour to calm the Cough, 
and Watchings by narcotick Syrups, &c. to 
pretend to ſtop with the Bark a ſymptomatick 
Fever which comes from Obſtructions, and 
afterwards from the mixing of the Pus of the 
Ulcer with the Blood, altho' this could be 
effected, is it not fixing upon the Symptom 
and neglecting the Cauſe of the Diſtemper ? 

If the uſeful Experience of ſo many who 
have fell Victims to this Method doth not 
ſhew the Inconvenience of it, Reaſon and the 
Rules of Art demonſtrate it. 


I ſuppoſe, that an Arm through a ſtrong 


Ligature which hindered the Circulation of the 
Blood, is fell into an Inflammation and Suppu- 
ration; what would you ſay of that Surgeon 
who ſhould with Cataplaſms, Oyls, Balſams, 
Sc. dreſs the Arm, without thinking to cut 
firſt the Ligature which occaſioned the Diſor- 
der, and to reſtore the Liberty of the Circu- 
lation ? 1 | a

To pretend with Obſtinacy to cure with the 
Bark a ſlow hectick Fever occaſioned by Ob- 
ſtructious, either in the Lungs or Liver, or 
laſtly by che Inflammation of the Ts. 

their 
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their Suppuration, or the Ulcer following upon 
it, the Matter whereof is abſorbed by the 
Blood in its Circulation; is imploying the Bark 
out of its Province, it is ſtriving againſt Rea- 
ſon, Experience and the Rules of Art. This 
Drug, which was not ſufficiently eſteemed when 
firſt it was brought into Europe, is now in too 
high an Eſteem, and become a univerſal Re- 
medy with ſome Phyſicians. Cui credulum 
Medicorum vulgus nimis confidit. To which 
« the credulous Rabble of Phyſicians truſt 
« too much,” even in Fevers which are nor 
ſubjected to its Vertue, like thoſe of which 
we now treat. The Bark is there as uſeleſs, 
as it is ſpecifick in Fevers purely intermittenr, 
and the Diſorders depending upon them; Nec 
juvat ulterius. Neither will it do any far- 
e ther Service. If in 8 Days time the Bark 
taken regularly, (provided it be not evacuated 
by Vomiting or Looſeneſs) doth not cure the 
Fever, it is a Sign that it doth not fall under 
its Juriſdiction. | 

The Queſtion then is to look out for Re- 
medies which can diſſolve and deſtroy theſe 
Tubercles. This is the Indication which you 
ought not to loſe out of Sight; they are the 
Obſtacles which you muſt either conquer or 
die. | 

Think not that I advance here a new Sy- 
ſtem, without having ſome grave Authors to 
warrant my Conduct. 

Morton Pag. 53. propoſes this Indication. 


Obſtruttiones removendæ ſunt, tonuſque partium

confirmandus, ex via chalhbis vel arte vel natura 
parati. The Obſtructions are to be removed, 
« and the Tone of the Parts reſtored, by means 


« of Steel, either prepared by Art or Nature.” 


I am ſorry that this celebrated Author doth 
not make this Indication ſhine better, which 
is found buried and hidden under a Heap 
of Remedies, while he propoſes to anſwer a 
Number of others, which ought not to come 
into Competition with this glorious Indication. 
For if in bis whole Work and in all his Ob- 
ſervations, he makes continually mention of 
theſe Tubercles and Obſtructions, if he himſelf 
deduces the Symptoms of the Phthiſis from 
thence, and if he looks on them as Authors 
of the Diſorder, is it poſſible for us to be too 
hard upon them? You cannot but look out for 
the beſt Diſſolvents, Deobſtruents, and Aperi- 
tives, and afterwards for the propereſt Reme- 
dies to conſolidate and cicatriſe the Ulcer. 
Morton is not the only one that propoſes 


this Indication. The Roman Hippocrates Bag- 


livius, in ſeveral Places of his practical Wri- 
rings, exhorts us to give aperitive Medicines in 
all the Diſorders of the Breaſt, in pectoris mor- 
bis ſemper ducendum ad vias uring. 

Two great Reaſons confirm this practical 
Rule, (1.) The Medicines we make uſe of to 
provoke the Urine are diſſolvent, deobſtruent 
and aperitive, conſequently proper to deſtroy 
Obſtructions and the Tubercles of the Lungs 
which we have to combat. (2.) An Increaſe 
of the urinary Diſcharge contributes gy

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the Cure. Duretus in his Coac. p. 423. ſays, 
that the urinary Paſſages are the Emunctories 
of the Breaſt, the Flux of Urine being aug- 


mented procures a Diverſion of the Flegm, 


which otherwiſe would rake its Courſe to the 
Lungs. Beſides. we; have an anatomical Rea- 
ſon which proves that a Diſcharge by Urine

The Vein Azygos pours Part of its Blood 


through a conſiderable Trunk into the Emul- 
gent Vein, whilſt the greater runs towards the 
upper Veins. When the Emulgent Vein is 
conſiderably emptied by the Running off of a 
great Quantity of Serum through the Kid- 
nies by Vertue of diuretic Medicines, it rea-

Patient be freed from a phthiſical and ſcro- 
« phulous Diſorder, as we have often found 
« by Experience. 

Let us reſume here the Compariſon we have 
propoled in the firſt Part of our Diſſertation 
concerning the Reſemblance between the ſcro- 
phulous and phthiſical Diſorder. This Compa- 
riſon is to be admitted ſo much the rather ſince 
Morton mentions a ſort of Conſumption pro- 
duced by a ſcrophulous Taint, and that be- 
ſides the Cauſes of the Phthiſis and of the 
Scrophulæ perfectly reſemble each other, both 
in their Origin and Progreſs, as we have ſaid 
in our firſt Propoſition, ſo that the Phthiſis 
may be called the Scrophulæ of the Lungs. 

This 1s not a Nick-name I give to Con- 
ſumptions, the celebrated Sydenham, who was 
writing a Treatiſe upon this Diſtemper when 
the Faculty or rather all Mankind loſt him by 
Death, has obſerved that ſcrophulous Tumours 
appeared in the Necks of thoſe who had been 
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cured of Conſumptions by riding on Horſeback, 
Quibuſdam eorum qui ex hac methodo convaluere 
tumor in collo exortus eſt non multum a fc rophu- 
lis abludens. What Phyſician, how little ſoever 
vers d in the Motions of Nature, can deny 
that this ſcrophulous Tumor which ariſes in 


the Neck after the Cure of a Conſumption,

is not a true Metaſtaſis, or Tranſlation of Mat- 
ter from the Lungs, and which drove away 
from this Bowel by the Vibrations and Spring 
which the Exerciſe of the Horſe has occaſi- 
oned in the pulmonary Fibres, has reſumed 
its natural Place? 

This Obſervation makes it appear that the 
Cauſe of the Scrophulæ and of the Phthiſis is 
one and the ſame; and that theſe Diſorders 
difter only according to the difterent Parts they 
lodge upon. 

I ſhall therefore not be cenſured for imploy- 
ing for a Phthiſis the ſame Remedies which 


I have found ſucceſsful in the Scrophulz. 


Analogical Reaſoning has been received by all 
Phyſicians as a Means to find out proper Re- 
medies. River. pag 144. de remedigrum inven= 
tone. 

If I have ſeen external ſcrophulous Ulcers 
deſtroyed, and Tumors which gave them 


Birth diſſolved by the Uſe of Mercury, Mars, 


Millepedes, Drink, compoſed of aperitive and 
antiſcorburic Plants, and capital Obſtructions 
of the Liver removed by the ſame Method, 
as has been ſaid in the Treatiſe on the Venereal 


Diſorder; ſhould I not dare to make Uſe of 


it 
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it to deſtroy Tubercles and Concretions in 
the Lungs, and by that means remove the Ul- 
cer which infeſts them, and which ſo much 
reſembles the ſcrophulous kind, eſpecially when 
nothing elſe can be done, when otherwiſe 
I muſt determine to ſee the Patient die with 
my Arms acroſs, having learnt by fatal Ex- 
perience that all the reſt is to no Purpoſe ? 

A Phyſician need never fear that he ſhall 
bring his Reputation into queſtion, and paſs 
for being particular in his Advice, and enter- 
priſing in his Practice, if he ſteps out of the 
Road in which all others have been miſled, 
to follow a new Path traced from the Autho- 
rity of Writers, and inforced by Reaſon, Ana- 
logy and Experience. 

The principal Benefit of the frequent Change 
of Air which Morton recommends is owing 

to the Exerciſe, as Plinius has obſerved. Hip- 
focr. in his 6th Book of Epid. in morbis longis 
terram commode mutari. © It is proper in 
“ Chronical Diſtempers to change Climates.“ 
And I doubt not but to Exerciſe is attributed 
chiefly the Succeſs the Eng/;/þ People in Con- 
ſumptions met with, that were ſent into France 
in Meniot's Time. In Galliam Narbonenſem. 
« Into the lower Parts of Frauce. 

I don't queſtion that the Country Air has 
its Share in the Succeſs which the Exerciſe of 
the Carriage produces. In Towns, eſpecially 
thoſe that are well peopled, the Air is always 


groſs; from the Cellars, Kitchens, Work-Shops, 
Stables, and the Streets themſelves, there rites 


up 
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up by that continual Motion, a Duſt and Va- 
pour which makes the Air weigh heavy upon 
the Surface of our Bodies, preſſing upon them 
both in an horizontal and perpendicular Di- 
rection. This Compreſſion hinders the elaſtic 
Vertue of the internal Air mixt with our Blood 
and Juices from exerting itſelf; but when we go 
into the Country into a pure Air, or get a top ſome 
Eminence, the external Air there is leſs ponde- 
rous, and the elaſtic Vertue of the internal has 
more Liberty to expand itſelf, and to accelerate 
the Courſe of the animal Fluids : From hence 
it is, that when we are upon a high Place the 
Breaſt opens wider, and we breathe much 
freer. I heard Monſ. Duverney explain this 
Phznomenon after this Manner in his Anato- 
mical Lectures, which exactly correſponds with 
the Experiments of the Air-pump. 

Mercury, that Hercules fit to conquer ſo 
many Evils, reſembling thoſe Tools which 
ſerve almoſt in every Art, which deſtroys the 
Tumours in Bones, Ulcers, &c. ſhould this be 
uſeleſs only in Tubercles and Ulcers of the 
Lungs ? | 

Should Mars, which is ſo efficacious in de- 
ſtroying the capital Obſtructions of the Liver, 
be forgot in the Obſtructions of the Lungs ? 
And ſhould this Drug, ſo excellent in the Aſth- 
ma and all chronical Diſtempers ( /uprema mor- 
borum chronicorum panacea) lole its Credit and 


Reputation in the Tubercles of the . Lungs 
only? 
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The Millepedes, which contain a very vola- 
tile Salt, proper to unlock the Blood, and to 
mix its Serum with its other Principles, ought 
not to be diſregarded, ſince they alſo open the 
Kidneys and provoke Urine. Et urinas poten- 
ter movent, nec tenellis pulmonum membrams in- 
fenſi ſunt, Bagl. Prax. Med. 

Shall Diet-drinks made of aperitive and 
antiſcorbutic Plants, the Aſſes Milk with the 
Juices of theſe ſame Plants, not take place of 
incraſſating and narcotick Syrups? 

The Uſe of Water-Creſſes, if we may be- 
lieve Bonnetus's Obſervation 23. pag. 693. 
Tom. 2. has alone been able to cure a con- 
firmed Phthiſis; and altho' I don't repeat here 
his Obſervation, which might appear fabu- 
lous, his Comment may deſerve reading, 
Etſi plurimis dubia poſſit effe fides hiſto- 
riæ, vel eo nomine quod morbus remediis fere 
inſuperabilts naſturtii ſolius eſui ceſſerit, fi tamen 
ejus naſturtii vires et morbi cauſa ad examen 
revocentur, res omnino veriſimilitudine non caret, 
phthiſis tum pulmonaris, tum ab alits cauſis in- 
ducta ortum ducit a lympha craſſiore reddita in- 
farciente tum pulmonum veſiculas, tum glandulas 
in meſenterio fitas, quamobrem illis oppletrs officia 
male funguntur, corruptio illos invadit d lym- 
phe ſcilicet putredine, his ſcilicet glandulis ob- 
ſtructis d craſſiure lympha chilus venas lacteas 
non permeat, binc deſtitutæ alimento partes ta- 
beſcunt. At vero inter plantas, que lympbam 
craſſantem atque concretam ſolvere & liquefacere 
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valent, non inſimas tenet partes naſturtium multo 
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ſale volatili pollens, qui diuturno uſu tabem ab 


uſmodi cauſa inductam ſuperare valeat. Altho' 


many may doubt the Truth of this Story, 
for the Reaſon, that this almoſt inconquer- 
able Diſtemper ſhould have given way to 
the eating of Creſſes only. But when you 
examine the Vertues of this Plant and the 
Cauſe of the Diſtemper, the thing is not 
ſo improbable: For a Conſumption from 
the Lungs or any other Cauſe owes its Riſe 
to a thick Lymph ſtuffing the Veſiculæ 
pulmonales, as alſo the Glands in the Me- 
ſentery ; wherefore when they are fill'd up 
the Lungs don't perform their Office as they 
ought, and Corruption invades them from 
a Putrefaction of the Lymph, and theſe 
Glands being obſtructed by a thick Lymph, 
the Chyle doth not paſs through the lactcal 
Veins, wherefore the Parts decay for want 
of Nouriſhment. But among the Plants 
which have a Vertue of liquefying and 
diſſolving a thickned and congealed Lymph, 
the Naſturtium is none of the leaſt pow- 
erful, being ſtrongly impregnated with a 
Volatile Salt, which by a long Uſe may 
overcome a Conſumption from ſuch a Cauſe.” 
However, by propoſing the diſſolvent and 


peritive Medicines as above, I don't pretend 


to exclude the Uſefulneſs of others which Bo- 
tany and Chymiſtry may fupply, mb: /uffic: 
innuiſſe quibus indicationibus ſatisfactendum fit. 
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Syd. in Pref. It is enough for me to have 
& hinted what Indications are to be ſatisfy' d.“ 
I admoniſh my Brethren and thoſe that ſhall 
come after me to ſearch after better Specificks. 

It will be objected without doubt, that theſe 
diſſolvent and aperitive Medicines ought not 
to be put in practice in Patients who have 
ſpit Blood; that theſe Remedies may be apt 
to bring the Hæmoptoſis again, that the Con- 
cretion made upon the opening of a Blood 
Veſſel will be deſtroyed by theſe Remedies, 
which appear to be as proper to renew the 
ſpitting of Blood, as to deſtroy the Tubercles 
which we indeavour to diſſolve. 

I anſwer this Panick is without Founda- 
tion, for three Reaſons; 1.) The Vein which 
has furniſhed the Blood, never opens again 
in the Place where it is healed ; the Cicatrice 
is too ſolid to leave any Room to fear its open- 
ing again in the fame Place. This appears 
plain in Perſons that have been blooded often: 
The Surgeon never chuſes an old Cicatrice to 
make his Orifice, and when he is obliged to 
do it, he finds there a ſtronger Reſiſtance for 
his Lancet. So that if the Hæmoptoſis is 


renewed, it is not from the ſame Place burſt- 


ing open again, but that the Tubercles preſs 
the Vein, hinder the return of the Blood and 
force it when it has been very much widened 
to give way, and to open in another Place. 
2.) Altho' there ſhould be ſome Riſque of 
renewing the Hæmoptoſis, the Indication of 
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the aperitive Medicines ought to outweigh the 
Contra-indication ; for it is of fo great Impor- 
tance to deſtroy theſe Tubercles, that nothing 
can counterbalance the Neceflity thereof. 
3.) Experience contradicts this Objection, and 
to give a convincing Proof of it I ſhall relate 
the Obſervation of the Reverend Father, Fran- 
gors de Lourde, a Capuchin, at full length. 
This young Prieſt was ſeized with a dr 
Cough, which ſome time after was followed 
by a copious ſpitting of Blood. He was blood- 
ed divers times, took Nettle Juice, and ab- 
ſorbents to prevent falling into a Conſump- 
tion, having all the Marks of it mentioned 
by Hippocrates in his iſt Book of Epid. Not- 
withſtanding all theſe Remedies the Diſtem- 
per appeared again, every Fortnight he voided 
a great Quantity of Blood, which gave occa- 
fion to new Venæſection, and in the Space of 
Years whilſt this ſpitting of Blood laſted he 
was blooded ſo often, that he loſt his Sight 
by it, and in proportion as his Blood came 
again and his Strength returned, he recovered 
his Sight a little in one of his Eyes, and by 
the Help of a Glaſs he could read Maſs; but 
the ſpitting of Blood conſtantly ſeized him twice 
a Month. | | 
During the three Years of his Illneſs he was 
under the Care of divers Phyſicians, among 
the reſt a very famous and experienced Practi- 
tioner in the City of Peau in Bearn, whom 


my Father had a great Regard for, propoſing 


him to me as an Example, and ſpeaking of 
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him with great Praiſe, after he had ſeen ſome 
of his firſt Cures. 

This Fryar was ſent to the Convent of 
Bourdeaux; after 1 had taken into conſidera- 
tion the Uſeleſneſs of all the Medicines ap- 
ply'd by ſo many able Phyficians, the conſtant 
Returning of the Hæmoptoſis every Fortnight, 
his habitual Difficulty of breathing, and that 
he was inclined to a Conſumption ; I did not 
doubt but he had Tubercles in his Lungs in 
great Number, and that if they had not al- 
ready ſuppurated it was owing to the great 
Quantity of Blood he had loſt, either by the 
Hæmoptoſis or Venæſection Notum eſt omni- 
bus in Medicina et Chirurgia mediocriter verſa- 
tis vent ſectionem maturationem tardiorem reddere. 
More. „It is well known to all that are a 
little verſed in Phyſic and Surgery, that Ve- 
* neſection retards Maturation.” But I was 
well perſuaded that fome of them would come 
to ſuppurate in time, @ ſanguinis ſputo puris 
ſputum, &c. Moreover I] perceived a confi- 
derable Obſtruction in the Region of his Liver. 
This Fryar was lean, weak, pale and in a 
languiſhing Condition. | 

Altho' Winter was coming on I undertook 
to cure him according to the Syſtem before 
mentioned. I made them apply a large Plai- 
ſter of Vigonis cum Mercurio upon the Region 
of the Liver, which was renew'd from time to 
time, and ordered him to take the following 
Powder Nights and Mornings, drinking ſome 
Tea after it. | 


Take 
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Take of prepared Mars, Millepedes, Benja- 
min, red Coral and Crabs Eyes, one Scruple 


of each, mix all well together to make into 


a Powder to be taken in the Morning and to 
be repeated at Night, 

By the help of theſe plain and eaſy Reme- 
dies continued a long Time, this Fryar 
recovered his Strength and Colour, his 
Appetite and Sight returned, and he could 
ſay Maſs without Spectacles. The Hæmo— 
ptolis was perfectly cured, his Reſpiration 
became free and eaſy, the Tumor of his 
Liver was intirely diſſipated and he is now 
very well. I quote for ocular Witneſſes of 
the Truth of this Fact, the Reverend Father 
Bernard de Bedechamp his Guardian and Pro- 
vincial, Brother Pierre, Apothecary of the 
Capuchin Fryars in this City, and Dr. Cazaux, 
my Collegue, who was pleaſed during my laſt 
Illneſs to viſit him and follow my Syſtem. 

I allow that this Thought will appear raſh 
and irregular to thoſe who have conceived 
other Notions about this Diſtemper, tending 
rather to the Symptom. than the Diſeaſe itſelf. 
Durus eſt hic Sermo, quis poteſt illum capere ? 
« This is a hard Speech, who can take it?“ 
But I flatter myſelf that frequent Experience will 
make them change their Opinion, eſpecially 
if they put in practice this firſt and very wiſe 
Leſſon of Des Cartes, in his Principles of Philo- 
ſophy, That we ſhould doubt of all Preju- 


dices which we formed before we came to the 


Age of Manhood, &c. 
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The following Obſervation which J have 
taken from Morton, p. 97. reſembling in all 
the Symptoms this Fryar's Diſtemper, made 
me take the Hint of curing the Hæmoptoſis 
by diſlolvent and aperitive Medicines. 

„ A Maſter of Arts was taken with a Spit- 
* ting of Blood, he loſt a great deal of Blood 
before I was called, I made uſe of Bleeding, 
Ligatures, Electuaries, aſtringent Syrups, 
« a white Diet, and the Blood was ſtopt. 
© However his Cough and Leanneſs remained; 
« I continued the Milk and a narcotick Electu- 
« ary every Night, and to prevent the Phthi- 
© ſis which I imagined threatned him, I made 
“ him open an Iſſue in his Arm, and the Em- 
e plaſtrum Cephalicum was put on his Head 
% ſhaved. I ſent him into the Country, where I 
© recommended him to take Nettle and Plan- 
„ tain Juice twice a Day, notwithſtanding 
« theſe Remedies the flow Fever and Cough 
© continued and the Hæmoptoſis returned 
« twice a Month, towards the full and new 
«© Moon, he grew leaner every Day, and laſtly 
« the Scene ended with a Diarrhœa, Sweats 
ee and a Dropſy. 

« At the opening of his Body I found the 
« Lungs ſwell'd, and all the Lobes fill'd with 
«© Tubercles, ſome crude and others ulcerared.“ 

Without pretending to derogate from the 
Reputation of this celebrated Author, nor the 
Obligations which the Science of Phyſick owes 
him, permit me to make the following Re- 
flexions upon this Obſer vation. (I.) The ob-

But who can imagine that theſe Tubercles ! 


which occupy'd the Lungs and the Fever de- 
pending upon.them, could have been rooted 


out by the Bark, of which he ſays himſelf | 
pag. 43. that he has found it uſeleſs? MNegue , 
quidem hæc febris ope corticis Peruviani, cujus V 


vim in hoc caſu ſum expertus radicitus extirpart 
poteſt. And certainly, from a great number 
of Experiments I dare to affirm, that he no 
more would have ſucceeded in diſperſing 
theſe Tubercles by the Bark, than by the other 
Remedies which he made uſe of. 

The Obſervation which he mentions of Mr. 
Rook's ſhould not ſerve for a Rule. The Hæ- 
moptoſis returned every other Day, A" | " 
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ſomething every Day, there were plain Re- 
turns of a double Tertian. The Urine was 
red, and the Return of the Fever brought on 
the Hæmoptoſis. Injignem febrem certis inter- 
vallis recurrentem ſemper ſternere viam ſputo 
ſanguinis ſubſecuturo obſervaſſem cum pulſu celeri 
& urjna rubra. Who doubts that the Bark 
was not a ſovereign Remedy here, as well as 
in all Fevers recurning at certain Periods, and 
| which may be ſuppoſed to proceed from an 
intermittent Fever in Diſguiſe, wherefore it 
is not ſurpriſing that he ſtopt the Hæmor- 
rhage with the Bark, and that the Patient 
was better 6 Months. However for all this 
he was not cured; for the Cough, the Diffi- 
culty of breathing, and a little of the flow 
Fever remained, altho* leſs, and as he had 
not deſtroy'd the Tubercles which he found 
at the opening of the Body, (Tuberculis infi- 
nitis ubique refectos) the Patient died ſoon after 
this Truce. 
3.) From what has been obſerved it follows 
that if Morton had apply'd to diſſove the 
Tubercles of the Lungs, which he found at 
the opening of the Body, and had imploy'd 
diſſolvent and aperitive Medicines which were 
indicated, not only by theſe Tubercles, but 
probably alſo by an Obſtruction in the Liver, 
ſince the Patient became dropſical, he would 
have ſaved him, as I cured my Capuchin.

It will be. objected in the ſecond Place, that 


an Ulcer of the Lungs is incurable by reaſon 
of the continual Motion of this Bowel. I 
anſwer that the Lungs, the Bellows which 
every Moment new kindle the Flame of Life, 
may be cured of an Ulcer, fince they may be 
cured when wounded; and if their continual 
Motion is no Hindrance for a Wound to be 
healed, it cannot hinder a Cicatrifation of an 
Ulcer neither, provided it be treated metho- 
dically, that is to ſay by deſtroying the Cauſe 
which produces it, by diſſolving the Tu- 
bercles, and hindering by that means the Ul- 
cer from ſpreading from one Tubercle to 


another, like a Fire that runs from Houſe to 


It is certain that Wounds of the Lungs are 
cured. Some Surgeons of the Army of Credit 


have aſſured me that they had cured ſeveral 
of them. Arceus boaſts of having cured them all. 
Aultos vidi quibus pulmo transfoſſus fuerat omnes 
Det bonitate per ſanavi. Hipp. in his Coac. ſays 
that all Wounds of the Lungs are not mor- 
tal. Non omnia pulmonum ulcera exitialia ſunt, 
but only thoſe through which more Air comes 
forth than by the Trachea. | 2 
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You find in Lommius a very extraordinary 


- Obſervation. A Part of the Lungs came out 


at a Wound in the Breaſt, which mortify'd; 
the Surgeon cut off that Part, and healed and 
cicatriſed the whole, and the Patient lived 
many Years after. Lommius de pulmonum 
Vulneribus. | 

But let us now come to the practical Part, 


and after the Indications which we have pro- 


poſed in general, we ſhall enter upon Parti- 
culars. 

As ſoon as I am called to a conſumptive 
Perſon of the firſt Degree, fatigued with a 
Cough, which ar firſt was dry, and afterwards 
is become moiſt, which exceeded the Bounds 
of a common Rheum, accompanied with a 
flow Fever, Difficulty of breathing, Leanneſs, 
&c. I examine immediately the Liver, where 
I conſtantly find a conſpicuous Hardneſs and 
often a Pain. 

I afterwards examine if any General Medi- 
cines are indicated, in which Cale I order the 
Patient to bleed and purge; I even repeat 
bleeding when the Pain is violent, and if the 
Patient is young, heated with drinking of 
Wine, or ſpirituous Liquors, to prevent the 
Inflammation of the Tubercles. 

Then I apply a great Plaiſter of the Empl. 
diabotanum upon the Region of the Liver, 
with which Mercury revived from Cinnabar 
is incorporated, or in default thereof the Empl. 
Vigonts cum Mercurio, Every Night 1 order 


the Plaiſter to be taken off, and the as 
- 
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of a Dram of the mercurial Ointment to be 
rubb'd in at the Swelling, and then the Plai- 
ſter is put on again, which remains there 
Night and Day. 

Internally I give twice a Day the Powder 
deſcribed above, or made up into Troches after 
the following Manner. Take of Mars, Mille- 
pores, Benjamin, Coral, and Crabs Eyes, of each 

alf an Ounce, Powder of Cinnamon three 
Drams, fine Sugar half a Pound, mix all to- 
gether, and with the Mucilage of Gum Tra- 
gacanth, made with Orange Flower Water, 
make Troches of two Drams each, of which 
let the Patient take one Night and Morning. 

After every Doſe of the Troches or Powder 
I order them to take a Draught of Ptiſane made 
of Nettle- Roots, or of Whey well clarify'd, with 
which I mix two Ounces of the Juice of Water- 
Creſſes, and as much of the Juice of Chervil, 
or ſome Broth made of a piece of Veal, Ra- 
diſhes of Perigord, Creſſes, Brook - Lime, 
and Chervil, or an Infuſion of Green Tea ; of 
which I ſhall be more particular in my Ob- 
ſervations. 

If the Patient is in a Situation to be at the 
Expence of riding on Horſeback, I make him 
do it conſtantly Morning and Evening, and 
oblige him to increaſe his Ride every Day, 


except bad Weather, a cold Wind, great Rains 


or Fogs oblige him to keep his Chamber near 
a good Fire till the Seaſon permits to reſume 


this Exerciſe ſo ſalutary in Conſumptions, as 


has been proved from Reaſon and Experience. 
| | | Ir 
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It is to be obſerved that very great Care 
muſt be had that the Patient may not ger 
Cold during the Courſe of theſe Remedies ; 
for as they incourage the inſenſible Tranſpi- 
ration, when this is ſuppreſs'd the tranſpirable 


Matter falls upon the Breaſt, from whence 
we indeavour'd to divert it, either by Urine 
or by the Pores. | 

By a long Continuation of theſe ſimple and 
eaſy Medicines I ſee the Cough diſappear, the 
ſlow Fever go off, the Obſtruction of the 
Liver and Spitting diminiſh, the Diſcharge by 
Urine increaſes, Reſpiration becomes free and 
eaſy, and the Colour red and lively, and the 
Patient gathers Fleſh again, in a Word he 
forgets that he has been indiſpoſed. 

When the Conſumption is at the ſecond 
Stage; when the Patient ſpits Pus; when he 


is tormented by a violent and continual Cough, 


when his Fever exceeds a flow Fever and is 
grown ſtrong, and his Waſting is far gone, Cc. 
The Exerciſe of riding is abſolutely neceſ- 
ſary in this Caſe, the Tubercles come to Sup- 
puration, threaten to melt the neighbouring 
ones and to ulcerate them; this Liquefaction 
could not but end in the Deſtruction of the 
Lungs ; and to obviate and ſtop the Continu- 
ation of the Suppuration and Ulcer, it is ab- 
ſolutely neceſſary to make uſe of all the Re- 
medies propoſed to deſtroy the neighbouring 
Tubercles ready to inflame and ſuppurate. 
In the fame Manner as to hinder a Fire 


that it may not ſpread from Houſe to Houſe, 
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they are obliged to pull down the neighbour- 
ing ones where the Fire might catch; ſo like- 
wiſe when the Suppuration goes from Tubercle 
to Tubercle every thing is put in practice to 
hinder its Progreſs, and that the Ulcer may 
not deſtroy the Lungs. 

But you ſhould not have recourſe to riding 
only, but alſo increaſe the Doſe of the -other 
Remedies, and inſtead of taking it twice I 
make them take three times of it, viz. in 
the Morning, at 4 o Clock in the Afternoon 
and at 8. 

Let it not be objected here that the Patient 
is too weak to ride on Horſeback. This Ob- 
jection has been foreſeen by Baglivius, wha 
anſwers it L. 2. Prax, Med. In phthifs cum 
fluxu colliquativo et aliis deſperati morbi ſym- 
promatis, 1 in chronicis omnibus non inve- 
nitur prœſtantius ac ferme Herculeum remedium 
quam equitatio multum et diu continuata 
Neque ob ſtat quod æger fit nimium debilis 
adeo ut in lecto ſeſe commovere non valeat in 
tali Caſu exercitium inchoandum erit primo 
rheda, poſtea vero equitatione ad multa milli- 
aria abſokvendum. © In a Conſumption with 
a a colliquating Flux, and other deſperate 
Symptoms, laſtly in all chronical Diſtem- 
pers, no better and more Herculean Remedy 
can be found than riding on Horſeback con- 
e tinued a long while. And it hinders not 


< that the Patient is ſo weak that he can hardly 


« move in Bed, in this Caſe the Exerciſe is to 
* be- begun at firſt in a Coach, afterwards to 
l | « be 
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© be compleated by riding on Horſeback many 
«© Miles.” I ſhall relate two Obſervations on 
this Head. 


I. OBsERvATION. 

Young Widow diſtinguiſh'd in this City 

for her Beauty and Merit, and related to 

a great many good Families, fell into a Con- 
ſumption. I obſerved a Hardneſs in her Liver, 
which I believed to be the principal Cauſe of 
her Diſtemper, and that the Cough, flow 
Fever and Difficulty of breathing depended 
upon it. Iimploy'd Steel Medicines and other 
Aperitives. But I had hardly begun with 
them, when her Apothecary, a conceited bur 
otherwiſe very honeſt Man, told her, that he 
gave her thoſe Medicines in Deference to 
Phyſick, and to do his Duty, but againſt his 
Opinion and what he had ſeen practiſed 
many Years by our old Phyſicians ; this was 
enough to ſer her againſt the Uſe of theſe 
Medicines. A Conſultation was held, every 
thing was found fault. with, the Patient was 
ordered to drink Whey, and to take febrifuge 
EleQuaries, alkaline, abſorbent, &c. the Con- 
ſumption went on, and ſhe grew leaner and 
leaner, the Fever increaſed, the ſpit Pus, &c. 
Now ſhe is as little pleaſed with the Reme- 
dies preſcribed at the Conſultation, as ſhe had 
been with the aperitive Medicines ſhe took 
by way of Prevention. I propoſed the Exer- 
ciſe on Horſeback to her as the only Remedy, 
and as ſuch that might be depended upon. I 
_ | K there- 
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thereupon made her read the Paſſages in Sy- 
denbam, Baglivius, Doleus, and Laſſalle our Col- 
legue in his Book upon Diſorders of the Breaſt, 
Ch. of the Phthiſis. In ſhort I omitted nothing 
to make her have a good Opinion of this 
Exerciſe : I repreſented to her, that it was of 
great Importance to profit of this Remainder 
of Autumn, and that ſhe ought to get cured 
before Winter came in. 

The Patient was very weak and her Diſtem- 
per far gone when we begun to make a Trial 
of Sydenham's Obſervation. Nec in levioribus 
tantum malis illud remedium obtinuit, ſed etiam 
in tabe tantum non deplorata, &c. atque hoc 
multiplici Experientia didici, que vix me fefellit 
unquam, © Nor is this Remedy proper only 
in ſlight Indiſpoſitions, but alſo in Conſump- 


tions that are almoſt deplorable, &c. and 


this I have learnt by long Experience, 
* which ſcarce ever deceived me*” 

I made her hire a Country Houſe a quar- 
ter of a League from the Town : We begun 
the Exerciſe in a Chaiſe, by which ſhe found 
herſelf better, and was able 6 Days after to 
get on Horſeback. She rode 2 Leagues in 
the Morning, and as much in the Afternoon; 
her Sleep and Appetite returned by Degrees, 
and 7 Days after ſhe had rode ſhe cough d and 
ſpit much leſs; ſo that 13 Days of this Exer- 
Ciſe had procured her ſuch Eaſe, as promiſed 
a perfect Cure by continuing it. However 
her Relations, who in Troops went to ſollicit 
her to quit this ridiculous Exerciſe, Carriers 
of the Advice of thoſe Perſons of the Faculty, 
who either through Ignorance or Spight con- 
Y tinued 
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tinued to find fault with and fulminate againſt 
this Remedy, at laſt perſuaded her to leave 
off; it alſo happened that rainy Weather came 
on, which favoured greatly the ardent Deſire 
they had of interrupting that Exerciſe which 
they never had heard of. They even obliged 
her to come to Town, where her Conſump— 
tion during the Winter increaſed, and two 
Months after ſhe left off riding ſhe died. 

The Relations failed not to impute her Death 
to this riding on Horſeback, and the Novelty 
of the Fact, unheard of in this Country, oc- 
caſioned public Reflexions. The Calumny 
went even ſo far as to a printed Ballad, of 
which I had one ſent me by the Author.

II. OBSERVATITION. 


O ME Years after I had a Gentlewoman 

in the firſt Stage of a Conſumption; ſhe 
had a conſiderable Obſtruction in her Liver, 
ſpitting Blood after a dry Cough, ſhe had a 
flow Fever, and grew lean, Sc. ſhe had taken 
many Remedies without Effect, divers Conſul- 
tations were held to no Purpoſe, ſhe honour- 
ed me with a great Confidence.

After drinking the 
Waters you may go to perform your Devo- 
tion at Notre Dame de Gueriſen, famous for ſo 
many Miracles, and afterwards go and ſee the 
City of Toulouſe, from whence you'll then be 
but one Day's Journey; but I adviſe you to 
return in your Coach, and that the Eaſe of 


the Boat may not tempt you; for if you im 


bark there the Water may be prejudicial to you, 

She anſwered me, that it was impoſſible for 
her to go thither, thar I was Witneſs of her 
Weakneſs, that ſhe ſhould die on the Road, 


that the Air would overcome her ſo as to 


make her faint away, if ſhe ſhould go out of 
her Chamber. 

I anſwer'd, that the Air which ſhe was

ſhe ſhould increaſe her Airings about the City 
fo far as to be able to perform an ordinary 
Day's Journey for a prudent Traveller. New 
Objections aroſe both from her and her Huſ- 
band, I comprehended that the true Reaſon 
was not alledged, I offer d to find the Money 
neceſſary for this Journey; which Propoſition 
removed immediately all Objections.

, 4.) You'll not hefitate a Moment longer 
about the good Effects which theſe alternate 
Percuſſions of the Air can produce, if you 
give a little Attention to the great Effects pro- 
duced by Muſick. It cannot be deny'd that 
its Action depends upon the Percuſſion of the 
Air and its brisk Undulation. Mujfica eſt de 
genere eorum que atrem acute feriunt et in vi- 
vidas quaſdam undulationes diſponunt.

The Soldiers are animated to the Fight by 
the Sound of the Drum or Trumpet. Virgil 
ſpeaks of Æneass Trumpet in theſe Words.

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Aſelepiades has obſerved that Deliriums are 
cured by Symphony, and I have actually a 
Patient who finds himſelf pure well of the 
Advice I gave him, to go to the famous 
Concert of this Town every Time that it is 

pertormed, 
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performed, and I ſhall have Room to ſpeak 
of him in a Diſſertation upon the Epilepſy. 

Experience ſhews every Day that Sadneſs is 
cured by Muſick. 

Thoſe who have been ſtung by the Tarantula 
find a Remedy in a lively and brisk Symphony, 
which from a State of Agony, makes them 
firſt move their Arms, and Legs, afterwards 
they get up and dance till they fall into great 
Sweats which evacuate the Poiſon. Read Mat- 
thiolus, Kircher, Willis, Gaſſendi, Baglivius, &c. 

Do we not ſee daily at the Opera and in 
great Concerts as that of Bordeaux, that Per- 
ſons who do not underſtand Muſick beat time, 
and move their Legs and Hands withour 
thinking on it? Enimvero muſica homines ſanos 
et ſobrics etiam invitos et aliud cogitantes, in 
actiones auditi modulaminis æmulas facile rapit 
et primo ſtatim tibicims inflatu adjtantes manus, 
et pedes agitare incipiunt, et vix ac ne vix qui- 
dem a ſaltando ſe continent. Willis de Morb. 
Convul. Cap. 8. For Muſick makes healthy 
« and ſedate Perſons even againſt their Will 
« and without thinking on it fall into Actions 
« imitating its Movement; and as ſoon as the 
« Inſtrument begins to play the Company move 
<« their Hands and Legs, and can hardly re- 
« frain from dancing, Willis de Morb. Convul. 
Cap. 8. | W 
al this proves the great Advantage that 
may be reap'd from the Percuſſion of the Air: 
If you read Borellis Book de vi percuſſionis, 
you'll not any longer admire that a little Mo- 
tion can produce great Effects. 


But 
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But to return to our Subject. In the ſecond 
Stage of Conſumptions I alter the Regimen of 
Diet, altho' in the firſt I make them obſerve 
an exact Manner of living, allowing them 
Meat of light Digeſtion, without any ſeaſon- 
ing; however in the ſecond, not to exaſperate 
the Fever, I make the Patient live upon Cow's 
Milk boil'd and skimm'd and mixt with an 
equal Quantity of Tea. Milk is a ſimple 
Food ready digeſted, which doth not moleſt 
the Stomach if taken by itſelf, it paſſes on ea- 
fily and doth not give to the Heart or Ar- 
reries any Reſiſtance, but yields to their 
Impulſe ; and this is the principal Reaſon why 
it is a Specifick in hectick ſlow and long Fe- 
vers. Bonum autem et tabidis dare et non acute 
admodum febricitantibus. Hipp. in Aph. It 
« is good for hectick Perſons and thoſe whoſe 
<< Fevers are not very acute.” 

Let it not be ſaid that this ſimple Aliment 
is inſufficient for the Patient's Nouriſhment. 
Man can live upon a ſma!' Matter, as has been 
ſeen by the Experience ot .. Ship of this Port, 
whoſe Crew, by the Maſts being damaged, was 
reduced to ſubſiſt on a few Ounces of Biſcuit 
and a little Water 17 Days; and yet none of 
them died for Hunger. And in this preſent 
Caſe Milk taken every 4 Hours is more nou- 
riſhing than the Juice of Fleſh, or ſolid Ali- 
ments, which rather feed the Diſtemper than 
the Patient. 

I have ſometimes, nay very often put into 
a Milk Diet Perſons that had laboured under 


a Dyſentery two or three Years, as alſo ſuch 
as 
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as had been troubled with a Diarrhea many 
Years. This Remedy has never failed me, 
with this Circumſtance, that ſome Patients 
being weigh'd before they enter'd upon this 
Diet, I found after they were cured that they 
had conſiderably increaſed in Weight, which 
amounted in the Perſon of a Cooper to ten 
Pounds. 

Finally, the Patient being arrived at the laſt 
Stage, of whom Hippocrates pronounces, Hunc 
intra breve tempus periturum aſſerito, et ex alvi 
profluvio periturum. You are to prognoſti- 
& cate that he will die ſoon, and that a Diar- 
« rhœa will carry him off.“ It is not pru- 
dent to take him in hand. Summa prudentiæ 
pars eſt eorum qui a morbis devicti ſunt curati- 
onem non aggredi, ne temere infamentur ea præ- 
fidia que multis fuere ſaluti. lt is the high- 
« eſt Prudence not to undertake thoſe whom 
© the Diſtemper has conquer'd, that ſuch Means 
« may*not be raſhly condemn'd as have been ſa- 
% lutary to many.” Let the Patient bear the 
Reproach of having waited too long. It is 
not to be expected that this Method ſhould 
perform the Miracle of replacing the Loſs of 
a conſiderable Subſtance, occaſioned in the 
Lungs by the Suppuration of the Tubercles, 
and by an Ulcer; that extreme Leanneſs and 
a Conſumption ſhould be cured, when nothing 
remains but Skin and Bones; or that a Diar- 
rhœa which has reduced the Patient to ex- 
treme Weakneſs and even Fainting, ſhould 
leave Room to attempt any thing.
